intended merely to give a summary of those events; referring 

the reader for more particular information on that subject to 

the above-mentioned valuable work'.

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*** * f After the death of the rrlcbrated Harouu al Rashid, 
A.H. i the temporal power of the Ivlmltfs begun gradually to 
decline i most of r hr govern menu of province*, by the discord 
or weakness of the Imperial family, became hereditary, ami 
their possessors assumed independence; they, howewr, re¬ 
tained a nominal respect for the successors of Mohammed ; 
arid, constrained by public opinion, inserted the Khali fs 
name in all their official writings, and acknowledged him as 
their lord-paramount, temporal and spiritual- 

The most powerful of those princes that became inde¬ 
pendent under the Khalifat, was Uhmnd Sam any, governor of 
Maverulnihcr £Trtms> (, xania) and Kliorassatt; who, in the 
a. D. R70, 2()3d vear of the Hejira, assumed the royal titles, He was 
the lirsi of the dynasty of the Samanians, w ho reigned, in the 
city of Bokhara*, over the provinces of Maverulniher, K boras- 
san, and the northern part of Persia, with great reputation for 
justice and humanity* 

The family of Samania enjoyed their extensive empire nearly 
ninety years in much /uuquillit v and renown, and were eelc* 
b rated lor their justice and the mildness of [heir government. 
4>*i a Malik Abdul Malik Noo, the seventh of ihai race, dving at 

Bukhara m the 35 Uth year of the Hejira, left a son. them a 
a o. mi. i. vouth, called AI ml Munsur. On this occasion the nobles and 
principal officers were divided in their opinion about xhc 
Succession, some favouring the brother ot the late monarch, 
and others declaring for his son. T<> end the dispute, it was 
agreed to refer the maiter to Abistagy, governor ml Khurassan,

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;i person distinguished by his integrity and great abilities, w/ t *■ 
Abistagy gave it as his opinion, Um Mutmir. iVe«n his youth, 
being incapable of governing so extensive an empire v. it it 
discretion, it would lie advisable to elect, hit unde to the 
throne: but before Abistagy’s messengers reached Bukhara, 
the contending parties hyd settled their dispute, by unani¬ 
mously electing Mu ns nr to be their king; anti the young 
monarch, offended at Abistagy's opinion, commanded him to 
relinquish liis government, and proceed to Bokhan. 

AbfMagr. tin willing (r> trust himself in the power of an o 
irritated prince, who was surrounded by hit rivals, sent an aSS^mi* 
excuse to the king, and immediately raised the standard of 
rebellion: hut, finding himself unequal to contend with Ins 
adversaries, ho quitted Khorassan, with a select corps of anno 
cavalry devoted to his service; and, proceeding to the smith- 
cast, he took possession of Ghixite 1 , dec faring himself inde* 
pendent of the Samaniun authority. 

'Vhcn the king was informed of the departure of Abiatagy 
from Rhoraissan, be appointed Abitl Hussento that government, 
w 4 th orders to drive Abiatagy from his usurped dominion ; but 
that chief, having reconciled the Afghans of Ghizne to his 
usurpation, was enabled, by their assistance, to defeat the 
royal general in two pitched battles ; and thus became absolute 
sovereign of the kingdom of Zabalistan, over which he 
reigned nearly fifteen years, and died A. H. 3(15. 

Abistagy was succeeded by his son, Abu Isaac, w ho died 
without heirs, after a short reign of one year. On this event.

Subuctaoefn. who was originally a Turkish slave, mounted 
the throne of Ghiznr on the 71I1 of Shaban, in the sGsth year of 
thr Hejira, corresponding with the year 97 <i of the Christian 
sera; and, upon tins occasion, assumed the title of Ntmr Jdtfaen. 
At floon as Subnets gee n found himself i irmly established 
in liis government, he resolved to employ hi* army In making 
war on the idolaters of India, He. inconsequence, invaded 
the frontier pmvince- of that country, in the year 3(>JT; and, 
having acquired much plunder, and brought away u number of 
the inhabitants as slaves, he returned in triumph to his capital. 

The Hindoo prince, whose country had hern thus tnvadrd, 
was named Jypaal, the son of Hypaat, of the tribe of Brah¬ 
mens. Hi? capital was called Bathendeh; and his dominions 
extended, in a norfh*WCSt direct ion, from Lahore to Lumghun* ; 
and, in a south-east line, from Cashxnireto Moultan. In order

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to revenge this insult, .lypaal assembled a numerous army, and .r.o i 
advanced towards GtiiX&C. He was met on the frontier by 
SufcUCtagecn, and same skirmishing took place between the 
two armies , but. in consequence ot' a violent storm, attended 
by a heavy fait of snow, the Hindoos, who could not endure 
the cold, sued fur peace: the Raja agreeing to pay a fine of 
a million of iltrkumU and to present J-iubuctagccn. with lift} 
elephants, Port of the money was paid immediately; the re¬ 
mainder was promised to lu* Ibjmduled in u short lime; and 
hostages were given for the fulfilment of the treaty. When 
the Raja returned to his capital, being excited either by 
avarice, or aahsttled of his pusillanimous Conduct, he refused to 
comply with the at i pula ted terms; ami ordered that the persons 
whom Subuetageen had sent to receive the tribute should be de¬ 
tained until his hostages were released. Heat the same lime sent 
embassies to the different Rajas of Hindoo&tan, imploring them 
to unite with him in defence of their country and of tluir religion. 

When this mielligcn-e wa^ brought to Sithm'tagecn, he 
re-assembled his troops, and marched toward* I.umghan. The 
contending armies met on the frontier; and, although the 
Hindoo forces amounted to 200,600 men, supported by a 
number of elephants, the Mohammedans gained an easy 
conquest: they drove their adversaries across the Sinde, or 
Jvdab, and took complete possession of the countries of 
Lumghan and i'aislmvnr* One of the Gmrahs, having under 
his command J 0,000 horse, was appointed Governor of 
Paishawur: and the Afghans, and especially the tribe vt KUiligi^

number? of them were enrolled in the sen ire. After Iwring 
settled the countrv to Jm sal is faction, Subtictagern returned 
in triumph to his capital. 

During the remainder of his reign. Subuccageen was so 
much engaged by his wars In Tartary, that lie did not again 
interfere with Hindoostau. He died in the yi&r 38? f and WM 
buried at Gtiizne,

^ULTAts M 1 . 11 MOOD, the eldest son of Subuctagcen, haring made 

a vow, that, if he ever succeeded to the tfirone, he would wage 
continual war against the idolaters of India, towards the end. of 
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the vcar 391 of the Hejira, margined with io,oon chosen horse sect* 
from Ghizne; and* on the Sth of Molmrremof the following vear* ' h

engaged Raja Jypaal, with i^oou fcotvc, 30,000 infantry, and yi: iw«- 
300 war elephants, at Paishawur, The Mohammedans w ere again 
victorious, having slain soon of the Hindoos* and taken the 
Raja, with fifteen of his principal adherents, prisoners. The 
Sultan ilirii advanced, and laid siege to Bathendcli, the capital 
of the captive prince, which place he quickly reduced. After 
this, he satiated his revenge upon some of the Afghans ; w ho, 
neglecting their promise to his father, had taken part with 
the Hindoos. 

As it was the custom Amongst the Hindoos, that whatever 
Raja was twice defeated, or taken prisoner, should - be con¬ 
sidered unworthy to reign, Jjpaal, having resigned his kingdom 
in his sun Annundpaal, devoted himself as a sacrifice to the pre¬ 
judices of his countrymen, and hum! himself on a funeral pile. 

In the year 395, the Sultan resolved to cam his Arms A. l>. MMH-S. 
against Raja Ihjcrju, whose territories were situated in the 
vicinity oj Moultan. The liaja waited the attack in his 
capital, named Bhatica, which was well fortified, with an 
exceedingly high wall, mid u very broad and deep ditch. For 
several days the Hindoos defended them .selves, with great 
vigour. hut the Raja % courage failing him, lie left a strong 
garrison in the place, and retired to the woods on the Hanks of 
the Sinde; here he was soon after surrounded bva detachment 

W 

at the Mohammedan army, and, finding further resistance vain, 
fell upon his own sword. The city was soon after taken by 
assault, and an immense quantity' of plunder tell into the 
honds of the captors; loaded with which, they returned in 
triumph to [.heir own dominions. 
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t. The Multan having discovered that l>aoud Khan, an Aighan 
' heretic, who then possessed the province of Moulton, and 
whose predecessor had taken the oath of allegiance to Sultan 
Subuctageen, had. during the siege of Blmttea, sent *«..stance 
toliaia Bajerao, resolved to punish the traitor. He therefore, 
vt>. IM&- 4 , in the year 3$A again advanced towards Hitidoosto n ; and 
had proceeded as far as Phishawur. when he was opposed by 
an arm; of Hindtjosi under the Command of Anmindpaal, the 
son of the late Raja- A severe conflict ensued, in which the 
Hindoos were again defeated, and their prince obliged lo take 
refuge in (.'ash mi re. The Sultan then advanced to the city Of 
Moultnr*; and, after a siege of seven days, compelled Daoud 
Khan to pay a tribute of 20,0Or> dirAeniy, and to embrace the 
true faith"* 

a, i>. UHut—s, In the year'Sgp, the Sultan again ad van red towards Hin- 
SHTmIm doostan : and Raja Anmmdpaal, having been reinforced by 
hiw/ several other Hindoo princes, again opposed him in I he plains 
of FaUhawur. The contest had lasted for several days, when 
the elephant, oil wWch Anmmdpaal rode, having taken fright, 
ran olf to the rear. This ein-tiinstance induced ihe whole of the 
Hindoo army to take to flight. They were pursued bv ihoir 
adversaries for two days and two nights, and 20,000 of them 
fell by t lie sword. After this victory, the Sultan, whose mind 
wj> governed by bigotry and fanaticism, resolved lo proceed 
to the sacred territory of Nagorkotc, and to destroy all the 
temple* of the idolaters in that district. 

There w as, at that time, in the viridity of Kagorkote, a

Mahmond invested llm place in the year iuo, with such expo- A .t>. wimo 
dition, that the procrastinating Hindoos had not lime to rein¬ 
force the garrison, which at that time was very weak, and there¬ 
fore speed it) compelled them to capitulate, stipulating only for 
their tfvfc* and liberty : thus the whole of the immense wealth 
contained in the fortress fell into the hands of the Sultan ; 
with which he immediately returned to GJii/nc, and displayed 
to his astonished subjects such riches as were never before 
possessed by any monarch. It was on this occasion that he 
obtained from the Khalif Kader Billah the title of Sultan. 

In the year 401 , the Sultan again invaded Monltan ; and, a.u. ioio-h 
having taken the city by assault, slew or mutilated a great 
number of the heretical Afghans, and led away their chief, 

Daoud Khan, with many of his followers, captives. 

In the course of this year the Sultan was informed, that 
in the town of Thannasar, not far from Dehly, there was an 
image, named Jug Soom. which was held in the highest vene¬ 
ration by the Hindoos ; and that crowds of people assembled 
there annually, from every part of India, to worship the idol. 

This intelligence having rekindled the /.cal of the Sultan, he 
resolved to destroy this object of pro tone adoration, and in 
the year 402 marched from Ghuene; but as his route layman, 
through the country of Raja AnnundpaaJ. with whom he had 
concluded a treaty of peace, he sent an ambassador to thaL 
prince, to demand a tree passage through his territory, assuring 
him tbai his troops should not commit the smallest injnr\ on 

any of Ids subjects. The Raja endeavoured to persuade the 
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sect t. Sultan to relinquish his undertaking, otfering to pay him aniHllljr 
the amount, of the revenuw of Thannasar, and to send him imme¬ 
diately fifty elephants, and various other presents. His ent reaties 
had no effect on the bigoted follower of Mohammed, w lio pro¬ 
ceeded with such expedition, that he arrived at Thaimasar before 
the Raja of Dehly could receive die assistance which he had 
solicited from the neighbouring princes. All the inferior* 
images were, by the Sultan’s orders, broken to pieces: but the 
venerated Jug Sonin, after having the head destroyed, was sent 
to Ghizne, to form one of the steps of the public mosque, 
that the pious Mohammedans might have the pleasure of 
trampling on this object of idolatrous superstition. Religious 
zeal was not the only passion which the Mohammedans 
gratified by this expedition; their avarice was also satiated by 
the rich plunder of the temples. 

After tin* transaction. the Sultan wjskcd to advance to the 
conquest of Dehly; but his nobles having represented the 
danger of proceeding further, until he had Completely subdued 
the countries of Lbe fnnjab and Mouilau, he relinquished his 
intention, and returned to hm own ilomintom, earning with 
him -40,000 Hindoos, of both sexes, as slaves. 

a.i>. mi-w. In the year -t 04 , Sultan Mahmoud again invaded the 
dominions of PUteraou Jypaa!, the son of Annundpaal, and 
took the fori of Nadounc (probably Nodone of our maps). 
The young prince, finding himself unable to contend with ihe 
invaders, lied to < ’ashuiire, w hither he was pursued by the 
Sulum: who, at ter having plundered that province, and 
forcibly convened a number of the inhabitants to his own 
religion, returned 10 Gluzne. 

n r». mu-it The year -toll w as rendered remarkable by the Sultan’s 
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unsuccessful attack on Cashmire. He for many months laid skct i. 
siege to the strong fortress of Koh Kotc i and was detained so ‘ 
tong by this operation, that the winter act in with much 
violence, and a number ot his troop* perished in the retreat. 

1 his was the first failure this enterprising monarch had ever 
experienced. 

In the spring ot the year *09, Sultan Mahmoud, having AJ). ioihs 
resolved upon an expedition against Cannougc, marched from 
Ghlsne with an arm/, said to have consisted of 130,000 cavalry. 

He took the route of Cash mi re: and, after a toilsome and 
arduous march of three months, issued from the mountains 
which form the northern boundary of the country King 
between the rivers Jumna and Ganges, called by the natives 
the Dooab. His approach was quite unexpected by Korra, 
the Raja of Cannouge, whose capital was, at that time, equal 
in magnificence to any of the cities in India; <inil who, seeing 
no other remedy than submission, proceeded to the camp of 
‘he SuLum, and submitted himself and his country to the 
mercy of the conqueror. 

The Sultan remained some days in Cannouge, while his 
detachments took the forts of Merat and Mabin; the one 

situated on the Cal ly Nuddy, the other on the banks of the 
Jumna. 

From Gatmonge the Sultan proceeded to Muttra, to this 
day a celebrated place of Hindoo w orship. From the Brah¬ 
mens he met with no opposition, hut the plunder he obtained 
wa4 “ntiicnse * the images are said to have been all composed 
ot gold ur silver, and ornamented w-itli precious stones. The 
Mdian continued in this country for some months, plundering 
'he inhabitants, and destroying the towns , after which lie 
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returned to his own dominions, loaded with spoil, and encum¬ 
bered with captives. 

In the year 412 * intelligence was brought to Ghiznt, th;ii 
liic princes of India, disgusted with the Raja of Cannougc. 
for his unmanly submission to the Sultan, bad invaded his 
territory, and put him to death. Mahmood, in consequence, 
of ibis intelligence, collected a more powerful army than hr 
bad ever before mustered, and inarched towards Hindoos tan 
On this occasion lie took his route Through the I’unjab, !>\ 
Lahore, The prince of that country, Pittcraou Jypanl, not 
finding himself able to prevent tin passage of his invaders 
retreated Across thr river Jumna : there he was reinforced by 
Nun da. Raja of Calhnger (the capital of Bundelcund), and 
several other chiefs. 'I lie Suhan taring arrived on ihc banks 
of the Jumna, found the allied Hindoo army drawn up, ready 
to oppose his crossing the river, which at ihat time was not 
fordable. He therefore encamped opposite to them, tilt he 
could form a better judgment of his own and of their situation; 
but. during the night, some of hi 5 troops, having * wum acres* 
ihe river without orders, threw the Hindoos into sue!) con¬ 
sternation, that they all took to flight, 

Tlte Sultan continued to pursue them for several days ; hut 
the fugitives, when they had nearly reached the confines of 
Cailinger, again rallied, ami drew up in order of battle, 
Tlmir army is said to have consisted of afi,«uo horse, -1,1,000 
infantry, and a great number of war elephants; and so 
formidable was their appearance, that it caused very serious 
apprehensions to the Mussulmans; but the Sultan, having re¬ 
connoitred their posit ton, resolved to delay the attack only till 
morning. In this, however, he was disappointed, as, during 
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the tiighi. ihe Hindooii abandoned their camp, atid retreated sect, i. 
in Hit greatest disorder- The Mohammedans pursued them for 
several days, and took a number of elephants, ami a quantity 
of their baggage; but the Sultan, reflecting on the distance 
he was trout lioaie, at id the state of the countries in his 
rear, thought it, prudent to return towards Gliiane, 

tn the year 4i a, Sultan Mahmoud again entered Cash mire, s.i>. iwi-w. 
and laid siege to the strong fortress of Koh Kote ; but having 
been a second time toiled, he proceeded to llie Punjab, and 
for several months laid waste that country. Having at length, 
however, rendered himself master of the city ot [shore, he 
resolved to annex the Punjab to his own dominions, and 
commanded his troops to desist from further depredation. 

The Raja PUterao Jjfpaal, unable to contend with his adver- 
aartev retired to Ajmirc tor protection; and the Sultan, 
after appointing ime of Ids Omrahs to the government of the 
Punjab, returned to Ids capital. 

In the year lit, the Sultan, having resolved to subdue Xtuw*-*x 
Nunda. the Raja of Callinger, marched from Glume with a 
numerous army. He took tlie route of Lahore; and, when 
he arrived at Giialier', gave orders for Ids troops to invest that

fortress; but on the chiefs sending him a valuable present and 
several elephants, he continued his journey, and shortly after 
entered the province of Run dele und. 

The Raja, intimidated by the number and prowess of his 
enemies, retired to the fortress of Callinger t; the command¬ 
ing situation and strong fortifications of which stopped the

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sect r. farther progress of the Mohammedan arms, and induced the 
Sultan, upon receiving a large sum of money and three 
hundred elephants to return home, 

M>. m'4-«s. Iti the year 4 1 f>, the Sultan led his army, over sterile deserts, 
into the province of Guzcrat; the capital' of which he took 
without opposition. He then proceeded to the Island of Dm. 
in which was situated the Temple of bum Naur, a celebrated 
idol, which had been the object oi Hindoo worship from Lime 
immemorial. 

The capture of this temple cost the Sultan the lives of 
many ot bis troops; but the inuncmc wealth which he found 
therein amply repaid ail his toils, ami was ujutl in value to 
the whole ot the plunder of his former expeditions. 

I be SulUn directed the venerated image of Som Naat, which 
was five yards in height, arid contained incalculable wealth, 
to be broken to pieces, and its fragments to be sent to Mecca, 
Medina, Ghizne, and other Mohammedan cities, as a testimony 
ot his zea! and power. 

The troops having Suffered much distress, during Uiii 
journey, in their passage across the desert, the Sultan deter¬ 
mined to return home by the wav of Moulton; but even in this 
route his army experienced excessive hardships, both from 
the opposition of the inhabitants and scarcity of water and 
provisions, and with much difficulty returned to GhUnc, alter 
an absence of nearly two years. 

*j>. >{>s4 In the year 4 ) 7 * Mahmood resolved to wreak his vengeance 
on the Jats. a tribe of Hindoos who inhabited the bank* of 
the lower part of the river Sinde, He therefore, early in the 
year, proceeded to Moultan, where he collected 1500 Targe 
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boar,s, each of which he armed with iron spikes, projecting . >£r J 1 
over the bow and sides. Some of these boats were fitted up 
as fire-ships, and the remainder occupied by archers and 
fr spearmen. 

The licet launched from Mon I tan f and, soon after ikir 
arrival in the country at the Jats, were opposed by a fleet 
said to have consisted of -looo boats of various sizes ; but, as 
the fleet of the Glii means had the advantage of the current, 
the boats of the daU were unable to withstand the shock; 
many of them were sunk, a number of Litem were burned, 
and the rest dispersed, After the victory, the Mohammedans 
landed ; and, having set fire tlo the villages, brought away a 
great number of the women and children, with whom the 
Sultan returned in triumph to his capital. 

Two years after this event, Sultan Mkhrnood'dicd at Ghizne, 
on the I ad of the second Rubhy {ad month), in the noth ^A*riL

year of the Hejira; and was buried in a magnificent tomb 
erected near the city, which to this day s& resorted to by 
Mohammedan pilgrims from various parts of Asia, who con¬ 
sider him as having been a glorious champion ot their religion, 
and therefore reverence his memory.

quarrels, and greatly disobliged his father : who therefore 
wished to confer ihe kingdom oo Ills second son, and, in con¬ 
sequence. detached Musaood to the most distant part of hi$ 
empire, previous to hid last illness. 

In the year of the Hejira 422 , he quitted Balkh, and repaired 
to Ghizne, where having settled his authority, he employed 
his armies ill reducing the maritime provinces of Persia, 
K.urch and Make ran. 

I-’or two years, the attention of the Sultan was so much 
engaged by his Persian provinces, that he had little leisure to 
molest the Hindoos ; but in rhe year < 124 , he led his army into 
Cashmire, and invested the fort of Sursutty, which commanded 
the passes. The garrison, being intimidated, sent messengers 
to the king, promising valuable presents, and an annual tribute, 
if he would desist from his enterprise. Musaood was inclined 
to listen to their proposals, when he received a petition from 
several Mohammedan merchants, who were captives in the 
fori, mating, that they had come into that country m the 
la it liable and peaceable pursuit of commerce; that the governor 
of Sursutty had unjustly seized them, plundered them of all 
their goods, and kept them in severe confinement; they added, 
that the provisions in the fort being nearly expended, if his 
majesty would persevere in the siege a few days longer, it must 
surrender to his victorious arms. This intelligence at once 
roused the anger and ambition of the prince. He gave orders 
for the siege to be prosecuted with redoubled vigour. The 
ditcli was in a few days filled with sugar-canes front the 
adjacent plantations: scaling ladders were applied to the 
walls; and the infuriate Mimelmaos entered the fort, and put 
'be whole garrison to the sword. The kmg then ordered search 
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to be mack tor the captive merchants: and having liberated 
them, bestowed on them the royal portion of the plunder. 
This act rendered him beloved by the Mohammedans# and 
dreaded by the Hindoos, 

tflsi In the year *27, the Sultan entered the mountainous region 
of Sewalie, and invested the supposed impregnable fortress of 
Mansi, which lie took by storm on the sixth day- in this place 
lie found immense treasures, which he despatched to Ghiznc. 
Be then proceeded in person to Sun put, a celebrated place of 
Hindoo worship, situated only forty milc^ from Moldy: here, 
although he met with no opposition, he nevertheless consigned 
the idols and their temples to destruction. After thus evincing 
his intolerant seal, he returned to Lahore i and having esta¬ 
blished his son Mftjdood as governor of that province* he 
proceeded to Ghiz 11c. 

This was the last incursion of Sultan Mimood into Ilin- 
A.n.iw!.' doosran? and in the year 433 , he was deposed, and afterwards 
murdered, by his own subjects.

Sultan Monoon, at the time of his father's decease, was at 
Bulkh. where he was immediately proclaimed king. He soon 
afterwards proceeded to tihixnc; hut for several years he was 
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so much occupied by an mvpaionof the giljokiim Tartars, and 
by civjI wars, that he had no leiaure «> pursue the congests of ' _ 
his predecessors m India. 

In the year 135, the Baja or Dehly, perceiving the dedining 
stale ,d the Gbianian empire, resolved to make an effort to 
deliver his country from the hands of the oppressors. HeSKT 
Iherefore entered into an alliance wilh ail the Hindoo princes 
of the Punjab, to attack the common enemy; and* that no 
means might be omitted to rouse their zeal and animate their 
spirits, he declared chat lie had seen i„ a vision the Deny 
whoso, idol had formerly been worshipped in the temple of 
Nogorkote; and who had infonned him, that, hiving revenged 
bimscil on the Glii/anaiis, by the introduction of civil broils 
and discord amongst them, if he would advance with hi&army 
to Nagnrkotc, he should there find him returned to his temple, 
and prepared to assist his worshippers by his divide aid. 

This sLor>, having been propagated by some Brahmens who 
were probably in the secret, was eagerly credited by a multi¬ 
tude of zealot : these having joined the armv of the R a j* he 
proceeded at their head towards Nagorkotc, having, during 
h.s route, recovered from the hands of the Mohammedans the 
cities or Thaimasar, Hansi, and several other places. The fort 
ot Nugorkotc, being situated on the top of a mountain, and 
clouded by a determined Mohammedan garrison, was not to 
t* tuken by assault; the Raja therefore closely invested it 
w ah his troops, ami patiently waited the slow but certain 
til famine. At the end of four months, the garrison, 
n iug no hopes ot relief, capitulated. Previous to die sur¬ 
render ot the fort, the Raja had taken the precaution of causing 
n idol to be made ot the same size and lorm of that winch, 
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SBCT K former!' oer opted the temple; and having, during ilie night, 
eon revrd it nee roily into the place, il ivas displayed* soon after 
their Admission isito the fort, to the astonished multitude, a* 
the identical image which had been broken to pieces by the 
Mohammedans. This story revived the tame of the idol 
throughout Hindodatan, and thousands of its votaries docked 
to the victorious standard of the Raja, The princes o i the 
Punjab, encouraged by these events, attacked the Mohamme¬ 
dans with bravery: arid in a short time recovered possession 
of all ike places to the east of the Indus, excepting the city 
Of Lahore, 

11,.!..«» Modood died m the year in. His successor were M'usaoad 
the Second, Aly, iUsliid, and Femrkhstad, whose short reigns 
affbrd nothing interesting with regard to India.

k5uLTAN Iuhahim succeeded his brother Fcrrokiirad, in the year 
4$o. He was a prince remarkable for his strict morality, and 
observance of religious duties. For twenty-two years his atten¬ 
tion was much occupied by apprehensions from hia western 
a.d iirt-w. neighbours; but in the year 472 he sent a powerful army to 
invade Hindoos tan. He took and plundered the ancient city of 
Adjodin. situated on ihe skirts of the Great Desert: he aiao cap¬ 
tured ibe celebrated fun of Rupal, ami carried away ltm.ooD of 
the inhabitants of that vicinity into slavery, 

Jn its con5t?nuciicrs, the most important event of ihi 11 
retgn was the appointment of a person named Sham $cmn 
to the government of Ghor, as will hereafter be explained. 
Ibrahim enjoyed a lung and prosperous reign, and quitted 
tins mortal life in the year 4fj2 
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Mr;&AOtTD THU THIRD, 

M cs.wup III. the son i>f Sultan Ibrahim, mounted the throne 
on the demise of his father. He revised the ancient laws and 
regulations of llir slate, and, abrogating such as were deemed 
unreasonable, substituted others in their place, founded upon 
better principles. He took Mehidt I rat, the daughter of Sinjir 
king of ihe Siljoky. in marriage, which connection cemented 
the peace between those princes- 

During the reign of Mnsuond, his General, named Togfcan 
Siert, led an expedition into Hindoottan; and, having crossed 
the Ganges, carried the Mohammedan conquests farther than 
those of the celebrated Mahmood Gbazy. 

Thc remainder of the reign of Musaoud was passed in 
peace; and he died at Glu/iie in the year 609 , after a reign of 
seventeen years.

W.™ ArsUh, the son of Musa pud, succeeded his father, the 
first act of his authority was, to seize, and strictly confine, 
all his brothers. This action gave universal disgust; and 
his uncle .Bahrain, fearing for iiis safety, tied to Suifim Sinjir, 
who, on the part of his brother Mohammed, king os Persia, 
then governed the province of Rhorassau. Sinjir immediately 
espoused the cause of Bahrain* and commenced preparations 
for the invasion of Gfaizne. 

Arsilla, being informed of this d re u instance, sent his 
mother, who was the sister of Sinjir, w ith a present of 
StlOpOoo dinar?, to nugoebte a peace for him ; but that lady, 
disgust re with the tyranny of her son, and his cruelty to her 
other children, strongly urged her brother to hostility. 
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Sinjir, tn consequence, marched from Boat, the capital or 
Kliorassan, with a powerful army, and advanced without 
Deposition to the vicinity of Gina tie. where he beheld ihc 
army of Araffla, consisting of so t ooo horse, an innumerable body 
of infantry. and rfio war elephants,, drawn out in order of 
battle, to receive him. The contest lasted great part of the day: 
at length, by the uncommon bravery of Abul Fazil. govemoi 
of Seistan, the troops of Ghizne were pat to flight; and Arsilfa. 
unable to renew the engagement, fled towards Hindoos*an. 

Sinjir entered Ghir-uC in triumph, where he remained forty 
days: and having placed Bahrain <m the throne of Ghizne, re¬ 
turned to hb own government. 

In the year it l, Arsillu made an attempt to racovcr his 
dominions, but was defeated, taken prisoner, and put to death. 


it Atilt am SHAH. 

Uahkam Sham was possessed of great courage and dignity: 
he was also a great cncouragci* of teaming, and spent modi 
of his time with the Litem ii t each of whom he rew arded 
according to merit, Uuriug his reign, a great number of 
books were written and dedicated to him, tlie most celebrated 
of which is the Mukhzen ui A&rw (Treasury of Secrets), bv the 
famous Slwiikb Nizainy. 

In the year 512 the Sultan marched to Lahore, which had 
been seized by Mohammed Bah Jim, the general of the kto 
mouarch. An engagement took place in the vicinity of that 
city, in which Bahlim was defeated and made prisoner; hut 
being a person oi great plausibility, lie not only persuaded the 
Sultan to release him, but to take him into his service, and to 
rc•appoint him to the government of Lahore. In return tor 
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tilt* clemtncv, Bahlim embraced the first opportunity ot re¬ 
belling against his master. A second engagement ensued, in 
which the rebel was defeated, and, in his flight, tell into a 
quagmire with ten of his sons, and was never more heard of- 
The Sultan soon after seized the family, and all the wealth or 
the rebel, which he had deposited in Nagorc, a celebrated fort 
in the mountains of Sewaltc. 

Some years after this event, a young man. named Moham¬ 
med Hussein, a pNliCe of the royal family of Ghor, who was 
married to one of the daughters of the rebel, having excited 
the jealousy of the Sultan, was put to death; and this act 
proved, in its consequences, the ruin oi the family of GhuJte- 
Sief Addcen Sourv, the brother of the deceased, raised u 
great army 10 revenge his death. He marched directly to 
Ghiznc, which Bahrain evacuated, and, unable to oppose him, 
tied towards Hindoostan- 

Sjef Addcen, having taken possession oj Ghiznc, resolved to 
main: that city the place of his residence; and being under no 
apprehension from Bahrain, hr permitted the greater part of bis 
army to return, under the command of his brother, Alla Addcen, 
to Ghor. But the people of Ghi/.ne, dissatisfied with the con¬ 
duct of their new rider, took advantage of a severe winter, 
during which the communication between Ghizne and Ghor 
was completely cut off, to invite Bahrain to return; and, 
upon his approaching the city, they seised and delivered ilu- 
Prince of Ghor into his hand*. 

The conduct of Bah ram, on thus occasion. was cruel, im¬ 
politic, and unmanly . The unfortunate captive was inhumanly 
ordered to have Ins lime blackened, to be placed backwards on 
a bullock, and led in procession through the town, exposed to

ssct. fj the insults and abuse of t_hc mob. He was afterwards put to 
death, and his head sent to Smjir kittle of Persia. 

When intelligence of this event reached Ghor. the prince 
Alb Atlfleen burnt with rage: lie advanced with a numerous 
army to Ghixite; and, having thrice defeated Bahrain, invested 1 
that city. and delivered it to be plundered by Ins troops, and its 
inhabitants to be massacred, for seven da vs ; be then set fire to 

p 

»t m many places, and carried his ravages so tar as to destroy 
every monument of the Ghizman kings, excepting the tombs 
ol Mahmond, Musaond, and Ibrahim, 

After hb defeat, Bsihfam Bed, with the scattered remains of 
hta army, towards Lahore, but be was overwhelmed with hiss 
'.d. mi misfortunes, and murik under the band of death in the year S ty, 
after a reign of thirty-five years. He was, Upon the whole, an 
amiable and virtuous prince: and hud it not been for his im¬ 
port tic ami cruel conduct to the Prince of Gtior, be might have 
died with the character of a good man. 

The author of the Tubkat Naascry states, shat be reigned 
forty years and that bis death occurred at Ghiznr in (fn- 
uiin, year *$'2 of the Hejira. 
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KfMLHKUO THE FIRST 

The son ot 1 Bah ram succeeded, bis fa liter (according to the 
Table at Nasaciy) in the year and, abandoning the western 
provinces to the power of his enemies, made Lahore the capital 
of hifc dominions. He died in that city in the year s sg, after 
having reigned, with no great splendour, for seven years. He 
however deserved, and attained, the character of a good and 
peaceable prince.

KHUSEHO THE SECOND 

Ascended the throne on the death of his father, and reigned Khimw n.

Jo the year 5B2, he was taken prisoner by the A D 
celebrated Mohammed Ghory, who sent him to Firox £oh, 
where, in the year 58‘, he was assassinated; which event put ^ 
an end to the Ghicne&n dynasty, and transferred the sceptre of 
India to Uie House of Ghor.

1 he genealogy of die kings of Ghor, according to the most.,. , 
authentic historians, might be traced through thirty- two *“"*’*' Cfc "- 
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BEtT, n generations, to the Khali tin of Aly the son-in-ln w of the 
Prophet) who convened one of their progenitors to the Mo¬ 
hammedan faith. 

>1mru ^uurj. It is sufficient for the present history to state, that one of 
the descendants of this illustrious family, named Sham Soury, 
having condescended ro take upon himself the humble employ- 
toot of a merchant, was, on his return from India, compelled 
by a gang ol robbers to join their party. Hr was soon after 
taken prisoner, with his companions, by the troops of the Sultan 
Ibrahim, ami condemned to death. When the executioner 
was about to perform his office, Sham protested his innocence 
with so much appearance of sincerity, that the officer, who 
superintended the punishment, petitioned ihe Sultan in Ills 
behalf. The Sultan ordered the business to be Inquired into; 
and being convinced of the reality of his story, and much 
pleased with Uu eloquence and address, released him, and 
conferred on him the appointment of Muster of Bequests; in 
which station he acquitted himself with so much ability, that 
Ik rost gradually in nink and ! ion ours, and was dl length 
appointed to the government of Ghor, the ancient patrimony 
of his ancestors. He soon after married a print*** o| the 
buusc of (jhiznc, by whom he had seven sons, denominated 
tile Seven Stars, and acquired such power as to become 
independent of his sovereign, 

Sliani was succeeded, in rotation, by his suns, Mohammed 
Hbasein, Sief Addeen Soury. and Alb Addeen, who, ^ wc 
have before related, having taken and burnt the city of Ubizne, 
was sumamed (Jeban Soze) the Incendiary. 

AJb Addecn, after a short and turbulent reign, died in the 
year Jit. leaving his government to his son Mohammed ■ who 
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also died in the course of the rear, and was succeeded by his sect u 

cousin, Olivas Add ecu.

Ghyas Addeen, being of an un warlike disposition, appointed 
his brother, Mohammed Gbory, to he his General . and in the 
year 5 i 57 promoted him to the government ofGbhtfce, which, 
by a reverse of fortune, was now become a dependency upon 
that suite to which if formerly sent governors. 

In the year 572. Mohammed, in obedience to bis brother's a.d.ji». 
commands, led an army into, Moulttto, and in a very short 
time subdued that province. Encouraged by this went, he, 

111 the year 5 “-), advanced through the handy Diicrt into Ait 11:* 
Ouzeist: but Raja Bitn Deo, having collected a numerous 
army of Hindoos, compelled the Mohammedans, after suffering 
many hardships, to retire to their own territories. 

The following year, 57.1, Mohammed, having recruited *-u. u;p. 
his army* invaded the district of Paiahawur, bordering <m 
Cashinirc; and in a short time brought it under subjection. 

In?7^1 he advanced towards Lahore, where he invested a.d n*» 
Sultan Rhn&cro, the last of the Ghiznean dynasty, whom he 
compelled to submit to such terms as were unworthy the 
conqueror and disgraceful to the conquered. 

In the year iSO, Mohammed again invaded Lahore, and aj> *1*1. 
was again compelled to retreat; but, in order to secure the 
final conquest of that country, lie built the strong fortress of 
Salivate, between the ftavy and Chumanb, two of the rivers 
which inclose part of the province called the Punjab, 

In the year 5 S 2 , Mohammed once more invested ihe 1111- aji.iiul 
fortunate Kiiusero in Lahore; and, by a mean stratagem, 
having made him his prisoner, put an end to the Ghtznean 
empire, as has before been related in the history of that dynasty. 
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U hcu Mukunirted had settled the province of l^lmre, | lt . 
* B f l ^ gOvcmmi-Ht of that place in the hands of AJy, chief 
oi M L»ult;in p ami returned to 

In the year SBf he marched again towards Hindoostan ■ 
and. proceeding to Tiber hind, quickly succeeded in gaining 
possewion or that city, which he garrisoned with a chosen 
detachment, under the command of Mullik Za, and returned 
to^Tirds Uhizne, When lie had proceeded half wav, he 
received information that Pitta Rai, prince of Ajmirc, and 
Gamin Rai, king of Dehly, haring formed an alliance w ith 
several other Rajas, were advancing with an army consisting 
of 120,000 horse and Jooo elephants, towards his new con¬ 
quest of Tiberhind. 

Mohammed, not at alt intimidated by this intelligence, im¬ 
mediately retraced his steps, and met the hostile squadrons on 

the banks of the Sursutty, fourteen miles from Thanuasar. and 
eighty miles from Dehlv, 

l pon the ilrst onset, the wings of the Mohammedan arnn f 
finding themselves outflanked by their opponents, retired, till* 
having joined tit the rear, lbey formed a complete circle. The 
Hindoos, tin ding their adversaries so much inferior in numbers 
advanced with great boldness; and Candu Rai, king of Dehh. 
having discovered Mohammed* advanced against him upon 
bis war elephant. The Mussulman general, not less anxious 
io contend with Ins rival, spurred on his steed, and, by a blow 
from ids lance, struck out one of his teeth; at the same time 
the king of Dehly severely wounded his opponent with an 
arrow. Mohammed was so much stunned by his wound, that 
with the utmost difficulty he could preserve his seat; which 
being observed by one of his faithful attendants, he imrac- 
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diaiely vaulted behind him, and bore him off from the field of 
battle. The Mussulmans seeing their general in this situation* 
immediately took to flight, and were pursued by their enemies 
for forty miles. 

Upon the retreat Of Mohammed, the allied Rajas continued 
their march to Tibcrhimi, which they besieged for sixteen 
months, and were at length obliged to grant a most honourable 
capitulation to the garrison. 

After this unexpected defeat, Mohammed rt-nred to 
Ghiztie, whence hr .proceeded to <*hur, the capital of his 
brother; from whom lie received such an addition to his 
forces, as rendered his army one of the most formidable 
that had ever entered Hindoost&n. 

His ibrce is said to have consisted of 120,000 horse in 
complete armour, and a vast number of irregular cavalry. 
With these he marched, in martial array, first to Ghuue, and 
thence towards India, Upon his arrival at l^iiiore* he de¬ 
spatched a nobleman, named Hamza, with an ostentatious 
declaration of war against the Hindoo princes. These, having 
been prepared for the event, advanced with an army consisting 
of 300,000 horse, 3000 elephants, and an immense host of 
Infantry. The two armies encamped in sight of each other, 
on the former field of battle, being only separated by the river 
Sursutty. 

As it is a political maxim of the Hindoos never to use 
force when any business can be accomplished b> stratagem 
or deceit, they endeavoured to enter into an accommodation 
with Mohammed; who, meeting them in (heir own way, 
declared his readiness to enter into a truce with them. 

This answer produced thc^ intended effect, and lulled the 
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Hindoos into security. But, during the night, Mohammed 
h ifdcd the river, ami attacked his enemies before they were 
a wane of their danger. 

Notwithstanding the contusion which iuitural 1 y yoninrd' 
on this occasion amongst the Hindoos, their camp was or 
such an extent, that the greater part of their army had 
time to form rn order of battle, and advanced with consi¬ 
derable regularity, in four lines. 

Seeing this formidable array, Mohammed pretended to* 
retreat; by which mantruvre. having induced the Hindoos 
to break their line, he wheeled round on them vtith his 
most select squadrons, and in a short time carried terror 
amt defeat through all their ranks. 

G&udu Rai, Ling of Dctily, and many other princes, were 
slain on the field of haute, Pntu Rai, Raja of Ajmire. was 
taken prisoner, and afterwards put to death. The spoil of 
the camp, which was immensely rich, foil into the hands of 

the conquerors; and the forts of S unmtty , Samana, Khoram, 
am! Tlausi, surrendered after the victory. 

Muliammed proceeded in person, and took possession of 
Ajmire, having barbarously put many thousands of the un¬ 
fortunate inhabitants to tin: sword, reserving the rest for 
slavery: hut Upon the promise of a large tribute from ffola 

the son of Ptttu Rai, he made over the country to him, 
and ndeascii his captives. 

He then turned hta victofous standards towards Dehlv, 
with the intention of plundering that city, but was pre- 
vmled on by the son of the late Raja, at the expense of a 

great sum ot money and valuable presents, to abandon 
his design.

Cutnib, in i he lort ot' Rhoram, with a considerable army, 
amt marched himoclf with the main bodv towards the

mountains of Scwalic, which tonu the northern boundary 
ot' that part of Hindoo stem plundering and ravaging ail the 
countries in his wav to Ghizne. 

Alter the return of Mohammed, his general Cultuh, who 
afterwards became highly distinguished in the annals of India, 
advanced, in the ve;ir from Khorarn, ami took from the wxtis*. 
stm of Can do lids the imperial city of Dehly. He thence 
proceeded to Me rat, which he captured in a short time; and 
having subdued Hie fortress or Role, (now' called Ally GhurJ 
between the rivers Jumna and Ganges, took up his residence 
for sonic tkue in that place. 

In the year 5gt, Mohammed Ghory again advanced into ad. its * 
Tlindmistan. In it met with no opposition till he had reached 
Etaya on the banks of Hie Jumna, where he was encountered 
♦ by Rai Joy, prince uf Camiouge. The Hindoos were however 
defeated by the vanguard under Cuttub, and much plunder 
waft seized by the eon queers. After this skirmish, the Mo* 
ham medans ad van ceil and took the fort of Assy, m which 
they found immense treasures. Thence they proceeded to 
flenaras, which they easily captured; and either wantonly or 
zealously broke dun u and destroyed all I he idols and temples 
ot that celebrated scat of Hindoo Learning. Mohammed then 
returned to Role, w here he again confirmed Cuttub as his 
Viceroy in India ; and hence, laden with treasure, fie took the 
route of Ghizne. 

Scarcely had Mohammed crossed tlie Indus, when one of 
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if. was Hun raj e, rebelled against Gola, the son of his prince, and 
compelled him to take refuge with Cuttub, the Mohammedan 
general. The latter immediately advanced with a considerable 
arrn .V to A j mire, where he quickly re-established Gobi in his 
author it v„ 

J 

Hie same year. Cuttub invaded the province of Gn/ernt, 
aml f having vanquished Raja Bins Deo. took ample revenge for 
die defeat die Mohammedan arms had sustained in die year 
S/4. Alter plundering that rich country, he returned in 
triumph to Dciily. 

In the year 509, Mohammed, fur the last time, entered Into 
Hinduostan; but after taking the fort of lliana, lie was obliged 
to return in ha*te towards Ghizne j where, upon his arrival, 
he received intelligence of the death of his brother, Sultan 
Ghyas Addeen, in whose name he had hitherto acted. In re- 
coro pence for this forbearance, so uncommon amongst Moham- 

fatS* tT' ^ ^ ie pleasure ol acquiring the sovereignty of 

SS *' 1 G k<wy iuid its dependencies, with a clear conscience. 

I rom this period, Mohammed interfered little with die 
puhucs ot India, leaving the arrangement of that country- to 
bis trust-worthy viceroy, Cuttub. 

to.is* Mohammed was assassinated in the year 602 , by the tribe 
of Gickers, after a reign of thirty-two years from the com¬ 
mencement of his government over Ghizne, ami three from his 
accession to the empire, the tides and honours of which, as 
before mentioned, he permitted his elder brother to enjoy 
during his life-time, He was esteemed one of the greatesnnen 
that ever sat on the throne of India; and though he was 
m some instances cruel, he possessed many virtues.

nephew Mahniood assumed the imperial titles at Gkor; 1>m 
sensible of his own want of power, be thought it more pru¬ 
dent to conciliate the friendship ->1 Cuttub, the viceroy of 
Hindoostan, although originally a -kiv< of his uncles, than, 
by asserting his claim 10 those dominions, to raise up a dan¬ 
gerous rival to his authority. He therefore senit to Cuttub all 
the ensigns of royalty; viz, a throne, an umbrella, standards, 
drams, and the title of Sultan, 

Cutmh received these honours with proper respect; and 
mounted the throne at Lahore, on tin- ad of Zyfamd of the a™; 
year (3oa. 

A$ this person makes so conspicuous a figure in the annals 
o! Hindoos tun, his history cannot fail of being interesting, 
although fully detailed in another work. 

Cintub was a nathi "t Toorkestan, and in Ms childhood <wn«.ircw 
purchased by a merchant, who brought him to Nistiaporc, ami 
,0 f azy I .tidier AtMcen, j framed jtulgc, and a 
5 
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sftcr ii pmou ui mtv ancient family, wlw lent him to school with 
hi- im 11 sou 1 - . The i. until evinced uncommon alul'mcs, and m 
,i tew years mailc gr«rt progress in Ida teaming, nmt in ac¬ 
quiring all ihe polite accomplishment* of the age. i’poii the 
death of the j mi lie, hi* heirs sold Cut tub, for a large sum of 
money, to a. merchant . by whom he was curried to Ghizne, and 
presented to Sultan Mohammed Ghory. who amply rewarded 
the merchant fur Ids present. 

In a short time, Luttub became a great ikvourife of ibo 
Sultan, who, m eonseqijcnce of lib having lost a linger, 
gave him the nick-name of A Luck One evening, tin Sultan, 
having made consuleruble presents to hb attendants and 
staves, gave to Cot tub a larger sum than to any trtlicr u? r In 
boys; but as soon as die company brake up, Cuitob distri¬ 
buted his present among the inferior servants of the palace, 
saying, that be the Sultan's favour supplied all Ins wants, lie 
had no use tot money. This conduct being reported to 
the Sultan, he was much pleated, ami promoted Cut tub lu 
stand at the side of hi* throne, and by degrees raised him to 
the confidential office of Mister of the Hone. 

1 11 one of the expeditions of Mohonimnl Oliorv against 
the king of Khuan/m, Cuttub, being detached w ilh a party 
of horse in procure forage, was, after exhibiting many 
proofs of valour, taken prisoner, and carried before the 
Khnamm monarch, who ordered him to be secured wnb nun 
chain?- A day or twu after, a general engagement took place 
between the two armies, in which the Khuarizniiant, being de¬ 
feated, lied, and left their prisoner seated on a camel, fast bound 
with ehams. In this situation he was retaken by some of his 
friends, and sent to the Sultan, who, on seeing him, was much 
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affected, and. as a mark of the highest honour and regard, t^r » 
bestirred on him one of his own dresses. v — 

When, in the year 53fe, Mohammed Olion. had uikeu hi$ t “ lrf,in ** e

revenge of the princes of Ajratre ant) Dehly, by the total 
dcfeai of their armies on die hanks of tin- river Surattttv, he 
appointed Cuttub iuimnnrider-in-ehi<J of his forte 1 ’, in Hin- 
doostan, with order* to prosecute His conquests in that country 

As soon .is the Sultan returned to Ghume, Cnmrb com- 
OMtnfced hi* operations, bv the capture of Mcrat, a celebrated 
fortress in the Donah; after which he proceeded to Dehlv. and 
laid liege to that city. He was there opposed by a powerful **■* Winr, 
army ot Rajopoots: but, after a bloody con teat, the Hindoos Xui?*" 
wen? defeated, and compelled to retire within their walls 
Cuttub continued to press the *iegc. and hi ;t short time com¬ 
pelled the garrison to capitulate ; by which he became master 
oi the imperial city, which has ever since been considered as 
i be capital of Hindoos tan, although some times forsaken by its 
emperors. 

In the month of Ramzan, of the year S3y, the tribe ot dais *-d. ihw 
who were subject to the Raja of Nehcnvula, in Gtafcfor, laid 
Siege to the fori Hatisv ; but the governor defending himself 
with great bravery, gave time for Cuttub to march to his 
assistance. L-pou the arrival of the Mohammedan army, the 
hastily retreated, and were pursued to the confines of their 
own country. 

The following year, Cuttub crossed the river Jumna, and 
took the celebrated fort of Role (Alyghur), in which lie found 
moo horses and much plunder. In this place he continued 
to reside for some time. 

In the vestr £<>i, Cuttub proceeded from Dehlv, to meet his An. 104 
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8 BCT it. master, who was advanring from Ghlanr, with an intention of 
subilmm. the countries of Cannougc and Bnurn. VTicn they 
met. Cutlub presented the Sultmf iviih a hundred Arabian horses, 
;m He pliant made of gold, and another ofsilver ; and '.ausedlfis 
army, consisting of SO.noo horse, lo pass in review twfure him. 

The Sultan was much pleased with Cut mb's conduct, and, 
having conferred on hint ;i dress of honour, appointed him tn 
command the nrst division of the army. 

W ith this division, which consisted of his own troops, he 
totally defeated Jychund fhe Raja of Bcnarus, who fell in 
the heat of the battle. The number of slain was so great t that 
fora Song time the body of the prince could not be found, but 
was at length recognised by his artificial teeth, which were 
fixed with wedges of gold. 

After tins victory the Sultan proceeded to'lie ijty of Be" 
narts, and demutished ncarfj one thousand HinthK> temples. 
Hr then laid waste the country to the Ewntmiunr-, of Bengal; 
and after securing ad the elephants, treasure, and property 
belonging lo the Ruja, (great pari «f which was found m the 
fort of Assy,V be returned towards fJJii/me, leaving Cut tub as 
Viceroy of Hindoos tan. 

shiua v,»- Alter some day* march, the Sultan tent Cut tub a letter, 
•**»£'"* declaring him Elia adopted son . and at the same time, as a 
proof Ilf his special favour, sent him a white elephant, one v f 
thu^e taken from the prince of H imams, This animal, of so 
imcommOD ft Colour in Hindoos tan, was rode constant lv hy 
Cut tub, and died three days alter the decease of Ids master. 
Cwmt w- l r pon the death of Mohammed Ghory, in the vear O 02 
STn^taoT succeeded to the uncontrolled possession of Uut In¬ 

dian provinces; and having established Dclhy as the capital 
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of his domin i on s, be may be considered as the first Moliam- seciur, 
medan king of Hmdoostan. " 

Cwtinb died at Lahore, in the year 607. His reign, pro- ajj, i i, 0 . 
pcrly speaking, was Jtitle more than four years, though be 
enjoyed all the state and dignity of the sovereign for more 
than twenty.

ff CT - 111 T«n first Chief who exalted the banners of Mohammed 
in the fertile plains of Bengal, was Mohammed LJuklmar 
Khtilyy. This person was an inhabitant «jf Cihor, a dty in 
the district ot Gurraseir, on the northern boundary of Afghan¬ 
istan, and of the tribe of Ktiulijv *, Nature had not been 
favourable to Buihtvar m bts formation : he was ill-favoured,

Disappointed m 
hi* hopes, lie proceeded to Dchly, and, on Jus arrival in 
that (itv, made j lender of ins services to the officers of 
thumb Addern ih ft Viceroy . hut the inspector of recruits again 
rejected him, Finding it impossible to obtain employment in 
Lbc imperial service* he enlisted as a cavalier with Ovigtiul 
lk*g, in u’ of the provincial governors : in this situation, his 
activity, courage, and abilities* soon recommended him to the 
notice of his superiors, 40d he cpiicklv obtained promotion. 

When Mohammed liukhiyar had iici[uirrd some celebrity 
in Ins new situation, he invited several parties of his own 
tribe, «ho were iu want of employment, to accept him as 
then commander, and had the good fortune shortly after to 
be admitted, with his regiment, into the service of the Viceroy. 
Having signalized himself on many arduous occasions, he was 
at length (about the year Mjff) appointed to the command of * u, 
an army destined to the conquest of Ifchaf. 

In 1 ini' undertaking he wW- again successful: for after 
ravaging 4tid plundering all the country, arid sucking the 
capital I, he returned, at the end of two years, loaded with

ordinary anecdote, which is corroborated by several histo¬ 
rians. On a public occasion* when the w hole court of 
the Viceroy were assembled, some of the nobler- took 
an opportunity of introducing the subject of the lute con¬ 
quest of Behar, and of extolling iiic feats of bravery per- 
formed by the General: they added* that such was iheir high 
opinion of his courage, they were assured he would, single- 
handed. contend with and overcome u hrrec elephant; this 
being contradicted by some other person in the secret, the 
question was ai length vitbrnim-ri to the Viceroy, and by him 
proposed to Mohammed Kukhtrar, who, dreading the im¬ 
putation of cowardice more than death, fool Ufa Agreed tt> 
try the contest. 

Otic of those elephants which arc kept tor lighting by 
the princes of the Hast, and which was then in a state of 
to*©*iaitkm, ura* shortly introduced inn, the area iu font

J !iit elephant, which had been accustomed to contend 
in ihai place, either with on*' of it 1 * own species or some 
more ferocious animal, took little notice of its puny toe, till, 
urged on In ita driver, it made u charge at Bukhivar, «j ltt 
tlrstewttdy avoided, and, af the same moment, struck the 
elephant with his baitfc^ixe with such force on the mink, 
that the animal screamed out and ran off. Shouts of w onder 
and aedamatitm resounded through the palace; am] the 
\ iccroy nor only presented the General with a large thra of 
money himself, but ordered all tlie nobles to present him 
with an offejiiko of congratulation, The sum collected 
on this occasion was of considerable value; hut the Gi* 
nrial, scorning to hr thus enriched, added a sum of his 
own, and made u donation of Uic whole to the inferior 
servams of the court, 

Shortly after mis transaction, Mohammed was, in ihe vear 
of the Hejira sqq , re -appointed Governor of Behar, with *.rn &i . 
orders to cstdiid his conquests over all the neighbouring 
territories. 

‘llte remainder of the year 5 $) was occupied by Bukhlyar a.r , 
Klmhjy in firmly establishing his authority over the province 
ol Rehar, and making sorb inquiries into die state of Bengal 
a* might facilitate the conquest of that count n. 


B<'ngal was at that period ruled by a Hindoo prince, in**.- ,t 
named Luchmunyah, who resided at Niiddcab, itill ;1 tele- 
braicd seat of Hindoo learning, and whose history has 


ti 
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)>»n thu* succinctly nur rated by nearly a contemporary His* 
torinn*. 

On the death of Ludimtin the lather of Lwahtnunyab, this 
prince was stilt unborn ; but as his mother, who was of 
the royal family of the Sovereigns of India, was far ad¬ 
vanced in her pregnancy* the nobles seated her on the throne, 
ami madt their obeisance. W hen the princess idt the 
pains of labour approaching* she assem bled the astrologer* 
and Brahman*, and consulted them on the probable destine of 
her chilli. 

The astrologers, having attentively coniKkred the posi¬ 
tion of the heavens, declared, that if the child diouJil be bom 
before a particular hour, lib destiny would be replete wirh 
misery, but if after the turn* ipcom d, he should enjoy a very 

long reign* 

The intrepid lady immediately gave positive orders to her 
attendant*, that, without paying urn attention to her feelings, 
or regard to her safety* they should use every endeavour to 
postpone her delivery. The niatturct they odoturd wm rude 
and cruel, and although their ctforis were attended with suc¬ 
cess, it wat &t the e*pence of the life of the mother K

This prince nominally ruled Bengal tor eighty years, and wad 
distinguished for his clemency, generosity, ami justice 

In the 509tli year of the Hejira, the Mohammedans having a.u. uoi-x 
coot}uered the prerint* ot Behar, and extended thesr ravages 
t<i the border* of Bengal, the U rah mans and astrologers wailed 
on the Itaja, and represented that their ancient books con¬ 
tained a prophecy that the kingdom of Bengal should be sub¬ 
dued by the Toorks; that they were convinced the appointed 
time was now urined; and advised him to remove his wraith, 
family, and seat of government (then at Nuddcabj, to a mom 
secure and distant part of the country, where they might be 
safe from any sudden incursion of their enemies.

The llnja, on hearing this representation, asked die ilrali- 
man® if dicir books gave any (inscription uf the person who 
was to be the con quern r of hi* dominion = They replied m 
the affirmative, and that tljc description rxaeHy corresponded 
with the person of the Mohammedan General, then in Bchar. 

The Raja, being far advanced in years, and partial to 
his Capital, would not listen to their advice, and took no 
measures to avoid the danger. But the noble- and principal 
inhabitants sent away their property and families, either to the 
province- -u Jag* timiiI, situated on the sea side, or to the coun¬ 
tries on the north-east bank of the Ganges, 

In the year fioo, Mohammed Bukhlvar Ehutijv, haring 
ncquired sufficient information of the unguarded state ij 
Bengal, secretly assembled bis troop*; and marching frcHn 
Beliar, proceeded with such expedition towards tfutideah. that 
bis approach was not even suspected. 
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On his arrival in the vicinity id iTu: chy, he eoiK^ltd litv 
troop* * in a wood, and. accompanied by only icmitwji horse- 
inrtn entered (be inh On passing the guards he informed 
them, tb.it he wils ;m envoy. going to pay his respect* in (heir 
master. 

He was thus- permitted to approach (he palace, and having 
passed (h< gates. hr and bis j|ai'h drew their swords, and com ¬ 
menced a slaughter of the royal attendant*. 

The Raja, Luchmunyah, who w as then seated at dinner, 
jiiam u-il by (he erics of his people, made tits escape from the 
palace by & private door, and, get ling on board a small boa t, 
row ed with the utmost expedition dow n the river. 

Tiii rcmAbidrtr of the Mohammedan troops now advanced, 
and, having slaughtered n number ul the Hindoos, tout pos¬ 
session of the dty ami palat e. Soon n* 11th intelligence w as 
conveyed in the Raja, he became overwhelmed with affliction; 
and resolving fr dedicate the remainder of his life to religion, 
he continued hts journey to Jagemai.il;, ami had (he eimsulft- 
tion Of dying soon after in the vicinity or the -.acted temple* 

After the (light of thr Raja. Bukhtvar gave up the dlv r->

TheM* mountain* were inhabited by three distinct tribr 
L-alled Kooneh, Mikeh, and Nehani, These people have all 
Tartar countenances, and Speak a language Itciwt-oji Hindi 
and Thibet fan, ^ 

Mohammed Bukhtyar had the merit of converting one t>\ 
the Chiefs »if the tribe of Kooneh to the Mussulman faith. to 
whom he gave the name of Aly Mkkh. This 1**011 umicr- 
Took to be his guide and director on this expedition. He first 
led the army to a city named Burdchun, or Murdebun, under 
the walls of which ran a very large* river, called Bungtmttty. 
three times as broad as the Ganges. This river falls mi<> 
the Indian Sea. Which h called, in the Ilindy language, 
Sntftundur. lor Leu days they pfocctoted upward ^Iong 
the banks of this nw; till they entered the narrow defiles «f 
the mountains, and came to a .tone bridge consisting of 
twenty-two arches, over which the army crossed. 

Aj the possession of tliri bridge was of the utmost eornvr- 
tjucnt e, to secure a sate retreat. Mohammed Bukhtyar took the 
precaution of leaving a strong party to guard it, under the 
command of two officers j .me of whom waj of his own tribe 
but the other a Tnork. 

When the Raja of Ham ronp was informed that the armv 
had crossed the bridge, he sent an envoy to Mohammed Bukh. 
tvar ( to solicit his friendship; and ofering, if he would 
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postpone iht' expedition fat another year, he w mild, ai the ex¬ 
piration of llial period. join him with all his three*. and bad 
• hut), by an easy route, into Thibet 

Moluunuicd, being either mtjuous to fiimh his undmaking, 
or giving little credit to the promise-' of the Raja, declined Me 
ofTer: and proceeded for fifteen days through narrow valleys 
and over lofty mountains, tdl at length the army mlcred on 
extensive plain of Thibet, wdl cultivated and inhabited, Iforj 
shortly -titer came to a well-fortified town. the inhabitants of 
which opposed them courageously, and killed a number «l the 
Mussulmans ”. 

‘Die armour of these people wot* entirely composed oi 
bamboos, sewed or tied together with raw silk. With such 
maleriti1' they verv iugctuuusU formed not only shields, breast¬ 
plates, ;iud cuiabm, but even heliums. Their offensive weapons 
svere long spears, arid Lirge bow's and arrows. 

A tie: a hard day's contest, the Mussulman forces wore 
obliged to retire to their camp, without anv other fruit or 
victov\ than a few prisoners, from whom they learned, that, 
ai Lite distance of fifteen miles, there was a very large and 
Hrougly fortified city , oiled Kurinpultun, which was inhabited 
by Brahmans smd Bontaliters , that their prince war, nClm-dinti, 
but that he had in his service an innumerable army of brave 
Tartars well versed in the use of the how and spear; that u 
thousand or fifteen hundred horses were daily sold in its 
market; and that the species of horse, called Taman, or lan- 
g;tn, well known to Bengal; was brought from thence;—that,

Hr i hereto**: called a council of war, m which it wa- revived 
llrnl they should immediately retire, ant* return at a Tn„ rr 
favourable opportunity. with n greater for re. 

Two hours before -lay. the Mussulmans silent k cotn- 
mtuted their rei.rtsit; Imt as soon as the infutbitauxa nf ihc 
country were aware of iheir intentions, they sci fire to all the 
and grain which 9m on their route, and throv. nri.mi 
obltach s in their way. At length, after snrfcnng the gr 4 *tei| 
hardship*, thr Mussulmans arrived, cm the fifteenth dav, at ttie 
hanks of fhe river whifih they hud crossed: but how great v.a* 
the disappointment or Mohammed Bukhtvur. to find that the 
officers, to whom hr hail entrusted the defence vi ihe bridge, 
having quarrelled with cadi other, had abandoned their post:

tflgc of the distress Of the }*mWmw t had combined with 
the enemies to cut off hi a retreat, and had. i, eonsecpieiue, 
broken down two of the arches of the bridge.

tlnv b alter his arrival at Deocotc m Bengal, he sunk under the 
pressure of Itia calamities. amidst the execration# and cunts of 
llic orphans and widows of rive soldiers who had fallen a 
iaerilieu lo his insatiable am hit ton. firs remums were carried 
to JMiar, ami there buried.

villages, Mohammed She ran wai for three absent, without 
anv person knowing what was become ot him* As Moliaimned 
Btikhfyar esteemed him one of his best officers, be much 
regretted his loss, and sent a number ot people to search for 
his bode. Some of these, entering a wood, discovered Mo¬ 
hammed dtieriri, mounted oil horseback, with his spear in 
his hand, driving before him a body of thirty war-elephants 
belonging 1C* the Raja, the drivers ot whom were endeavouring 
to carry them oti' but had been coin pelted by this indefati¬ 
gable officer Co return towards the city. This act oi heaven 
raised him high ut the opinion of Mohammed Bukhlyar: 
lie promoted him Lo the command of his anm . and, u hen in¬ 
set out on his unfortunate expedition, he left Sheruu at Luck- 
now ti i as hii Th-puty in the government. 

When Mohammed She ran was informed of tfie death of 
his master, he marched with the troops under h«> rum main! 
to Dcocote, with an intent Uni of seizing Ah MuPtbu, who 
was strongly suspected of having murdered the tale Governor. 
but ilull Chief, alarmed at his approach, fled to his government 
Of iiarsooi, where he made some resistance: he was however 
at length taken prisoner, and consigned to the charge of Baba 
bpahmiy Cntindl, After this event, Mohammed Shcran re¬ 
turned to Lucknow ty ; where all the Mussulman commanders 

being assembled, they unanimously elected him to be (heir

Chief, on condition of each receiving a certain district, or,/dod. 
for the support of their troops. On this occasion Mohammed 
Sheran assumed the ensign* of royalty, and took the tide of 
Aza Addcen,

HISTORY OF BENGAL- 

In the mean mtir, Afy Murdan, having bribed the Cut wall* in 
whose charge lie hod I wen left, made his escape to LteJirn 
wln-re lu* informed t dtlub Addeen, who haul just then assumed 
Jht* title r if Kmpf-rop of Hindonstan. of the state of affairs in 
Bengal. 

The Emperor, jealous of his authority having been thus 
slighted, ordered Kemur Roomy, Governor of Oude, to pro. 
coed to Bengal, and to make a new division of the districts 
amongst the Khulijy < lucts. He was ahp directed to es¬ 
tablish in that country an Imperial Dcwao. to receive the 
Royal proportion of the revenues. 

On thi approach of l lie Imperial army, one of the KJmlijy 
Chiefs, named Hlssam Addren Avu*. to whose lot had fallen 
the district of Gungowtry. or Ruthoury, joined Jim royal 
standards, and was confirmed m the government of Reocotc ; 
but the other Chiefs, disdaining soli mission, opposed K.emar 
Roumv: they were however defeated, and tied towards 
Cooek BeyW, where, quarrelling amongst themselves, Mo¬ 
hammed Shrrlii fell by nor ol ilieir awonl*. 

After tins event, kernor Emmi> pardoning the remaining 
Chiefs* made a new division of the country amongst them; 
and having appointed an officer to receive the Imperial portion 
of the revenues, returned to his own government.

Alt Mrauiot Rih/lij*\ who u-as suspected of the mnrder or 
Mohamme d Bukhlyur, -cas a main of great activity, courage, 
and resolution ; and on making Lis escape from Bengal, was 
graciously received at the Court of Dettly, where he arrived just 
as the Emperor, Cuttub Addeen, was setting out lor Ohlinfe. 

He immediately offered his services, to attend the Royal stirrup 
and his request having been Complied with, he in a short time 
insinuated himself -.i much into the good grace* of the Sultan, 
that lie became one of his greatest favourites. 

Although Cut fob A-dtiecn was at firsi f-uc cess fill in driving 
away his rivnl El doze, and in gaining f&ssesskm of the dty of 
Ghiznc, he was finally obliged to relinquish it, and to retire to 
Lahore K where, as has been before related, he died in the year 
of the Hejira fk>7. a.d. mo. 

During the expedit ion to Ghiznc, Aly Mijrdan was taken 
prisoner, and carried into the presence of Etdoze, who so far 
gave him his liberty, as to permit him ro attend him while 
hunting. Hie recompense winch lie made for this act of oondc- 
scenritm* was an oiler to imbrue his hands in the blood of that 
prince* but lm overture having iiecn rejected, he was scut 
back to Cuttub Addeeu, with w hotn he returned to Lahore,

HISTORY OF BENGAL 

a.ti’ 1 , about the year 005 , was appointed to be that Emperor’s 
Viceroy in Bengal. 

In obedience to the royal mandate, Hissam Addeen Aviu, 
and the other Kitulijy i Kiefs, met Uu? urv\ Viceroy on the 
hanks ot the river Coosa thence they carried him to Deocotc, 
and placed hint on tlitr Musniul. Shortly after, he proceeded 
to Lucknowiy (Gotuj, ami obtained the undisputed cuntroul ol 
the kingdom. 

I'pon the death of Sultan Cuttub Adder n, in (in;, \\y 
Mur dan rejected the authority of the Court of Dchlv, and. 
av-anting the white umbrella and other ensagtu of royalty, 
caused himself to be proclaimed King of Bengal, under the 
title of Sultan Ala Addeen. 

I reviouB to this event, Aly Martian had hern e*.i eemed a 
vigilaijLaud brave officer, hut his head now became turned with 
vanity. On his public court-days he used to talk of the Kings 
of Persia. Khorassau, ami Dddy, m his inferiors; and went 

mi far as to bestow provinces of their dominion* on Jus fnrittal 
servants. 

It Jii related, that one day a merchant complained io the 
new king, of having lost all his property by shipwreck or 
some other accident. The king asked m what country he 
wa»; and when informed that he was a Persian, he desired 
hi* minister immediately to draw out a patent, constituting 
the merchant Governor of Ispahan. Thr minister, not 
daring to aay that Ispahan was the property of another 
monarch, retired to an adjoining apartment, under pretem* 
of preparing the patent, but soon alder returned, 
seined to Ins majesty, that the merchant was truly grateful 
for Hit favour conferred, but that, a5 k was requisite hr 
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Li. attended by j proper escort of troops, and shmild /’ECTUi 
enter tin hb govern mem m a dignified 51 vie, he begged to Ik* 
fnrtlie; assisted with a sum oi money, for the purpose of 
puirluising horse* ,md ctpUfJOiCftts, Aly Murdan felt himself 
tiutivitlMl, brn rather than Sovn-r bb dignity, he ordered a 
large stun to be given u> the feTlmv 

Had the ednduel i*f this king been restricted m such 
ludicrous actions, it might have been excused by ids subjects, 
though yen often me to the neighbouring munarehs: but he 
extended the ho rid or rapine and murder, not only to I he 
fHindoos, but unjust!) put several m the Kbulijv nobles to 
death Their patience being at length exhausted, they assassi¬ 
nated Unit, m the second year of his impolitic reign, and the 
Oogth year of die Hejira- 40 wit.

After the a»sassinajtinn of Ah Murdan, the Kiiubjy Chief* 
raised 10 the 1: Krone His&iun Addeen Aub. a nobleman wlio 


had given frequent proofs of hia abilities and valour, and who 
was highly esteemed by all parties. 
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.sen in This Chief was descended of a good family, who routed at 
ot^r* ih- Ghor. in Persia- W hen he arrived at the age of manhood* he 
travelled towards Too ek is tan, in order to improve hts fortune; 
and one day. having climbed an hill called Pnoahteh Alinuz, lie 
there found two Derveishes, who, pin ling their trwd m I’rod- 
denee, travelled through the world witlicnu any worldly curt', 
or attention to their own warns. After the customary saluta¬ 
tion, the Dervrishc? asked him li'he had any provision with hint. 
He rep tied lllut lie had; and immediately opetdii> fm store', 
gave them several cakes of bread, and some savoury meals 
While they were rating, he procured them water u* drink; 
and daring the continuance of their meal, he respectfully 
attended them as a servant, When they had nnishnl, they 
returned him thanks, and told him that he must immediately 
proceed to India, where there was a kingdom allotted for him. 

Hissam Addecn, feeling u confidence in their prediction, 
was much rejoiced at this intelligence, and i mined laicjy turned 
his steps towards llindoostan. On his arrival .there, he was 
admitted into the service of his country man , Mohammed 
Bukhiyar, whom he accompanied inio Bengal, where he 
quickly obtained promotion, and, at the time of his master’s 
death, was Governor of Gungowtry. 

On his election to the Musnud of Bengal, he assumed the 
title of Ghyas Addeen, and, having removed his residence to 
J- uc knowty (Gour), he took much pains, and expended large 
sums of money in improving that city. He built there a 
superb mosque, a college, and a caravansary ; and. Ait the 
eo an try in rile vicinity of Gnur was subject lo tmmriattons. 
he constructed causeways, extending on one side tti Naghorc in 
Beerbhoom, and on the other side to Dcocotc, being ten days’ 
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journev, which enabled the inhabitants to travel with conve- aE/Jf 111 
(lienee, at all Hutu* of die ; ear, event tract which Itpd been 
considered nearly impassable during llie season o) iho ruins*. 

Tlda prince was a liberal encoursger of tin: Arts and 
literature. Many -if the stately edifices of Gour were creeled 
by him , and tie bestowed ample pensions upon the learned 
and devour. He also distributed justice with great impar¬ 
tiality. making no distinction between the rich and (he pour, 
the Mohammedan and the Hindoo.

Or these Mohammed inquired it' they had seen nr heard aught 
of the rebel army. They ai first pretended ignorance; but 
Mohammed having ordered one ot them to be beheaded, the 
others tell on their knees. and acknowledged they hud on that 
rooming disposed of their grain in the rebel ramp, which was 
unh a few miles in front of them. 

Mohammed i mined lately despatched the merchants, under 
;m escort, to the officer commanding the advanced guard ; and 
proc eeded with his forty troopers till he came within sight, of 
die camp, and could plainly distinguish (lie tents of Toghril, 
and th.it the rebels were so completely oil' their guard as to 
have turned their horses loose into the cpru-fietds. Being T<*fcni * 
fired with llu* ambition of seising the rebel himself, Mo- p*-*- 
hammed urged his small party to make the attempt* they 
advanced in full speed, ami were permitted by the unsuspicious 
enemy to enter the cainp. On their arrival at the tent of 
TogHlil, they drew their swords, and, crying out 44 Victory to 
the Emperor Balin'." rushed forward to the tent of audience, 
urul put j number of the persons therein to death. 

Toghfil, o« hearing the alarm, supposing he Was surprised 
by the whole of the royal army. tied in the greatest pertur¬ 
bation. He vaulted on a horse without a saddle, and galloped 
towards the river; but was perceived and pursued by Malteck, 
the brother of Mohammed, who shot him will) an arrow, as 
his horse was swimming the river. Toghril immediately fell; t« 
and Malleck, plunging into the stream, dragged him to the 
sHorr, and cut off fib head. 
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The royal parly having,la the nmm lime put to denth a 
number of TiigJtrU'» principal officer*, ait univtrwil pa roc seized 
the rebels, and they tied «m all side*. The ad^mced guard 
soon after amt; up, and secured the encampment. 

An express was immediately sent utT in the Cm perm with, 
ah account ot the victory. which was corroborated by the head 
of the rebel (. bitf. On the iblbwiug day , ibt- Emperor, u irh 
the whole of the Imperial army, arrived, and took j-.r v iun 
of all the wealth and elephant*.

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Having taken this resolution, lie requested permission of 
his fattier to make a short i-icursiun, for due purpose of 
hunting, and under this pietmcc quilted Dchly, mid proceeded 

directly ti* Gmit- 

'I liit- dq» gave great offence hi t]jr- Emperor: who thereon 
sent for Ky Khuwn*, the non of the Fritter Media mined, and 
declared him tlie heir of his kingdom -: soon after which tvettffc 
he departed this life, in the end of the year Ifwa, and in the 
eightieth year of his age. 

Notwithstanding the legitimate claim of hv Khusero io the 
kingdom, which was further sanctioned hv the will of the 
deceased Emperor, the nobles raised Sackobad to the Littonr F 
a prince of eighteen years of age, son of Nasir Addcen lhe 
lung of Bengal. This youth soon fell into all the allurements 
nf pleasure, and devoted liia whole time* to amusement. relin¬ 
quishing to his minister, Nizam Adder:!, the government nt 
his dominions. 

Nasir Addmi wi? well plea yd with the rlrv.uion or his son 
to the throne: hut when informed >il his unworthy conduct, he 
wrote to hirn, -evrrcly reprehending his hrliavictor, and advising 
him to discard the unworthy minister, Finding, however, 
that his advice was of no avail, he gave orders for assembling 
an army, resolving to go in person to iJehlv. and to effect a 
revolution. The son, also, displeased with the admonitions of 
his father, and goaded bv the animosity of the minister, ad¬ 
vanced at the head of a grot force toward* Bengal. In the 
year 607, the two antics approached within n few miles of 
each other; the camp of the father being on the banks of the 
river turve, and that of the son on the hanks of the Gogra, 
both in the district of Sircar Saron, part of North Be bar. 
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Nasir Addttlt, finding tt impossible to reduce his son by , recr m 
force, made overtures of reconciliation to Him: but the prince, 
at the instigation i.f Ills minister, rejected them with disdain -w. 
Three days were passed in this manner, when, on the fourth 
day, Nasir Addcen wrote with his own hand the following 
letter i—■' M» beloved son, my desire of seeing you exceeds all 
bounds ; nor can I endure to be lunger separated from you, 

The patriarch Jacob did not more anxiously wish lo embrace 
ins son Joseph before his death, than I do you, Grant me 
tilt* request. and I swear never again to disturb your reign, or to 
oppose your will."—When Kicked tad read Hi* father's letter, he 
was deeply affected, and wished immediately to go, unattended, 
to visit him, hut the artful minister restrained the ardour of 
the prince s affection, by representing that it would be dero¬ 
gating from tfct* dignity of the Emperor of Hindoos tag fa pay 
the first visit to an interior prince, although that person was 
his father. 

It was at length settled, that a suite of the Imperial tents 
should be pitched in the Plain of Oudc, between the two 
armies; and that the king of .Bengal should there pay his 
respects to the Emperor seated on bis throne. This arrange¬ 
ment being made, and Lite astrologers having determined on 
an auspicious hour, the son first proceeded to the tents, in 
great state, surrounded by his guards : after which the father 
crossed the river Sieve, and. when He came in sight of the 
throne, made His first obeisance; as he approached nearer, 
he made a second obeisance , and when arrived at the toot ot 
tin- throne, was about to make the third ; when the prince, 
being much affected by the Uinmluv of his rather, burst into 
tears, and, rushing into his arms, continued to embrace him 
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sect, ru |' tJf considerable time. After this affecting srenc, the iUtln-r

In tin* year Ti t, the Emperor Tughfik. jealous of tbe as- ibliml 
stinted rank, and wearied by complaints of the oppressions 
and tyranny of Behadur Shah. marched front Ih-hly with a 
numerous array, and. on hr* amul ut Tiillodt. was met by 
Masir Adtlccn. the deposed king ft i Bengal, who Imping pre¬ 
sented i he Emperor w ith nniuj valuable jewels, was received 
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_«ct.hi. _ with great favour, permitted to use the insignia of royally, 
®*id re-appointed to his government of LtidtUowtv, on con- 
S3S*£. difmn ot holding it in fief from the Court of Deliiy. This 
agreement he faithfully complied with, and died in the year

1*a khf.h Addcen having, as we have stated In the preceding 
chapter, succeeded in regaining hi* authority. caused luituclt 
to be proclaimed Sovereign of Bengal; and ordered the coin 
to be stamped, am! all public papers to hr issued, in his name. 

The throne of Dehly being at that period {A- n. 741) 
possessed by \he weak Mnharamtd I H. no effort wa* made to 
reduce the protiartW the Imperial authority; and as the power 
of the empire continued tu decline, Bengal remained for many 
years afterwards an independent and distinct kingdom; on 
which account historian* have considered Fa St her Addecn as 
the first Mohammedan king of Bengal. 

The new Sultan filed Ins residence at Suitergtmg; and seat 
;in atinv, under the CiHiiwatid ot his slave, iSlukhtiss Khan, to 
take possession of Lucknowty and the* dependent districts i 
but in i his expectation he was feriled; for -My Mubanck, one 
of Hie officers of the deceased Coventor, having collected some 
troops, opposed the invaders, and killed their leader, On 
this event, Aly Mnbarick sent a petition to the Emperor, 
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stating his success against the rebel, and soliciting that he 
might be confirmed in t he government; bat without siting 
for the sanction of the Emperor, be u>»k Hr title of Ala 
Addcen, ami, advancing against t- ak her Adder n. in the year 
743, took him prisanr r, and caused him to he pul lo death. 
The reign, of father Addcen, if such it may be termed, was 
only two join and five months. 

AJy Mu ha rick was assassinated, at the expiration of a year 
and five monthly by Ins fuller brother. Ilyas Kliajr, or Hajy 
Elias, v. im tor k possession of the kingdom.

The siege: having been protracted to a great length, and 
the rainy season, which in Bengal *fta in with great violence 
and i rigs dales tin* plains, drawing near, the Emperor found 
it rrrprirtitc to make peace : he therefore, upon a promise from 
llvaft of an annual ijibnte, and some trilling presents, released 
the prisoners taken at Pundttu. and returned to Dthly. 

frt the year J5:>, Ilyas sent ambassadors, with very valuable .vo.nv*. 
presenU, to the Knipcfdr; by whom they were most grace 
ouslj received, .ind afterwards dismissed with assurances of 
friendship. 

In "ST, llvm, being still suspicious of the Emperor's inten* 
lions, sent other ambassador* to Itebly, who, after some gjjjw 
negotiation, concluded a permanent treaty of peat*; by which p y a * 
the independence of Bengal was formally ack now lodged, and 
the respective limits of each kingdom defined. 

In the year 7<H>. King of Bengal sent a number of A D1 “ 7 
elephtthta, nnd other valuable presents, by It is ambassador 
Tajaddeoi, to the Emperor, who received the embassy in the 
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~ tf T - * most gracious manner; and, in return, ordered Skt Addecn, a 
noble man of distinction, to proceed, as ins ambiii^udqr, ut the 

Court of Bengal; md to lake with him a number of choice 
Arabian ami Tartar bursts tor the King, 

The Imperial ambassador proceeded as far as Bduir, where 
he received (he melancholy intelligence of the death of the 
King of Bengal; he therefore waited in that city for furl her 
instructions; and, in consequence of orders received from Ins 
Court, he divided the horses amongst the Chiefs of ifciw, 
and returned to his master. 

Uvas Kh.de. under the title of Shorn* Addren, ruled 
Bengal for sixteen years and five months, and died in the <,car 
* t>. ijfe ;(ki. Amongst a people « ho could overlook the h u p bv * hi eh 
be mounted the throne, lit- was much respected and beloved. 

During Ins reign, the capital of Bengal was tnmsfmcd from

As suon as the da vs of mourning were accomplished. the 
Ring prepared a splendid embassy, with rateable presents, to 
be sent to the Court of Ddhy. But when the Emperor Few* 
heard o i the death of Ilyas Khaje, hr judged it a foivmrabte 
opportunity to recover the Imperial authority over Bengal. he 
therefore, iarly in die year 70>, advance! with hostile inten- 
dons towards that province: and having proceeded as far as 
Zufiefabad, cantoned his sunny tn that pte< c dll the expiration 
of itic rainv season. In the mean time, he sent an aaobaaBador 
to Sckimdm Shah, with oilers of peace, provided lie would 
acknowledge himself the vassal of the empire. To die e hu¬ 
miliating terms the King would not agree; hut sent fi^e 
elephants, ami some costly presenta, as a peace-uttering. 

4s sow. us tlir mins l*ad subsided, the Emperor adva.i«d 
with hi* army as far to IWua: and fc*under. Mowing the 
prudent example of his father, took refuge in the strong ^ 
.fortress of AkdaU. The Imperial army in a short time 
surrounded Akdnlu; but alter a siege of some weeks, the 
Emperor, finding there was no probability os taking the place, 
consented to accept a present of forty-right elephant® and a 
large sum of money , ami. «m the promise Of a future annual 

tribute, to withdraw from Bengal. 

(Tom that period, till nearly the close of his file, Sekmuter 
Shah enjoyed a happy and undisturbed reign: and nal being 
of s warlike disposition, he cultivated the arts of pence. Ib die 
Year ,7f»3. he commenced a superb mosque in the ueinity cil r i3 _

A 
general engagement ensued, in which, although flbyas Aildeen 
had given positive orders u> his troops not in injure his father, 
the King was unintentionally mortally wounded; but as soon** aim 
as tlic son was informed of ihis untoward event, he flattened 
to liis lather'« presence, and, taking hi? head in his lap, shed 
tear? of repentance, and humbly besought the old man’s for¬ 
giveness. Tlic King then opened his eyes, and said, “ My 
business is finished; may your dominion be prosperous!'* 
alter which his soul took its flight to the other world.

VVhateittr toay huve l*een the cau.se of* the jmnee’a aban¬ 
don® c thr idolatry of the Hindoos, hr proved Mmaelf a rcnlnns 
disciple in the Mussulman faith; ror haring invited the cele¬ 
brated Shaikh Zahed from Simnrgnng, he consulted bins on 
all his spiritual urfairs, and. resigned his conscience to his 
direction. 

Jelal Addnen rcmim-d again the seat of government mum 
Pun don To Gout* abd expended large sums of money in 
improving that city. The mosque, baths, risen oir. mid cara¬ 
vanserai, distinguished by the tnunti of detail* were a!) 
constructed by him. This prince ruled with great equity and 
justice ? and, after an undisturbed reign of eighteen years, died 
al Gour, in the year 812 . a.i>. 

To persons unacquainted with the history of India, it may

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Joanporr* invaded B;ugal w ith j minu-.'mn army* arid, alter se** 
plundering several of ihe tfistricis, carried away many of the 
inhabitants as slaves* Ahmed Shah finding himself unable 
to content! with so lormidehle an adversary, whose power, in 
fact, exceeded that of the Feeble representative- of monarchy 
at Dehlj, sent an ambassador to Shah Kook It. the son of 
Timour, who, although residing at Herat £in Bersin), was 
considered as tin* Emperor of Hindoos loo, to solicit lm 
protection and JLiiterferraeii. 

The ambassador was received by the Tartar motiftrch with 
nmdi honour; and on his taking leave, was accompanied by 
AbchiL&crccni Hajy, who was fum^bd w ith u letter to Sultan 
Ibrahim, threateninghim with the most exemplar* vengeance if 
he did not immediately release all the captives, and peremptorily 
prohibiting him from ever again molesting the Sing of Bengal. 

Sulla a Ibrahim received the letter with much respect; and 
whether from dread of Shuh Rookh's vengeance, or being 
constantly occupied by Ins contests with rho neighbouring

if he discovered any of them swayed in their decisions, either by 
interest or affection. be would punish them most severely. He 
then ordered them to send him u weekly report of their pro¬ 
ceedings, and being himself very learned, and well informed 
in the law, he frequently decided on points which had per¬ 
plexed the most experienced Caries and Mnoities.

This prince is said to have been’possessed oi a good natural 
understanding, winch be much unproved by study: and 
finding that the Abyssinian slaves, and the eunuchs ot the 
yfibce, during the reigns of his predecessors, bad gamed too 
much influence, and had been guilty of improper prat:[ires, he 
punished some of them severely, and reduced iheni all 10 a 
level with his Other servant* and subjects. Tin* conduct of 
the King's gave much offence to the eunuchs; they educed 
the carps of guards called Parks, (infantry. armed with r-words 
und spears.) sooo of whom daily mounted guard over the 
palace; and one night murdered their master in the Seraglio, or 
female apartments, which their confidential situation m the 
interior of the palace enabled them to '-fleet without mini' 
dkte discovery. 

It was the custom of the Court of Bengal, that the old 
guartl should wait till the King mourned the throne in the 
morning: and alter having iialnted his Majesty, march ^tf, 
and give place to the new' gourd. The morning after the 
murder, the Paiks waited some time for ihe approach of the 
King: and either were, or pretended to be, much surprised 
to sec flu- chief tunudi. Bared, ascend the throne, dressed 
in the royal robes.

As Muli Andicf during the Jong [letiotl that he hat) served 
in the armies of jBttfbek Sltali and FuOcIi Shah, had frequently 
piven proofs of lm valuUr and skill in ivar, and was well 
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supported by a numerous body of his own countrymen, and 
beloved for his generosity by the common people and soldier)’, 
none of the Afghan or Turkish chiefs dared to rebel against him. 

The following anecdote of his liberality is thus related. 
On some public occasion, the King having ordered a Lac 
U 00,000) of rupees to be distributed to dir poor, the ministers 
ight he Witt too profuse of the public pVSnut, ^liiih might 
probably arise from his little knowledge of the value of 
money, or of tlte amount lie had ordered: they therefore 
piled the money in one of the aparinu-nU through which he 
Was to pass* in hopes that he would notice it, and be surprised 
at the quantity of silver. When the King entered the apart¬ 
ment. and saw the heap of money tying them, he asked what 
it was; and on being told it was the sum he had that 
morning ordered to be given to the poor, lie said, " Is this 
all? it in loo littlei give them double the quantity/' The 
ministers were astonished ui Ins prodigal if). but were- obliged 
to conform to hia wishes-

nobles raised to tlur throne his eldest son* with, ibc title ul 
Mali mood Shah i but the Vizier. Hebsll Khan* originally nu 
Abyssinian slave, left to his tnasier nothing but Uie name 
«t King. This conduct gave much offence to the oilier 
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iv. Ahyssinbiis \ and, under pretence of relieving the prim e trout 
a galling yoke, one of them, named Siddec Budder Dcwvtefi, 
assassinated the Vizier ; amt having thus mounted the first 
stage of the ladder of ambition, he shortly after murdered the 
(sing, and ascended rite throne. 

The period of Mahmoud Shah's nominal reign was one 
year, 

Hajy Mohammed Candthary lias stated, in ImHSaloiy, that 
Mahmmid Shah was not an Abyssinian. l>m the infant son 
of Futieh Shati. whose prcteittiom his mother bad resigned in 
favour of Mulk. And id, as lnt& been before related. 


RUiititFtR SHAH 

SiDDEfi Bifouca DeWaKSU mounted the llirom: in the year 
900. and assumed the idle of Musutlir Shah. He commenced 
his reign with the murder of several of the Turkish nobility. 
He afterwards marched hi* arm its against some of the tributary 
Hindoo prince- . and having zed them, put them to death, 
and plundered thou estates. In short, there was tm species of 
cruelty «>r oppression that this tyrant did not commit: till at 
* o. iot * length, in the year {to 3 , all the chiefs, headed by the Vizier, 
Syed Hussein Shericf of Mecca, rebelled against him, and 
besieged hitnin hi* capital; but MuzufEr Shah . haring in (us 
«-rviee a cbtffc of 3 ui>« well-mounted Almsimans, and 23.000 
Afghan and Bengal troop*, defended the city of (knir for tour 
months with great resolution ; and whenever he made prisoners 
of any of the rebels, he took pleasure in beheading them 
himself. The number of persons he is said to have put to death 
in this manner is tnnmdiblc.

Al length, thinkinghliXL&di able to contaid with hisadver- t *ect,> v. 
sane* in the lie 14. he marched out of *he dty and engaged 
titan. A bloody batik enaued. in which Muzullir Shah lost 
his life, and the plains of Gnur were strewed with 20,000 of 
the slain The reign of' this oppressor of the human race was 
three years and tire mnrtfhs. 

Such is the account nl thus e?i nt given bj Hajjt Moham¬ 
med Carnhihan . in Ins History ; but Nizam Ailiiccn slates, that 
Miizurliv Sha.it. being universally detested by the nobles, the 
Vizier. M-.-d Hussein. entered into a conspiracy with them; 
mid I laving gained over to their party the Commandant of the 
corps of Paiks, sixteen of them entered Lhe apartment of the 
tyrant lit night, and put him lo death withiMit any opposition. 

One of the musiiues still standing at Gour was built by this 
impious tyrant.

O, the death of the Abyssinian, MuzufHr Shah, the duets ,vd, hso, 
elected to the throne another foreigner, but of a more noble 
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race. This person was a desce mlan i of iIh Prophet Moham¬ 
med. and had quitted trie sandy deserts of Arabia in improve 
his fortune in ihc fertile region of Bengal. MU illustrious 
descent first introduced him into the Conti of Hour, where In* 
superior abilities raised him ui the high dignity of first 
subject of the empire. The oppresri'iD,-. ami brutal temper or 
MozufEr made him a rebel, and fWmtir made him a king. 

As Svcd Hussein, during the period that hr acted as prime- 
minister to his predecessor, had given many ptt>o(V of his 
abilities and general hcncvoleuce. all the chief's, ni whatever 
tribe, concurred in opinion that he was the must wofthy 
petM»n to fill the throne; and he, m return, granted them the 
cxtraoriimaT} privilege of phuidering ihe city «f Gnur for a 
p rcseri bed periot 1 # . 

On his elevation to the throne, he is said to have taken the 
title of Ala Addecn $herief Mecca; but the author of the 
Bym Jssidatam mtof. that. in all the iuseripiions on the mo¬ 
numents about Gout, lie h styled Hu&smu Shah ; and supposes 
that UU father, or some ut lib ancestors, might have been 
Shcrief of Mecca; and that tlir son, through family pride, may 
have Used tlic title improperly.

from the hills, they rut off all supplies of provisions, and either 
titrn their opponent* Into a capitulation. or force them, to 
w*treit under ike greatest disadvantages. 

This system was now put in practice; and the sun of the 
Sultan wit compiled to make a humiliating retreat, w ith the 
loss of half hb army. 

After this unsuccessful attempt, ike Sultan built an e> tensive 
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fort cm the banks of the Bertiali River (the (litmluk), to, >lJ - rT tv, 
defend bis own territories from invasion, and occupied him- 
sdt in ptxuluting ih< population of his country* and in im- 
proving the situation ui ■ : -.U .s ubjects. ffe built public 
nutsque* uml hospitals, in r.m district. and settled pensions 
on llie learned and devout, Amongst the numerous instances 
of his piety, lie settled a grant of lands for the support of the 
r mill), College, and Hospital of the celebrated sidnt Kurtub 
al A a him, which are continued to this day . and every year 
made a pilgrimage on foot, from Akilala to Ftsndua, to visit 
the holy shrine of that saint, 

in the early part of this reign, Shah Hussein, king of 
Joan pore, who for uiarn years contended for the empire m 
Ifindoostan with Sultan Beloli *. having stidcrcJ reiterated 
deteats, tied before the ap of Sck under. and sought protection 
in Bengal. He was most hospitably and honourably received 
by \h AddtSQ, who assigned him a pension ami establish- 
nuiii suitLibte to ins former dignity, -which were continued to 
him during his life. The tomb of this prince is still tn good 
preservation in Ihc vicinity ufGour. 

Hh: Emperor Sekunder having, in the year go;,, subdued \ 1M 1W- 
ihc province of Bebar, which for several years had been 
dependent on Jdanporc, and wo® Uie Iasi of the possessions of 
the Kings of the East, advanced the banners of hostility against 
Bengal: but on his arrival at TugUrkporc (nr Cut lick pore) in 
Rehar. l»c was informed ihSl the Prince Daniel, son of Ala 
Vdderti. W3$ on I lie way to meet him. with, overtures or* ami tv 
trom his father, I hr Emperor, being also desirous of peace.

sect. tv. that he might be enabled to fclurn to Dchly. halted at this 
i> hsT* place* and sent forward two noblemen to meet and confer 
villi the prince. 

Tllc*Wmotrj,liaiiesJ^ '»-«*« town oi Bari antl in a 
few day* concluded a treaty, the terms of which wens, that 

Lhc Emperor should retain Beliur. Tirboot, Sircar Sarun, and 
all the other countries lie had subdued, provided he dtil not 
invade Bengal- and that neither party should support* or in 
iiiv manner assist* the enemies nr the other. This treat} 
having been ratified by both monarch*, the Kmprror returned 
towards Dehlv. After U»b event,. Ala Addeen enjoyed a peace¬ 
able and liappy reign, beloved by his subjects, and respected 
a t>.u*j by bis neighbours; ami died at Gour in lhc year having 
reigned twenty-four years.

Nufjscnt Shah, being a person of acknowledged bravery and 
superior talents, was chosen by the Chiefs to Uc their monarch. 
As a proof of the benevolence of his disposition, iL is suited, that 
instead of confining his brethren, or depriving them of their 
sight, as is the common custom of the East, he treated them 


* 
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with tilt greatest affection, aw! doubled the allowance granted >ecr.iv 
them by Ihetr father. 

The distracted stale of the Court of Deh.lv. occasioned Hy 
the approach of the Moghuls, tinder the celebrated Baber, pre¬ 
senting a favourable opportunity of recovering some of the 
districts which had formerly belonged to Bengal, Nnsserit 
Shall broke the treaty which his father had contracted with 
the Emperor Sekunder; ami having invaded Tirfuwt, and put 
die Raja to death, he appointed his son-in-law, Ala Addeeu. to 
the government. He then proceeded against Hajypore; and 
having subdued it, gave it in charge to another son-in-law, 
named Mitkbdoom Aalum : after which he crossed the Ganges, 
and took possession of the fort and district of Mongcir, wliich 
he entrusted to one of his best generals, named Cuttub Khan, 

When, in the yearg$2, the Emperor Baber defeated and a d . t$o, 
slew Sultan t broliim, and tlic empire of Hind uostari was trnns- 
ierred from the Afghan to the Moghul dynasty', many of the 
chiefs of the former nation sought employment and protection 
in Bengal: oven Mahmoud Ludy, the brother of Sultan Ibra¬ 
him, was compelled to seek refuge at the Court of Gour. All 
these persons were most hospitably received, and had pensions 
assigned them, suitable to their rank anil former situation. 

Mahmood having brought with him one of the daughters 
of the late Emperor, the King look her in marriage, and made 
great rejoicings on the occasion. This circumstance, added 
to iHc protection afforded to the Afghan chiefs, excited the 
jealousy of the Moghul Emperor, Baber, who, in the year 93.% 
sent an anuy, under the command ot bis relation Askary, to

lartv irt the year 036 , Mahmoud (brother of Ibrahim); 
being previously joined by a number or the Afghan chiefs, 
made another attempt to recover bis paternal dominions, and 
advanced as far as Hidcn on the banks of the Ganges. 

The Emperor Buber having about the same time marched 
from Agra, the contending armies met at Uidcri; but such 
was the dread the Afghans had of Baber's prowess, and ihe 
formidable charge of the Moghul cavalry, that, m soon as 
the Emperor's advanced guard erased the liver, they shame* 
fully took to flight, and never halted till they had re-crossed 
the'river Soane. Malimood. dispirited bv his defeat, retreated 
to Bengal, and Nassent, alarmed at rlie approach of tin- M<t- 
ghuls, sen! an ambassador to implore the Emperor's merry. 

As the raiii’v season was approaching, and the affairs ot the 
upper Pyrenees required the presence ot Baber, who had 
advanced p far as the town of Mooueer <at the- mouth of the 
Soane), he graciously condescended to moke peace, on QOfldi- 
uon that the Afghans should remain quiet, and that llir King 
of Bengal should no longer give any u&uktance Lu Malimood. 
These terms having been ratified by l*>lh monurdis, the Em¬ 
peror returned to Agra, where he died in the month ot 
Uuu Jam mad of the following year, n rm? 

The death of Baber served as a signal to rouse the Afghan 
chiefs once more to attempt the recovery of the empire. Mah¬ 
moud, the son of Diria Lohani, took possession of Behan and 
Mahmood, the brother of the Emperor Ibrahim, having col¬ 
lected an army of his countrymen, first defeated Juncid Burtass 
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thr Moghul gmernor of .loan pore. and then took possession of iv. 
that jiro> inec. Siiltnn Be bud Ur of Gusemt also advanced at the 
head ot' a large force, anil took the fort of Mindu, whence 
he detached an army of 10,000 men to plunder the country, 
even U> the vicinity of Agra, then I he residence of the new 
Emperor Horn ay on. 

Although the Kin)- uf Bengal, from the pusillanimity of his 
disposition, did not take an active part m these scenes, yet, 
regardless of hit treaty with the Emperor Baber, hr gave every 
assistance in his power to Mahmood : and in the year 989 s>cm a.lp. 
Mulk Murjan. us his ambassador, to form a treaty of alliance 
with Sultan Bdindur of Quzcnit. 

Notwithstanding Nusscrit Shah was by descent a Sved 
{descendant of Mohammed)* he was naturally of u cruel dispo¬ 
sition , and was frequently guilty of such acts of tyranny, aa 
not only to give diagosl to his subjects, but to render him 
hateful to his private servants. At length, having gone one 
day to pay his devotions at the tomb of bis father in the city 
of Gour, and one of the eunuchs having given him some 
offence, he threatened severely to punish the fellow on his 
return to the pahec * but Lhe other eunuchs, tired out with his 


brutal behaviour, espoused the cause of 1 Heir companion, and, 
before the king could carry his threats into execution, they 
put a period to hi* existence. 

Nusserit Shah reigned thirteen years, and was assassinated 
in the year (HO. Some historians have assigned him a reign a. i>. cj:-, 
of sixteen years, and say his death occurred in Q t3 ; but this 
statement does not agree with the account of subsequent 
transactions. Of the buildings erected by him in the city of 
Gonr, there are still two remaining, with the inscriptions 
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perfect; vtz. die Golden Mosque, called, in the Hindoostam 
language, Sftomt finished m p33 ; and the KtuMum 

Roosut (Footstep of the Prophet), erected in (},K>. 

Fcrishtaii. in ius History of Bengal, sty les this prince Nuseeb 
Shah j though, m his History of Dehly. he gives him his proper 
name. This circumstance induced the author of the Hr 

i-' 

Aiwtlaken to examine several of the inscriptions in the vicinity 
of Hour; from which he ascertained, that the title at full 
length was Sultan Nusseril Shah, ben Sultan AL Addoen, 
Hussein Shah. The tomb of the saim Hezerat Mukhdoom, 
ai Saad-ulUporc*, was also erected by him, and bears the same 
inscription. 

After Nusserit Shah had drunk the sherbet of death, the 
nobles raised to die throne of Bengal his sou Peruse yhoh; but 
at the end of three months the youth was murdered l>> his 
uncle. Mahmood Shah, who usurped the government. 
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w« one of the eighteen sons of Sultan Ala Addccn ; and 
during the whole reign of the lute King, conducted himself in 
the most exemplary manner: but scarcely was his brother 
deposited in the tomb, when he entered into machinations 
against his nephew, aiul ceased not til! lie had imbrued his 
hands in murder. This flagitious conduct did not however 
pass imrcvenged ; for Mukhdoom Aalum, governor of Hajy- 
pore, raised die standards of rebellion, and united himself in

afterwards became Fmperor of Hindoostan, and who at that 
‘^tc was Regent of Bchar, 

Mahxnood Shah, in order to punish Sherc for the assistance 
afforded to the rebel, ordered Cuttub Khan, governor of 
Mongeir. to invade Rebar. As the forces of She re were inferior 
to those of liengal, Cuttub Kluui Haltered himself with an 
easy conquest: he therefore rejected all overtures fur peace, 
and made :i, spirited attach on flic army offidlir. But Fortune 
did not favour iiif- wishes; he was shortly pierced hy an 
arrow, and fell from his elephant. On seeing this accident, bis 
army fled; and the whole of his elephants, artillery, and bag¬ 
gage, became the plunder of his adversary. 

This defeat was a severe disappointment to the King of 
Bengal; he however assembled a more numerous army, the 
command ot which he entrusted to Ibrahim Khan, l he son of 
the "ti fortunate General. 

Ai this ilme : an event occurred which flattered the vanity 
of the King of Bengal, and gave luin every reason to hope for 
success. Jcllal, the young King of Brhar, disgusted with the 
overbearing and insolent conduct of the Regent Sherc, tied 
from Bchar, attended by a number of his followers, and took 
refuge in i hr Bengal camp, whence he sent orders to all his 
adherents to afford no manner of assistance lo Share. 

This event having much diminished the force of the Regent, 
he was obliged to abut himself in the fort ot Ilehar; the- forti¬ 
fications of which were only ramparts composed of mud.

the ifghan troops of Shore defended the pBice‘u itu *<* much 
resolution,, that, utter a *iegc of several months, Ibrahim v.,j- 
obliged to apply lo the King for a reinforcement. Previous 
however to its arrival, Shore, having maifr it sally from the 
fort, completely defeated the Bengalese, slew their General 
and seized on all their artillery and baggage, compelling the 
young Kfng de!J;il to dec, and seek refuge ar the 1 'onn of flour, 
v u. inaa-fi* This evetii occurred lit the end of the year v> t y. 

I'rum tills period may be dated tin- downfall of the Empire 
of Bengal; for in the following year, j> t:\ Shere Khan, having 
acquired possession of the strong fortress of (’Lunar, rendered 
himself completely master of all Belrnr; after which he ad- 
vanned with a numerous army towards Bengal, The natural 
strength or the passes of Terriagurrr and Sicklygnlly delayed 
the rare of Mahmood tor a short period; but She re having 
surmounted these difficulties, the King was compelled to re¬ 
treat m his capital. 

Slicre immediately invested Gour; but same important 
adhirs requiring his presence at Bctiar, he left an army, 
under the command of his general, Kimas Khan, to carry on 
the blockade. 


During this period, Mahmctod vent various messengers Lo 
the Emperor Hotnayon, ir> implore [its spi-cdy assistance; but 
several months having elapsed without any appearance of the 
Moghul forces, and provision!? becoming very scarce m the 
city* Mahmoud Shah embarked on board a fast-rowing boat, 
and was conveyed to Hajypore, 

The city soon after capitulated, and on the lath of the 
*■*■'“*■ month Fervurdy, in the year 94.1, was taken possession of by

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the Afghan forces, who plundered and put to death a number mcr tv. 

of the Uiiotfendimj' inh.-ihitnitt* * 1_ ■ 
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of the unoffending inhabitants*. 

Hie King was so closely pursued by a party of Shere's 
troops, Out he was obliged to halt, and defend himself. He 
w as soon wounded; but his friends covering his retreat, he 
was enabled to continue his flight, and arrived in the Moghul 
comp during the period that the Emperor H^muyon was 
besieging the fort of Chunar. 

Homayon, touched with the misfortunes of the royal fugi¬ 
tive, received him in the most gracious manner; and promised 
that, as soon as he had taken the fortress, he would proceed to 
Bengal, and reinstate him in his kingdom. 

Early in the year Q45, the Emperor, haring succeeded in v it. 
taking the fort of Chunar, advanced towards Bengal; and 
hearing thru Slicre Khan was busily employed in forti¬ 
fy mg the strong passes of Tcrriagurhy and Siekbguily, the 
flanks of winch are covered on one side hr the rapid current 
uf the Ganges, and on die other by lofty mountains, he sent 
forward a considerable force, under the command of Jehanjrire 
f ouly Beg, to clear the road; hut this officer, upon his arrival 
at emagurhy, found that, in addition to formidable entrench- 
mcnLs he had to contend with a numerous army of Afghans, 
commanded by Jdlal, the son of Shore Khan. 

Not dispirited by such difficulties, lehangire made an attack 
tipon the entrenchments; but after losing a number of men, he 
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tv, was binuclt severely wounded, and compelled to retreat 
towards the main army. 

The Emperor, irritated at such unexpected opposition, 
advanced hastily towards the passes, vowing vengeance on the 
garrison; whilst Jcllul Khun, alarmed at the approach of the 
Moghuls, abandoned t he entrenchments, and, in a pusillanimous 
manner. retr^uU d « jfh Lhc whole of hr. army, to join hts father 
at Gour. 

Mahm(XHl, the expelled king of Bengal, who accompanied 
the army, upon hi* arrival at Coign ng, having heard that 
the Afghans hud murdered 1th two a«tn, who wen 1 taken 
prisoners on the capture of his capital, vyus so a dec ted by 
the intelligence, that lie died after a few days illness. 

The rdgn of this prince, including the period of Ins expul¬ 
sion, was fivf. \ear*. The inscription on the Mosque elected bv 
him, ami ilill ntisling at SaadulLaporeV clearly iiM'crtmm ihut 
he was the sou of hultatl Ala Addeen Hussein Shah; although 
author* have expressed doubts of his origin. With him 
terminated the hue of mdependem Kings ui Bengal, who ruled 
that country mr two hundred and four years: for although 
several of the rulers of Hour afterwards assumed ihe lilt, of 
King, they were not masters of the whole of the province, nor 
was their right acknowledged by their contemporaries, and 
consequently they cannot be considered as absolute sovereigns.

Xiee Emperor Hafamyon, having secured the important passes a.o. ito* 
which Ii'ivf been always considered as the keys of Bengal, 
continued hi* march u> Grnir; but Sbcre Khan, fearing to 
trust cither to its fortified ions, < tr to Hie bravery of his oMi 
troop, against Hu* Moghuls, collected nil the trrittSnrc and valu- 
alih 1 e dec is belonging to the Kings <>t Bengal*, and retreated, 
nuh the whole <>t his Afghans, by the ^way of Jarcund, or 
southvest range of mountains, to his native district of Sehsa- 
nm, where in a short time, by a hold and successful stratagem, 
he rendered himself master of the impregnable ami extensive 
fortress of R ho i as. 

I>m the arrival of the Emperor at Cmir, the gates wen- 
thrown open, and he was received by Hie inhabitants with 
even testimony ol joy and *atlsiacth>d« Hotnuvon was nlst> 
rmich gratified by Ms cxs\ o-mjnest of so valuable a province.

t * ECT v Orders were immediately Mild for the Klmtbeh tn be read in 
id) the mosques, proclaiming his accession to the kingdom of 
Bengal? lie also directed the name of the city to he changed 
to Jctittcfnbiid (the I'itv of Paradise); and, to conuncmonrte the 
event, ordered a new coinage to he struck, heart tig his own 
titles, and the new name of the city. 

The Emperor was, in fact, so niudt infatuated by his new 
conquest, that In* spent three very important month* in luxu¬ 
rious gratifications; during which time his rncmirs were 
Strengthening themselves in every quarter, nndShcie Khan w as 
even making preparations to oppose his return, 

ttepeatetl intelligence of the machinations of his enemies 
at length roused the Emperor from his lethargy; and although 
it was Uie height of the rainy season, when the roads of 
Bengal were covered with water, ami the rivers swollen by 
the torrent* from the mountains, he perceived the absolute 
A,o.iit3 necessity of returning to Agra, lie therefore, in the year Qtf>, 
appointed dehangire Cooly Beg governor of Bengal, with five 
thlm-auri select Moghul cavalry to support hid authority; and 
havitiu with jornc difficulty crossed the Ganges, proceeded by 
easy stages towards the western part of hi* empire. 

The .Moghul cavalry, unaccustomed to the sultry weather of 
Bengal, and exposed to constant rains and excc«.ive fatigue, 
became languid, and perished in great numbers. This circunJ 
stance, added to the rebellion of the Emperor * brothers, em¬ 
boldened Shore Khan, dated by his success against Rbotaa, to 
contend once more for the kingdom of Bengal, He collected 
the dispersed Afghans from every quarter; and having thrown 
up entrenchments on the banks of the Ctorumnassa river, at a 
['W called Cbowsar, opposed the further progress of the 
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Emperor. For nearly three months, the Moghul -army 
remained in this situation, in a state of* inactivity; neither 
flaring lo storm I he Afghan entrenchments, nor possessing the 
means of recrossing the Ganges, by which they might have 
taken another route. Such a state was ruinous 10 the Em- 
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peror*s a flail's; he therefore readily accepted an Overture made 
by Shcre Khan, of sending an agent to settle Icons of peace. 

The pious derveish Klieled, preceptor to Shore, became the 
intermediator. A treaty was drawn out, by which Romayon 
resigned to Si j ere Khan the sovereignty of Behar and Bengal, 
upon condition that hr would no longer oppose his march, 
nor assist his enemies. This treaty having been duly rati tied, 
much rejoicing took place in both camps, but especially among 
the Moghuls, who were exhausted by continual alarms, and 
anxious to return to their homes. But the very night on 
which the treacherous Slim* had sworn, by the Koran, not 
to injure the MoghnU, he suddenly attacked their camp, and, 
having taken them completely by surprise, slew many of 
litem, and compelled the rest to flee in all directions. 

The Emperor, with a few of his friends, escaped by 
swimming their horses across the Ganges; but eight 
thousand Moghuls perished in the attempt. This memorable a, d. usb . 
event occurred i ti the year 916.

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was Hull. which, in their language* signifies a mountainous 
countr> : it extended, they say, in length, from Sewad and 
Ryore, to the town of Sui in the dominions of liukhasast} and 
in breadth, from Hussm to Kabul. This tract, in its fertile 
valley?;, contained many separate tribes; among the number 

these was lltut ot Sour, who derive flicinselvi^s from the 
• rimes of Ghor, whose Lmiih held the empire after l:hc 
extinction of the rape of Gftizne. One of tlic sons of the 
Ghfirian family, whose name was Mohammed Soor. having 
Irlt his native country, placed himself among the Afghans of 
Rob, and w as the tat her of the tribe of Soor. which w as 
esteemed the noblest among them. 

Ibrahim, the grandfather of Shere, arriving at Dchly, 
engaged himself in the service of an amyr of the Court of 
Bcloli, When the empire fell to Sekunder the son of Bcloli* 
the noble Journal, a chief of high renown, was appointed 
Governor of f oanporv; ami he took Hussein, rhe son of 
Ibrahim, in Ids retinue. He found him a youth of parts : and 
■vomui him so much, that, in a short time, lie gave Inin the 
districts of ichearam and Tondah, in ja£crt, for which he was 
to maintain five hundred horse; Hussein had eight sons; 
Perid sind Nizam of one mother, of a Platan family ; the iiiher 
^ons were born of slaves. 

Hussein had no great love tor his wife, and he therefore 
neglected her sons. Fcrid, upon this, left his father's house, 
and enlisted himself a soldier in the sen tee of Jcmmal, the 
governor ot Juanpore. Hussein wrote to Jemma t upon this 
occasion, requesting him to send back his son, that he might t*r 
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educated Hut all Unit Jem rad could say had no etfect upon 
' ’ Feri'L Joanpore, he said, was a better place lor instruction 

tlian ilehaaram; and he alfirmed that he would attend to 
tetters of his ov.n accord. This he did to so much purpose* 
that he soon could repeat the works of the celebrated poet 
Sadi, and was* besides, a proficient in all the learning of the 
country. He, however, employed most of his time in History 
and poetry* being supported by the liberality of Journal. 

Alter three or four years had elapsed. Hussein dOic to 
Joaitpore . and. by the mediation of friends, the father and son 
were reconciled, Hussein gave Fend the charge of his estate, 
«nd remained himsdf at Joanporc. Fetid, when he took 
leave of his lather, said, « That the stability of government 
« depended on justice; and that it would be his greatest care 
<• noi jo violate it, cither by oppressing the weak, or permitting 
■* the strong to infringe the laws with impunity, \\ ben he 
arrived a L his jagier, he actually put lilts resolution ill prao 
lice, by rendering justice to the poor, and reducing tu order 
such of his jujmimlatfi as opposed ht> authority . He, by this 
means, had his revenues punctually paid, and hi^ country 
well cultivated. His reputation grew- apace ; for all his 
actions discovered uncommon genius and resolution. 

Hussein coming to vbil his estate, was extremely well 
pleased wUh the management of his son, and therefore con¬ 
tinued him in his office. But the father had a favourite 
concubine, by whom lie had three sons, Soliman, Ahmed, 
and Mudda; and the old man was extremely fond of her. 
She told him, that now lier son Soliman was grown up, he 
ought to provide for him. Day after day she continued to 
teaze H usicin for the super intendency of the pergtmnahs for 
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Stillman. This gave the oW nmyr great concern, knowing 
the superior abilities of Ferid. The son, hearing time the 
domestic peace of his father waa destroyed, by the impor¬ 
tunities u( Ins favourite, made a voluntary- resignation of his 
trust, which was accordingly conferred upon Soli man. 

Fend, and his brother ^Nizam, set out immediately for Agra, 
and entered into tin* service of Dow hi I, one of tin- principal 
naira hi of the Emperor Ibrahim. Fcrftl, by hi* good be¬ 
ll :n n_mr, soon insinuated bifltsrli into his m! isle A affect dm. 

I>o« rat one day desired him to tell him what lie was most 
desirous to obtain, offering to use his interest with the 
King in his favour, Fetid replied, that, ;t* his lather was now 
in hie dotage, and wholly guided by an artful mistress, who 
hud deprived both him and his brother of their patrimonial 
inheritance, and had procured their csluc for her mv it spurious 
offspring* If Dowlil would, therefore, by his interest at Court, 
procure the royal gram of the estate in his name, he would 
prmiiise to provide for his lather, and maintain five hundred 
good horse ibr ihc service of the empire. Dowlat accord¬ 
ingly preferred this request to the Emperor Ibrahim, who re- 
phi d, that he must be a had man indeed who reviled and 
undermined she ini err si of his own father. lMw!at retired in 
silence, and infarnud Fend «»f the answer be had received, but 
comforted him with a promise of taking another opportunity 
to urge his request; In the mean time, the father of ccrid 
died, and Doflllat obtained I he Emperor's grout, with which 
the i u u brothers set out to Sclumm with a grand retinue. 

S^LUaan, upon the arrival of ho brothers quitted the 
country, going off* to Nfolummed, .menf Hie Afghan family of* 
SfKu, and Ids relation, who held the district of Cltond, and 
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kept up a lurce of iafh) horse, lo whom lie complained of the 
bchanohrot IV rid, Mohammed told him, that Esther intending 
to invade Himlouitan, a war between that prince and the 
Emperw I hffthim was unavoidable; that therefore, if he should 
accompany him. when called to the Imperial army, he would 
endeavour to get him redress. tollman was too impatient to 
wail bo loci! in suspense. Mohammed therefore sent a person 
io IVrid, to treat about a reconciliation. Fend replied, that lie 
was willing to give his brother a proper share of his father's 
inheritance. hot that lie must be excused from parting with 
any !) t hih power ; repeating, at the same lime, the old adage, 
that Vfwo vword* ^xiuld no it rest in one scabbard.’ Sidimnn 
would it'U lie satis tied without a share of the government, 
and therefore nothing was settled between the brothers. Tlik 
irritated Mo bammed so much, that he resolved to compel Fend 
to the measures which he himself had proposed I'end. being in¬ 
formed of this resolution, began to provide for his own security ; 
bm new:- arriving of Lhe I'.tuperor Ibrahim's dercu. and death, 
die whole country was. thrown into confusion ; a. u. Q32, 

Vend resolved not to lie idle m the midst of the troubles 
which ensued. He joined Far khan. the son of Dina Loh&m. 
who hod subdued Beliarand assumed the royid dignity, under the 
name i f Sultan Mohammed, or Mahmood. As that monarch 
was one day <m a I. tin ting party, lie roused an enormous tiger ; 
which Ft rid immediately at lacked, and killed with ©tie blow of 
bis sabre, For (lira bold action, which was dune in Mahmoud's 
presence, lie was honoured with the title of Sheet khan*. Sbcre 
roue gradually lo great influence and favour, in Mali mood's 
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service. He wa* even appointed tutor to hi* on, JeHah 
He, in the mean time, requested permission to go to hi- estate, 
and was detained there h> business nil long alter his leave of 
absence had expired, Sukuu Mu h mood, dissatisfied with this 
betiaviour. reproached him one day, in publh with the breach, 
of promise i and Mohammed of the family of Sadr, being 
present, took that opportunity of accusing him of treasonable 
designs, and with favouring the interest of Mahmoud the 
son of the Em|>mir Sckunderk The Sultan was by this 
means so incensed against him, that he intimated, aL Lite 
time, .1 design to deprive him of lus ctutlv, and to confer 
it upon hi* brother Soliman, us a just punishment for hi* 
offence, and the only thing that could bring him to a proper 
sense of his duty. 

Sultan Midi mood, however, having a great esteem for 
inhere, against whom nothing was yet proved, laid aside the 
violent measure to which he was instigated by MoJmmujed. 
He nevertheless, by way of alarming Sherc, gave orders to his 
accuser to inquire into his father's estate, and to make an equal 
ilivision of it among all the brothers, Mohammed, gtod of 
tiiis order, sent one of his servants to She re, to acquaint him 
that fn* brothers, according to the King's commands, were to 
have thdr proportitwuUc dividends of the estate, which he had 
hitherto so unjustly withheld from them. Slim returned tor 
answer, that Mohammed was very much mistaken in this

When the messenger relumed with this answer, Moham¬ 
med, who was then at t’imud, was enraged at to direct a 
refusal* and raising all his forces, sent them against Stienr, 
under the command of Shad:, his adopted slave, accompanied 
by Shore's brothers, Soli man and Ahmed. Shades orders 
were (u lake possession of the country, ami to leave a force 
with Soli man, to protect him in the estate. Tim resolution 
being quickly taken, Shenr had nor time to collect his people, 
but, upon the first alarm, lu* wrote to one Matlock, his 
deputy in (he district of Khuaspore Totiduh. if. harass die 
enemy with what troupe he had, hut to avoid an action till 
he joined him in person, Malicek, desirous of distinguishing 
himself, gave litem battle, and lost his life ami the victory. 
Tliii unexpected disaster weakened Shore so much, Umi he 
was in no condition to oppose Mohammed : Ire therefore aban¬ 
doned the country, and rled tu Jiutdd Bsrlais, governor of 
Cumih and Murntkptirc on tire part of the Emperor Baber. 
He made Btrhy* a handsome present, was taken into favour, 
and obtained a body of troops to recover his estates. With 
these he defeated Mohammed, who fled to the mountains of 
U hoi as; so that he not only possessed himself of his own 
territory, but added several other districts to ins jagicr, which 
he tmu professed to hold of the Moghul Emperor. Baber, 
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lUtvilip r/ v. Ji' S ill'- Moghuls who had assisted him. he per- 
milted them fci return to (heir master. He, at the tame time, 
levied trwp&, anti wu- joined by his former friends, who 
hud tied to the hill-, which rendered Wm vqy formidable in 
those parts 

Slier*', having thus established himself in his estate, per- 
f idled uti net of gtnermUy, which, if it wait nut intended to 
dr. eive the world, does him much honour. He recalled his 
, -u Mohammed, who hud lied: and put him in possession of 
hi* formei estate. Thi^ geni-rous treatment emu cried hi* 
greatest cm m; into *me of hia best friends. Shore,having scf- 
tku !n 9 , left K& brother Ntism in charge of his JlMricri. 
and a lid a visit to h:- benefactor. duncirt Birlass. <*l < 'urruh. 
Hin was then going to Agra, and Shore resolved to nccom- 
pa i tint) U other. He was, upon this occasion, introduced to 
tin* Ibupcror Hsbm\ and attended that prince in tua c&pcdUioii 
to f hintlcri.

After Shcre hud Maid some time in the Moghul camp, ami 
observed their mimncr? and policy, He one day told a friend, 
that he thought i( wmdil be an earn matter to drive those 
foreigner; nut of Hiriduustan. Mis friend asked him what 
reason he had to think so? "•here replied, "That the Emperor 
“ himself, though a man of great parts,- Was but very little 

ace taunted wiih the policy of HikidonsUm ; and that the

Shore, perceiving by thr>e words that the Emperor had 
been informed of Ids private discourse with his friend, tied the 
camp that night, and went to hie own eat ale. He wrote from 
thence to his benefactor, Juneid Birinas, that as Mohammed lrnd 
prevailed on Sultan Mahmoud, king of Beliar, to send troops 
against his jagier. he: bad in haste left, the Emperor s camp, 
without waiting upon him for leave. He, by thk mean*, 
amused Juneid Birtass, prevented Uis chastising him, and at 
rite «une time made up matters with Mahmoud, with whom 
he became a greater favourite than before. ^ 

Sultan Mahmood of Itch ar, dying a short time after, was suc¬ 
ceeded by Itk ton Jdial, a minor. The young prince s mother, 
the Sullftfla Hudtt, acted as regent, and conferred the principal 
offices in Hie government upon Sherc. The Sultana dying soon 
idler, tlie administration fell wholly into the hands of Sherr. 
Mukiitiuoui Aaium ‘ , the governor of f iajvpore, on the purl of 
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Muhtuwd Shah. king of Bengal, being guilty of * 01 ** misJc* v *r.iT v 
rtfiityifi ihffirt’lilnifeli anteShctC s protection. Muhinaod. to 
revenge this insult, ordered Cultiib. governor of Alongeir, with 
3 great force against Bclmr, As the forces of Behar were incun* 
side ruble in comparison of those of Bengal, Shere made many 
overtures for accommodating the dirferenecs, but to no ctfcct- 
Finding no arguments could prevail but the s\forf» be resolved 
to stand the unequal encounter: in wbit'll bi.s superior skilt mul 
bravery acquired him a complete victory. Cnttllb was slain, auimm 
and all bis treasure, elephant** and ramp equipage taken, which 
greatly advanced The political designs of Shc«v 

After this victory, the chiefs ol the Fat an tribe of Xohani, 
the cousins of del la l the young kmg of Erhar. envying Uu 
hutimc of sibere, formed a conspiracy to lake away hi* life. 

Sherc discovered the plot, and taxed J L -ibl with it, who wuu 
indeed privy to it, being very jealous of the great influence of 
hU minister. He told the young prince on this occasion, that 
there was no necessity for taking such ;i base method of getting 
tdbeogaged from bis ■servant: for rim if be should but unco 
'signify his inclination, he was ready to resign that govern¬ 
ment which he iuul lately so successfully protected The prince, 
either suspecting \m sincerity , or being equally suspicion* oi 
the other omrahs* would by uu mean* consent to hb resigna¬ 
tion. This so much disgusted the conspirators, that they took 
cverv possible measure n> make a breach between the prince 
and his minister.

Sl.icrc excused liimsdf. and obliged Hindoo Beg 
to retreat. Homityun returned immediately with Ids whole 
army to besiege Chunar. and having invested it, be received a 
letter from Shrre, ac quainting him, " That Ue esteemed hitn-

As, at this junc¬ 
ture, the atlairs of Guacrai, by the conquests of Ikhudur, 
required the King's presence, and considering also Liu: strength 
of Chunar, Ho mayo n consented to Ihwe terms ; and accorcl- 
Ingty. being joined by Cuttub, the sun of Sheri*, with five 
hundred hon-e, he marched towards Ikhadur. The King, how ¬ 
ever, had scan civ reached Guzcrat, when C’nUub deserted with 
nil his horse, and rr turned to his lather. Shi jr immediately 
raised what forces be could, and reduced Be bar. Not satisfied 
with bis success, he pursued his fortune, anil penetrated into 
the heart of Bengal, having fought with the omrahs of that 
country several sharp battles, before he could maie himself 
master of the passes, which were defended a whole monlh.

~ governor of Bumbtil during tin- reign uf the Emjwrur Selim Shah; 
hut, on going to pay his respects at the Court or Moiiiiiutiu.il 
Adil, lie was so disgusted with the conduct of tlwt in tamo us 
monarch and Jits vizier*, that 1m resolved to abandon the 
service of so unworthy a master„ ami retire t>> inn paternal 
estates.

rections ; and the roads were so crowded with horses, car- 
riages, and t lep limits, that great numbers of the lower order' 
were trampled to death. To complete their misfortunes, the 
bridge over the river Pwnpuon broke down ; which gave the 
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MogtmL cavalry an opportunity of coming up with the Hud- t v 
most of tb" irrj, and left them only the option oi bring hewn lo ^ Ifr,r ' 
pieces by the swords of their enemies, or of being drowned 
in the river. 

The Moghuls pursued ike remainder of the fugitives as 
tiur as Doriaportr, nearly nifty miles from Patna, and seized 
upon 400 deplunU and many other valuable articles- 

Thc Empefur remained sis days at Demapore , and, pre¬ 
vious to his leaving it. iu return to Agra, appointed Mofiaim 
Khan, who alw h.tre the lofty title of Khan Khan (Lord or 
Lords) to the government of Behar and Bengal; and in 
addition to the troops winch that nobleman had previously 
with him, he ordered 10,000 chosen cavalry, under the 
command of Ka ni TodmnuL to join him. He also presented 
him with all the boats and stores which were brought from 
Agra, and ordered him m pursue and extirpate IXmod Khan 
and liis adherents limn ihuKi: provinces. 

Upon the arrival ifDaood Khan at the pass of Tetriagurhy, 
he stop! to examine the state m the Ibriiiiettioni; with which 
he was so w ell comer Lied. that lie told the garrison lie depended 
upon their slopping the progress of his enemies htr u year; 
and that at all events he expected they would defend them¬ 
selves to the last cxtrcmiiy i after which he proceeded with a 
more tranquil mind to Toiulali, Jus capital. 

Tlie hope's ni (he King were, however, much disappointed; 
for on thh approach of ih< Imperial t.lcneral, the Argbans, rer- 
rtfieri by the horrid example made of the garrison of Mujypore f 
could not be brought tu srniid the assault, but shamefully 
«moL to digtu; and Morunm khan obtained possessi01 j of chat 
important pass, iheJcey oi Bengal, without die loss uf a man 
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^ fT - VVbrti intelligent* »f this- t- cl emu reached lJuood 

Khan, despairing of being able (0 Contend with his ndvcs'ume?, 
!ir loaded hit treasure and valuable effects upon etepiumh, 
and took the roule of Orissa. 

Monnim Khun, not it ware of the intention* of i he King «[ 
Bengal, proceeded towards Tawhli with muck cireumspec- 
tjoitr hut when hie spies informed Imn that Daond Khan had 
again retreated, lie advanced rapid!; with his cavalry, and on 
i D the 4tli of J tun mad AattflV (5th month) 082. took possession 
of the capital of Bengal without opposition. 

Some days after this event, tin Imperial Gcmaral despatched 
liaji To dermal, with a w elU appointed nnny. m pursuit of the 
fugitive King : imd at the same time detached Mupturn Khun 
Kokeshelti* with ;t considerable force, to take possession .,i 
GhoragOt, the jagier nr estate of Soiiman Mungely, uu Aighan 
cdiict of considerable consequence, Bin this nicutim- was nut 
so easily effected; for the Afghans, lighting In defence of 
their property and ramilit:?. behaved with great murage, and 
slew a multitude ot their enemies. At length, overpowered 
by numbers, they were nearly dll extirpated;, and their wives 
and children made captives. 

Muicoun Kim 11 confiscated ill the Afghan ryiate*, and 
divided them amongst bis own dependant* of the tribe of 
KakeShclan; but encouraged his soldiers lo unite th tamo Ives 
in mamage with the Afghan female*, and tool, far Ids son 
the daughter of Sob man Muiigely, the deceased chief. 

The Jhija Todcrinui having advanced to Medarun tBhrer- 
bliwim}. there received mtelligcncc that Dauod Klum imd 
halted at Ryu Kewy, and, instead of continuing his retreat, 
was colleen tig hi* dispersed (mops, with an intention of again 
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opposing tirt* Imperial arms His^ news tsompelled ike Raja , J ^-_ 
to halt, ami to send ”fi an express U» M»maim &U*m a *- iouduh. 

The Imperii*] Governor* iam<rfmtd\ on receiving this <Uicx- 
peeteil intelligence, detached a second army. under the cum- 
inutii] of Mahmood Cook klian. to thr assistance of the liuja 
w]m. alter <Ur arrival of the reinforcement, proceeded to 
Gtuillor. winch wa* twenty mik» (rtna Ryu Kcsnri He there 
learned that Jinwid, it couain of the king of Bengal, who was 
celebrated for his courage and intrepidity, had arrived with 
a number of his follower* ue that place, on Ills way to join 
the ting The Rujp, selling litllr consequence uti his 
enemy, ordered two brigades, Utiller the command nl A bill 
Cossiru, to attack J one id . but they were repulsed with much 
disgrace and slaughter! and the Raja was <!onipcl!cil to inarch 
with all his force to their assistance. The Afghans, unable to 
oppose such a number of enemies, dispersed themselves in 
the woods, and on ihv follow ing day effected their junction 
with the Ring, 

Immediately alter this event, the pusillanimous Daood 
Khan again recreated; und the Moghul chiefs advanced to 
Mid nap ore, a iowd which has since given its name to the 
district formerly called Jell as ir. At this place the Imperial 
armv halted for some days ; during which time Mohammed 
Only Khan died; ami dbsentions breaking out immediately 
□tier amongst the Moghul chiefs, the Raja Tmk-rmul, who 
was in fret an alien amongst them, and was always dubiuus 
of his own authority, having called a council of the principal 
tjiKreris of the army, determined to return to Rurdwaii, and 
them to wait for further in>tnJClion?from the thHmior-gejierai- 

Whcn this disagreeable intelligence was communicated to 
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Monuira Khan, he ordered a second reinforcement, under the 
tommantl ot some celebrated officers, to join the Ua{a. and 
made preparations to follow with all the Moghul forces thj: 
could possibly be spared from the defence and protection of 
the newly-conquered dominions, 

I he Raja, having been joined hy the rnmederate forces, 
again advanced to Mulnapore* and thence to Bukhtom. Ai the 
latter place he received information that the King of Bengal 
lud retired with the whole oi his force* <•» Cuttack Bciiarus, 
where he was resolved to defend himself to the last extremity. 

this event caused the .Raja again to halt, and wait the 
junction of tile Governor-general; who, proceeding from 
Tondali by rapid marches, -hrjrtU united his forces with those 
of the Haja; and lhe whole of the Imperial army then ad¬ 
vanced towards Cuuack, 

On the 20lh of the month Zvkad (I till month) <m, the 
Moghuls came in sight of the Afghan comp, which was 
coveted in trout hy strong entrenchments; but as Daood 
Khan had resolved to risk the talc of until her buttle, lit: drew 
out hi** army it* front of the camp, and waited, with great 
determination, the attack of the enemy. The number; on 
both sides werr nearly equal; but the Afghans had two 
hundred furious elephant* placed along their tine, by whose 
strength they hoped to break through the squadrons of their 
Opponents, and to clear a road for the more active operations 
nt their cava I ft. 

On the other side, M on aim Kluin had brought with Jam n 
mimher of swivels and small guns mounted upon carriage* 
much more dreadful in theta* eiT'ect titan the charge of Uie huge 
animals. 
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This battle w is contended with greater obstinacy than had 
rvrr ocrucrtd between the two nations: tor although the A il l4T1 
guns succeeded in putting Ihr elephants to the route, and 
driving them back on their own line, yei the Afghan cavalry 
charged with such resol mi on, that the Moghul line- was thrown 
into great confusion, llteif 1 fjuuTumilCf“itt*ehit'l wounded, 
and, lai-SH horse becoming inummageahki* hr narrow ly escaped 
being captured. 

At length* Gojcr Khan* and several ut‘ the best Afghan 
ot&cers having fallen, Dacnd khan was alarmed, and tied to the 
fort of Cuttack, leaving his camp to be pl undered by the enemy. 

The Moghuls, although victor?, had suffered so much in this 
engagement, that they did not pursue lhe fugitive-, bur baited 
five days on the tidd of battle, to bury their dead, anti to arrange 
plans for sending away their wounded. They afterwords 
proceeded, bv casv stages, till they reached the banks of the 
Mahamudtk , ode wile from tui tack. v, here they encamped, and 
Commenced making preparations for the siege of the fort. 

DacMid Khan, now driven U) the extremity of his dominions, 
and aware that Cuttack was his last stake, was much alarmed 
for the consequence; and, by the advice oi his counsellors, 
resolved lo throw himself upon the dcmetiey oi the victor* 
lie therefore tent ait ambassador to the Imperial I General. who 
represented that it was contrary to c\fi?y principle of religion 
fur she followers of Mohammed lo extirpate Uteir brethren , 
amt that it would well accord with the Emperor's liberality, to 
allow hi* mazier to retain a small portion of his former dmut-

Agreed; (hat u TJanod KIiuti would in person mole the request. 
In - v.'nitM comply with i|i& wishes, and sinuuifv recommend 
his ease to the consideration of the Emperor. 

On the following day. Daood Khan, attended by several id 
his «h)di, left the tort* and was received in the Moghul camp 
with every mark oi respect and attention. The troops were 
draw n out to salute him ; .md all the chiefs, seated, according 
to their rank, in the tent of audience, waited lus approach* 
V/ hen he arrived fit the hounds ot the ramp, tie was met by 
several officers; and as he approached die place of interview, 
Monaim Khan advanced a considerable distune** tu embrace him. 

Daood Khan was highly gratified In these marks of 
kindness; and unbuckling Ids sw«.rd., gave it to the funeral, 
saying, As my opposition has Item die cause of such n 
friend being tvounded, I henceforward relinquish the title of a 
soldier. Munaim Klian took lm hand, and led him to the 
ol honour. After .1 short time, an elegant entertainment 
was brought in . mid ibe King having feasted, the subject of 
the treaty was introduced. 

Tll< ' Kiri £ **<>** by every tiling that was aticred, If the 
Emperor would make a proper provision for him. he would 
continue, during his life, one of his most faithful subjects; 
and would never, in any manner, aid or abet his enemies, f his 
declaration having been committed to writing, was signed am! 
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scalcil by the King: «ier which the General rose mm ln> .wry, v 
and. presenting him with a rich and valuable scimitar, said, a h . a*. 
« As you arc now become one of the servant of the illustrious

Alter this con versa t ion. many costly prevents w ere h rough; 
in by the atusdanu, and bill brio re the King- who having 
signified Ilia .acceptance in the usual manner, took his leave, 
and was attended to the bounds of the camp with the same 
cerciuuot.es as lie entered it. 

. Monaim Khan, being anxious to seium to the scat of 
government, marched on the following day : and on the isth 
or" the month Sufirr cad tuottlM, Q»3> triumphantly entered *.txn,». 
Tmulah. During tun absence, the Afghans of Ohoragot bail 
risen, and, having driven away their new governor, Mujenun 
Khun, had extended thair depredations os tar as Gour but dn 
the approach of the Imperial army, they dispersed, and 
t'metaled themselves in the woods, t*> wait tor a more 
fa to arable opportunity. 

Monaim Khan, having heard much of the ancient and r!l '■*** '

desolate city of Gout, went to view it; and wan SO much 
delighted with the situation, and its many princely edifices, C " ,,T 
that tie resohed again to render it the seal of government.

During his government of Joanpure, he expended 
much money on pub lit buildings; and the edrbrated bridge 
at that city still stands, a monument of his magnificence, and 
of the skill of the architect \ Ai he died without heirs, hi< 
immense wealth became the property of the crown, 
tij. AR^nin. The death of Mdnailtt Khan served as a signal fora general

ters; and RqochI Khan, the deposed king, forgetting his oath 
of allegiance to the Emperor, placing himself again at their 
head, they quickly compelled the Moghuls, then commanded 
by Sliahcm Kh*n Jelhnr, to jeune from Bengal, and to rak.

When Mile lligenee of the death of Khan .ft ban reached the 
Empet'or, h t' u ii*. fnturh affected, and sent letters of condolence 
and honorary dresses to the brother and relations of the 
deceased, But ua it was reqrasite that an otfleer of known 
courage and tried abilities' should be immediately appointed to 
that important government, to prevent any insurrection of the 
Atghatis, an express was sent, early in the year 907, to a.urn*. 
Mhtuflir Khan, the conqueror of Rhotas, nominating him 
Governor-general of the three provinces but in order to give 
him more leisure to attend tu his military and political duties, 
his Majesty was gr.icious.lv pleased to appoint RoiFuiur Doss, 
and Meet Adhuro. to be joint-superintendants of the revenue; 

Rtzvv Khan to be paymaster-genera!; anil Abul Futtch t« 
be supreme judge. The effects of this arrangement were 
shortly evinced; for although no revenue had been remitted 
from Bengal by the former governor, under pretence that 
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vi- the great military- establishment absorbed the whole, 
A-if nvj, Maiuilk Elian, in die first year, srnt to court five- lacs of 
rupees in ^cac, a number of elephants, ami a large col¬ 
ic mu of the valuable miinulac!urea arid natural productions 
of that country. 

It has been before stated, that when, in the year 1 ) 52 ?* 
Monaim Khan had taken possession of the capital of Bengal, 
hr (ictsi'lied Mttjettuti Khan Kakcshclan to take possessEm of 
Ghoragttt; and that the said chief, having performed file'service, 
immediately divided tire jagiers or estates oJ the Afghans 
nmangst hU own followers. 

This system or military service was perfectly congenial to 
the wishes of the Moghuls; and every dtM^jri succession, esta¬ 
blished himself and his dependants in the itatriH to which he 
had liccn first appoinfCTl ■ and dw bi. governor, Khan JelWi. 
being only solicitous about Ljairpating the Afghans, allowed 
them to continue in undisturbed possession, But when the 
iw’w system of finance was introduced hy the lvntperor Attar, 
the Governor was directed tu call upon these officers tor the 
mu a ter-returns of iludr brigade*, and to demand from them 
the balance of revenue exceeding the amount required for the 
regular payment of the army, lie was further ordered tre- 
iptenliy to change thejagier*, to 1 prevent the troops csUibfis^utig 
tlfetiisehoa in any one place. 

I he first persons t<. \s horn these orders were communicated, 
were, khah-dy Khan, v. ho had obtained possession of JdlWrc, 
and Haba Khan, who had succeeded to tiie command of the 
clan of Kakeshelan in Ghniogot.

They then crossed the riser, and, having taken possession 
of tite city of Gour, sent expresses to lltpf adherents, to 
join them with all possible despatch., and to seize upon any 
of the Imperial treasure which they might: find in the districts 
through which they passed. 

The Governor, much alarmed at these proceedings, secured 
ah the boats on the western side of the fiver, and endeavoured 
in collect a body o; iroopi on which lie might depend. In 
tlie mean time, the Emperor, having been informed of the 
mutiny, and apprehensive k*t it might become general 
throughout the army, sent an order to the Governor, repri¬ 
manding him tor the harshness of hb conduct, panegyrising 
the former fidelity and attachment of the tribe «jI Kake- 
ahclon, mid assuring the mutineer© pi the Imperial forgiveness 
if they would return to their :iiicgianec and duty. 

However hurt the feeling* of the Governor might be at 
the receipt of this order, he immediately forwarded it to the 
rebels, who, pretending implicit obedience to the Imperial 
mandate, only requested that the Governor would send to 
them Rizvy Khan, the paymaster-general, and Putter Dp*©, Ibr 
superintendant of the revenue, to assure them of his for¬ 
giveness and reconciliation; hut no sooner hud these officers 
crossed the river, than they were thrown into confinement, 
and the rebels became more unreasonable in iheir demands. 

At the same time that the alteration had token place in the 
financial system of Bengal, a separate pay master-general, and 
auperintcndanl of revenue, had been appointed to the province 
*>i IteJur ; and these orficcrs. having also endeavoured to carry

ur?. the military commanders; the troops in Behar rose in arms, 
and. placing Masoom {..‘ahulv at rbeir head, pm the supeiin- 
icnriant ol the revenue to deaiti. and caused the paymaster 
to fere, They afterwards advanced to Terriagur by, and, ini vi rtg 
hirerd the pass effected a junction with the mutineer* of 
Bengal. 

The rebel* then laid siege to Toudah; the fortiitcatsdns of 
which being my weak, and the garrison every day deserting 
to the enctny, the Governor was compelled to yield without 
any conditions- He was immediately murdered, and nil his 
wealth plundered by the in tor gems. Having discovered, 
amongst the state prisoners, a noblemuti. named Sief Addcen 
Hussein, who had been banished to Bengal by the Emperor, 
the insurgents released him* and digitilifd him with the title 
of Generalissimo, 

By this unexpected and strange event, (he province* of Bt har 
and Bengal were again torn from the hand* of the Emperor ; 
and AkW had now to eonteod againnt Ao.otio cavalry of his 
Own nation and subjects, and for a cuusr in which In- could 
not hope for the cordial eo-ojMiriUiun of hi* army. This event 
a u i «- occurred in (he year gfU>. 'Hie imtoriane. of Akbur have en¬ 
deavoured to throw the blame of this rebellion upon the Go* 
vi‘nior, who, in feet, appear*, merely to have obeyed the orders

1 lie Raja continued his march without opposition till he 
reached Mongdr, in the month of Jcmxnnd al Akhcr. 083 . 
Here he learntij that the rebel army, consisting of 30,000 
cavalry, were encamped at Bhigalporr. i him-eight miles u> 
the southvvard of Mongeir, waiting to give h im battle. As it 
n a system of the Hindoos never to risk the fate of a general 
engagement except in cases of extreme necessity, the lluja 
took possession of Mtmgeir. and employed his troops in con¬ 
structing additional lines, extending to the hills, which, with 
tin- iWt, completely covered the front of his army. This 
precaution was not unnecessary ; ibr in a Jew days two of his 
Moghul chiefs. with their corps, deserrid to Use rnemy.

rupees, in specie, by post. The combined effects of similarity 
of religion and ready-money payments worked so effectually 
on the acmindare, that famine shortly mum! its way into 
the rebel camp, and compelled the chiefs to separate, in order 
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to obtain food, The distress of the rebels was further increased 
at tills time by the death of Ruba Khan, the chief of the 
Kukeshebms. 

Miistiom Calmly procet*iird tu Be bar. Jehhuburrij, who 
h.ui ^ikc* ech i in thr nd of the Katkeshdum, returned 

to & tula spore Tondah; and Arab Bebndur made a Midden 
march. by a circuitous route, on Patna, in hopes of surprising 
that city, which was only garrisoned by a small party or 
loyalists. 

The Raja, having obtained accurate intelligence of their 
proceedirigs, sent a chosen detachment to reinforce Patna, and 
proceeded with the main bod; of his army toward- Cellar. 
When arrived within one march of that city, the rebels made 
an attack by night upon his army, in hopes of Inking him by 
surprise ; hut they met with so warm a reception, that, after 
losing a number of their men, they were compelled to retreat j 
and as the toifilic.ttionaof iidur could adord them nu security, 
(hev abandoned that province, and continued their route to 
Bengal. fbus, hy the prudent and political measures of the 
Raja, the province of Buliar was, in the first c am paign re¬ 
stored to the Imperial authority, 

Thc Raja cantoned his army, during Uic rainy reason of 
0SS, in the vicinity of Hajyporc; and Wrote to the Em¬ 
peror, that the Vizier Shah Munnoor had caused a great 
defect ion in his army, by culling on several of thr chiefs who 
accompanied him, to account lor balances due by them in 
llwir former commands: thnt such conduct, at a time when 
defection was so genera! amongst the troops, was m the 
highest degree impolitic, and. it persevered m, must, bv dis¬ 
uniting the army, tend to the rum of the Imperial affairs * lw 
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timber added, that, in consequence of the demand matte on 
Masoom Jterunjudy, fie had been obliged to allow him to 
return with his troops to his government at' Joanpore, not 
without suspicions that his intentions were disloyal. 

The rcprC«?matkM6* of' tlic Raja were so sensibly left by 
the Emperor. that he immcdiisiidv ilvpo^d the V inter: ami* 
as the throne <uf Akbftr w as at no period so shaken as by the 
rebellion here described, the Emperor in mid himself under the 
necessity of begging; the service* of old otnnlib who were in 
disgrace, or had retired from the court in dtigust, Aarim 
Khan Mirzo Kobe, a nobleman of great rrpule, was requested 
to take the command Of Sfum horse, and to proceed, a*--Go¬ 
vernor. to Behar, The Emperor went himself to the Ionise oi 
Shemf Khan Arke,and t having conferred on him at* honorary 
dress, invited him to rutum to court, and assist. Min w ith hit* 
counsels. 

In order to reCOncUeM&sOom Ferunjudy, he wus promoted 
to the government of Oude ; and Tcrsootn Khan, another oi 
the dissatisfied generals in Ha)a Todenntil'j army, was up* 
pointed to Joan pure. The former accepted of the appoint¬ 
ment, but, soon after his arrival in Oiule, raised the standards 
of rebel lion. The Governor of Jopsy and Piitig, now called 
Allahabad, having also rebelled, Baja Todertnul was obliged 
to detach part of bis army, under the command of Shahbaz 
Khan, to assist in quelling the disturbances in nude. 'Hus 
important service was effected in the last month of the year 
Jjtt8 by the complete overthrow of Masoom lerunjtidy, and t? 
capture ->f his famih and all bis wealth. 

It may appear estroordmary, that a prince possessed of so 
much bravery uml activity us the Emperor Akbar should not 
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have placed himself at the head of the a smy, to pm down so 
mu rebellion ; hut, upon a reference 10 the History of ' * 
HtndtmsUin, it will be found, that bis auemion was at the 
same time distracted by disturbances in Mulwa and (iuzerat: 
and that his Swn brother, Mir/.a Mohammed Hakeem, medi- 
taied an invasion ot HmdowfWn trofti t ahul. 

A ,-i y <m Khan, having arrived with his army at Behai, 
endeavoured, more by reconciliation liian by force, to bring lbe 
rebels back to Liieir duty; but. tailing in success, !n proceeded, 

the year to Agra, to meet tile Emperor after Ins return .< oiwt 
from Cabal* ami there laid before his Majesty - full and 
melancholy Statement of the eastern provinces. 

The Emperor, tuning taken into maturc deliberation the 
dangerous stale of Bengal, and the evil comCfjucBCesof divided 
authority, superseded Rajfi Toderintil, and appointed Aazim 
Khali, whose title was now changed to Ktan Aozim, to the 
unittdgovemment of Bengal, BeUftr, and Orissa. fie. at the 
same time, eommamkd all file troops at the capital, which had 
,t been «u the expedition to Cahul, to attend the new Go¬ 
vernor, and firmly to re-establish the Imperial authority in 
those provinces.

It would lie tedious to narrate the various rencounters 
between the rebels and the loyal troops, or to detail the 
numerous stratagems and intrigues by which the new Gover¬ 
nor attempted lo recover the royal authority : it may suffice 
to say, that the success of Ivlian A;uim was greater than the 
apparent means he possessed. Having, by bribery and sluhsil 
agents, sown dimention among liu* rebel chichi, the tribe of 
Jvakestu-’bn submitted to hi** authorityuud the followers 
of Ktasoom Ciibuly forsaking him, he was obliged to seek 
refuge with some of the zemindars, who hud taken pity 
on his deplorable situation. In short, Hhan Aazim, before 
a D. IMS. the end of the year ;1po. obtained ijuict possession of the city of 
Tonduh, die capital of Bengal, and once more re-established 
the Imperial authority over that country , but being afraid 
of the nnhcalthmes^ of die climate, and desirous of returning 
to his family, he requested that a successor might he imme¬ 
diately appointed 

During the revolt of the Moghul troops, the scattered 
Afghans had again collected in Orissa, under the command of

But as Klian Aazini was at that period preparing 
to leave Bengal, and several bf tlte chiefs who had come with 
him from Agra were anxious to accompany him back., they 
refused to pursue the Afghans into Orissa, and iht- whole army 
returned to Tondah. 

Khan Aazim having settled the affairs of Bengal and Behur, 
resigned liis employment, and arrived At Agra in thr month ot 
Hubby al Avul (ad month or the year 0<12). and was most 
graciously received by the Emperor, who personally i hanked 
him for his services.

, D Mito Sing arrived at Patna in the ?ear 907 - Here he 
learned, that Poormt Mull Klwdurye. zemindar of Hajvpore, 
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had taken advantage of the disturbances in that country, in „ - ItT ^ 
order t» annas? romidefabJe >v ealth ; and that* having collected Jv |}n 
a numerous itrmv. he had assumed a drjjrcc of influence in* 
coitiptiiible will* bts siuiuuuit. On ibis account. the Raja. 
being resdhed to subdue the spirit of insurrection which 
had so long disturbed the quiet of the Eastern provinces, 
immediately marched his army mto the territories of the Zc- 
tnsttdar, and compelled him to take rtfoge in his fort; whence 
Pooftin Mull, intimidated by the rtuntlxtr of the Imprrial 
tin-rs, srnt a most humble message, oifcring t*< disband his 
army, to pin a large Mull i>i money. and to give up all his 
elephants provided the Raja would purdmi 1dm, ami allow him 
to retain his zemimbiry 

Thcse terms were acceded to by the Raja, who imme¬ 
diately forwarded the elephants and money, by tme of his 
agents-, to court. This event was considered us an auspicious 
omen by the Emperor, who for a considerable time had 
received only mortifying intelligence from Bengal; and an 
honorary dress and congratulatory letter wctc eent to the 
Raja. 

>iime of the Moghul odicers in Ghoragot. having extended 
the hand of rapine over the district of Jess ore, the Ituya sent 
his son, Juggut Sing, to punish them, The Moghul diieta, 
unable to oppose the Imperial army, dispersed, and concealed 
themselves in the woods; but Juggut Sing seized ihcir gra- 
nuriv!, and fifty-four rkplutito, the latter of which were im¬ 
mediately forwarded iu court. 

Mail Sing having an nnfavournhle opinion of the climate

received an apology from his deputy, stating, that he had 
experienced so much difficulty and delay in equipping his 
army, he was afraid the rainy season would set in before any 
thing could be effected against the Afghans; and therefore 
strongly advised the tiuja to canton his army till the conclu¬ 
sion of the rains, * hen he w ould immediately join him* The 
Ba|a was much disappointed at this intelligence; but seeing 
no remedy, he dim ted cantonments to be built for the army 
at Jchanabad, on the banka of the DaUrisnr river, not many 
miles distant from the present Calcutta. 

Whilst the royal tinny was in this situation, waiting the 
junction of the Deputy Governor of Bengal. Cuttoiu Khun or¬ 
dered a division of his troops to advance to Dhcrjpon, which 
was within fifty miles of Jc ho nab ad, and to plunder the country * 
ia Ltmi. vicinity. To put a stop to the ravages of the Afghans, 
i be Raja detached his sou, Jupgui. Sing, who com pel led them 
in retire, and to take refuge under the guns o! a fort; a number

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<.l which had bmi constructed m Jiffercat parts of that . vr. 
country At this {ilice they pretended to enter into a nego¬ 
tiation. whibt they wen* in daily expectation oi a remforcc- 
rocni i’ifmi CoLtuJu Kham Thi young Raja was deceived by 
their artifirry; and as soon as the additional force arrived, 
the Afghans Made an attack upon him by night, turpriacd 
hb camp, look him prisoner, killed a great number of his 
people, and compelled the remainder to seek their safety in 
(light. Thi* victory raided tin* spirits of the Alghan* to tin* 
highest pitch of exultation: whilst tin- Raja was overwhelmed 
with confusion at tile disgrace, and with sorrow on account of 
his son , who was curried prisoner to Rissomporc, and , according 
to u report w hich prevailed tor some days, had been put to 
death. 

fortunately fur the royal cause, Cut tula Khan, who had 
been for some time mm h indisposed, died a tew days after 
this event. and as his children were not arrived at the age 
id' manhood, the Afghan chiefs; rcli-ascd the son of the Raja, 
and, through him, sued for peace. As the nainv season was 
not yet terminated, and the Raja found himself unable to 
undertake any active measures, he readily listened to their 
proposals : in consequence of which the sonstu ti attain Khan, 
attended by Khuajc fssa, their minister, visiled the Raja, ami 
presented him w ith one hundred and fifty elephant*, ami mam' 
other costly articles. They then agreed, if allow ed to retain 
quin possession of Orissa, to stamp the coin in the u.mu* of the 
Emperor, and to prolix his name 1<> all public edict* : further, 
in compliment to the Raja, they agreed to give up to him the 
temple iif .liigcrnaut and its domain, held sacred by all Him 
does. 1 he burr article highly flattered the Raja and his Branim

ours vi. eottmadJofs: anti lilt 1 ymii^ Alglttiutf after bmtg treated with 
evert mark of respect and attention, were clothed in dresses tit 
honour, anti permitted to return to Orbwt♦ soon -after which 
Ihe Ilajn broke up his i am hm meats, and returned to Kehar. 

Although die limperDr wits displeased at the want ofenorgy 
evinced by the Rajii on tins occasion, tie would nut dissolve 
tlie treaty: and as tang as Kimajc Isso, the prime-minister of 
the Afghans, lived, the peace was preserved inviolate on bolli 
sides,:: but u! the cad of two years that able man quitted this 
transitory world, and the cove Lotts Afghans seized upon the 
rich and ‘tarred territory of Jbgertuttt. 

Tin- proceeding w as t‘*iu«idered a 4 sacrilege by the pious 
R;ija, and be requested the Emperors permission to exter¬ 
minate the Afghans from that province, 

A.». wji-i. Having obtained the royal sanction, Raju Mali Sing, in the 
year i oort, ordered all the troops of Behar to proceed by the 
western road, called the Jimtmd route, to Midtmpure, w hilst 
he himself embarked with a chosen detachment in boats; 
and. proceeding down the Ganges, compelled Say-id Khan, 
his deputy in Bengal, to unite his force* ->n tli i ?. expedition. 

The A t ghann. alarmed at these preparations., as win bird all 
their fortes: and, having retreated arros> ihe Snhtum-eku 
river, waited there the approach of their encmira. The run* 
tending armo-s continued for some time encamped opposite 
each other, and daily skirmishes took place between their 
light troops. At length the natural impatience of the Afghans 
overcame their prudence; they reenrossed the river, and, 
placing too much dependence upon iheir elephants, rushed 
ivith violence and precipitation upon die roy al army, which 
luring drawn up with much skill in buttle array, having a 
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number of guns posted along the from, waited with coolness *t.rr. Vr 
tlie advance of the enemy. 

The fife from the Royal artillery *oou threw theelephants ad. urn -r 
into coo fusion, and drove i he tit hart with terror anti dismay 
on! he Afghan line; the squadron* of whir!) having opened, 
and allowed the elephant & to pass, made a desperate; charge 
upon the Moghuls; hut the kmer, being superior m numbers, 
resisted them with vigour. The contest lasted noth the ^ hole 
<la_v: at length the Afghans gave wav, and bought their ufttj 
in Wight. 

The Raja pursued the enemy* and next day took possession 
of i he city of Jd Insure At this place* Say id khan, deputy - 
governor of Bengal, tired of the campaign, and envious of the 
reputation of bia superior officer, left the army without per- 
mission, and retunird toTomhih. 

Notwithstanding this defection, the Raja continued to pur¬ 
sue the fugitives, and compelled them to take refuge in Cuttack, 
n Mrong fortress; which was then ha possession of ItamHiund. 
the zemindar of the country, who had restored or changed its 
name to Sartngghur. 

The Raja having invested the fortress on all sides, left 
his army to carry on the siege, and embraced that opportunity 
of going to pay his devotions ai the holy temple of Juggernaut, 

Whilst engaged in these solemn duties, he received several 
overtures from Ksffldund and the Afghans in Cuttack; and 
upon Ids return to that place, finding link- progress hud been 
made in the siege, 1 ted to grant, them peace, upon 

condition, that the Ughuni should give up all tiicir elephants, 
and promise to conduct tlicmscSvcs, in future* as faithful sub- * 
jeets of the Emperorj arid that the Zemindar should pay the 
revenues »»f the district into the Royal treasury; in return for 
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which, j-igierf w-crt to the Atg■•^u chiefs m the 

dbtrh-t of KLaJetiabad, and the Xt miiitbr '-v aUtnvtd tu 
result posac^itiii of CttUai'k umi it: 1 dcprndrrunev Thus (lie 
provingr , ( fO, i’Mi wutagainuiififucil m the liijpr.mJ duimniorei, 
and the li.ija obtained much rri-iht tor his *"*crtiuui. 

After this splendid cetupicsd, ilte returned m triumph 
tu Bchar, whence he despatched i2ti elephants, istkcn from the 
Alghans, to (hr Imjieriai presence. Hr then determined upon 
taking cl large of both (tic governments ot Bdur ami Bengal ; 
ami fixed upon the city of Aginaiiol, the name of which he 
changed ri> Kitjcmahc) f Palace of Suvrfdgnty), as (he capital 
of tin: three pro virtues *. )ti tins place he buili a palace, and 
tomtni-ted a rampart of brick, slrengtbrtuuJ with Imstitm*, 

all ion rid (die town, llie Mluai.d which has been before 

ihsoibod in (he reign of Duoui) Khun Kcnmv. A* the city 
inertia bed m «i/e and celebrity, the Mahtrrnracdan*, m u 
compliment lo the Emperor, dignified it with the title of 
Ak.barnagiii'. 

When the ftuja returned towards llelmr. he left u con¬ 
siderable force, under the command of Ins ton, Juggnt Sing, 
upon the frontier of Orissa ; and in the year loot, the ze¬ 
mindar i Fame iuind having failed lit his engagements, ibr 
Moghul army again cute red Ids country, mid took the furls of 
Jurwc. SuWiul. Kliareghur. and several other places. In the 
mean time, some exactions having Ijoeu made from the 
Algham. who by (he treaty of peace had been nll wrd U) 
retain thetr jagters. they again rebelled, and, having advanced 
into Bengal, pin rulered t hr royal port of Suutgong, in the 
vicinity ul the town now called f lr -gly.

In the year loO#* Sultan Khusero, then a child, tfttr a. ft. »u 
gnmdmjn 01 the Emperor, was appointed nominal (Governor of 
Orissa, and a portion of irs revenue assigned for ins jn-jier, 
and tor the payment of nooo troops supposed m he under Jus 
command. Ihc Raja Man Sing was con finned ns the young 
princes deputy; and Savfd Khan removed from fongal, and 
appointed couinuttiiant of the rniop* in l-fehar. During |hh 
yc.ir, Raja Man ring paid ;t visit to the Emperor, ami returned 
to his government loaded with Honour.

As sonn as mtoUigcnco of this unlooked-for event reached 
the Emperor, he ordered Raja Man Sing, then at Ajrmiv, to 
proceed Immediately, with all the force he could foUei l, tu 

Bengal- . 

A,n,,^ The Raja having advanced, in the year »ood» hy hmg 

marches tu ftholat, halted there, to rest his army > and to give 
the dispersed Moghul* an opportunity uf joining him, Having 
edlctcd these purposes. He advanced to Secrimrc Atuya, 
where he found the Afghans waiting t« oppose him ; a regular 
engagement ensued, and. outwit hounding the experience the 
Afghans had of the dangerous effects ol their elephants, they 
again placed them in the front of the hat tie; these am mate 
mitc «oon driven fuck upon their ranks; and the Moghul a and 
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Rajopoots immediately charging. completed <he tauu Hie '•' 

Afghans tied, ami were pursued many miles by their am- 

ntterors. 

A curious circumstance occumsl in this battle, which gave 
the Ka|a great in the zormcr engagement, in *“'"*«*- 

which the Royal army hail suffered a defeat, Mwr Amfol 
Rczack, the pay muster of Hit* Imperial forces, m taken 
prisoner, and carried about in triumph by the Afghans ; who. 
fearing that he might make his escape during the approaching 
contest, placed him upon an elephant, in the «u<M of the 
batik, with chains on his hands and feel. On the same 
elephant was seated a fierce Afghan, with positive orders to 
dispatch Im prisoner, should victory lavour thrir adversaries. 

In this situation, Abdul Rczack was exposed to the lift’ of 
his friends, but, fortunately, a rau&quet-baU having killed 
, the Afghan, ihc Moghul 1roups came up, and released the 
unhappy prisoner from his perilous situation. 

This victory, aided by tlic presence of the Raja Man Sing, 
annihilated the hopes of the Afghans; they retired from the 
field, and returned to Orissa, there to wait for a more 
favourable opportunity of recovering their lost power. 

After this victory, the Raja paid a visit to the Cmperor, 
and was promoted to rive command of ;ooo horse: a dignity 
which, before that time, had not been conferred on any 
subject. After a *horl residence at court, he relumed to his 
government. 

Raja Man Sing commut'd to got «th the eastern pros lures, 
with gu-ai prudence and justice, till lhe year 10i.3, when, at vn. iw*. 
hit own request. he was permitted to resign , and upon bis 
arrival at Agra, having presented the Emperor with QOQ 
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-H\ I . viephanls, ail d VoUftti* cunibjtttfe*, he was received in l ht tuth-l 
gracious manner, and honoured by many proofs of the Koval 
esteem.

His all con¬ 
sisted of orn* sorry horse, and a very small sum of money, 
which had proceeded from the salt* of his other effects. 
Placing his wife upon the hun-e, he walked by her side. She 
happened to be with child, and could ill endure the fatigue

rimtir, in India. No bouse was there to cover them from 
Uie inclemency oi the weather, no hand to relieve their wants, 
I'o return, was certain misery; to proceed, apparent destruction. 

They had fasted three days: ro complete their misfortunes, 
the wife of Aiass was mien b labour, She began to reproach 
her husband fur leaving his native country at an tinlbruinaic 
nui.r : tor exchanging a quiet, though poor life, tor Hie ideal 
prospect of wealth in a distant country. In this diatrr.'^cdi 
situation site brought forth a daughter. They remained in the 
place for some hours, with a vain hope that travellers might 
pass that way. They were disuppoint&dl human feet seldom 
tread these deserfs. The sun declined apace: they feared the 
approach of night; the place was the haunt or wild beasts - 
and should they escape their hunger, they must fall bv their 
own. Chaja Aiasa, in this extremity, having placed hi*, wife 
on the horse, found hiinself su much exhausted that Ju- cmihl 
scarcely move. To earn ihe child urns impossible: the mother 
could not even hold herself last uirt the horse. A long contest 
began between Humanity and ncetraity : the latter prevailed, 
and they agreed to expose the child on the highway. The 
infant, covered with Wu -., was placed under a tree . imd the 
di^oiiWulv parents proceeded in tears. 

When I hey had advanced about .1 mile from the place, 
and the eyes of Hie mother could no longer distinguish the

Hr 
arrived at Lhe place. No sooner hod his eves reached the child, 
than he was almost struck dead with horror* A block snake, 
it is said, was coiled around it; and. As ass believed be beheld 


him extending his total jaws to devour the infant ’lhc 
father rushed forward: the Serpent, alarmed at his vociferation, 
retired into the hollow tree. He look up bis daughter unhurt, 
mail returned to die mother- lie gave her child into her arms; 
and, as he was informing her of the wonderful escape ol the 
infant, some traveller? appeared, and boon relieved them of all 
their wants. Tiler proceeded gradually, and came to Lahore. 

The Emperor Akbar. at the arrival of Ah'- , kept his court 
at Lahore. Asui Khan, one of that monarch's principal om- 
ralis. attended then the presence, He was a distant relation to 
Aniss, and he received hint with attention and friendship. To 
employ him. lie made him his own secretary'. Aiass soon 
re com men ded himself to .Uni in that station ; and, by some 
accident, his diligence and ability attracted the notice ui the 
Emperor, who raised him to the command 'd a ihmiisniL horse. 
He became, in process, of time, master of the household , 
and hi* genius being still greater than even his good fori urn-, ho 
raised hitmclf to the office and title nf Actimhd-id-Dow la, or 
High-treasurer of the empire. Thu* hr, who hod almost 
perished through mere warn in the desert* became, in the 
space of a few years, the first subject in India.

The confusion, which she 
could well ftMgn. on Uit: occasion, lu‘tghu-nej the beauty ot her 
fare. Ih-r timid eye by stealth fell upon the prince, and 
kimlk il nil hi*- soul in to love. He was silent for the renmming 
part of tile evening. >he endeavoured Io confirm, by her u it, 
'lie conquest which the charms ot her person had made. 

.>ciijn, distracted with his passion, knew not what course 
Mber-uTNiwa had liccn heiruthed, by Jirt father, to 
Aly Cooly She re Aigun, a Turkoroanbn nobleman of great 
renown. Selim applied to bis father Akbtir, who uteri ih re- 
lused to commit a piece of injustice, though in favour of the 
heir of his throne. The prince retired abashed ; and Mhcr-ul- - 
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Niwa became ibe wife of ^lCre A/gac. 1 be latter, however, 
suffrml in his prospects of life, tor not haying made a volun¬ 
tary resignation of the bdv to the enamoured prince. Though 
Selim durst aiaSw no open attack upon Ms fortunate rival, dur¬ 
ing the life of Ak bar, men in office worshipped the rising sun, 
and threw accumulated disgrace on Sherc Afgun. Hu became 
disgusted, and left the court of Agra. He retired into the 
province of Bengal, and obtained, from the Stibahdur of that 
country, the aupcrintendcncy of the district ut Btirdwan, 

The passion for Mhcr-uLNissa. which Selim hod repressed 
from ft respect and fear of his father, returned! with redoubled 
violence when he himself mounted the throne of India He 
was now absolute, no subject could thwart his will and plea¬ 
sure. He rural led Shure Afgun from Jib retreat, flu was 
afraid, however, to go so much against the current of the 
public opinion, as to deprive that a my r of his wife, Shere 
was indexible: no man of honour in India can part with his 
spouse, and retainhia life, llis incredible strength and bravery 
had rendered Shere extremely popular, Me was natural h 
high-spirited and proud ; and it was not to be expected that he 
would yield to indignity and public shame. His; fcmth , and his 
former reputation, were high. Born of noble parents iuTurku- 
mania, hr had spent hi* youth in Perrin , and had served, with 
uncommon renown, Shaw Ismael the third of the Survive line. 
His original name was Asia Jillo> but having killed a lion, be 
was dignified with the title of Shure Afgun, nr the Over- 
tbrower of the Lion. Lnder the latter name he became 
famous in India. In the wars of Akbar, he had served with 
J gruai reputation. He had distinguished himself in n particular 
manner under Khan Kiiauan, at the taking of Sind, by 
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PTtiihiriiip prodigies ot personal strcngih and valour. 1 rt*R 
mtms bad been litraped apoti him . and he was highly esteemed 
al court during the life of Akbar, who Ipved in others that 
tUring intrepidity for which he himself was renowned, 

Jehangirc kept Ills court ai Dehiv, when he called Shores 
Afgtin to the presence. He received him graciously, and 
conferred new honours upon hint. Sihcre AjgUB, naturally 
open and generous suspected not the Emperor's intentions. 
Time, he thought, had erased the memory of Mber-ui-Nisaa 

from Jcbangirc’s mind. He was deemed: the monarch- WM 
resolved to remove his rival; but the means he used were at ouci. 
ungcucrw* and disgraceful. He appointed a day for hunting, 
and ordered the haunt of an enormous tiger to be explored. 
Ifovrfi was soon brought, that a tiger of an extraordinary size w 
discovered in the forest of Nidarbari- This savage, it wan said, 
had carried off many of the largest oxen from the neighbouring 
villages. The Emperor directed thither his march, attended 
bv Shoe Aigun, and all Ids principal officers, with their train 
of dependants. Having, according to the custom of the 
Moghul Tartars, surrounded the ground for many miles, they 
began to pi>Yc toward the center, on all sides. The tiger was 
routed: Ids Wiring heard in all iptarters; and the 

Emperor banned Ui the place. 

'Hu* nobility bring assembled, . I changin' railed aloud, 

- Who among you will advance singly, and attack<hb tiger i" 
They looked op one another in silence: then all turned their 
ry i-s on Shcre Afgun, He seemed not lu understand their 
meaning At length throe otnrahs started forth trotu tbc circle, 
and. sacrititling tear to shame, fdl at the Emperor s feel, and 1 
begged permission to try singly Uirir strength against the . 
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formidable animal. Tho pridtof Skme Afguu arose, fit' had 
imagined that none dural attempt a dried m> dangerous. He 
boped that after the refusal of the nobles, the honour of the 
rnUT|iri>r would doolve m course on his hands. Hut three 
had uffrrcd tlicftiselvt:* for the combat and they wen* bound 
in honour to iimtst on i ! r prior right. Afraid ui losing his 
former renown, Shore At gun began thus in the presence: 
*' To attack an animal with weapons b both unmanly and 
unfair. God has given to man limbs and sinews, as well as to 
tigers: he has added reason in the former. In con duet his 
strength.'* The other omrahs objected in vain, "That all men 
were interior to the tiger in -msnglh, and that he could he 
overcome only with sted/' “ 1 will convince you of ymir 
mistake," Shore Afgnn replied ; and. throwing down his sword 
and shield, prepared to advance unarmed. 

Though the Emperor was, in secret, pleased with a proposal 
full of <Linger to Shore, lie made a shew of dissuading him from 
the enterprise. Shere was determined. The monarch, with 
signed reluctance, yielded. Men knew not wl wither they 
ought must to admire the courage nf the man, or to exclaim 
against the folly of the deed. Astonishment was painted in 
every face: every tmjgue was silent. Writer* give a parti¬ 
cular bat incredible detail of lire battle h-twecn She re Afgun 
and the tiger. This much is certain, that, after a long anil 
obstinate struggle, the astonishing warrior prevailed,, and, 
though mangled with wounds himself, hud at last the savage 
dr-id at; his feet. The thousands who were eve-witnesses of 
the action were even almost afraid to vouch for the truth ul 
the exploit, with their concurring testimony. The fame ol 
Shore was increased, and the designs of the Emperor tailed. 
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6KCT vr. lint the determined cruelty of live latter stopt not here : other 
means of death were contrived against the unfortunate Shore. 

lie hat! scarcely recovered from his wounds, when he 
came to pay hb respects at court. He was caressed by the 
Emperor; and he suspected no gink, A snare however was pre¬ 
pared for him, .Tt hangirc had meanly condescended to give 
private orders to the rider ofoneofliis largest elep hunts, to way¬ 
lay his rival, in one uf the narrow streets, when lie nest should 

m 

return Lo court, ;<nd there to tread him to death. As accidents of 
that kind sometimes happen, from lIic rage of those animals in 
the rutting season, the thing might, have passed without 
suspicion, Where was carried in hb pabukv. He saw the 
elephant in tils way. I lc gave orders to the bearers to return 
back : the dep hunt came forward : they threw the pal unity, 
with their master, in the street, and tied to save their lives, 
Shero saw his danger. He had just time to rise. He drew 
a short sword, which always hung by hts side; with (his 
weapon he struck the elephant across the root of the trunk, 
which he cut off with one blow. The animal roared, turned 
from him. tell down and expired. The Emperor was looking 
out at a window : hr retired with amazement and shame. 
Sherc continued his way to the palace. Without any suspicion 
of treachery, he related the particulars to JchangLrc. The 
latter disguised his sentiments, but relinquished not Ins designs. 
He praised the strength and valour of Sherc, who retired 
satisfied, and unsuspecting, from the presence. 

Whether the Emperor endeavoured to conquer his passion 
for Mher-ut-NUsa, or fdt remorse from his own behaviour, is 
uncertain; but, for the space of six months, no further at¬ 
tempts were made against the life of Shere, who now mired 
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to Bengal. The former designs of Jdianglre were no secret: 
they were the subject of common conversation, little to the 
advantage of the character of a great prince. Abeolute mon¬ 
ths, however, arc never without men who flatter their worst 
p'Miinsj and .ulmmiAit r to their most pernicious pleasures. 
Cuttob, subahditr of Bengal, was one of these convenient 
sycophants. To ingratiate himself with the Emperor, though 
pcrf»t»p not by bis express commands, lie hired forty t uffan* 

mack and murder Shore, when an opportunity should o/fer, 
Shrre was apprised of the intentions of Cuttub. tie con lint ted 
within door*; but such was bis i tmlidcncc in bis own strength 
and valour, that at night He would not permit bis servants to 
remain in his house. They, according to custom, reiircd cadi 
to his own home. An old porter only remained, of the men- 
servants, under the same roof with Shore, The .-uaassins were 
no strangers to a rireninsmuee common in India. 2 hev made 
their observations upon the house: they found that rkcre

In a few mi mites, 
maitv of the villains lay. weltering in their blood, at bit uxt, 
scarce one half escaped without ft wnflnd. The old man, who 
had given warning, did not attempt to tty. Shew took him by 
the hand, prabed and thanked him tor his behaviour, and, 
hat ing inquired about UttSC who hired ihc assassins, di?- 
missed him. with bumbo me presents, to relate the particulars 

abroad. 

The fame of this gallant exploit resounded through the 
whole empire. Sherccimld not stir abroad tor the mob, who 
pressed around him. He, however, thought proper to retire 
from the vpltal of Bengal. ^ bis old residence at Hurd wan. 
He hoped l-> live therein obscurity and witch, with Ins beloved 
Mher-ul-Nissa. He wits deceived: the Subuhdar of Bengal 
had received hit government for the purpose of removing the 
unfortunate bhere; and he wm not ungrateful, Auer clfh- 
hemtiilg with luinM-li abort the means, he at last fell upon 
an effectual expedient. Settling the affairs of his government 
at Rajcmahcl. which was at that time the capital of Bengal, 
he resolved, with a great tttinuc, to make the tour of the de¬ 
pendent provinces. In hi* route, he came to ISurdwan, He 
made no secret to bis principal officers, that he had the Lm- 
perur's orders for dispatch nig Shcre. That devoted amyr f 
hearing that Lbc Rubahtlar was entering the town in which he 
resided, mounted hb horse, and, with two servants only, went 
to pay his respects. The Subahdar received Shens wiiji uilocted 
politeness. They rode, for some time, side by vide ; and their 
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conversation turned upon i ndi tie rent a flairs. The Hubalidur sud- 
deoU stopped; lie ordered his elephant of state fo be brought: 
wluch he mounted. Under a pretenceof appearing with becoming 
pump in tiie city of Hurdwan. Shere stood Hill, w hen the 
Subahdar wo* ascending; and one of the pike then, pretending 
that Shere vraa in the way, struck his horse. and began In 
drive him before him. Shere was enraged at the udVtmi: he 
knew that the pikemim durst not liavc used that freedom 
without his master’s orders; he saw plainly that there w as a 
design laid against his life. Turning therefore round upon the 
pikcmu.ii, Jir threatened hilt! with instant death. 'Hie man fell 
on the ground, ami begged tor mi rev. Sword* were drawn 
Shere Uiui no nine to lose: hr spurred his horse up to the 
elephant, on which ihc Suluhdar was mounted, and. having 
broken down the ambhart/ or castle, cut him in two: and rims 
the tin ton unate Hiittwb became the victim of his own zeal to 
please the Linperor- Slu-rc did not rest here; he turned his 
swmdoti the other officers. The first that fell b\ his bands 
was Aba Khan, a native of Caslimirc, who was an amyr of 
live thousand horse. Tour Other nobles shared the fate ; 
a death attended every blow from the hand of Sheri*, Tin 
remaining chiefs w ere at once astonished and. frightened: they 
fled to a distance, and formed a circle around him. Some began 
to gall. him with arrows: oi hers to fire with their mu septets. 
His horse, at length, being shot with a ball in the forehead, 
fell under him. The unfortunate She re. reduced to the last 
extremity, began to upbraid them with covnirdkr. He invited 
tbeni severally to Single combat : hut he begged in vuin, lie 
tiad already received some wounds: he plainly saw his ap¬ 
proaching fate, Turning hi*, tart toward Mecca, he rook up

The officer, wlm tftiecxttded the deceased Subiihdnr in the 
coTUiruimi of the troops, hastened tu the house ol Shore, He 
was afraid Ihut Mher-ul-Nhsa, in the first paroxysms of grief, 
might make away with Imrscll. I fiat lady, however, hotelier 
mUf ortanes with more fortitude and resignation. She was 
unwilling to adopt the manners of her country, upon such 
tragical occasions; she even pretended, in vindication m her 
apparent insensibility, to follow the injunctions of her deceased 
lord. She alleged that Shere, foreseeing Jus own rail by 
Jchungtre, had conjured her to yield to the desire* of that 
monarch without hesitation* The reasons which she said he 
giu-were as feeble us the tact itscli wa* imp veil whir—lit was 
afraid that his own exploit w tmld sink, into oblivion, without 
they were connected with the remarkable event of giving an 
empress to India." 

When intelligence »f the death of Cuttub Addecn Khan 
reached the Emperor, he w as much uillictcd, ;is lie had ever 
found him a faithful and devoted servant; and it is said, 
that, ud this occasion, Jehangire wjtde a vow he would never 
set: the lady who had been, though unconsciously, the cause 
of bis favourite s death: but the beauty and attractions of that 
accomplished female made him change Ids resolution, and, for

X^aklt in the yc2t lolHS* Jehangire Cooly Kham who was 
then governor of Behar, was, upon the death ut' Cutiub Addeen, 
ordered to take charge of Bengal. This was an officer of highly 
distinguished courage : he had gained givat celebrity by the 
overthrow and death of Simkcraui. Kaja of tiorackporc, w ho had 
frequently been guilty of disobedience to the royal authority. 

In hi? disposition were blended the opposite i|UaUitc* of 
pit i v and cruelty: he constantly retained in his service a 
hundred pcrsoii who could repeat the Reran by heart, and 
who, at the end of every repetition, bestowed on him the merit 
arising therefrom*. He also attended prayers five times, 
daily, and was much employed in religious offices; but, as a 
judge, he was inexorable. While engaged in prayers, he fre¬ 
quently, by a motion of his hand, gave the signal for the 
Hugging, hanging, or beheading n culprit. He was at all 
times attended by a hundred trumpeters, who, whenever the 
villagers disputed with him respecting their rents, used to make

tensive grant* ot laud, both on the continent and in the ad¬ 
jacent islands. 

1 he treat 1 herottt or turbulent conduct of these adventurers 
having given mfciKe to the Raja of Arraea.i. he, early m the 
year lOKi, determined to extirpate them from bis dominions: 
many were in consequence puL to death, but n number of' 
them escaped, in nine or ten small vessels, to the islands at

a.. d. j [Mij . the Moghul commander of the Inland of Simdcep, he ordered 
all the Portuguese inhabitant and other Christ urns on the 
island to be seized and put to death. He then embarked, 
wtth tka> soldiers, on board forty vessels, and went in pursuit 
of the pirates, He found diem at anchor Off the Island of 
Jkecan ShabaapoEie. uud attacked them with great vigour ; but 
the superior skill of the Furiiigutse, in the management of 
their ships and the use of their can sun, counterbalanced ihe 
advantage of numbers: and, after u hard-fought contest, which 
lasted 1 he whole night, Futteh Khan, with the: greater part of 
his troops, was killed, and the whole of his fleet captured, 

This unexpected victory raised the fame of the pirates; 
and, in consequence, their countrymen and Christian converts 
joined lliem from ah quarters. They elected for their chief a 
common sailor, named Sebastian Gonzales, and determined to 
secure for themselves a permanent settlement, by taking \>os~ 
SrS$iiHl pf llic Uliilul OfSundtV’p. 

In the year MM*. the whole Portuguese force, consisting 
of too men, lauded at Simdcep; upon which the brother of 
Futteh Ebatii with the Mohammedan troops, took refuge in 
a small fort, while the Hindoo inhabitants remained neutral 
spectator* of the contest; but as the garrison expected no 
quarter. they defended themselves with groat resolution, and 
the airge was protracted for a i^nsidcrabtr lime: ,ii length, 
a Spanish ship having cast anchor at the island, the Captain of 
her agreed to assist the Portuguese; and having, at night, 
landed fifty of his men, be marched with lighted torches, and 
drums beating: and, being joined hr *ln* Portuguese, they 
attacked the fort, entered % and put the whole of the gar¬ 
rison to the sword. The native* of the islands immediately 
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submitted, anti were granted security of their lives ami pro- J k<T - VL , 
perty, on condition of delivering up all the Mohammedans : k ^ 
of these I ooo were brought to the fiiit* and, in revenge for the 
Portuguese families that had been put to death by E'uttch Khan, 
were butchered in cold blood* 

Thus Sebastian Gonzales became absolute master of the 
island of Suiiderp, and was obeyed by tin- natives and Portuguese 
as an independent prince. In tlie course of a short tune, hi> 
force consisted of' Jooo Portuguese, 20<m Indian soldiers, 200 
cavalry, arid eighty sail of vessels, of various sir.es and well 
mounted with cannon ■ and, as his government was conducted 
with erjnitv, many merchants resorted to the island, and, by 
their commerce, contributed much to increase his revenue. * 

The neighbouring chiefs, astonished at the prodigious 
success of Gonzales, sought bis friendship, and deprecated 
bis wrath; but, as he was of an intractable and covetous de¬ 
position, hi: listened not to their friendly overtures; and 
although he was under great obligations it> the Raja 01 
Batticahx, who had first given refuge to the Portuguese in their 
distress, he ungrate I'utly seized upon the islands of Shabbazpore 
and Patdbanga, which belonged to that chief: by which 
means his territories became as extensive as those of some 
independent princes; and, consisting entire}; of islands, were 
secure from the attacks of an enemy, so long as the Portuguese 
were master* uf the sea*.

effecting any thing nutrr than bringing off* the health and 
family of Anaporatn, who, in compliance with hi* promise, 
p:iid Gon scale* a ku’ge sum n: money, ami permitted Ms r 
to turn Christian, ami in becofUr the wife of the pirate, The 
prince, shortly alter this rwnt, died, not without suspicion of 
having been poisoned ; and all his wealth fd) into the hands 
of Gonzales, 

The following year, The Raja of Amman, having determiurd 
to invade Bengali sent an envoy to Sun deep, to Ctttldtnfc u 
treaty of peace with the pirates, ami to reqUcst their ■ < - 
operation ttgaio-r tW Moghul forces he was also authorWd 
to demand tin* wife uud children of the deceased prime. Tin 
latter request wns nnmcduttdv complied with; and the lady, 
having lieen carried to Chittagong, was married to the 
vemor of that place. 

A league w:is shortly diet concluded between the Raja and 
(he Portuguese; by which it was stipulated, that the Raja 
shouldinvade Bengal with a large army by land, and ihm rhe 
Portuguese should co-operate by sea, ami with their small 
vessels protect and guard (he passage of the rivets. The Rap 
also agreed to place his own fleet under the command of 
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Gonzales* provided the latter gave his nephew as a Imsfage L 
fop its sale return. It was further stipulated, that whatever 
conquests were made, should be equally divided between 
Ihe contracting parties. Every thing having been settled 
to their mutual satisfaction, the combined forces proceeded 
towards Bengal, and, without opposition, took possession oi 
lhe country in the vicinity of JAickipore and Hulloob, on thr 
eastern side of the river Mcgna: but, a numerous army of tin- 
Moghul troops soon idler arriving;* die Arraeanncr* were 
defeated with great daughter; and the Portuguese, having 
neglected to occupy the rivers with their gun-boats, the 
former were pursued nearly as far as Chittagong; and the Kaja, 
with great difficulty, effected Ins escape upon an elephant, 

Such were, pmbohly, the circumstance* which induced 
Islam khan to change the sent of govcmna’iu. and ti> Its 
h>s residence at Dacca; « here, by his alertness in opposing 
the mvaders upon all occasions, tic so much roruaimended 
him self to the fimperor, that he was promoted to lire rank of 
commander of 5ooo horse. Fortunate, indeed, it was for the 
inhabitants of Bengal, that they al that time possessed so active 
and enterprising a Governor ; lor scarcely were (heir minds 
freed from the incursions of the Muglis, when they were 
threatened by an enemy from the opposite quarter. 

In the year it>30, the Afghan dlfcf, Osman khan, sou of VJt TfJ| ,, 
Cuttulu khan *, evinced signs of his turbulent and unbroken 
spirit. In order to bring him to a proper sense c.f his dulv, 
the Governor had the moderation to send to him an ambassador, 

who, in an eloquent speech, attempted to convince the Afghans 
-----... , 

’ Set pijc ISS. 
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£L-rr VI, fully of drawing o» themselves the Imperial arms and 

n'mu. the little chance there was of again shaking off the Moghul 
vokc, which he asserted prtitted H$*» on them than any 
other class of His Majesty’s subjects: that, unified in the ftiifh of 
Mohammed, it was their duty, as the inferior power, to bend 
to, anti endeavour to assimilate with, the ewMjucrtn i that 
nations rise anti fall by destiny ; that for six hundred year* »tu* 
Afghans had ruled Hindoostan with despotic sway, hut that 
Fate had now consigned the sceptre to the hand* ot tin: Mo¬ 
ghuls: they ought, therefore P to bear ihetf lot «dtb humility 
and resignation, and bend down in submission to the Divine 
decree. Had this address been made to •**? other nation, 
it is possible it might have been attended with effect; hot 
as. to the present day, the Afghans have never been able to 
“convert their swords into ploughshares. and, of the deafen- 
ibnts of the numerous b«i 4 s of that tribe wlto formerly overran 
Bengal, not a inau i> to be found who will condescend *» cu\- 
tbiilr lire ground. I lie rhetoric of the ambassador was thrown 
to the winds. The haughty Osman Khan, at the he.ul id 
'io.ouu Afghans, considered himself as a second Afanarnfer, 
and breathed nothing hut war and independence. 

Tbr Governor, having been thus tailed in amicable tivcr- 
K ot another moment in making preparations to 
subdue this haughty spirit: he fitted out a numerous and well- 
appointed awny, the command of which he entrusted to 
-hubVt Khan, a bravo and experienced officer, with orders to 
expel th<: whole uf the turbulent Afghans from Orissa, 

LIpon the approach of the (loyal army, Osman Khan 
advanced lo the banks of the Sukanrteka river, the neigh¬ 
bourhood of which abounded with swaiups and quagmires. 
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and was consequent!)' ttii&vmirabta lor iho operations of the ^2L 
Moghul Laviilry. )V Imperial General, however, adrancedia 
battle array, ttid found the Afghans drawn out ready to receive 
him. Osman had placed his wat^elephants m front of the 
columns destined for the attack ; and, upon tile signal being 
given, these fonous iituouls advoucctl, and bore down every 
thing before them. Syed Adam and Uukhar than, who <;«m- 
manded the right and left wings of the imperial army, with a 
number of other chief* of note, were soon extended on the 
plain, Not with standing great numbers of the rebels bad 
been me the food of the blood-thirsty sword, ami were fallen 
in the dust of destruction *. Osman, elated by the death of so 
many of the Royal chiefs, and regardless of the number ot bis 
own people who were slain, being preceded by a celebrated 
elephant named Biikhteh, advanced in person into the heat of 
the actions but 1 m; mg exceedingly corpulent, be rode a tjiuet 
elephant, carrying an tuui/hory. or covered Jieat, from which he 
discharged hi* arrows with great execution. Having* at length, 
reached the post, of Shuj&et Khan, the Imperial commander-in- 
chief. he ordered the driver of the war-elephant to trample that 
officer, and the small party which surrounded him. under foot. 

Shujiict Khan, perceiving hb intention, spurred on his horse, 
and wounded the elephant with his spear . lie then drew his 
sword, and indicted four other wounds on the uni mid; but 
the furious beaat, only more irritated by his wound*, made a 
desperate charge, and overthrew the General's horse. Shujici, 
however, extricated himself firotuhis steed, and* bravely standing

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Hijs ground, wounded the elephant twice on the lore leg, which 
brought him upon his knees : the chief then plunged his dagger 
into the animal's trunk* which complete!/ disabled him. 

Shuj&et Rhnn. having thus narrowly escaped from so lift- 
equal a contest, remounted his horse, and shewed himself to ha 
troops, who were much dispirited, and beginning to retire. A* 
this crisis, when, a number of the Royal generals having been 
killed and mam more disabled by wounds, a universal panic 
pervaded the army, by chance, u Moghul baII, from swim: un- 
known band, struck Osman m the forehead; but the wound 
not proving immediately mortal, he continued, w bile he had 
any strength remaining, to stimulate his troops to fighi - 
al length, becoming faint, he was obliged to retire - and the 
Afghans, seeing their chief's elephant Moving t<> the rear, 
tied to their camp. Osman reached his tent nearly exhausted, 
and expired during the night. Early the next morning, Vdy 
and Mumriez, the brother and son of the deceased, tied w ttb 
theho% to their fortress, and the Afghan* dispersed themselves 
in various directions. 

The state of the Moghul army was such, that they could 
not pursue the fugitives, till a reinforcement of Hoc tVrsh 
cavalry, and ton infantry, joined them. Shujuet Khan then 
placed himself at their head, and followed the Afghans. 

The son and brother of Osman, seeing the perseverance of 
the Imperial General, found there was n» alternative trot to 
thro* themselves on his clemency; they therefore sent an 
envoy to him, to request he would pardon their errors * and 
to state, that ii he would assure them of personal safety they 
would proceed to Court, and becomelus Majesty's most faithful 
dependants and adherents. 
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Khujitei khan having strictly - implied wu!i these propo- 
sitiouv, the next day Y<ly anil Mnmricz. willi a number or 
the deceased chief s ffhtiotis waited on the (inpcrinl General, 
and presented him with forty-nine etfcpliaius, and seme jewels, 
being Che only remaining property of the Afghan cliief. With 
these protifo of his success, Shnjict Khan immediately pro¬ 
ceeded to Dacca, and presented them and his prisoners to the 
Governor. 

As tliis was the expiring effort or the Afghans to recover 
their authority in Bengal, the new s w as received ut Court with 
great satisfaction. Shujuet khan was honoured with the title 
of Kusteuu Zemin (the Hercules of the Age); and the Go- 
vrrnur was promoted in the command of 0000 horse. 

On the twenty-second uf Mbhurrem, v. a. Ii.‘2S, Ifoshcng, a.u mu. 
son of the Governor, arrived at Agra with his prisoners and 
the elephant# of tin* Afghan chief, and was most graciously 
received; lie also presented to the Emperor several of the 
Hughs, natives of the countries of fbgpi and Amt can, who 
had been made prisoners during the war with those nations. 

The customs of these people seemed to UU Majesty verv rc- 
prehcnsihle, as he was informed that they ate animals of every 
kind, and married their half-sisters, and that their religion was 
if the grossest idolatry \ 

During thrr period the troops of Bengal were employed 
against the Afghans, an impostor, cal ling himself the Prince 
khuseto. eldest son of Johan giro, who hail been long confined 
in consequence of his rebellion, made hi* appearance in the 
province of Bchar* The misfortunes of khusero had rendered

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, '’ i,n him popular; and a* India has always abounded w[ili uu- 

lu i«i£ tnertms adventurers ami soldiers of fortune. reudv tv follow 
the standard of *ttf one u-fcu will pay them, or hold out to 
Lhtoi a prospect of plunder, sti less than a week the impostoi 
had collected a body of r-*00 men: with these he advanced 
against the city of Patna; and Afzul Khan, the governor, 
ticing then absent with most of the troops, the banditti easily 
stormed the mm parts : and the impostor, having given up the 
town to be plundered by his followers, reserved for himself 
the ptilacc and property of the Governor. He then caused 
himself to be proclaimed Emperor, under the title of Khuicro 
Shall: and sent orders to the Zemindars, and other public 
officers, to come and pay their respects. Many of these 
persons waited on him; and, from the plausibility of his story, 
were convinced that he was the prince. 

Af/.ui Khan, the governor, was at Gazyporc “hen he 
received intelligence of the insurrection ; and as he had been 
one of Khuscrcfs adherents during the rebellion, and still hb 
well-wisher, he was at a loss how to art: hut hr lore his 
arrival at Patna, he was convinced of tiu? deception, am\ took 
the requisite measures for quelling the disturbance 

The impostor, whose real name was Cmtub, was not defi¬ 
cient in personal bravery, fie led his troop* some miles 
Irtmt Patna, to oppose the approach of the Governor. but at 
the first onset he via* abandoned by all but a few friends, ;mt j 
compelled to flee and take refuge in the palace: there he 
defended himself for some time with much resolution but 
was at length killed by a brick, thrown ac him front the roof of 
an adjoining building. EEb accomplices were then seized: and 
they acknowledged that he was a young RuhiJla Afghan, who. 
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having visited Dehly. had been there informed he bore a strong , 2 £gJl 
resemblance to ihc unfortunate Prince Kkusefo, whose liaril 
tatc was deplored by thousands; and that these circumstances 
had induced him to Assume the name of the prince, and to try 
to better his fortune. 

Improbable as was the mccess of this enterprise, it has 
been frequently imitated in HiiidoosUn, and ha* caused con* 
sidcrabie commotions, 

Islam khan continued to govern Bengal with great rc- 
puiattuii, and died at Dacca in the year i 022. a ». isis.

Xhe Emperor Jehangirc was much distressed when be heard 
of the death of Islam Elian; and, as a proof of his regard, 
appointed Cossim Rhan, the brother of the deceased, to the *.». 
government.. This officer proceeded immediately to Bengal; and 
meeting with kereem khan, the illegitimate or adopted son of 
his brother, at fhijeinahel, disputed with him regarding the 
inheritance, and, by force, took from him a considerable part 
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r vi oi the effects, and elephant*. which the young man 

' contended were the property of the Kmpcfw. lit this eoinhn‘1 
thr Governor incurred; the Royal displeasure; and alt I tough no 
notice was ini mediately taken of the circumstance, it probably 
accelerated hi* recall. 

As. during the period of this officer* government. Ins atten¬ 
tion was principally occupied in opposing thr incursion* of Hie 
piratical Portuguese ami the Hughs, it now becomes requisite 
to niTert to their history. 

AiFrtrr* uT tin? After the retreat of the Raja and the army of Arm can, 
tunUntiCji Uonzatep LreachcroiisU invited the captains of the vessels 
belonging to that imtion. on board hia ship, and pm them all 
to death l after which he took possession oi the whole Arracan 
fleet, and returned with n to S undeep: but in order 10 com¬ 
plete the measure of his villainy, he immediately lined out 
an expedition Ui plunder the coast of Amman, which, in 
consequence of Hie victory gained by the Moghuls and Ina 
Seizure of the tied, wan left totally unprotected. He tin re¬ 
tort: plundered and burnt many of the towns on llie coast; mid 
had even the audacity to go up the Arm tun river, and to 
seize upon all (He met chant \ easels in iliui harbour: he 
was repulsed, however, in his attack on the city, and com¬ 
pelled to retreat : but, previous to his departure, he had 
the moTUijeat ion 10 ece his nephew, whom he had given o,s a 
hostage, impaled upon a lofty hill, by order of the Raja, in 
revenge lor his treachery. This sight did not awaken in the 
breu^i of the wretch any sentiments of remorse for his own 
infamous conduct, but served only l«» otitmtlulc him to *tek 
reverse, ev en at the expense of his independence. 

During the whole period r>f Gonzales' success, he had 
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never takeu any notice of, nor submitted himself 46 , the ^ \ 
authority of the Viceroy nf die Portuguese settlements in 
Inilia: but upon his return to Soiulttp, he despatched one ot 
his ship*, with id intelligent agent, to Gda, to make an offer 
of his obedience to the Viceroy, Don Hjvroftto de Axvedo, and 
to urge him to the conquest of Arraean, which he described 
a* a rich and fruitful Country„ and capable of making very tittle 
resistance. On his part, he engaged to co-op era tt with all Ins 
forces, and to send i<> Goa an annual tribute of a ship load of 
rice: he further urged, that his conduct against the King of 
Ami can had proceeded entirely from his desire of revenging 
the murder of his countrymen, who hail been unjustly put to 
death by that prince* 

The Viceroy, ambitious of attending the conquests of his 
nation to a country which hud not yet submitted to the 
Portuguese yoke, fitted out an expedition, consisting of 
fourteen large galliots, one- Uy-boat, and a pink ; and gave the 
command of it to Don Frauds de Mo noses, who had liecn for 
several years Governor of CcylotJ: hut, in bis instructions to 
that officer, he did not sufficiently appreciate the value of the 
assistance to be expected from the pirates, and even commanded 
that the attack should be made without waiting for their 
junction. 

On the third of October, 161 5 , the expedition entered the **■»■ 
river of Arracan'; whence Don Frauds despatched a galliot,

it! the mean time, the K.ija, having learnt Hie hostile pre¬ 
parations that were making against him. prevailed upon the 
master* of some Dutch vessels, which were in the harbour, to 
igin him against the Portuguese, and. on the 15 th of October, 
attacked ihe latter w ilh a. numerous fleet, led on hv a Dutch 
ship. The light lasted ihe whole day, but nothing decisive 
took place t and, in the evening, the Arraeanners returned up 
the liver. In this situation, tilings remained iill nearly the 
middle Of the month of November, when Gufliak-s mad*: his 
appearance with fifty sail of vessels, of various sizes, Re was 
much irritated at ihe conduct of the Viceroy, m not having sent 
him timely notice; :md severely censured Don Francis for 
having entered the river previous to his junction, as the 
encinv had thereby been apprised of their intentions, and were 
doubtless well prepared for lilt attack. 

On the 15th of November, Don Francis, dividing his 
fleet into two (uadrons. toult the command uf unu himself. 
And gave Ihe oilier lb Gonzales. He soon niirr goi ntlder 
weig'v: ami. .it some distance from the city, discovered the Ar¬ 
rian and Dutch fleet drawn up, ready to receive him. With 
bis own stpiadron he attacked the right of the enemy, while 
Gonzales vigorously opposed ilie left. Ibe fight continued 
till sun-^ct; when Don Francis, being killed In a mosquet- 
ball, and above 2 ou more of the Portuguese having also fallen, 
Gonzales found it requisite to retire; and with the cbb-lide 
re lurried to the mouth of the river, where, after burying 
the death and consulting with the captains respecting their 
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further proceeding* it was to abandon the enterprise, ^ ^ 

ami to return to Sundcep. 

TUi^ defeat ruined tKo utfairs ot Gonzales s the Portuguese 
officers returned to Goa, and induced many of the pirates to 
accompany them, Hii followers also, disgusted by his brutal 
behaviour, abandoned hint; and, in the following year, the Raja 
of Artacan invaded Sumteep, defeated Gonzales, and took pos¬ 
session of the other island:,. whence, under the denomination 
of Mughs, the Arracanners frequently invaded and plundered 
the lower parts ot carrying otf with them thi 1 inhabitants 

as slaves *. 

As Cossim Khan did not evince sufficient energy in re¬ 
pelling these invaders, the Emperor severely censured him for 
Im conduct; and, in the year roa;, recalled him to Gourt, to Id, tilt 
answer tor lus uegUgcuee.

l- W nearly five years, the provinces of Bengal and Orissa 
enjoyed, under the able government of Ibrahim Khan, a 
state of tmrtf|iiiUity and security, which tended much to the 
happiness of the inhabitants. Agriculture and commerce were 
encouraged, and the manufactures were earned to a degree of 
perfection they had never before attaint'd. The delicate 
muslins of. Dacca, and the silks of Mahtah, constituted the 


t hief part of the dress of the Imperial court, whether male or 
female, and the tine tic *<> of its texture was such as cannot now 
be imitated h 

Tiic Barf!* 11 was during the period llvut Alzul Khan governed Behai, 
tvwpMjj* and Ibrahim Khan, Bengal, that the English first visited these 
taSjti" provinces. Some years previous to this time, agent had been 
EiTW sent, over land, from Surat to Agra, where they had established 
a factory; and, on their representation, two persons were sent 
(a. b. iffan) toFatna, to purchase cloths, and to establish a 
house of business in that city ; but (hr great expense of land-

The spirit of the Alghaiis was completely subdued ; the 
Assam inns were repelled* and the iucur&iuns ot Lbe Arracaimers 
strictly watched by a fleet ot war-boats. 1 bus situatedj Bengal 
had even- prospccL of enjoying an undisturbed state of felicity; 
but Uk- ill-timed ambition of a pnnee of the I loyal family, 
who subsequently succeeded to the kingdom, lighted up the 
firebrand of war in these peaceful regions. 

In order to elucidate this event, it becomes requisite to 
recur to the History of Hindustani, in lifch ii will be found, 
that, in the year of the Hegira 1025 , the Emperor Jchangtrc 
appointed his third son, Rboorum, to command the array 
destined fur die conquest of the Ilk-khan, and on ibis occasion 
conferred tin the prince the lofty title of Shah Jelcm thing 
of the World). 

The prince was uccesifii!, the chiefs of the Dckkan sued 
for peace, and agreed to pay an annual tribute i and Shah 
Jeliati, in the following year, returned triumphant to court. 

In the year 102ft, whilst the Emperor was amusing himself 
in lhe delightful Valiev of Cashmere, the tributary princes I of 
the l/ekkuu threw uil" their allegiance, and supported their 
rebellion by an army of 60,000 horse. 

Shah Jehan was again detached to the Dekkan, with an

K*taiu*9 o< It] the year I OS l* Shah Johan, being again at the head of a 
numerous army devoted Ip his service, and convinced that, as 
long as liis elder brother. Sultan Purvez, lived, he had no chance 
of succeeding to the throne, resolved to anticipate by forte 
that which was ordained him by destiny. 

The author of the History of Slmh Jchan ascribes his 
rebellion to the violence and ambition of the sin 1 lima No or 
Jchan. "That woman, ‘ says the writer, "finding that the health 
of the Emperor declined, was apprehensive that the crown 
would devolve on Sliab Jelian, who had for some time bcm 
the determined enemy of her influence and power, she there, 
fore resolved to ruin the affairs of (hat prince, and to fix the 
succession in the person nf Shariar, die fourth von of Jchan* 
gire, who was married to her own daughter, by her termer 
husband Shere Algun." A sudden invasion of the Persians, and 
the capture of Candahar. was deemed by this unnatural son 
us a lit opportunity to strike the blow. On receipt of the Im¬ 
perial orders lo inarch his army from Burhanporc. and to re pel 
the invaders, he threw off the mask, and on the twenty-seventh 
a. n. U.SI- of Jcmmad al Akhir, a. tr, 1031, proclaimed himself Emperor 
of Hindoos tan. 

HLa next step was to proceed to Dehly. if not w ith the 
intention of deposing his father, at least with a resolution to 
assume the powers of government. 

On his arrival in the vicinity of the capital, he wrote the 
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Emperor a letter, in which he stated ihf grounds of his corn* 
plaints, and proposed to return to his duty on the following 
conditions: 

That the command of all the Imperial army should be given 
to him without reserve. 

That the governors of provinces should receive their orders 
from him. 

That be should have the free root rout and command of all the 
arsenals and Koval magazines. 

Thai the impregnable- fori oi Km ti in pore should be placed in 
his hand*, as a place of security for his family, during bis 
campaign* against the Persians. 

The Emperor, previously displeased at his conduct, was 
enraged at these insolent proposals. He issued an edict pro¬ 
claiming his son a rebel, and confiscating all his estates 
and property : he further commanded ail his loyal subjects 
immediately to join the Imperial army, to assist him in defence 
of his throne. By these spirited measures the Emperor soon 
found himself at the head of 40,non horse, w ith w hich he ad¬ 
vanced to meet his rebellious son. 

'flue Emperor was impatient to come to an action ; but 
Asut Jab, the Vizier, opposed this measure, by affirming that 
it was imprudent to risk a defeat with so small .a force, 
while reinforcements were daily expected. In laet, the army 
of the Punjab, under t he command of a distinguished officer, 
named MohSbet Khan, joined the Imperial camp the next day; 
after which the ardourbf the Emperor was no longer 10 be 
restrained ; he attacked the rebels near luglickabad, defeated 
them, and compelled his son in due to the Oefckan. 

Shall Jdian w:ipursued by the armies of his elder brother, 
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Multan HSrttte. ;mil Moliulwi Wtym be arrived on the banks 
uf , h( , river Ncrbudda, he emk-a soured U> make a stand against 
llieui: bin being again defeated, he ded to tiulcondah, At, 
this t duce be formed the bold resolution of seizing upon 
Bengal. Having given his fugitive troops time to join him, be 
took (be route ui Orissa; and before Ahmed. Beg, the deputy 
governor i>f that province, had any intelligence of bis approach, 
he entered Unit territory- Ahmed Beg, <|uile unprepared to 
resist so sudden an attack, retreated with bis troops, and lett 
Orissa to the tpiiet possession of l6c Prince. 

Shah Jehun, after refreshing bis army at Cuttack* appointed 
Cooly Khun governor of til* province; he then advanced to 
Burdwan. and hud siege t<> that dty. wtiteh after some days 
capitulated. During the time he w» encamped before 
Burdwan, he recruited ids army, by taking several of the 
Afghan chiefs, with thdr followers* into his service; be also 
W) -,o team to *U the Moghul officers, of whom hr had ac¬ 
knowledge, inviting them to join his Standard* and aiming 
them of every favour his gratitude could bestow. 

It was immediately after die capture of Bard wan that 
Michael Rodriguez, the governor of Hoogly. apprehensive of 
;iil attack upon his settlement, went to pay his respects to the 
Prune. 03 at that period (he Ihmugucsc had acquired great 
poswr ill India, and had. at Hoogly, a good corps of Euro pean 
artillery. The Prince way exceedingly anxious to attach them 
to liis cause ; he received the Governor with the greatest con¬ 
descension. and promised him very great rewards* if be w ould 
assist him w'ith some pieces of cannon, and a detachment of 
Europeans, 

Rodriguez understood trctildcfit of the politics of Bin- 
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doo&tan, to see iliut the Prince's project was a desperate one, 
and very unlikely to be alt coded with success. He therefore * » t#IL 
prudently declined the offer ut'Shtk Jctian: but did it in such 
terms that were considered .is an insult, and, ate the Prince's 
succession to the throne, drew on the unfortunate inhabitants 
of Iloogly the vengeance tit that monarch. 

When intelligence of this unloosed * for invasion reached the 
governor, Ibrahim Khan, ht was exceedingly perplexed; part 

of hi$ army was employed in Chittagong agAiitsl the Mughs; 
and other divisions nt it were dispersed over the country to 
enforce the collection of the revenues* He, however, ini mediately 
marched from Dacca with what forces he could collect, and 
took post at Kajeiuahcl, where he ordered all hie troops to 


rendezvous* 

Shah Jchati, convinced that, in his situation, delays were 
dangerous,and that his* fiueervs depended entirely upon prompt 
and vigorous measures, advanced, by rapid marches, towards 
tin- Governor; who, finding that the city of Hajcmalic! was 
incapable of standing a siege, retreated to die fortifications of 
Terriagurhy. upon which were mounted a number of cannon. 
Served by vagabond Europeans of different nat ions, whom he had 
encouraged to enter his service ; but not considering this place 
sufficiently secure, he entrusted the defence of"it to one of his 
best officers, ami < neamped, with his array, on the'opposite 
bank of the Ganges, 

Whilst the contending armies were thus situated, Shah 
Jchan wrote the Governor a loner, replete wjlh compliments 
tor his fidelity and attachment to the Emperor, and some 
excuses for lib own conduct, to which, he said, he was doubt¬ 
less impelled by fate . Lhal lie considered the province of Bengal 
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vi beneath Ins notice; bill that, as 11 by m his route, hit was 
Lft-iHL obliged to pass through it, which he hoped to do without 
opposition :—that if Ibrahim Kitun was partial to Bengal, he 
might make choice of am distrirt in it lie preierred, and reltre 
Itnliter with hi» wealth anil family, where lit- should be per- 
milled tu continue in the enjoyment of every thing; he desired : 
btu if he preferred returning to Dehlv, hr W» at liberty to 
depart, mkmg with him nit his family and property, for which 
a safe-conduct should he granted, and die Prince's honour 
pledged for their security. To this insidious proposal Ibrahim 
hdian replied, that his Majesty had efUfUSted to him the cure 
of that country, and the protection of its inhabitants; that 
he was grown old in kite Imperial service, and, in all proba¬ 
bility, had not many years longer to live; that he was willing 
to sacrifice those JfCtts to ihr performance of his duty l and 
if he died u martyr in the Royal cause, it would be a 
Subject of fame to himself, nttd honour to lm family ; but that 
as long as he retained a spark of life. Bengal should adnow' 
ledge no master but hh Sovereign. 

Ibrahim Khan having taken the precaution to secure alt 
the boats he could collect on his side ihe river, the array nf 
Shah Jehan was prevented crossing; neither could they ad¬ 
vance further on the southern bank, on account o( the pu&$ 
being in possession of the Royalists, 

In this dilemma, licriaw Khan, one of the Afghan chiefs 
whom the Prince bad taken into his service, being known t*i 
some of the zemindars in the district of Boglipore, prevailed 
upon them to produce some boars, w hich they had stink, and 
otherwise concealed from the Governor, The foot* were, 
during the night, collected ul u place some miles down the 
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river, in the vicinity of Sooty. At the break of day, Deriau 
Khan, with his Afghan cavalry, crusted the Ganges, ami was u ,J>j; 
immediately Mowed by Abdullah Khan, who had deserted to 
the prince at the battle of TugVickpore, and had ever since been 
his priucipal counsellor. 

When Ibrahim Rhufi fottnd that the enemy had crossed the 
river, he withdrew as many of his troops as could be spared 
from the defence of Terriagurhy*; and. being thus reinforced, 
advanced to meci the rebel chiefs. The number <d forces on 
cacb side were near tv i'i|ual, but the troops of Shall Jehun were 
better mounted. The Governor entrusted the command of the 
first tine to his nephew, Ahmed Beg, who charged the enemy 
with great Vigour . but his nephew being repulsed, the Governor 
advanced with the second line; and though requested by his 
friends not to risk his person in the heat of the engagement, 
he replied, " M \ life is of no conser [iiencc : 1 will devote it to 
the service of his Majesty , and eithn conquer or die.' Having 
said ibis, he rushed with his turps of reserve into the thickest 
of the enemy, be was Shortly surrounded, and tell covered 
with wounds; his death served as an excuse to his troops to un*.**. 
quit the field : they tied towards Dacca, and left their camp to 
be plundered by the enemy. 

During ihe period that Shah fehao had been Contriving 
means to cross the river, his engineer. Roomy Khan, hud 
pressed forward ilie siege of Tcmagurhy t: and. at the time 
that the battle was raging on the opposite bank, he set fire to a

The capture of Terriagurhy, and the death of the Governor, y 
decided the fate of Bengal ; the authority of the Prince mas 
everywhere acknowledged; sad the /<• mitidars and public 
officers hastened to make their terms with the conqueror.

A II , - T HE Prince, whom we must now consider as the ruler of the 
province, tost no time in pursuing the few remaining Royalists. 
He seized upon all Lhe boats that had been collected bv both 
parties - and. having embarked the select pan. of hi 5 army, 
proceeded, w ith all possible despatch, dow n the river, to Dacca! 
Upon his arrival there, the gates of the fort were thrown 
open i and Aliened Beg, the nephew of the late Governor, 
finding it in vain to contend, further waited on the Prince, and 
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delivered U> him all the elephants, horses, and other property 
of his uncle; also 4,000,000 rupees in specie, belonging to 
government. 

Auer this event, the I’rinee gave audience to the acroindars 
and public officers of government, lie receives) them graciously; 
and having confirmed must of them in their appointments, 
he nomjiiaicd a young nobleman, named Ihirab, the son of 
Khan Kbanau, to the government of Bengal ; font, as a security 
for his fidelity. obliged him to send his son along with the 
army, as a hostage. 

After remaining a short lime at Dacca. Shah Jehait marched 
towards Patna, which, at that period, was the jagier of rbc 
prince Purve*, who hud entrusted the care and defence of it 
toMukhliss Khan; but that officer, terrified at the approach 
of the rebels, abandoned hb post, and fled to Allahabad. 

Shall Johan, having, without opposition, obtained possession 
of the capital of lie ha r. occupied the .^ouluhilar's palace, and 
summoned all the zemindars and public officers to attend his 
Court, and make a declaration of their allegiance. As he was 
now completely master of the three provinces, he found no 
difficulty flu enforcing Ids wishes; and even >vtd Mubaritk, 
the governor of Rliotas, came and delivered to him the key* of 
that Impregnable fortress, Tim event he considered of the 
greatest importance, as it afforded a secure asylum for his 

family, and the wive;, of his followers, during the uncertain 

. 

issue of the approaching campaign. He therefore sent off 
his huram, and all his children, undercharge of a careful officer, 
to Khotas, with orders to remain there, either till his return, 
or till he should send a confidential person to bung them to 
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seer la. During the lime this brunch of the Royal family resided

Dating remshed and recruited Uis forces at Palm, the 
IVinee appointed Byram Beg governor or Bchar; and, having 
. formed his army into three divisions, ordered Abdullah Khun, 
with the left, to proceed and conquer Ailaluibad. The right 
division he entrusted to Derisive Khan, the Afghan, with di¬ 
rections to take possession of Oude; whilst the center division, 
under his own command, was destined to secure Jaanpore and 
Beimru. 

Hitherto fortune had favoured the audacious scheme's of 
Shah Jehau: he Mas polled up with success, and, on his 
route, assumed ail the state and authority of the Sovereign. 
He advanced by short marches, listening to appeals from the 
decision of former governors, and settling the government of 
the country. 

In the mean time, the Prince Purvez, and Muhahct Khan, 
who had lost right of Shalt Jchan for a considerable period 
after his flight from the river Nerhudda. having heard of his 
success in Bengal, marched through Mslffa and Bemr, with 
an intention of driving him from that province ; but, mi their 
approaching die vicinity of Allahabad, they learnt that he was 
already in their neighbourhood, and on Jus route towards Dehly. 

Upon the arrival of the rebel forces, under Abdullah, ;it 
JoosY, on the bank of the river opposite to Allahabad, he found 
that Rustem Beg, the governor, had secured ait the boats, and 
was prepared to oppose his crossing, Abdullah was therefore 
compelled to wait the arrival of aoroe large boats, which 
accompanied the army from Bengal. In the mean time, he 
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employed his engineers in constructing bmttries, on which 'it* stC T >>- 
mounted several heavy cannon, that completely comm a tided 
tht* passage: the boats having joined him in a few days, be 
succeeded in crossing his troops, and took possession of the city 
of Allahabad. 

During these operations of the left wing, Deriflw Khan 
ad\aDct‘d, with the right, to Joonpore, and obtained undisputed 
possession of that district; whilst the Prince, with etpial facility, 
becamc master °f Cenaras, After the conquest of Joanpore, 

Deriaw Khan continued his route to Mwrickpore; but at that 
place, having received intelligence of flic approach of tlir 
Royal army, under Sultan Purvez, he deemed it prudent to 
retreat towards Benin**, Abdullah Khan also abandoned 
Allahabad ; and both wings having formed a junction with 
tile main body, Shah Jehan rccrossed the river, and encamped 
on the banks of the Tense, which foils into the Ganges, some 
miles below Allahabad, w here he watted the approach of 
the Royal forces. This position was naturally strong; and, 
m case of a defeat, secured his safe retreat to Rhotas ami 
Bengal, without having to cross the Gauges-* measure replete 

Wllh ^ ngCr ' Whe ° P ursued « victorious cncmv; he also 
secured all the boats that could be collected, under his own 
encampment. 

Having taken these prudent precautions, the Prince called a 
council of war. in which it was tic opinion of his most 
nenced officers, Oust he should risk a general engagement, 
but remain entirely on the defence. This opinion was, how. 
ever, controverted by Raja Bhtmc, who declared, that in such 
a cause procrastination was ruin; and tint,, if the Moghul, and 
Atghans would not fight for their Prince, he himself would 
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-tt-i vi. lituiik the- enemy with hi* llnjcpoots.. Bhali JdiAD, who pos* 
a.&W s«&s«tl <lte greatest bravery, ;md cuulJ n«t brook delay, Co¬ 
incided in opinion with iheRaja, tUid orders were given to pre¬ 
pare lor battle. 

In the mean lime, the Royal army, bating arrived at Alla¬ 
habad, crossed Liu Jutnmb and a Ivauccd against the rebels- 1 he 
v engagement commenced by a didluni cannonade ; but Mohabrt, 
the Imperial general, finding lit at, by Ins numbers, he tar out¬ 
flanked his adversaries, ordered a dWbioo of Ids army to make a 
circuit to the right, and, crossing the louse, to get in (lie rear 
ot - lllt . . tiiis tnana-uvre was dexterously performed, and 
i<f Shall Jehan Ibund himself surrounded on alt sides; despair added 

***** resolutio „ u , llis courage; with five hundred chosen horse, he 
rushed into the thickest of die enemy; but his army , with the 
exception of Raja Chime, who was stain, not following his 
example, and in* own horse having been shot under him, he 
was prevailed upon, by the entreaties of bis friends, to quit the 
lidd, and retire u> Khoiaft. 

A-4 the Impenahsi*. had mflered severely in Lbc engagement. 
^n<3 their hor^:* wrrt much fatigued by long and coo tin tied 
marching. Sultan Purvey. did not think proper iiuiiu-diaicly to 
pursue his brother; and in three days Shads Jrhnti hid the 
pleasure of embracing his family in their secure and quiet 
retreat*. At K hut as the IVinoe was joined by a number of hia 
truop*. who !iad escaped from the battle; and having again 
formed these mto regular squadrons, he withdrew part of his 
family from the:fart, anti matched towards Patna: he .it the 
same Lime sent orders to Ilarab klum, whom li* had left at

lint that ungrateful wretch, hoping t« mala- Ins peace with the a. t>. 
Royalists. abandoned hu. patron in the hour of dianas*. and 
wrote to the Prince, that the zemindar* had ntm in aims on 
ali side* of him. and totally prevented his quitting Dacca. 

Mis treachery was too apparent; and the Mem Abdullah 
Khun, in Opposition to the will of the Prince, condemned to 
death the innocent son of Dumb, who had been placed as a 
hostage in fits lands. 

The Roval array, having halted some days to refresh tlicm- 
scKcs in llir vicinity <Jf Benarus, continued their route towards 
Bengal : on their approaching Patna, Shall Jehnn, finding that 
city untenable* against so superior a forte, abandoned it. and 
retired to Rajemahel; lu nee he wa-» again dm< n, and com¬ 
pelled: to retreat to ihe Dukhan, by the same route he had 
entered Bengal. Darab Rhuii, the governor, trusting to the 
clemency of Prince Purvtv, and the Interest of his father, who 
held the dignified tilU-of Khan Khamuri (Chief <d tin- Nobility) 
in the Imperial Court, and was Uic sou of the cclctu&Led 
Byrain Khan the preceptor nf Akbar, came to the Royal camp, 
and gave himself up as a prisoner: the prince recommended 
htm for forgiveness; but the Emperor, who had cruelly 
punished all the adherents of hi^ Stfn Kituscro, after that prince's 
rebellion, refused to spare the favourite of Sbah Jchan, ami 
commanded that his head should be sent to Court, to serve as 
an example to all other traitors, however high their rank and 
contractions. 

Sometime after this event* Slab Jehtin, being reduced loth-

Were wc to judge of Shah Jehan’s conduct by thr rules of 
Christian morality, ur by European policy, we should condemn 
il as unprincipled and unnatural; but if wr refer to the events 
which took place on his accession to the empire, and several 
other instances which have since occurred, it will be manifest, 
that had his elder brother Ihirvez lived, Shah Jehan would have 
had tm alternative, hut the throne or the grave, if, therefore, 
he could Itavc secured to himself, even during bis fathers life¬ 
time, the kingdom of Bengal, he would have been held excused, 
m the opinion of all his countrymen: and had lie limited his 
ambition fa that object, as he was a favourite of his father, 
there is little douhi but be might have gained the Emperor's

Kdian imitated the example of bis father; and, to avoid the dis¬ 
grace of being superseded, resigned his appointment* in the year 
1035, and was afterwards most graciously received at Court, 


MfJKTJRREM KHAN. 

On the removal of Ehanczad, the Emperor appointed Mu- 
kurrem Khan to Ur* government of Bengal; and bestowed 
Behar on Mirza Rustem, a Persian prince of the Soty family*. 

Mttkurrcni Khan took up Iris residence at Dacca ; and as 
the eastern parts of Bengal are intersected by rivers and 'creeks, 
navigable ai all seasons of the year, and as during the four 
months of the rains great part of the country is inundated, the 
usual mode of travelling is by water: on which account the 
Governors of Bengal have always kept up a large establish¬ 
ment of boats of every description, whether for state, war, 
or pleasure; and the veneration ol the inhabitants for the 
tutelary deities, who are supposed to preside over the rivers 
and waters, is carried to an extreme, both by Hindoos and 
Mohammedans, bordering close upon idolatry ; even the pre¬ 
sent Governors are obliged to comply with the superstition of 
their subjects, by making, at Dacca* an annual offering tu 
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aar r n. Khuajc Khizer (supposed to be tin* Prophet Bins). to propitiate 
Tikk^ his good orifices in protecting their intend commerce*. 

Muknrrem Khan took great pleasure in aquatic 'excursions, 
mid frequently went on the river, attended by Fils com' tiers, 
sernidio, &e. About six month* sitter hi* appointment to the 
government, tie received intelligence that a letter nt milch im¬ 
portance, from the Emperor, was units wav to him. To evince 
his loyttlty ami respect to Ins sovereign, he ordered the fetate 
boats to be prepared, and set out from Dacca to meet the 
bearer of the letter, After sailing for some time u;‘ the river, 
and the hour of prayer drawing nigh, the Governor gave orders 
for live fleet to put on shore. U happened that the boat which 
his Excellency had made choice or urn this occasion was ex¬ 
ceedingly' long and narrow, and much better adapted for rowing 
than for sailing t in attempting to gain the short*, the broad 
j f j rt 0 f (hr vessel was brought to the current ; a sudden squall 
ut the same moment took the sail, and overact her: the servants 
and people who were on the dock escaped : but the Uoretuor, 
and several of his courtier* who were m the state-room, could 
not extricate themselves and were drowned.

SftMi vairs after thr iirrival of Gossim Khan in Btmgal, he 

took olJcnce at the conduct of the Portuguese, many of whom 

■ 

liad established themselves iti various parts of the province, 
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s gcT, v i assumed a degree of authority to which they were not 

entitled t he therefore wrote to the Emperor, that he w as very 
much disturbed in the duties of his office by some i .uropcan 
idolaters, who had been permitted to establish themselves at 
Hoogly, on the western bank of the Baga rutty river, for the 
purposes of trade; that, instead of confining their attention to 
die business of merchants, they had fortified themselves in 
that place, and were become so insolent, that they committed 
manv acts of violence upon the subjects of the empire, and 
presumed to exact duties from all the boats and vessels which 
passed their factory, and bad completely drawn away all the 
commerce tVom the ancient port of Snatgong, The Governor 
also represented, that the Portuguese were in the habit of 
kidnapping or purchasing pour children, and of sending them 
as staves to other parts of India; and that their pirates, in 
consort with the Mughs, committed innumerable aggressions 
on the inhabitants of the districts on die eastern branch of die 
Ganges. This report recalled to the Emperor’s mind the refusal 
of Michael Rodriguez, die Portuguese governor, to afford him 
any assistance when engaged in the rebel hot ' against his lather, 
and Lhe offensive manner in which that refusal bad been given ; 
lie therefore resolved to satiate his revenge, and ordered the 
Governor to expel the idolatrous Portuguese from his dominions. 
In obedience to these orders, Cossim Khan, in the year 
jld, isji, io4l. commenced preparations to attack Hooglv ; but took 
his measures with such caution, that he completely concealed 
his intentions from the Portuguese. Having made the requisite 
arrangement!, he gave out that he’was about to subdue Lhe 
refractory zemindars of the districts of Mukhsoosabmi, and 
Hrjdte, Tu effect lib purpose, he directed a force, under Beharlur 
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Kumi-'ii, to proceed from Dacca to Mukhsoosahad; and a r Vl 
second army, under the orders of his own son, Inuyet Alluh, to 
march to Burdwan; whilst a third detachment, under the 
command of Kltuajc Shore* proceeded by water, to lake posses¬ 
sion of the river below Hoogly, and, by constructing ;t bridge 
of boats at Secrpore\ to cut otf the rclrcal of tht: Portuguese* 

Khnaje Shore, having arnved at his post* sent intelligence 
to the other chiefs, who immediately advanced; arid on the s«** r.r 
second of Zilhije (tl’th month) of the year lo-U, the Royal a. u W 
army invested the town on all >i ill’s. Baltics were immediately 
sent to plunder the district belonging to the Portuguese, and 
to destroy every person of that nut in it they could find : and

all these were seized, and compelled to assist in erecting bat¬ 
teries, and to work the artillery, of the use of which the 
Moghuls were very ignorant. 

The siege was continued for three months and a half during 
which lime the Portuguese made frequent oilers of submission, 
and agreed to pav a tribute of J 00*000 rupees; but as they were 
in daily hopes of anecour from Europe, ur Goa, tli . did not 
relax in their defence, and, by their continual shmwf, fJ f 
miLSquet-balls, annoyed the besiegers to a great degree. The 
Moghul gcuer.il>, tliiding all other efforts in -..jin. wen- obliged 
to have recourse to the miners; who, by earning a sap to that 
part of the moat near the church» which was both narrower

Out ot sLsty- 
fmiHiifge \easels, liliy-seven grabs, and tw o hundred sloops, 
which w ere anchored opposite the town, only one grab and 
two sloop*. belonging to Goa, made their escape; and these 
owvd their safety U> the bridge having been broken, by Home 
of l hr boats taking lire from the ihiines of the ships. 

Whatever property, either afloat nr on ■shore. ev ipt-d the 
fury of the dements, was taken possession of by the i on- 
rjucrors ; and all the pictu res and images which omarnen ted 
the churches, the worship of which had given great oifbncc 
to Tajc Male 1, the empress of Shah Jchaii, while in Bengal, 
were tom down and destroyed.

AiZtM KUAN. 

XtiE Emperor was much distressed on receiving intelligence 
of the iiottli of bis favourite, the Governor of Bengal. and, in 
^ 11 . 1 K 3 S-* the year I 042 , appointed a nobleman, named Aazirn Khan, to 
fill that important office. 

It was during the government of Aasrim Khan, and in con- 
sequence of a jirmvr from Shah Jchart; that h to say, in she 
a o ies* year 10 * 3 , that the English first ut named permission to trade 
with their ships to Bengal l but as the Moghul government 
had felt the danger of allowing Europeans to enter the river 
Ganges, and to establish themselves as the Portuguese hud 
done at Hoogly, the vessels were restricted from entering any 
ather purr than Piplc-y in Balatiore; and it was at that place 
the English established their first factory in Bengal I*. 

The abilities of Aarim Khan were, however, not found equal 
to the arduous task of governing so extensive a province. Tb 
allowed his dominions to lx‘ invaded with impunity , both by the 
JflugUs and people of Assam, w ho carried away much plunder, 
and many of the Inhabitants into slavery. For this conduct he 
* n, IW7, was v in the year i o 1 7 . recalled to Court, and severely rcnsuiij 
iht- Emperor; hot being a person til very illustrious descent, 
he was shortly forgiven, and appointed 10 the government of 
Allahabad. His daughter was a lew months afterwards mar¬ 
ried to the Prince Shujaa.

Tins was an old and experienced statesman and soldier, who 
had acquired much celebrity during the late reign ; but as the 
times required all the exertion of the latter character, he is 
accused of neglecting the civil and jinhcial duties, and of 
devoting all his time to military pursuits. 

It was during ids government, that Miikat Ray, one of the 
Mugh chiefs, who held Chittagong on the part of the Raja 
of Arracan. having incurred the displeasure of that prince, 
and being apprehensive of an invasion by his sovereign, 
sought, in the year 1(M3, the protection of the Emperor of <^d, r, . 
Hinduostan, He paid his respects to Islam khan at Dacca, 
acknowledged himself a vassal of the empire, and made 
over the sovereignty of his territory. This m the first ac¬ 
count we have id ihe conquest by, or surrender of, Chit¬ 
tagong io ihe Moghuls, although it is included as part of 
the Imperial dominions in the ti/een AitUrrtj [. Its present

Whilst Islam Kha n was thus extending the boundnries of 
the empire, the inhabitants of Assam, encouraged by (he 
isucceas of their former depredations, collected, in the year 
a. u, t««. 1048, a great force ; and embarking on the river Burhamginntcr, 
in five hundred large boats, rushed like a torrent on the plains 
of Bengal. They plundered all the towns and Ullages on the 
hanks of the Bur ham pooler, and had nearly reached the 
capital of the province, when they were met by the Governor 
with a fleet, of war-boats, many of which were armed with 
cannon: against these weapons the vessels of the Assamese 
could make little resistance; they were shortly in dames ; and 
the crews, compelled to lake to the shore* were at lacked by 
the Moghul cavalry, and loon of them put to thr sw ord, 

Islam Khan followed up his victory, by pursuing tht fugi¬ 
tives into their own country: tic entered Assam, uml U>ok 
fifteen of their forts, in which he found much spoil. He

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which there were several strong fortresses ; hut as the rainy 
season was approaching. and as lie found roach difficulty in 
procuring grain tor his troops, tic deemed it prudent tu mire, 
1 btSfore thr roads should he rendered impassable L>v the over* 
flowing of the river. 

Mr commenced his retreat; and, although much ha raised 
bv the enemy am! the warn of supplies, he brought tlie greater 
part of his army safe back to Bengal : but, upon his arrival 
at Dacca, he found an order to deliver over his government 
to the Nuwab Svf Khan, the deputy of the Prince Slnijaa, 
second son of the Emperor; and to return to Court, to uke on 
himself the office of Vizier. Tins situation he held for some 
years, and died as Subahdar of the Dekkau, in the year 1058. 

During the period that Islam Khan was employed in Assam, 
the Itaja of Boujcpore took advantage of the temporary absence 
of the Governor ut Rebar; and extended the [mud of usurpation 
over great part of that province, Abdullah Khan, the 
favourite general of Sladi Jehaii, and who had served him 
zealously during his rebellion, was immediately invested with 



ihi government of Behar. and ordered to proceed and punish 
the Zemindar. He proceeded by rapid marches ; and having. 
On 1m fir^l arrival, attacked and defeated the Raja, compelled 
him f" lake refuge m Itis fort of Boujcport*, then considered 
a place of eon'idcrahlr strength- Abdullah regularly invested 
the fortress; and, after some weeks, succeeded in ma king a 
practicable breach, when orders Were given for [he troops to 
prepare for the assault: but before they advanced, the iiaja 
threw open ihe gate, and with his wife and children pro¬ 
ceeded to ihp camp of the conqueror. Abdullah was inclined 
to have pardoned the Raja; hut on the approach oi the 
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tmfortunate family., w*ine of his minions w hiskered to him, 
that the hdy was celebrated for her beauty. This rircum- 
stance decided the fate of the prince; the head of the rrhd 
was scut to Court; and his wife wus kepi to adorn the 
seraglio of the Mohammedan officer*.

E\k; v in the year I eng, irultati Shupji, the second son of the 
hmperer Shnh Jehan, then twenty-four years of a£e> took 
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sect, vt possession of the govern mem of Bengal; bin hi* father, fearing 
7 i* imp. (1 > trust him with too much power, conferred the government 
cl* Behur on Shaisla Khan, the wm of the vmer Asuf Jab, and 
nephew of Noor Jdian. 

nBmtl „r Shtljaa again transferred the seal of government to Raje- 
E^^IESV. make l { termed, in the records of that time, MkantagW), and 
^=^1 buUt t | Kr< . m elegant palace, some of the rooms of which are 
vet standing. He also strengthened the fortification* which 
hud hern erected bv Rajs MOn Sing, and expended large stuns 
of money in rendering the city worthy of |m residence; but, 
ilie following year, nearly the whole of the city, and the 
prim ipal part of the palace, were destroyed by a dreadful con¬ 
flagration, in which many lives were lost, and the family of 

the Prior,; with chtRcnky escaped. 

About the same time, the current of the Ganges charmed its 
bed, and poured its torrents against the walls of the new 
capital, washing away many of the stately edifices. 

Previous to that time, the com re of the Ganges was along 
the northern bank, running wider lbs walls of Hour ; hut since 
that period, it pours its un rent* against the rocks of Raje- 
niahcl, forming eddies and whirlpools, dangerous to the incau¬ 
tious or impatient traveller*. 

In conreipiemre of the youth and inexperience of Slmjaa, 
the Emperor took the precaution of sending with him Aa/jm 
Khan, who had been Governor of Bengal for twuirly five ycat*, 
ami to whose daughter the Prince Was lately married, as his 
vhief counsellor and adviser i but Shujaa, cither wishing to 
him a handsome provision, or to lie freed from the mper- 
intendanee of his father-in-law, appointed that nobleman to

'flic early part of Sultan Shtijaa's government was dis¬ 
tinguished by Ins condescension to the English; and bv Ins 
granting them permission to establish factories, both at Bad* 
lasore and at Hoogly ; but their ships were uol yet permitted 
to enter the Ganges, 

The cause of ibis partiality to a nation which was destined 
to become the rivul power,, and ultimately the support of the 
descendants of Timour, is thus satisfactorily accounted for, 
in the year of the Hegira KMfi, a daughter of the Emperor 
Shah Jchnn having been dreadfully burnt* by her clothes 
catching tire, an express was sent to Surat, through the recom¬ 
mendation tc the vi/io AistiiJ Minn. to desire the assistance of 
an European surgeon. For this service the Council at Surat 
nominated Mr. Gabriel Bough ton, surgeon of llw ship HopcuvU, 
who imuwdhttdy proceeded u> the Emperor's camp, then in 
tilt- Dekkan, and had the good fortune to cure the young 
Princess of the effects of her accident. Mr. Houghton. iu 
consequence, became a great favourite at Court; and. Inuring 
been desired to name his reward, he, with iliat liberality which 
characterizes Britons, sought run for any private emolument; 
but solicited that his nation might have liberty to trade, free of 
all duties, io Bengal, and to establish factories in that country* 
His request was complied with, and he was furnished with ihr 
mmuifl of travelling across the tommy to Bengal. L'pon his 
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wo. w. arrival in that province, hr pmittedrd to Pi pipy: and, in the 
jTtTiia#, rear M>4d. on English ship happening to arrive in that port, 
hc t ui virtue of the Emperor's firman*, and the privileges 
granted to him, negotiated the whole at' the concerns of that 
vessel without the payment of any duties. 

In the following year, tlx* Prime thujas, having taken 
pMtwdn n of tbr government, Mr, Boughlon proceeded to 
R ajemidwif to pay his respect* to hit Royal Highness: lit w±s 
most graciously received , arui ooc oj the ladies ot the hartrtn 
being then indisposed with a complaint in her side, the English 
surgeon was again employed, and had the good fortune to 
accelerate Tier recovery. Owing to this event, Mr. Bought on 
was held m high estimation at the Court ol Raj etna he l, and, 
by hia iullucucc with the Prince, was enabled 10 com into 
effect the orders* oJ the Emperor, which (night otherwise have 
been cavilled i>r. by some underhand nicthud, have been 
rendered nugatory, 

JVD.IIUU. In the year 1050, the same ship reiunu’d imm England, 
and brought out a Mr. ttridgeirctn, and some other penults, for 
the purpose of establishing factories in Bengal. Mr. Bought* <n, 
having rep reseated tin: circumstance tti tbr Prince, wa* ordered 
to send lor Mr. Bridgr-man : that geulteitum, in confluence, ^ 
went to Rajemabci. w as introduced to the Prince, and obtained 
ruMhd,. m aider npintiblilb. in addition to that ut Pipley, iktonrs 
at Ihillasoic and Hoogly b Some lime after this event, 
u'-rt>. ' Mr. Houghton died ; but the Prince -till rontitmod hi& liberality 
and imilness to the English.

merit to the Nnwab Ahead Khan, and to repair to Court, as 
he was anxious again to have the pleasure of seeing him, after 
so tong an absence. 

Upon the amvil nf SllUijua at Laltorc, where: the Emperor 

a 

thf-n held his Court, he wifc received in the most affectionate 
manner ; hut in a few months was appointed to titer govern¬ 
ment of Cahul This was a severe mo rii Heat ton to the Prince; 
who, in common with his brothers, disliked the northern pro¬ 
vinces : whose snowy mountains, and uncouth inhabitants, 

Suited not the habits and inclinations of voting men accustomed 
to the luxuries and docile manners of the natives of the south. 

For tw o years, however, Shupni was compelled to do it i#w. 
penance in < abul; but, sit the expiration of Hint period, hr was 
allowed to return to Bengal, and received the province in the 
same state he had left it. Ahead Khan, the governor, ex¬ 
pecting that die Prince would shortly return, considered him- 
scti mcrch a iocum-Urnem, and neither altered nor abrogated 
any ( >f ho* l*ws or rrgnl.it ion * l . 

The following account of Sultan Shnjaa, taken from the

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iter xu History of Hindoos tan, will enable the reader to form ajadg- 
f\i»mtjr it nienl of his character; 41 Shajua was humane in hfe dfepositiun, 
averse to cruelly, all enemy to oppression: in the execution of 
justice tic had no respect of persons, except when ibe natural 
tenderness of Ills disposition gave his mind a bias* toward* the 
unfortunate. Though honest, like his brother Data, he v as 
not so open and free. He never told ;i falsehood . hut he did 
tioi always tell the whole of the truth. He was morn traiMjmJ, 
mo re close and reversed, than Dam; and he was inure fitted 
for the intrigues of party, and (hat management which is ue- 
ccssary to direct the various passion* of men to one point. 
He was generous to his friends, and did not disdain to hear 
their advice* though he, for the most part, followed his own 
judgment of things. He was fond of pomp and magnifi¬ 
cence. and much addicted to the pleasures of ihc Intrant, 
Graceful and active in Ms own person, he loved in women 
that complete symmetry of limbs which rendered him the fa¬ 
vourite of the vex , and he spared no expense in filling his 
seraglio with ladies remarkable for ihcir iicauty and accom¬ 
plishments. In their society be ape ni ton much of life lime; 
but the warmth of his constitution did nut make him neglect 
the necessary affairs of life; During fin long government of 
Bengal, he won the affections 01 the people by (lie soilness of 
his manners* and life exact and rigorous execution of justice; 
and the country flourished in commerce and agriculture, under 
the protection which he invariably gave to industry. In haul* 
he was brave; nor was lie destitute of the talents necessary for 
a General; and we must attribute his misfortunes in the iield 
to the effeminacy of his troops, more limn to his own want of 
conduct." 
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If such was tiie real character of Shujaa, we may suppose 
that the Court of RajemaheJ rivalled that pi Drhly m splendour 
and luxury; and that the opulent citizens. and persons in 
oiike, imitating the example of their Governor, imparted a 
taste for pleasure anti expense to the inhabitants m the 
province in general . who, seen ml from all fears of foreign 
.nvasioii by the* affinity of their Prince with the Imperial 
throne, and protected by his impartial administration of justice 
horn domestic oppression, probably enjoyed more happiness 
under Shujaa than they had experienced under any former 
Mohammedan governor. 

During this period, it appears that the European nations 
had every facility given to their commerce; and that the 
English, in consequence of Shah Jehan's firman, and the pri¬ 
vileges obtained by Mr. BoughUm. enjoyed a free trade with 
Bengal* (bey were also at liberty to export any quantity of 
saltpetre iliey pleased; the value of which, in consequence of 
the Civil war then raging iu England, was very niucb en¬ 
hanced*. Tie also granted the English bis special uuthnn* or 
order, for freedom of trade. 

For nine years after Shujjnfs return to the government, the 
uihubiUiiifo of Bengal enjoyed an miiuterruptcl stale of pro* 
spent} : but whm, in the year lori'8, the indisposition of the 
Emperor threw all Ilitidouatan into a slate of convulsion, by 
the contanu dus oi his four sons for the throne, the eastern 
provinces tell the shock; and the melody of the ihigelet 
And tambourine was changed for the shrill notes ol the 
trumpet, and martial sound of the kettle-dr um - 
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Sultan Shiyna was tin? firsts when upon hearing of the 
dangerous illness of lu& father, took the field. He excused hi* 
ptetipihiioii lu his followers, by avowing bis conviction, 
that if his elder brother, Dara, succeeded tn the throne, he hud 
no prospect hut death, or perpetual imprisonment. 

The resources winch be posseted were considerable; his 
treasury was well tilled; his army numerous, and, to ap* 
pearancc, elective* he was abo supported by the good wishes 
and affections of his subjects. 

When Sliujaa Erst hoisted the banner of hostility, he 
issued a manifesto, stating, that the Emperor was dead, and 
dot without suspicion of treachery'; anil at though he received 
letters from his lather, announcing lies recovery, he alleged 
that they were forged by Dam, to deceive him, and to gain 
time; he therefore continued hi* march to (he vicinity of 
Benaras, and gave orders to construct a bridge of boats across 
the Ganges. In the mean rime, he received intelligence that 
his youngest brother, Mo rad, had assumed the Imperial titles 
in Guzemt, and was on Ins march to Dchly, to assert his 
claim to the throne. Tins information afforded him ui once 
pleasure and chagnn. He was gratified to think the nircntton 
and force of Dara would he divided, when assailed both from 
the last and the west: but it vexed him to fft|d, that, after 
conquering Darn, he would still have another rival to subdue. 
Darn, lutd the earliest intelligence of the designs of firs brother 
in Bengal; and under pretence of a change of air being 
recommended to tile Emperor, he removed him, anil the whole 
Court, from Dehly to Agra. He had previously sent his son 
Soliman, with a chosen detachment of ten thousand horse, to 
secure Allahabad t and as soon as he received intelligence of 
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Shujaa baring commenced las march, he sent off Raja Jy 
Sing, and Dilere Khan, with a large rein force merit, to join 
his son. 

The orders of the Prince were, to attack Shujaa with the 
utmost vigour; and compel him either to retreat, or to destroy 
him: but previous to the Raja's departure from Agra, the 
Emperor sent for him in private, mid requested him, if possible, 
to negotiate a peace between the brothers; and to persuade 
Slmjuu to return quietly to Bengal. 

\V hi he $bujiia was busily employed in preparing his bridge, 
at Bchadurpore in the vicinity of Benaras, the army of Soli min 
appeared on the opposite bank. Uni, previous to the com¬ 
mencement of hostilities, Uic Raja Jv Sing, in obedience to 
the directions of the Emperor, opened a negotiation with the 
Prince; in hidi he pointed out to him the evils of a civil war, 
and the impolicy of opposing Dura, w ho> supported by |Jve 
name and authority of hie father. COuJd command alt the 
resources of the empire. $huj:ui, convinced by his reasoning, 
and finding it impossible to conceal from his army the recoverv 
of llie Emperor, agreed to return to his government, and to 
disband his army. 

The active spirit of the young doliniin, however, did not 
brook tins negocration which Raja Jy Sing was carrying on 
without his participation: he endeavoured to break it oif; 
and when concluded, he refused hja assent: hut, in the mean 
tunc, hr had employed several persons to search lor a ford, or 
to discover the narrowest part uf the river, which, it being then 
Lhe dry *tiason of the year, was uncommonly low. On the dav 
the truce wi.i concluded, his spies brought him informal inn, 
that, a few miles up the Ganges, his cavalry might cross with

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>Ki-r vi tiulc difficulty. He communicated not his intentions to the 
Raja; hut. under pretence of changing the- ground of his 
encampment, he. in the middle of the night, marched nfT> anil 
hch*re break of dav hud crossed th*' rrver with hi$ oven troops

and those of Dilerc Khan* lie dim sent orders to the Raja 
to follow him ; and* moving on nidi rapidity, he completely 
surprised the Bengal camp. 

Shiijaa. who had secured all the boats previous to the 
arrival of his adversaries, considered the Ganges as an in* 
jujimbtc barrier to their attacking him; and. lulled into 
further security by the negotiation he bad concluded, was 
taken totally unprepared. He was rouzed from bis sleep by 
the clashing of arms, and the shouts of the enemy I It started 

up. seized hi*, arms, and, to render himself conspicuous to his 
troops, mounted an elephant , hut all his efforts io stop their 
flight was in vain : u lew of his officers gathered round him, 
and fought bravely, but they were compelled, by superior 
tilimbers, to retreat to the nver side. where they embarked 
on board the swift*rowing boats nf Beiigitl, and were quickly 
conveyed 10 Patna, The captmtrof Shnja&'a clfphwt57 horses, 
aud rich camp equipage, gratified the avarice and vanity of >oli- 
m gw , and for a time atopt the pursuit. But the Imperial army 
Soon followed |bc fugitives ■ and Shitjaa. upon their approach, 
abandoned Patna, and retreated U* Mougeir. The fortifications 
of Motigcir stop! Soli man* till he received orders from his 
hither to return with all baste to Agra, to asdsl him in 
opposing bis brothers. Aiinmgacbc and Morad, who had united 
their forces, and combined against him. 

The retreat of Snllman rouged the drooping spirits of 
Skujaa, and be hastened to levy a new army; but when, he 
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received intelligence of the defeat of Dara, the captivity of 
the Emperor* and the usurpation or the throne by his younger 
brother Auningzebe , he was confounded, and knew not 
what to *lr>. After much consideration, and advice of his 
eonnsdlors, in order to gain time* he wrote to Aurungwhc, 
congratulating him on his success, and soliciting a conlirmatjun 
of bis government. 

Tlic ticvc Emperor, judging of Others by his pwn feelings, 
jioE to be deceived by such apparent moderation ; lie, 
however, treated Lhe envoy of Sbujaa with much attention, 
and was very particular in his inquiries respecting his master's 
family, and the state of his Health: lie concluded, by desiring 
the envoy to inform his brother, that, in the present state of 
affairs, the grouting him u new commission for his government 
was unnecessary, and, in fact, improper: us he only con till mid 
himself the vicegerent of Ins father, whose mlirmitie*. although 
they disabled him from wielding the sceptre with effect, did 
not annul hit former appointments. This answer, though 
unt satisfactory, was perhaps as much us Shujaa. expected, and 
afforded him time to complete his preparations ; hut, in the 
meuu while, it allowed Aurnngstcbe an opportunity m . rushing 
the power ot Ikira, oi subduing all his other enemies, and 
firmly esubbshing himself Oft the throne. 

Shujaa at length throw off the mask, and, from a subject 
to AurungJtebe, became his competitor tor the empire. In the 
year toOj), he marched from Bengal, with a numerous and 
well-appointed army ; but which, being principally composed 
of new levies, lie was under the necessity of instructing in 
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tlidr duties, Vtlullt advancing to the allAck ot an army ot 
veterans. He arrived at Allahabad, and crossed the Hanges, 
without opposition. He halted there for Mm days ; and 
afterwards proceeded thirty miles, to Kudgwa: al that [dace 
the advanced troop* Of Aurungzebe. under the command of his 
boh Mohammed, came in sight; ^ orders were ilivvh to the 
Bengal army to throw up entrenchments in their front and 
left tbmk : the right being protected by the river 

The imperial standards made t heir appearance the ml lowing 
day, Aurungzcbe encamped bis army opposite his brother's; 
leaving an extensive plain between the two camps, for a field 
of battle. On the morning or the 15 th, both armies were 
drawn out in battle array ; and. about noon, the cannonade 
commenced, Shtijaa bad placed liis artillery on a rising ground, 
m front of h.s line : and his batteries being well served, the 
shot plunged into the thickest part of Aurungzcbe^ line, and, 
aftej destroying a number of his people, compelled Him 

to retire. 

At this time, Maharaja Jcswint Sing, who commanded the 
Rajcpoot and mh«r Hindoo troops in the service of Aurungrebe, 
not only deserted his post, but attacked and plundered the Royal 
camp, which had been left standing some miles in the rear of 
the army. They seized upon the treasure, cattle, and baggage 
of the principal officers, and retreated with them towards Agra, 
This event threw the army of Aurungwrbe into great confusion; 
:md had Shujaa been aware of the Baja + s intention, and taken 
advantage of it, He might have obtained an easy victory*.

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Shitjna cook rm advantage of the con (Vision ii»to which lu» aerr. vi 
brother's army was thrown ; hut, in die evening, allowed the a.u. iv* 
whole ot his own troops, together with the cannon, to return 
within his etitrenchments; without taking any precaution to se¬ 
cure the rising ground, which hud been so useful to him during 
the day. This oversight was soon perceived b> Mecr Jumln, a 
distinguished olfiocr In Aumngnebe’s service; who, having 
obtained permission, advanced during the night, and threw up 
a rcdgubl on lilt place, well lined with cannon, and defended 
by a select party of infantry. 

As soon as day-light appeared, the negligent Shujaa was 
awoke hj the shot from the redoubt piercing his tents, and the 
cries of his women. He arose, and saw His error; hut it was 
then too late; and the only remedy left, was, to more his 
tents to another part of the Line* 

AurnugzebC' who perceived the commotion in the enemy’s 
camp, thought this a proper opportunity to make a general 
assault. His army was already drawn out; and be ordered 
his elephants to advance and tread down the entrenchments. 

The troops of Shujaa, however, defended l hem selves with 
great resolution: alter some hours hard fighting, they com¬ 
pelled their enemies to retire; and, in turn, became the assai¬ 
lants. The Trince, mounted upon an enormous dephimt, led 
the attack. He saw Auniugzebe at a distance, mounted in a 
similar maimer. Fate now seemed to have placed the decision 

of the battle in Ub own hands. He ordered hb driver to 

* 

break through the crowd, and to impel the animal against that 
on which hb brother rode. One of the orficers of Aumngzcbe, 
who was also mounted on an elephant, perceiving the inten¬ 
tions of Shujaa, rushed forward to meet him : die officer was

skct. vi overturned by the shock , but the elephant of SUiijaa suffered 
a. u iw. so much bj tlie c<i!tension, that he stood for a lime* trembling 
in every' joint, and could not be again induced ,tt> move forward. 
The disappointed Prince was enraged at his adverse fortune* Init, 
in this dilemma, a driver of the war elephants that attended the 
Prince advanced against the Emperor, and. by the impetuosity of 
the first shock, brought the Royal elephant on his knees. Aurung- 
zebe, alarmed at his situation, was about.to dismount: when 
Meet Jam la, who was on horseback near him, called out, '* Au- 
rungzebc. you descend from the thrum: 1" The Emperor took 
the bint, nnd resumed his seat: in the mean time, hi* elephant, 
having recovered, arose, but would not advance. Whilst in 
this situation, one of the servants, who sat behind Aurmtgzebc. 
shot the driver of the other elephant ; but the furious animal 
still continuing to tight, the driver of the Emperor’s elephant 
dexterously mounted him, and drove him orF; whilst the see* 
vant, beforementioned, took, the drivers scot in front of his 
master, who, finding his elephant very unsteady, and much in¬ 
clined to run away, gave orders for the chain, which was used 
to fasten the animal, to be locked round his wet: by Uiis 
means "he was prevented from stirring from the spot. 

As it often happens that the success of a battle depends, 
apparent!! upon an inadequate cause. this determination and 
coolness of Aiirungzcbc conviiiced liis followers that he was 
resolved to conquer or to die; and, admiring his magnanimit \ f 
they rallied round him* and repulsed the attack of tin- enetnv. 

Slmjau, finding that hb troop* began to give way, and that 
the elcplirmt on which he rode was become (intractable, by 
the advice of Aliverdy Khan (who b said to have been bribed by 
Auruiigzebc), in an unlucky moment quitted the elephant, and 
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mounted his horse This action could have been seen by only . sect. vt. 
a few of his menwho were near his person; but the greater 
part of the army perceiving the atrthfuirt/ {seat with a canopy) 
ernplv, wmclmlcd i heir master w*us ahiit, and fled with prcci- 
prtaliun. -A urungfebe vras nut in a situation immediately to 
pursue; and night, coming on, gave the fugitives leisure to 
etfeei their retreat, though at the expense of their artillery, 
stores, ami camp equipage. 

The circumstances which took place, both in this battle 
and that of Boris ms* by no means entitle Shujaa to the pano- 
gvric passed, on him by the author of the History ot Hhi- 
doosCAO; in neither instance did he evince any «k ill or 
foresight as n general. He allowed hirmdi to be shamefully 
surprised on both occasions, and sacrificed Ilia troops by lib 
negligence and want of circumspection: it was also a circum¬ 
stance well known- that Ids brother Dura had lost tin victory 
by alighting from his elephant * Shujaa should therefore have 
taken warning by his example, and have kept his seat, though 
surrounded with danger and difficulty. As a politician, his 
talents must appear despicable : doubtless he should have had 
agents in the enemy’s camp, lo inform him of the dispositions 
Of the chiefs. The event proved, that one third of Aimmgzebe’s 
army, headed by tin' Maharaja, were disaffected to his cause; 
and had the attack of Shujaa been combined with the retreat 
«f the Hi minus, there can be little doubt that the contest would 
ha \c terminated d i fferen t ly. So strong^ were his contemporaries 
convinced that he lost the battle from his want of prudence, that 
,l i=> since become a proverbial saying in Hindoos Tan.

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sect, vl Terror anti disgrace were the companion* of Shnjaifs flight : 
it. ti’uw. he changed his datbrs ; he threw off every mark of diatinc- 
lion; and hurried hack to Patna as a private man. He not 
only tea red Ills enemies! but those who had hitherto been his 
friends: be apprehended that the bribes of AorungieU- would 
turn the swords of his own soldiers against him . and hi; feared 
to put confidence in any man. At length, arrived at Patna, 
he felt re-assured* and announced to Ills family and subjects 
his safe return. 

The morning alter the battle. Aurungzcbc detached Ins son 
Mohammed, with ten thousand chosen horse, to pursue the 
unfortunate Shujaa, His orders were, not to relinquish the 
pursuit, till he had captured the fugitive, or reached the gates 
of Patna. The young man literally obeyed his instructions; 
and arrived at that city a very short time alter his untie, who, 
alarmed at the sudden appearance of the enemy , continued his 
retreat to Mongeir. 

In the mean time* the anxiety of Atinmgzcbc being quieted 
with respect to the consequences of Maharaja Jcswint Sing's 
revolt, be ordered Mccr Jumla, who then bore the title of 
Klum Khafian* with a numerous and well-appointed army, to 
follow the footsteps of the Prince Mohammed, ami to assist 
him in driving Sbujiwi from Bengal. 

Soon after the arrival of Shujua at Mongeir, hr was joined 
by a number of his dispersed followers; and. having received 
some reinforcements, from Bengal* he strengthened the forti¬ 
fications of Mongeir, by deepening the ditch ; und (brew up 
entrenchments from the fort to the hills, which formed a com- 
pi etc barrier against the enemy’s advancing on that side of 
the river, lie also sent orders to strengthen the works of 
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Terriagurhy ami SUrkl vgiilly, and to place garrisons of bis beat rt rr 
troops therein. a.d tm. 

The Prince Mohammed baring with little difficulty made 
himself master of the city of Patna, wailed there for the 
arrival of tiis coadjutor, Meer -i urn la, and ile main body of 
the army. 

After the arrival of that experienced officer at Patna, he 
6*in intelligent spies, to procure him exact information of 
Slmjaa'i position; and haying learnt that it was such a* 
would require much time and difficulty to force, he sum¬ 
moned the zemindars of the neighbourhood of Patna to attend 
him; and from them he forced the confession, that there was 
another road by which he might enter Bengal, hut that it 
was circuitous, narrow, and steep , anti little used, on account 
of the difficulties it presented, and the savage manners of the 
mountaineers, Hits information was sufficient for Jnmla: he 
selected twelve thousand of his ImjsI horse . amt, unc□cumbered 
nit]l ® n r baggage, he took the route of Sberegotiy \ which 
is situated in the mountains of Ja round. In the m«tn time, 
tlir Prince Mohammed, with the remainder of the Royil 
anm, proceeded, by easy marches, towards Mopgeir, and en¬ 
camped Within a few miles of the fort. For several days after, 
skirmishing parties advanced from tin; camp, ami made a show 
as it they intended to assault the entrenchments: hv these means 
tlic attention ot >htijaa was occupied, till his couriers brought 
Itim information that the enemy had entered the Bissuntpore 
province in his rear, and were advancing against his capital,

Tlic ruuil In : tig ihu:> left open, the Royal army advanced, 
and Having sWiniied tbc pssca of Tereligttrhy and SidJygwlU, 
im-^ied Hajctnuhd on one side, w hile Mirer Jumla occupied 
the Other: a o>m umnicathm ketween the armies Was speedily 
ctTceted f and in A few days tin lotteries opened against the 

walls of the city. 

For vis. days, Jshujoa resisted all the attack:" ot the enemy ► 
hut was then convinced that the place was no longer tenable. 
He embarked bb family and all his valuables on board boa tv , 
and, during a dark and stormy night, erod'd over the river 
to Tondiih, the torlifications of which he immediately ordered 
to he repaired. fortunately for the fugitive prince, tm the 
ven night that hr made his escape, the mm y season set in 
with great violence: the rivers were swollen by torrent, from 
the mountain and the Royal camp was laid under water. 
Mrcf Jumlii. seeing it impossible to pureuc ^hujaa, and that 
there was no remedy, was obliged to canton his army, for 
four months, in the vicinity of Rajcmahel. 

Thi- respite 1 llordcd to the unfortunate Shuja* an uppor- 
liinitv of collecting all his troops from the lower port ol 
Bengal. He also drew from theno- a great train of artillery, 
which was well served by Portuguese, and other Europeans, 

who willingly entered his service; for that prince, being of a 
generous disposition, and free from bigotry, gave encourage¬ 
ment to people of all iwtiwfc and religions; and, it is said, 
promised the Monks, who. since the destruction of Hoogly, 
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woe dispersed in different parts of the country, that, it" he was 5i:< ^ V J-. 
SuemM’ttJ, he would rebuild their churches, ami restore them K 
the privilegrb they enjoyed under tin emponn^ Jehangjrc and 
Ak bar, The affairs of that prince began now to assume a more 
favourable aspect; his troops, finding themselves supported by a 
good train of artillery, and regularly paid, resumed their con¬ 
fidence ; and t he eastern parts of Bengal, l>eii]g intersected by 
avers, -fill afforded many opportunities of prolonging the war, 
and offexhausting the patience and perseverance of his enemies. 

During tin time the armies lay i u this position, the war- 
boats of Shnjaa frequently crossed the river, and cannonaded 
the enemy's camp ; arid, bv night attacks, kept them in such a 
constant state of alarm, that Jumht found it advisable to 
abandon the city of Rajemahel, and to encamp his army ai 
some distance from the river side, 

Ac ibis juncture, an event occurred which, for a time, re¬ 
joiced and am mined the friends of Sku jaa, and caused great 
alarm and anxiety to the new Emperor and his general*. 

The Prince Mo h ammed, who, in conjunction with dumb, i-wiw* 
commanded the Imperial army, hud, before the breaking out^ 
Of the civil war, been betrothed to his cousin, the daughter of»X" 
Shujaa: the animosity between ihe brothers prevented the 
consummation of the marriage, and ifir friends of both puttie: 
supposed it was irrevocably broken off - even Mohammed, in 
the tumult of the camp, seemed to have forgotten the extolled 
charms of his cousin ; but the Princess, moved by compassion 
for her rather, wrote to him an affecting letter with her own 
hand. Siie lamented, in the must pathetic terms* the hardness 
of her fate, which had eouipdk-.) her tn see ihe man w hom 
die had lung considered an her husband waging relentless war 
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sect vu Qgaiftsi tier ■ timed parrnt, and pncfuiflg him and UU 6md y 
i*«. u> dcBtmctioA. This candeiccosiiw. ott due part of a*> amiable 

girl, rtrkiodled the latent spark of ftifetion and lovt ui the 
brt*4H of Muiimnnird: tie resolved to relilKjntSh all his 
prospect <d (He ciup'rr T to forfeit lus fathers favour, and iu 
abandon “all Urn world for love.” th, however. fluttered 
himself, that a great portion of the army. who wen; strongly 
attached to him for his bravery and hbcr.diry, would fallow 
him. and espouse the cause ot Shujaiii 

Sotne time after the coalmencetmuit of die eorrcspoitdem.*-, 
the General. Meer Jumta, having removed his camp some di¬ 
stance from Rajcmahel, the Prince considered ii a favourable 
opportunity to sound the disposition of his troops, tie ac¬ 
cordingly invited a number of the officers, « ham he cousidnred 
as his best friends. to his quarter*; and laid open to them tn* 
disgust at die art idly and tyranny of hut father, his resolution 
to espouse the eauiM tit fflmjaa, and hit inte n t i on of iwt* 
mediately going over wToikWi, whither hr hoped he should 
Mrt ,ii be folio Weil by ui) his friends, and a considerable pail of 
tin arm*, whom lie considered as devoted to his interest. 

For some time the assembly remained mute with astonish¬ 
ment, hut, instead ot opposing the measure, and pointing 
oiti to the Prince tike folly of hi* conduct, they, with that 
hypocrisy and iLmery which are hi disgraceful to Indian 
manners, wiid, i,! Whatever your Ttoval Highness dues, muM be 
right: ami there can be m> doubt, if ;ou go ovec to Sultan 
Shujua this evening, one half of the army will join ynur 
Kim w*. standard by sun-rise.” On these vague assurances the Prince 
ST? - * quitted Kajcmuhd that evening: he embarked in a pleasure- 
beat, attended by a few of Lus confidential servants, as if going 
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to recreate himself untbe Giiigcs; amt in a very short time smr.vt, 
w#a landed at a small distance from Tondah*, where he was au.^T 
met In IfuJiiud A.k liter, the son, and several otHccrs, oi ^ittijaa. 

In the mean time, rbt: Princes 'juondam friends returned 
to their tents; and each man, solicitous of gaining favour with 
thr Imperial General, sent off an express, to inform Meer 
JumJa oi the folly of Mohammed, am I the necessity of his 
immediate return to tin* army. 

When Jumht received this intelligence, he was struck 
with aatonishutent at the madness of the Prince; hut supposed 
it impossible that, w ithout having secured the allegiance of a 
Jorge portion of the army, he could have been guilty of such 
an act of folly: he wm therefore doubtful whether he might 
venture to return to fttjcmaliri, faring that the troops only 
waited to secure his person, before they went over to M«- 
turnmftL Hr at length resolved to do his duty, as a faithful 
odd er, and hastened hack to RajrmahM. Here he found every 
(Jung tn the greatest Contusion; some of the troops disposed to 
plunder the charter* of those chiefs w ho retained their loyalty, 
and others desirous of seizing the property oft hr Prince; af! d die 
w hole in a mutinous state, and wavering in their intentions. 

The appearance- ■-■< the General, fora time, silenced the 
storm ; he mounted hi*; elephant, and rode into the midst of 
the army: he then harangued them, and pointed out the folly 
nf Mohammed, whom he stigmatized as a weak young man, 
govcrncii only by his passion ; that. the cause he had espoused 
desperate; and should any of the troops he rash enough to 
follow him, they might be assured they were devoting them- 
ache* to destruction. He concluded by saying, he should

njarch against the enemy as sotm as the rainy season wa* 
tjTer ; and trusted, that before the end of that campaign he 
should be COUtpiettfy master Cef all Bengal. This speech had 
the desired effect; the majority wert convinced by his rea* 
Boning: and the tew who were inclined to support Mohammed 
were arr-aid to avow their sentiments, on account of the 
yaw city of their numbers ; even matt ret timed (j welly to his 
home; and the General, in order to put a Stop to further Cabal, 
:mtl to give employment to their minds, sent out parties to 
seize all the boats they could culleci, and to make every pre- 
pamvmn tor the construction of a bridge over the river, as 

soon as the season would permit. 

Whilst such was. the suite of affair. 1 - at Ibjemalid, the city 
ofTondah was a scene of festivity and rejoicing? the arrival 
of Mohammed communicated hope and delight to every heart: 
Shiijaa received him with raptures, and the females hastened 
the preparations for the wedding. No thoughts of danger, m 
anticipation of future meats, were allowed to damp the joys 
of the present moment. Tho nuptials were celebrated with 
great pomp and rejoicings; but, alas! the festivities were 
scarcely concluded, when they were awoke from their dream of 
happing, by intelligence of the approach of the Imperial 

forces. 

Sbuiaa, disdaining or fearing to ‘rust to the fort ideations of 
Tondaiu encamped his army on the plain, some miles distant 
from the city, and resolved one* more to try his fortune in a 
pitched battle* Hr had great confidence in his own troops; 
and was led to believe, from the assertions ol Mohammed, 
that part of the Imperial army would join him the first oppor¬ 
tunity } on w fitch account he assigned to that prince a conspi- 
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cuuus post h ilie centre d the tinbt line, whence bi* Stamford VT :_.

The Imperial General, has mg complied his bri%e uf boats, 
or diftcoyemi a ford, crowed the river near Sooty ; ami, con¬ 
vinced <*f l he superiority df Ids hardy veterans of the north 
over the Bcwty-fai&tJi! levies of Shujaa, he was delighted to 
tint! the enetnv in tile field. He advanced with impatience: and 
when lie beheld, troai a distance, the standard ol Mohammed, 
l ( e selected one of his most trust-worthy Officers to attack that 
| post, with directions, if possible, to secure the Prince. The 
battle com me need by a distant cannonade, in which, probably, 
the army of Shujau had the advantage: Meet .him la, therefore, 
directed his cavalry to advance ; and, when sufficiently near, 
ordered his select corps to make a charge upon Mohammed : 
his orders were rapidly obeyed; and the misguided Prince, 
supposing it v\a% a body .if his friends coming to join him, 
directed Iris artillery to cense firing. The mode of their a thick si„mv. am* 
convinced him of his error, but it was too late: the first line 
was thrown into confusion ; they fled, and communicated 
their panic tp ijfie second line, when the route been me general, 
flic etde-st son of Stmjaa WPS severely w ounded . and an im¬ 
mense number of the Bengal troops were slaughtered by the 
Moghul cavalry 

Shujaa,and his unfortunate son-in-law, effected their escape 
to the city; hut fearing to trust to its strength, embarked 
that night, w ith their families- mtd treasures, on board sw ift¬ 
rowing boats, and made the best of their way to Dacca, 
whilst tlie troops dispersed themselves in all quarter*. 

Junila was surprised at his own success; and the following 
morning, ignorant of ihe ibghi of the Princes, advanced against

eect, vi. Tonthli. l_ pon his arrival, the gates were thrown open, and 
i d ■«!>. } lt! cpiiet possession of the Sultan's palace. 

He was now convinced that the hope? and resources of 
Shujaa were annihilated, and that he had nothing to appre¬ 
hend from him: he therefore did not immediately pursue him, 
but spent some tune in settling the country, of which he had, 
at that time, th»* commission of Governor from the Emperor. 

Whfcn the first intelligence of Mohammed'* desertion 
reached Aurungwbc, he was overwhelmed with rage and 
astonishment, and concluded that the wiiok* array would 
follow the example of the Prince: he feared, not only Unit 
Bengal was h^t, but that Shujaa would again be enabled to 
contend with him for I he empire, 

But as, notwithstanding his numerous faults, that monarch 
possessed the quality of bravery in a superior degree, he gave 
instant orders for his army to take the field ; and had actually 
marched several days on the route to Bengal* when he received 
the agreeable news of the success of his arms at Tondah. 
This event satisfied him that hr fold little to fear from his 
brother; he therefore returned to Oehlj ; where, reflect nig 
on the strange conduct of his son, to whom he partly owed 
the crown*, he devised die following stratagem to break that 
comice dun the youth had so hastily formed. He wrote a letter 
as sf addressed secretly to Mohammed ; and scot it by* a special 
messenger, with directions to throw* himself in the way of 
Shtijaas spies, so that he should be discovered, am! the letter 
taken from him. The contents were as follow : 
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" To our beloved son Mohammed, w hose happiness and vj r _ 
safely ffre joined with our life, it was with regret and vnw * w* 
that we parted with our sun, when his valour became necessary 
to carry on the war against Sbujaa. We hoped, from the love 
we bear to onr first-born, to Uc gratified sotm with his return; 
and that he would have brought the many captive to our 
presence in tile space of a month, to relieve our mind from 
anxiety and fear. But ‘.even months passed away, without the 
completion of the wishes of Aurung^ebe. Instead of adhering 
to your duty, Mohammed, yon betrayed your father, and threw 

u blot on vour own feme. The smiles of a w oman have over- 

* * 

come filial piety- Honour is forgotten in the brightness of her 
beauty; and he who w as destined to vole the empire of the 
Moghuls, lias himself became a slave. But, as Mohammed seems 
to repent of his folly, we forget his crimes. He has invoked 
the name of God to vouch fur his sincerity ; and cur parental 
affection returns: lie has already our forgiveness; but the 
execution of what he proposes Is the only means tu regain 
our favour." 

Hie Letter made an impression on die mind of Shujaa, 
which -ill the pro testations of Mohammed could riot remove: 
he became silent and discontented. He had an affection for the 
Prince; and he was more enraged at being disappointed in the 
judgment which he had formed, than at the supposed treachery. 

Having continued three days to this agitation of mind, he at 
last scat for the Prince: he told him, in the: presence of his 
council, that, after all the struggles of affection with suspicion, 
the latter had prevailed ; that lie could no longer behold 
Mohammed with an eye of friendship, should he <*\en - wear 
t" Ills innocence in the holy temple of Mecca , that the bond

lie beheld him in Hit- light td an enemy. * It is therefore 
STm necessary* tor die peace rtf iHdV continued dntjiu, * that Mo« 
luimmed should depart Let him lake away his wife, with all 
the wealth and jewels which belong u> her rank, l he treasures 
of Siiajaa are open; he may take whatever he pkaies. Go.— 
A uruqgscbe should thank ine for sending aw ay his sun, before 
he has- committed a crime-' 

Mohammed, on this solemn occasion, could not refrain 
froin (.tars. He foU the injustice of the ropeuach; he admired 
the magnaiiimii ctf 'hujun; he pitied his misfartUflC*; but his 
owr; coin] it inn was equally deplorable. Ik knew the stcra 
rigour of his father, who never trusted any mm twice S hr 
knt'.w that hi* difficulty of Jutgiving was «|iud to his isauiiou. 
The prospect whs gloomy on either side: distrust utid misery 
were utih rihujaa, and u prisons the least piiitbliinefii to 
be expected from Auruugzehe. He took leave, the next day, 
of hit faUicr-ii>4uw t that prince presented bis daughter with 
jrwris, plate, and money, to a great amount, and die untor- 
Lunate pair pursued their journey to die Imperial camp. 

Mohammed, ac^6mpamcd In Ins spouse, die daughter of 
Shi.ji.i, unned slowly tow aril', tins camp of Jutnlu. His nit- 
him holy increased..as he advancedt but whither could be iU * 
No part of the wist empire of India was impervious to ihc 
arms <>f Aurungwbe; and he was not possessed of the- rucona 
of escaping beyond the limits of his father's power: he was 
even ashamed to shew himself among troops whom In* had 
descried Regret succeeded in lolly ; and lie scarce could reflect 
wilh patience on the past, though the fair cause of his mb- 
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fortunes still kept her dwnuuon over his mind, Having up- , wxr.vt 
pruuclml within a few miles -r Hit Imperialists, he t-vnl r« «-**• 
announcr his arrival to the Vizier. That mi hitter hastened to 
receive him with all the honours due to bis rank a squadron 
with dawn swords formed around his lent ; bin they were 
bis keepers rather Hun guards. Juotla, the very nett day. 
received a packet from t Jourt, which contained orders to send 
Mohammed, should be tall into Ills bands, under a strong 
escort to Dcbie. The officer w ho commanded the party was 
ordered u> obey the commands of tile l hi nee. but hr*, at the 
same time, ffeccised instructKins to watch bis motion*, and to 
prevent bis escape. 

Mohammed. though brave and enterprising like hi* father, 
was destitute of bis policy and art. Precipitate, full of fire, 
and inconsiderate, he woo more fitted for acting as j partisan 
than as a general, and was therefore less adapted tor war 
than for battle. Haughty in his icrupcr. yet easy in Ins 
address, and tin enemy to cruelty. An absolute stranger to 
j’car, he was daring und active on occasions Of danger j bur >u 
knew hi? own merit , arid bin ttdtf-conceit induced him to 
ascribe to his own decisive valour the whole success of his 
father. He had been often known to ray, that he placed 
Auningitcbt: on the ihranc, w hen He might have possessed it 
himself. Naturally open and generous, he despised the dupli¬ 
city of his father, and disdained power that must be preserved 
by an. Mis free conversations upon these subjects estranged 
from him the affections of lus father, who seen is to have eon- 
fV’SSeil his merit by hi* own fears ffed Mohammed accepted 
of the offer of Shall Julian*, w hen be seized that prim e, he had 
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vl rmiragf and activity suilkhmt to have kept po*e»ic» of the 
' thromiuflhc Moghul*: but he neglected the goto opportunity; 
and shewed his love of 9Wsty, when he was not pwsrssed of nny 
rational means to acquire the empire. His misfortunes, hvw- 
cv«, were greater than ids folly i he passed seven .years in a 
mtochoh prison at GaaBsr, till death put a period to his 

misery*.

wpamliM Arrarim from Bengal. As he ha.! taken tin- pre¬ 
caution of sanliitg (hrward an emnv, to explain t,. the Ri.j.i 
hb situation, and to solicit his hospitality and protection, hr 
was met on the front for hy an oifictrr from iliat prince. Miib 
assurances of his protection and friendship. 

These were the first consolatory words Slmjaa had heard 
for a long time. He and his family were delighted to ihiiiA 
their wandering ! 1 were now at an end; and, as tiny bail ill 
a considerable i[iutnlity of gold and jewel* wUli them, they 
hoped lo pass their lives in comfort in dial frilled pan of the 
world ; or that some-revolution in the politico of Ifmdoosun 
idight enable them to return thither, a* their anrritor iU»- 
may on had done from Persia. 

The Royal fugitives were met, at some distance from the 
city of Arracarj, bv a cavalcade, and escorted to a house 
prepared for their reception. There i he assurances ol the 
Haja were again repeated; and, as a proof «r his hospitality, 
a large supply of provisions, fruit, dec. was presented, as a 
welcome utferuig. 

For Efutic time Lhc conduct of the Raja was unexceptionable; 
bu(, whether alarmed by the threats, or won by the bt; i 
the Governor of Bengal, hU behaviour suddenly changed • he 
became cold and reserved , and Lb servant* no longer attended 
to the rights of hospitality. Ac length he scat Shujua a 
verbal message, that he must cither give him his daughter in 
marriage, or immediately quit his kingdom. The first of theae 
demands was an insult the unfortunate Prince did not expect. 
He replied, in haughty tcrim, that tlic race of Timom Mould 
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never submit Lo dishonour themselves by so inferior a con¬ 
nection , that ,!!■ -Mnnt a*, the mimswn changed, and u ship 
could be procured, he would quit the country, ami recompense 
him liberal!} mr the trouble he liad pvrn him : but that the 
Raja must be welt convinced it was impossible for lum to 
depart at that season of the year. The Raja waa highly 
offended at the hnughtiuess of this answer : and repeated his 
orders for Khujaa immediately to quit his territory. The 
unfortunate Prince was then convinced that the mind of die 
Raja was actuated by the combined passions of lust and 
avarice, and that certain death awaked him and his »<m<* 
hot, ji? there was yet a possibility of saving the lives of lus 
dittoes lies and friends* he summoned iluun to his presence; and 
having laid open t-< them his {iliuation. conjured them to leave 

■ 

him to his fate, and u* throw themselves cm the mercy of 
Aurung/ebe, who, he doubted not, would forgive their at¬ 
tachment to him, when n«mivd rims hr no longer existed. 
Hi* speech was heard with mehjnehoh attention and silencej 
but. when concluded. the whole assembly declared tlieir only 
icnbuiott was to shed their blood in his defence. 

In the mean lime, the Raja, having assembled his council, 
alarmed them by Lhc circitnistarnial ileuiil of a plot, which he 
pretended Slmjiia Imd Ian!, ia assassinate him. and to talc posses- 
sion of the throne or Ainicim. Notwithstanding the story wa> 
m the highest degree improbable, some of the council all'ccred 
to believe it; and gave- it as their opinion* that the foreigners 
should bt: iin mediately sent <uH i the country r but* us the 
followers of Ihu.dh are prohibited from shedding blood, except 
in Wile, the Council would nut authorize the Raju to touch ibe 
hte of lus prisoner, and although the princes of Arracatt were 
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despotic in their power, they wished to have ill their at** 

^^Uoned by the council, which cuittisied of a certain number 

of their principal officer* and ministers*. 

The Raja was ihcrelore obliged to Brail hi* ”> W 

troops* to remove the Moghuls ifora their pMj*e. 
and compel them to take the route of Cbmagongi but If. 
sc. doing, the life of one of bia subjects should be lost, ibe 
officer, commanding, was at liberty to satiate his revenge. Such 
a subterfuge wus unworthy even ot an Easicrn despot. wb« 
in hr , own mind hud fully determined the late of his 

devoted captives. 

The spot on which was situated the temporary house 
f ttrd up fur Sbujaa, was a narrow bank, with the nvtr in the 
fcost null stupendous cliff* bdiiml: ihe only «pproads wu, 
therefore, by one or other dank : these Sfmjaa lud taken oarr 
b trricadr in the best manner he could i and placed bis sou, 

wiUl ,'wcntr of his friends, St one end of the pH, while he, 
w ,lh iUc remainder of Iris adherents, defended ihe ulf.cn 

The favourite arms of the Arraeanncrs were a shun .non! 
lri buckler: with these tlaeji advanced, with horeiblc shouts, 
towards the residence «f Shujaa. bat wirhout discharging any 
inissijte weajems'f whilst the Moghuls, ignorant at their pm- 
iudiees and instructions, received them with a wDcjr of arrows, 
which bid many of the assailants level with the ground. The 
object of the Baja was accomplished: his people nuw sought 
revenge : and, terrible as assailants, they clambered to the 
top of the precipice, and hurled down huge stones or. the 
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heads of Shujoa and his friends, whose attention was occupied ,KtT 
in defending the Hanks of their position* The contest wa* no <«• 
longer ejpEil: the Amctmnets. supported every moment by 
fresh troops, were incessant in their attacks ; whilst the Mo¬ 
ghuls, wearied by she slaughter of their enemies, were at 
length overpowered, and the greater number cl them hewn 
lo pieces, 

SJuifeu was one of the l.tM who fell, lie was stunned |>y a m*;.*

large stone thrown from the precipice. He was instant h seized, 
disarmed, and hound; nud was afterwards placed in a small 
canoe, with two of his attendants, who insisted upon accom¬ 
panying him. They were carried into the middle of the stream; 
when the boatmen, having pulled out some plugs from the 
bottom of the vessel, jumped overboard, and were soon picked 


up by another boat. The iTincc, being fast bound, sunk 
without a Struggle: hm 1 ns two friends made a vain cilbrt to 
save themselves, by swimming * the breadth of the river, or 
tlie opposition of' their enemies, prevented their reaching the 
shore; and they obtained that death which, according to the 
regulations of Arracan, was the exclusive privilege of the 
Royal family*. 

The wife and daughters of Sbojaa, in a fit of despair, threw 
themselves into the river: they were not, however, permitted 
til escape so easily ; they were seized, and carried, with all the 
other females, to the Raja’s palace. 

When the Raja had the insolence 10 wait upon Piaree Ranu 
(the Beloved Princess), who was celebrated in Bengal fi» 
her wit and beauty, she drew, a dagger, anti attempted to 
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HpftW slab the wretch. but failing in her design, all* turned it 
' agauut herself, and fell by tier own hand- Oi the three 

daughters, two are wild to have put an end to thnr iniuforumca 
by poison: the third was forcibly married to the Haja t hot 

did not long survive iter disgrace. 

Or the sons of Shujuu. the eldest. sixteen Vcnirs of age, vw 
wounded severely in the battle; the other was still I fa infant: 
they were kept as prisoners for a short time, and thru com¬ 
muted u> * watery grave. Such was the melancholy end of 
Shuiiia and Ins family; a prime deserving a milder fate; but his 
virtue woe be tier adapted for private than for public life. Me 
might have tilled with credit the thrums of a well-regulate; ! and 
established kingdom ; but lie hud not energy nr ability to r<m- 
temi with sudi U rival as Aunmg/che : nor prudence to remain 
content with a province, wttfe he thought himt-rlf entitle to 
the empire, No prince was ever more beloved than Shtijua: 
misfortune, ami even death itself, could not deprive him of his 
friends : and though his fate was not known to HEHtdomlnn for 
some year* after 1m death, it filled every eye with tears ; ami 
when ihe melancholy intelligence was communicated to Shah 
.lehiitt, he exclaimed, *• t Quid not the cursed infidel have left 
one son of Shnjaa alive, to avenge rite wrongs of Ins grand* 
v n, mhi, father?'- These events occurred in the year 1071.

As this officer his made. and will still mate, a conspicuous 
figure in tins history, it is thought requisite to give sonic 
account of his origin, and me in life, 

Mohammed, generally called Mtttr Joomla, «•« hum tn the 
vicinity of Ispahan, n city for many years the capital of Persia. 
When arrived at the age of manhood, he imitated the example 
of a number of his successful countrymen, and went to seek his 
fortune tn India. His propitious stars led hint to Golcondali; 
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sect, vi where?, about (he year a. it* ItHio, li*' obtained an employment, 
i in the service of rhe Sultan Abdallah Kouttiab Shalt, snve- 

feign of Telingana; and, by degrees, rose to the command of 
the armj * Whilst in this situation, he subdued the country 
culled Carnatic Bala Ghaut. w bieh yielded a revenue of forty 
loc& (4,000, uoo) of rupees per annum, and comprehended the 
strong fortresses of tiuujy Kotta and Sudhoot. A* this dis* 
irici is ven rich, and eodtaitis several diamond mines, vi , t 
lim mln waa supposed to have collected great wealth lur himself: 
m proof 'if this fact, he raised a select corps of ,'oor. cavalry,, 
which be maintained at his own expense. This circumstance 
shortly roared die envy and jealousy of alt the courtiers, and 
caused suspicion in the mind of the Sultan. 

During ihe period that Mecr Joomtn was employed in the 
Carnatic, he left his son. Meet Mohammed Amccn, to be his 
agent at Court, but the youth, pulled up with pride at the 
success of hi* father, conducted himself in a very dissolute and 
dwefpectttJl manner , and had Ac audacity it* come to Court 
tiro; dav in a state of intoxication, and to fall oil rep un the 
1 Vince's musnutU: such behaviour could not puss unnoticed ; 
he was severely reprimanded, and tor bidden Lu appear in the 
presence or tin* Sultan. 

When this intelligence reached MeerJoomta, he was convinced 
that his enemies were plotting his min, and that it would be 
Uttsafr for him to return to Golcondah. He therefore made 
overtures to the [VinceAurungzebc, who then commanded Ihe 
I mptrial army in the Dekkan, which were favourable received; 
and ihe Prince having recommended 1dm to the Lmpcrur bhali 
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Jchan, an envoy was i*. u totiti) sciu from Dcltlv, to the seam 
Court ot knot tub Shah. to demand the iltschiirge of both ■■ j. 
t:iihi"' and som: tor Ihe former of whom the envoy carried a 
Commission of Commander ot srnm horse, and for the sou 
the rank of Colonel of Soon, 1 m the Imperial service. 

Before the arrival of the eimn . Koerttub Shah, having Jcar^t 
the object ot hit niftsion. confined Mohammed Aincen, and 
M'lwd all the property of the lather ibat he could discover. 

Thia conduct drew on the Sultan the vengeance of A lining- 
zebe,* an army, under the command <if his son Mohammed, 
entered Telingana; and. having laid waste the country, and 
plundered die city of Hyderabad, compelled the Sultan to 
deliver up Meer Jpomlu and hit mui, with all their wealth : and 
to purchase his own pardon hy a present of one million ster¬ 
ling. and by giving his daughter in marriage to Mohammed t 
On the 1 Jtbof the month Jumrnnd ul Akhir, a.b. 1&&7, 

Mrcr douiiila, wuli Im arrived in the comp of the Prince 
Mohammed, and were most graciously received: they th em 
proceeded m join Atirungzebe, by whom they were treated 
wiUi great reapert, mid art mtimarv was crmcutnl between the 
parties. On tlic 25th of Ramzan they readied Oehly, and 
had the honour o; being introduced to the Emperor. On this 
occasion M< tr loom (a presented his Majesty with :t | ar ge 
diamond, worth two lacs, and sixteen thousand rupees; also 
swy elephants, and other valuable commodities ; am mm ting, 
in ail, to the value of fifteen lacs of rupees. 

in return, loom la was h burnt mi with the title of Maazhn 
Khan, the rank of ( mnimtmlcr 01 @m>ti horse, with the insignia 
of standards and kettle-drums; the office ot Dewan,aiid« present 
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Kcr . vi, of five h»ca of rupees in specie. The knowledge anil abilities 
trttrT of Jooiub recommended liim, in a high degree to life Crajimjr, 
a nd the place of Vizier hav ing soon after become vuumL by 
I he <katb of Hnadulfo Khan, i^t withstanding all tlu* oppo¬ 
sition of the Prince Dam, who was averse m dootnlu. muulm 
connect ton with Aunmgzebc, that officer was appointed to 
the highest office in the empire. 

In the civil wars between the brothers, for the throne, 
Joomta took part, with his patron, Aurungzcbe; joined hfo 
camp, near Kudjwu, the da) preceding tin* batik with Shujaa, 
and, by hi* abilities and courage, contributed much t*> the 
success of that day. Tlu- high opinion entertained of him by 
Aurungzebc berimed by his having Wen sclented to cam cm 
the war against Sliujaa and his conduct tin licit mention 
gained for him the applause and esteem of his aavcrrigu. He 
was promoted to tile rant of Generalissimo of tin? armies* and 
the high tide of Shan fijjaiun (Chief of the Nobles). 

U has been before mentioned, that Mcer Joimila* having 
,oLikd the affairs of the western part of Bengal, pursued the 
KniiHiiii unfortunate Shttjaa to Dacca. In that city he fixed h is res- 
Jonr deuce, and again rendered it the cap mi) of the pros i»M*c, *|i 

During the period that the army of Mccr J ooml.i had occupied 
Rajemahcl, hi: had stop! the boats, laden w ith sa! ipclre, lujlooging 
ike English, and much injured fjreirtrsdc ul Patna i in c<m- 
rv^£i^ sequence of which, the English had tile audacity, in the year 
io7l. to seize one of his vessels, for which foe threatened to 
expel them the country: but early in the following rear, on 
their making rm apology, ami restoring the vesrel. he forgave 
them* and, during ihe remainder of hia government, treated 
them with lenity, He, however, insisted upon their continuing 
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to pay the /teMUfctA, * *>r amuud offering of 30tia rupees, which 
feat bemr eshibUshed; by ihr Fnujdar of Hoogly, during the A 
late dvil war. 

Whilst the empire of Tlindaosfam was convulsed by the 
content ion 9 Atirtd^pwhf and hi* bfotiwrs for the throne, 

several of the bordering Zemindars anti tributary Ka)as' with¬ 
drew their necks front the collir of olusdittnce ; ami not only 
neglected t<» send tiny part their revenues to the Imperial 
treasury, but even invaded the provinces Aiming*! tin: most * 
jii »:u m m ot ihtse was IhieititutppuAi, Uur Raja of Couch Rcyltar, 
whose country, although frc<piriitly plundered by the Mo- 
hrrnimetUim, and compel led to pay tribu r*. was never abso¬ 
lutely subdued. This chief, uking advantage nt the absence 
of the Moghul army, seiatrd upon Kamrtwip, ami ^-icrai other 
or the Imperial districts which adjoined bis territories. 

To the north-east of Bengal is rituated the extensive, ami 
the oner powerful, kingdom of .Want This country »*, ge¬ 
nerally speaking, a Willey , 700 tuilrs in length by in breadth, 
through the middle of wtin'll runs the great river Btirlutm- 
[k-. iter, w Inch, after ntirrng Bengal, joins tin: 1 ingest ihrM- 
rtvrrs pour tlieii united atreams into the neon nor Deccan 
Stmbacponr*. 

The prince of this country named JydcJ Sing, had, during 
the civil wirs, m*jii an army down the Durban ipooler ; which 
hud plundered and laid waste the country a* far as Dacca, ami 
carried away w ith them a number of the inhubicopta a* slaves. 

To avenge these infill:,, ami to re-establish the tame of the 
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sbct.Vc Moghul government, was ail object of great solicitude to Mcer 
' Joomla ; who. as aoon'fts he TO szimM with regard to die 
A,a ltd. Prince Shujaa, in the year 10? 1 , collected, in the neighbour¬ 
hood of Dacca, a uumuroas army, well equipped with artiHen 
and warlike stores, and accompanied by a strong fleet m 
-war-boats. 

i- mi- Mcer Joi.mila, having previously obtained the sanction ot' 

iTifEi'"' tllc E m peror, early in the year lo;2, marched, at the bead of 
• Ms I'ovcea, from Dacca, As be bad embarked his hcaty 
urliUcry and stores on Imartl the fleet, be directed bis march 
along tlie bank of the IVurhampouter ; but a,-, there was nr» 
regular road by this route, he was frequently obliged to cut 
Ms way through woods, and to form CMifiWJty-s over tin* 
swamps. All bough llm measure delayed ids progress it, in the 
end. facdtiutcd his conquest; for the Raja of Couch Bey bar, 
mu expecting the invasion from lhai quarter, bad directed all 
his attention to fortify and defend the two other roads which 
kd to his capital, Such were lhr difficulties that occurred in 
this route, Lha: the General win himself obliged to set an 
example to his troops, by taking the axe in his vwh hands, 
and flitting down j tree. On seeing i\w action, the proud 
Moghuls, who, previous to that time, had considered lighting 
3$ (heir on!v duty, alighted fn® their hor-Fes, arid exerted 
themseh’t^ in clearing the way. By their endeavours, and 
the <:o-operation of a number of elephants, a road was at 
length formed; which enabled Mcer Joomla to approach, 
with little opposition, the city of Ifeyhan and the Kaja, 
sensible of his inability to oppose so formidable an enemy, 
took to flight. Mid concealed him self in the woods anil hills- 
On the 27th of Hubby al Avul (third month), Mccr Joomin 
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took possession of the capita! of Couch Beyliar: and, in v>. 
compliment to the feigning ftiuperor, changed its mime to 
Altim g cc r u flg xir. 

As it was the intention of Meer Joorola to retain possession 
of dial district, he appointed Syud Mohammed saduc to 1 >«? 
chief judge; with directions to destroy till the idolatrous temples, 
and to erect mosques in their stead. He, however, issued orders 
to his troop* not to plunder, nr injure, any ol the inhabitants; 
but to seize upon at} the property of the Raja, wherever it could 
be found. To evince hit real for religion, tin* Cleticral hi nisei f, 
with r baUk-axe, broke lIic celebrated image of ?i a rain (the 
principal object of worship of the Hindoos of that province), and 
afterwards, ascending to the roof of‘the temple, proclaimed the 
Mohammedan call to prayers. With this exception on the article 
Of religion, Meer Joomla would not permit his troops to be guilty 
of any injustice to his new subjects; and instituted a court for 
the express punishment of plunderers, or other offenders. 

By these means, the inhabit ants of Couch ftcyhnr became 
reconciled to their invaders ; and many of them, who had fled 
front the city, returned to their habitations. At length, Bishen 
Nanfm, the son of the Raja, who was on bad terms with his 
father, came in: at the instance of Mw Jootnla, be was con¬ 
verted 10 the Mohammedan faith ; and on the promise of being 
raised imm ediately to the ilaje, undertook to seize his lather. 

To effect this impious undertaking, a considerable force, 
under the command of hfundiar Beg, was sent with Bislien 
Narain, who entered the woods, and, having pursued the itaja 
for sonu- time, compelled him to take refuge in a bill fort of 
Lluotan; the only ciiirame to which was by a bridge composed 
«t iron chain*, and which was easily taken to pkv<-~ . ti the 
approach of an enemy. Although disappointed in acizing the 
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thev captured his principal minister, with aU his family 
in 'd wealth: ll.cv also found, in the wood, 250 guns, great and 
‘small, and touch other property ; all of which was forwarded 
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Meer Joomla, having settled the revenues of touch Bev or 
.,t ten lacs of Norain rupees- and made his arrangements, lett 
fourteen hundred horse, and two thousand musquetecre, under 
the command of Isfundtar Beg, to support the new go¬ 
vernment ; and proceeded to the conquest of Assam. 

Meet Joomla was resolved not to quit sight ot hts fleet, 
un which were embarked his stores and depot of provisions, 
he regained the bant, of lire Burbampooter ; and, having 
crossed that river, near Ranganiuttv, at the expense of great 
labour and much delay he formed a road which enabled him to 
proceed bv abort stages. During ibis march, as the Imperial 
amp was ‘obliged to drag the bouts against a strong current, 
and’the troops were necessitated to cross rivers and to clamber 
over precipices, it frequently happened that tluur day s journey 
did not exceed one or two miles; daring which time, ablioug t 
not opposed bv the enemy in front, they wen often annoyec 
0,1 their flanks, by small parties ot the Assamese firing on them, 
from behind trera. or wherever the nature of the ground per- 
milted them to approach unseen t but as the General shared m 
all the fatigues and danger, frequently walking the whole wav. 
Un- troops continued to advance w ithout rourmurmg. although 
their rest was often broken, after a most fatiguing day. journey, 
by Lhc nigh( Blinds ©i tlic enemy, 

Afti:r a most wcarisfllW-* march, the Moghul army came in 
of the mrt of J?<myLe*. huilt upon a lull, which com- 
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mended the river, and was garrisoned by 20,000 men, sup¬ 
plied by a fleet of war-boats, anchored across the stream. 
Meet Joomlu immediately gave order* tor his boars to attack 
those of the enemy, while he invented the fortress by land. 
Hiscaiuum, which were probably served by Europeans, quickly 
dispersed the Assuifttte Arm; and die garrison, dispirited by 
their retreat, abandoned the post during the night. 

The Moghul General, having taken possesion of the fortress, 
which he named Alia Allah (the Gift of God), placed a garrison 
therein : he then proceeded on his route ; aud, after capturing 
& number of other places, 011 tbe sixth ot Shabait ( 8 th month) 
took possession of Gliergong, the capital of the kingdom. 

As the Moghul army required some rest after their harassing 
journey, and the rainy season was approaching. Meer Joomla 
cantoned bis troops in the vicinity of the river extending 
from Glrtrgong to Mutteapure, a distance of seven miles; and, 
as the Raja had tied at his appearance, and taken slid ter 
in the mountains, he was under no apprehension of any mo¬ 
lestation from the inhabitants of the country, to the principal 
of whom he had granted protection, and taken their promise 
of allegiance, Misled by this confidence, Meer Joomla des¬ 
patched couriers to the Emperor, informing him, that he bad 
opened a road to China, and hoped, next campaign, to display 
the Moghul standards in that rich country. 

This intelligence afforded much pleasure to Aunmgxebe, 
who fluttered himself that his victorious banners would meet, 
in the distant region of China, those of his Tartar relations, 
tliv descendants ot Jcngic/. Khan. He, in consequence, gave 
orders for a numerous levy of troops to lie assembled at J)ehJy, 
Lbr the purpose of supporting Mccr Jooiuta, and maintaining 
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recr. ti, his conquests. The Emperor also conferred on Mohammed 
Amcen, the sort of Joomla, an honorary dress, as a testimony 
of respect for his father; he also wrote to the General a letter, 
with bi& ow n hand, congratulating him on his success, and 
encouraging htm lo proceed; hut, alas ? these hopes were 
of a short* lived duration. 

*.0 m The rainy reason of the year 1072 set in with uncommon 
violence, the rivers overflowed their tanks, and laid the 
whole of the Valley of Assam under water; forage was n«- 
wIu-ti' procurable; and the Moghul cavalry, of whom ihe 
Assamese were so much afraid that hundreds of them often 
fled before ten horsemen, could no longer act. 

The Raja returned, at the head of his troop*, front the 
mountains; and, having surrounded the Moghuls on cv-ry 
side, cut off all supplies, from the country. Provisions became 
scarce i and the dampness of tile climate, or malignity of the 
air. occasioned a pestilentiul disorder, which swept off a 
number of the troops: distress in every form attacked the 
Moghuls, but, u: it wiisiiupossible cither to advance or retreat, 
there wu> no other remedy for them but patience. 

During the period that the Moghul army w as thus sur¬ 
rounded with mis for twits* the Assamese were incessant in their 
night attacks, and succeeded in cutting of several of (lie 
detached parties; they also, with poisoned arrows, severely 
wounded many of the principal officers, and killed a number 
of the men and bon**. 

At length, in the mouth Hubby al Avul ( 3 d month) of 
A.o.t®«; . ihc year ir>? 3 , the rains liegan to subside, and the dry ground 
to appear. Meer Jooinla lost not a moment in retaliating on 
hi* enemies; he sent out detachments to beat up their quarters; 
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ami wherever an opportunity offered fur the cavalry to act. st> 1 VJ -, 
the'- drover the Assamese before them, u like sheep before 
the wolf .* 1 The Raja again tied to the mountains, and 
sent an envoy to solicit peace, Nicer Joomht either was, or 
pretended to be, averse to any other terms than absolute sub- 
mission; but being attacked by a violent dysentery, and the 
troops mutinous to return to Bengal, he at length listened 
to the solicitations at i>ilere Khan, and other officers, and 
agreed to withdraw his troops from Assam, on condition of 
the Raja [laying a large sum at money, presenting i\ number 
at" elephants, yielding up his daughter to be married to one of 
the Princes, and promising an annual tribute-’ 

These teems having been accepted by the Raja, an envoy 
arrived in the Moghul camp on the 6th of the second Jem- a. o. ia,-i. 
mail ( 0 <h month), and presented ro Nicer Juomla 2u,Q00 tolabs 
of gold*. 1,008,0(1(1 mbits in silver, forty elephants, and two 
young ladies, one said to in; the daughter of the Raja, and the 
’other i he daughter of a powerful chief w hose territories ad¬ 
joined Assam: he also brought four young men, of good family, 
to remain as hostages fur l in- payment of the annual i rib me, 

\S Idle Mecr Jaanila thus successfully conducted the war in 
Aitem, Isfumliiir Beg and Use other officer* whum he; had 
left in charge of Couch Reyhar, by their oppressions and rvran- 
nical conduct, so disgusted the inhabitants of that province, 
tiiat they rose in a body, and solicited their expelled Raja. 
Bfcmnaraui, to return among them, and again to assume the 
rein*- of govern ment- 

As igun as thr Raja found himself sufficiently powerful, he 
,l1 " :i P'dde message to hfundtar Beg, and Mohammed Saleh,

* ' retm; peaceably and quietly from Ids dominions, they might 

do so unmolested: hut if they persisted in remaining, they

The Moghul chiefs at first dbreganled this menace; but 
alter several skirmishes, in which they lost a number of men 
arid officers, they found it advisable to retire to Chow ha tty, 
there to await the return of the army from Assam. 

In the middle of Jemmad Assany (Oth month), Meer.WmU 
commenced his return to Bengal. At this period im anuy 
was so much reduced by famine and sickness, hat nine men 
out of ten were with difficulty transported; and many ot 
them daily perished on the march; while the General himself 
was nearly exhausted by his disorder. 

1;J Oic end of Shaban ( 8 th month) the army arrived at 
Ghowhatlv, on the confines of Couch Beyhar; and, nolw n.h* 
standing the weak state of Meer Joomla, he selected all the 
efficient part of the army, and sent them, under the command 
of fhudvoed K b-*» and Asghur khan, to reconqurr that pru- 
viikc. He then proceeded, with the remainder of lib forces, 
towards Dacca; hut on his arrival at khuerpore, his consti¬ 
tution being exhausted by latigue and disease, he resigned his 
soul to the Angel of death, on the ad of Ramzan (fllh month) 

A.D.IMH. Of the JQT 

Mecr Joouila-was one 01 those characters who have risen 
more in consequence of tlseir own abilities than by any peculiar 
instance of good fortune. He possessed an excellent under¬ 
standing, great coolness of mind* and undaunted courage. He 
was calculated for the intrigues of the cabinet, as well as tor 
the stratagems of the field, In private life he was amiable and 
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humane; In his public transactions, dignified and just. He . sta: n . 
disdained to use ungenerous means against his adversaries, and 
even expressed his joy on the escape ot Sultan Shujaa troth his 
anus. Till his death he retained the title of Vizier, though the 
duties of the office were performed by his deputy, Raja Rago- 
nath. His death was even regretted by tlie Europeans, who 
had formerly complained ot his exactions; 

When the Emperor was informed of the death of Meer 
doom hi. and the ttnSttccestful (ennimtion of the expedition to 
Assam. he was greatly distressed; and sent the prince Mo¬ 
hammed Miiuzim to condole with the family of the deceased 
chief, and to assure his son, Amcen Ehatu ol the Imperial 
favour and support: hut the enemies of Aurtmgzehe were ol 
opinion that he was much pleased with the event, as he was 
excessively jealous of 1 he abilities, and much feared the am¬ 
bition, of that great man.

wa5 i conferred <m SliaisUi HJian, the Ameer al Omrah, srm of 
the celebrated Vizier Asuf Mi, and nephew of the Empress 
Nonr Jelian, but as that officer Itad not then recovered from 
the wounds he had retired at Poona, in the DekJtan, troth 
the assassins of the Mulirulta chief SevagCe", he was permitted 
to govern the province by his deputy, Daoud Khan, and did 
^,i iri«a.4. not proceed thither until the year 1074. 

The adiiirs of the province, at that period, required the 
presence of an able Governor; For the Raja of Arman, ti ruling 
tluti tui notice was taken of his conduct to Sultan Shujaa, 
concluded that the Moghuls were at raid of his power; and 
when he heard of the death of Mcer JoomLj, he directed his 
troops to possess themselves uf all the eastern coast, to the 
mouth of the Ganges. He al,<o again took into hi* employ¬ 
ment a number of the Portuguese adventurers whose know¬ 
ledge in maritime adult- irnabh d him to conntnuit ami navigate 
vessels of a sufficient size ro carry can non : with these, and 
bis own swift-rowing war-boats, he extended lit- ravages to all 
the islands not in his possession, and seized a number of boats, 
richly laden, in diderent parts of the Ganges, Such was the 
Citeni of their depredations, that, the inhabitants ol Dacca 
trembled when they heard the name ot the Mugbs* whose 
general practice was to kill the men, and to cam* otf the 
women and children as slaves.

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f lap of the finit acta of Sliaista Khan's ntithority was to ^tr. vi, 
assemble, in the year 1075, at Dacca, a numerous fleet of boats, 
and an army of 13,000 meat. Three thousand of these be 
immediately embarked on board the boats, under the com¬ 
mand of ait olikcr. named riusscu Beg, wirh. orders to dear 
the river of the pirates, ami to drive them from the is lands of 
which they bad taken possession. The remainder of the army 
he placed under the command uf his own ion, (htzurg Oincid 
Khan, whom he instructed to proceed by land, ami co-operate 
with the fleet in punishing the Mughs, 

The fleet sailed from Dacca ; and entering the great river 
Megna. which is formed by Lhc junction of the Bui'bampOQter 
and Ganges, iftusen Beg took by storm the forts of Jugdea and 
Ahimgeemagur, u Inch were situated at the mouth of the river, 
and had been for some time in possession of the Raja. Hence 
he sailed to the island nf Svmttecp, of which the enemy bad a. o. tm- 
been fur many years fitp^scssios, and’where they bad erected 
strong stockades in various pbecs. The Moghuls were 
fortunate in m uprising, in dial place, a part of the Arracan fleet, 
which they took with little trouble; but the capture m die 
stockades was not so easily effected ; and several weeks w ere 
required to expet. or seize, the whole of the Mughs, who are 
celebrated for their dexterity, both in die construction amj 
the defence of such fortifications. 

Husscn Beg. having thus completed the object of bis 
instructions, waited for the arrival of the army, which had pro¬ 
vided by land: in the meantime, he wrote, with the unction

The negotiation was scarcely eondaMj when one w the 
party communicated it to the Raja, who was much irrirated, 
and resolved to take ample vengeance, hv putting them all to 
thr sword; the Portuguese wenv therefore under the necessity 
of abandoning thetr property, and bt hurrying on hoard their

General, who. liavbig selected ihr 
most efficient of them to assist in the expedition against Ar- 
rncan. sent the remainder to tlic Governor, who assigned for 
their residence n place twelve miles below Dacca, still called 
Frlagy Ilarur, or European town, where mam of their de¬ 
scendants jet reside. 

The army under Omeid Shan, having advanced by short 
marched on account of die badness of the roada, at length 
reached die river Fhennv, which formerly constituted die 
south-east boundary of Bengal * here Lhey found an army of 
Arcacanners prepared to oppose their crossing; but the ap¬ 
pearance of the Moghul cavalry, an object they had never 
before seen, alarmed them to such a degree, that they tied 
with precipitation to Chittagong. 

In the mean time, Husseti Beg, having obtained intelligence 
flint the army was jirmfH, set sail from Simdeejs, mid endea¬ 
voured to form a junction with it, but, opposite a place called 
Commerca, he was attacked by the Arraean licet, consisting 
of three hundred armed vessels, of different sixes; and although, 
owing principal]} to the nssistanct of the Portuguese, he was 
enabled to repulse the enemy, and take or sink several of their 
vessels, yet he was so much alarmed by this new species of 
warfare, tv which the Moghuls had not been accustomed, that 
he ran the fleet close u> the shore, and sought protection from 
the army. Omcid RLuin immediately detached to hi* assistance 
all the artillery and mus<|ueteci> ■ and when the Armcanners, 
early next morning, renewed Ur- attack in shallow-water, the 
guns opened ;t heavy and unexpected five on them, and com¬ 
pelled them to retreat. 

The united forces Chen proceeded to the city of Chittagong, 
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*rrr x\ to which they laid aicge , and although it was well fortified, 
ct»uf«Bt anti defended by a number of eahtiuii, the garrison, alarmed 
£iTtm* at the retreat Cl their fleet, endeavoured, tin ring the night, tn 
make their eaciipe. They were pursued by the Moghul 
cavalry, and 2000 of them sci/jcd and sold as slaves, TwttHfe 
homfreJ ami Iwenty-thm* pieces or cannon, ot different 
calibres, and a number of stores, were found tn the place: 
but the raptors weir disappointed in the quantity of 
wealth tliry expected U> have shared. Omdd Khan changed 
ft n i«ft. the name of the city to Islamabad* {The fbaieienw of 
4 ” M V dir Faithful); and annexed it to the province of Bengal: 

tearing a considerable force to defend it, from the incursions 
of the M uglis, 

Chakra Khan governed Bengal, with great ptvubme ami 
f lue:, vigour, till the end of ihc year 104? : when, at his ow n 
request, be was recalled to Court. ^ 7 n Ins arrival, be pre¬ 
sented the Emperor with thirty Jae* of rupee* (nearly .l 5 o,oon/.) 
m specie , sonic elephants, and a number of curuMitittl. He w as 
most graciously received, and sunn alb r appointed Governor 
of thr province of Agra. 

It ia exceedingly difficult to do justice to the character ot 
this officer. By the Mohammedan historians he is described 
as the Pattern of Excellence; but by the English he is vilified as 
the oppressor of ttic human race, 11 ie following facts are, 
however, string presumptive proqfe in favour of the veracity of 
the former. During the govern mem of Sfcafeta Khan, the com¬ 
merce of the English, notwithstanding the allrgetl oppression* 
of the Governor, continued to do mash; beaiili^ rhetr factories 
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at BalJasorc and Hoogly. they had established agents at Patna, sect, vi 
C’o&sIiii bazar, and Dacca; and their expo rtatiimof saltpetre alone, 
in, some vear^ amounted r*» Itioo tons; and their importation 
ofJjulUoi), in ti single veajj (o i lo.nimT : further, although no 
English vessels were allowed to sad up the Ganges*before his 
time; viz, i>. tiitH, vet it Appears that, itithe year ifHjp, tile 
Eitst-litdra Company had, by ins permission, formed a regular 
etrtatljtUhnwnt -if pilots, for conducting their ships up and down 
the river. He a I mi, in I lie year 1672, granted them all order 
for frrctlora of trade throughout the province, without the 
payment of any duties*. 

On the other hand, the Company's agents complained, that 
he frequently stopr their trade, and seized upon their saltpetre; 
that, instead of the annual present of joco rupees, settled in 
itfafl, hr exacted from them the same duties Unit were paid 
by the Hindoos. and that hi* officer* were guilty of a thousand 
exactions 1 , That, in Iluogly. the officers ui government com* 
peN llteHindoo merchants to take their money at 25 percent, 
interest; and frequently called un them hi repay ihe principal 
at the end of nine months, charging the full year’a interest. 

Thai, in consequence: of various e«m(i sea dons, the public 
alters had frequently a quantity of gotith »n their hands, 
which they obliged the Hindoo merchants to take at a I ugh 
price, and dispose of as they could ; and that he compelled 
Hit; English and Dutch soldiers to attend him in the war 
again r \rntcun There is. still extant a public letter from the 
Govern or uf Madras, to Slcusiu Khan, dated May 7 , HJj7,

jn consequence of tins event, Sultan Afiiim quilted Dacca

march from Agra to Guaamt in nine days. 

T rhe Prince's mode of travelling is thus described by one of 
his attendants.

to turn Mohammedan, The object of this threat was merely 
In extort money ; but the pars! moo i out and persevering Hindoo 
remained long in confinement. without complying with their 
wishes ; and was at length liberated, at the intercession of 
Prince Mohammed Astf.iin, lo whom he was known. 

The fectOrt Of the English Company, having found it ex¬ 
ceedingly troublesome and expensive to procure a fresh order 
tor freedom of trade from every -succeeding Qorcmar, had, 
upon the removal of Shaista Khun, sent ;m agent: with him to

The gre.it increase of Lite- Bengal investments, and the pro* 
cunng of the Imperial fir man. i mi need the Company to render 
Bengal independent of Madras; and, in consequence, they ap¬ 
pointed Mr. Hedges* one of their Directors, to be chief agcm, or 
Governor, of all iheir affair* in the Bay of Bengal, and all other 
factories^uhordinatc i Iicrcto. His residence was fixed atHungly; jgjf h 
and, in order to give dignity to the office, a guard of a corporal A ‘ ^ lu ' r, ‘ 1 
and twenty European soldiers was scot trom Tort St. George, 
for his protection. This was the first military establishment of 
the Company in Bengal, and the foundation of the English 
power in that country*. But as the Imperial firman was pur¬ 
posely drawn out in a vague ami obscure style, it soon gave 
rise to disputes, and involved their ail airs in difficulty l. 

Some other circumstances also occurred, about tins dnn.% 
which added much *n the embarrassments of the English. In 
i.he vear lop,?, ,i young man. calling himself the son of Sultan *.n, a;,*. 
Shujaa, made his appearance at Patna; who pretended he had, 

With much difficulty, effected his escape from Arraean j and 
called upon the people to espouse his causes but Syf hlian, 
the governor of Bchar, obtaining intelligence of the circuiti- 
cLance before he could procure any partisans in hi& favour, 
seized him, and put him in irons. 

A few days after this event. Gauge rain, thc > zemindar of 
Behai - , rebelled ; and, having collected a number of followers,

The Nuwa 5 , who was detested tor his tyrannical dis- 
position, and who had neglected to keep up a proper ests- 
hJislum nt of troops, was so much alarmed, that he had not ihc 
courage to meet the rebels, bin shot himself up in the city; 
the fonitii at ions of which being very deficient* the mhabaants 
were cieessively alarmed, and the merchants sent «lT alt their 
most valuable property. The siege continued for some time . 
hui owing more to the awkward net* of the assailants than to 
the courage of the garrison, lhe former tailed in i heir attempt, 
and were obliged to content tfacmsdm with the plunder of the 
adjacent villages. Some of the soldier* of the garrison, however, 
commiserating the situation of the pretended son or Shujaa, 
struck olfliU irons* anil permitted him to escape to the rebels ; 
which added strength to their party. and increased the suspi* 
etdiui and alarm of the Governor. At length, reinforcements 
arriving from Benarasand Dacca, the rebels dispensed, und the 
gales of the city were again opened. 

During tlie period of this disturbance. Mr. Peacock, and 
the other Fnglbdi gentle men, continued to reside unmolested at 
their factory at Smgee, dUlant ten or twelve miles from 
Patna, anvniig the saltpetre grounds; which circumstance 
inducing the Kuwait to suspect they w ere in league with the 
rebels, he not only forbad them purchasing any more saltpetre

Mr. Gyti&rd. in the year 1007, made an application, in the *• 
name of the Company, to the Nuwab Shaistft Khan, for 
pcrjEi?siort to erect a furtilication in the mouth, or on the 
banbi, of tint Ganges—to prevent the ships of those persons, 
whom Lbrv denominate 1 1 interlopers, from entering the river; 
and for the belter protection of their own properly. But the 
Nuwab was *ou espcrleiieed a statesman to trust foreigners 
with such power: he not only refused the request, but insisted, 
notwithstanding the Emperors firman, upon the English 
paying three and a half per cent, duties upon all their imports, 
instead of the animal sum of soon rupees, wi»ich they had for¬ 
merly paid. 

This cirriitiiHinnrr, aggravated by the oppressions of the 
Ftiujetiar 1 uf Coswmbasar, brought, on a dispute between the 
Nuwab and the English, which 30 in hired the trade of the 
latter, tltat their ships were obliged to leave Bengal without 
obtaining cargoes The Nuwab. nevertheless, stated the allair 
in such alight to the Emperor as much excited lus anger against 
the English, 

\\ bihi the: minds of each party were thus exasperated, 
there seemed to be no other remedy for the English than—

On the -'ttth of October, three English soldiers quaiv 
celled, in the market, with some of the Nowak's troops, and 
were severely heatcu: a company of soldiers w ere, in' eonre- 
nuenec, called out for their defence i afterwards a aecou 
company, and tlreu the whole of tire English troops s ami as. 
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upon tin* first alarm, the Nuwall’s forces, who were encamped ^f o VI , 
outside the town, also joined their countrymen, a general * 
action took place. Sixty of the Moghul troops were kilted, and 
a CAnsidemhte number of them wounded. Duringituf conflict, 

Admiral Nicholson opened a cannonade on the town, and 
burnt five hundred houses; amongst which was the Company's 
factory, valued, with I lie good* therein, -it 300,000/.; mid a 
party of his seamen, having landed, spiked all the guns in thr 
batteries. 

The 1'oujcriar, much alarmed by these events, solicited * 
suspension of hostilities, which was granted, on condition 
of hi* giving assistance Lu convey the saltpetre, and other 
goods that might be saved from the cuotlagraiiou, on board the 
ships; with this stipulation be immrdiuldy acquiesced l and, 
at a conference held between litin and Mr t tiiiroock, agreed 
to restore to the English all their privileges of trade. titiUl 
they could obtain a new firman from the Emperor, 

It is probable that this act of CoridescetiftRmj on the part of 
the Foujedar, was forced from him by his fears; or, that he 
sought mere tv to gain time; rar aa soon as the circumstances 
were made known to the Nuwab Shai&ta Kit an, he directed 
the English factories at Patna.

Injelee is an island in the month of the river Ganges, but 
separated from the western bank only by a narrow stream : the 
greater part of 1 l is covered with long grass, the habitation of 
tigers: nor does it produce □ drop of good water. In this 
spot, perliaps the tmheallhiest of Lite whole province, Mr. 

Cham tick pitched hb ramp, and creeled batteries on the most 
accessible parts of the inland whilst the ships, « hi eh he bad 
caused to It- anchored in the middle of the stream, complete! v- 
cummantled the passage ol tin* river. 

In this sUuutimi, Abdul Sumud khan, the Moghul General, 
very prudently allowed them to rrnisin, with little molestation ; 
well rotiVLiic^d, that the pestilential air and hnickUh watr: of 
Injelee would prow to them a more formidable nimiv Ulan 
any force he could bring against them. His conjectures were 
completely verified , for in three months more? Hum half of 
the European troops died, and the remainder were only lit 
subjects for an hospital. 

At this critical period, overtures of peace wera made by the 
Nuwah, and were joyfully accepted by Mr. Chantock and his

In compliance with these orders, Sir John Child, and the 
A.n.i«n. principal factors, left Surat on the 25th of April i and the 
English cruize m having in a short time captured a number 
of the Moghul vessels, the Emperor became solicitous for 
peace, ami authorized the Governor of Surat tu depute an 
envoy to Bombay, to learn on what term; it might be obtained. 
He aku sent order!* to Shaista Khan, to compromise matters 
with the English in Bengal, and to permit them to re-uccupr 
ail their factories. It was tu consequence of these orders 
that Mr, Cliamock obtained such favourable ajid unexpected

terms. 
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f i, ■ irtunf or' die treaty, Mr. < harnock, not wishing to return Vl 
to Hoogly without the ships of war, took possession of Oida- 4 %W*iS* 
brrea, amt commenced making docks tor ramming the vessels; 
hut, after a re-sidenee of three months he took □ dislike tv the 
place, and vbtaint'tj perluiMioii to return to Chuttanulty, 
where the factors and troops lived in huts, uli proper 
habitations could be erected, 

When intelligence of the mtel failure of the expedition, 
and the disastrous consequences which ensued, readied hug- 
laud. the Company were much dissatisfied with the conduct 
ui their servants abroad; r,nd resolved, that unless :t fortifi¬ 
cation, with a district round it, in Bengali to be Lield as an 
independent sovereignty, should he ceded tv them by the 
Emperor of Hindoos tan, with permission to coin money 
which ‘himId be current throughout all his dominions, they 
would no longer carry on any commerce with that country, 
but annoy Him and liia subjects by every means m their power. 

To effort tbi? detenni nation, a rdnforcement of a buc-of- 
battle ihip and a frigate, on which were embarked otic hundred 
and sixty ioMkre* were despatched, under the command of 
Captain Heath, to Bengal, either toprosecutc the war with 
vigour, or to bring away all the Company's servants* with 
whatever property might be saved front (he general wreck ; 
and to bud them at Madras. 

Lu die meantime, the Emperor s clemency to the English 
in Bengal not having put a ?top 10 their hostilities on the 
coast of Malabar, tin Nuvvab found himself m liltcm to re-

commence Uis oppressions on the agents ul" the Company. Fie 
ordered them tu return and settle at Hoogly, and not la build, 
with either'atom; or brick, at Cimttaautty . He also granted 
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♦ko vi, fr«e permission to hU lnw>ps u> plunder nil their property ; and 
A,xt ,«»; demanded from Mr* Chamodt a ijirge -mn of m«nr\, a> a 
recompense tor thr damage hb tmtiniry Itud sustained by the 
late hostilities. The agent, Itring neither in n condition to 
oppose Ultlby arms, not to appease him with money, sent two 
members uf Iws Council to Dacca, to iry it he might bo soft¬ 
ened hy submission. 'Iltcy were directed lo represent to him, 
that the object of witling at CbutLmuUy was to avoid the 
iretjUtni disputes which had arum trout the factory being 
situated in the town of Hoogly: and that thr part of thr 
river opposite that town afluttcri fur the English vessels was 
choked up with sand, so as to be unlit iW the purpose. They 
therefore requested permission to remain at Hiunanutty, and 
to be allowed to purchase trom the Zemindar ground suf¬ 
ficient for their factory. 

4,u jCWr Such was the state of attaint in the month of October, 
when Captain Heath arrived with his rein force men is; but 
being a person of a eery worm disposition, he was enraged at 
the duplicity af llu Nuwub; ami, notwiLhstanditig the imioii- 
stnmces uf Mr, Chamoek, tie resolved to reeiwamcuet* the war. 

To effect this measure, he ordered ait Lhe Company’s ser¬ 
vant i to embark, with their moveable property, cm board the 
fleet, at ChuUamiltv : and, cm Lite >Hli of November, ;»ej sail 
for Bidbwore, Du his arrival In the roads, ihc Covisttiur of 
the town offered SO enter into term* w ith him, on the part of 
the Nuvmb: but Ids proposition tuning iicen rejected, he 
seized two of the Company's factors, who resided Liu-re, and 
retained them a* hostage against any acts of violence: rint- 
withfctamhng which, and that flit- i w o Ihjgksh deputies were 
still at Dacca, an well as two other factors in different parts of 
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the country* Captain Heath landed with a party of soldier* ^ 
and seamen on the 2 Qlh of November, attacked and look a a.d ■***- 
redoubt of thirty' guns, and plundered the town ol Ball as ore. 

The English factory, on this occasion, was burned by the Go¬ 
vernor i and the Company's servants, who had been previously 
taken prisoners, were carried up the country, where all subse¬ 
quent efforts for their release were unavailing, This outrage 
was unfortunately commiLted on the very day that the Go¬ 
vernor of Balhisore received a ropy of the treaty which the 
Nuwab had made with the two deputies at Dacca: by which 
it was stipulated* that the English ships should co-operate 
with the Moghul army', in an attack upon the dominions of 
the Ring of Arraean. 

After the troops and seamen had glutted themselves with 
the plunder of Ballaaore* Captain Heath set sail with his fleet, 
un the i sth of December, for Cimtagong, where they arrived 
on the 17th of the month of January; but finding the works *.tfew* 
and garrison much stronger than they expected, a council of 
war svas assembled, in which it was agreed to delay proceeding 
to farther hostilities, and again to write to Lite Nowak at Dacca, 
stating their grievances and demands* and to await his answer, 
whether he would redress them, or compel them to make use 
of the power then in their hands- 

Captain Heath, however, instead of waiting for the Nuwab’s 
answer, or endeavouring to seize on Chittagong, proceeded 
with the fleet to die entrance of Lhe river w hich leads to the 

r. 

city of Arracan, where he arrived on die J 1st of January'; and, 
according to the instructions received from the Company, sent 
proposals to the Ring, offering to co-operate with him against 
tbit Moghuls, provided lie would grant the English a settlement 
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m his dominie. But nearly* fortnight havmg lapsedwithout 
his retching on answer, a ml not being »>i a temper to brook 
lhe proemsriiYatum of an Indian admimvtratiuu, hi: as suddenly 
took disgust against this new ally ; and, on* the 13th of 
February', Without waiting tor the rwitlt of hi* proposals, 
sailed away with the whole fleet, consisting of fifteen ships, 
paving (he Dentil Governor and Gotliicfl, with Lhe fotupau f* 
ctleeis, on board,) ami arrived at Madras on lhe 4th o! March, 
where hr apologised to the Governor of *'ort St. George for 
his conduct, by saying dan nothing but falsehoods had been 

told on cither side. 

As the English had completely sei at defiance the authority 
til' the Emptier, Aurungzebe, by inrtifymg bulb Bombay atld 
Madras, and hv extend i ng- Uicir tern tones i«. the vicinity of 
tteife place*, amt had also captured a number of his ships, and 
had even entered into an alliance With Wi ™* 
cm-mv. the Mahratta chief Sambftgttb it cannot be deemed 
surprising that the haughty mind of that monarch wav much 
incensed agonist -them : he. in consequence, issued orders to 
bis commander to extirpate the l-oghdi from hiv dominium; 
and to or desirev all their property* wherever it might 
be found* i was in obedience to these orders, that the factory 
at Masuhpamm was «fi«d by lhe governor of that district j 
and ihat the warehouses of Vmgttpatam were plundered, and 
all ibc English gentlemen put to death. 

Tlie Nuwhb, ShaisU Klum, was also under the necessity o! 
complying wirh ihc EmpeiW* orders, so hir an to scqvestex 
the whole of the English property in Bengal, and to plite the 
Company's ^eni>ai Dacca m i rons. Other author!ties, how - 
ever, kad ui to suppose, that it was not Sbffisia Khun, but the 
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person who ofEriated as Governor alter his departure, named 
Bclmthir Khan, that commuted tins act of severity. a. ft, 

\VV are not informed oi the precise lime, hut it w as about 
this period dial the Nuwab. ShaisLa Khan, being far advanced 
in years, and anxious to return to his native miiHty, obtained 
permission to resign the government oi Bengal, Notwith¬ 
standing hit harali conduct to Europeans, his memory i* to this 
day spoken of with the highest respect in that province, ft . 
is Hilled, that, during his government, grain was so cheap 
that rice was sold at the rate of li loJba. weight for the rupee; 
to commemorate which event, as he was leaving Dacca, he or¬ 
dered the western gate, through which he departed, to be built 
up, and an inscription to he placed thereon, interdicting an} 
future Governor from opening it. till he had reduced the price 
of grain to the same rate; in consequence of which injunction, 
the gate remained dosed till the government of the Nil wall 
Sertera/. Rimn. as wiU henaftn be related. 

Several of the public building* erected by Shitistu Khan 
are vet to he seen nt, Dacca ; which city is still called, by the 
Mohammedans, Jehangirenagur. 

Shae-ta Khan died at Agra in the year of the Hejira nos, 
much regretted by the Emperor and a numerous circle of 
friends,

t.&i** Upon i he final resignation of Shaiflta Shan, tiic Emperor 
selected, lor the government ot Bengal, Ibrahim Khun. *on ul 
the celebrated Persian nobleman, Ah Murdan Elian, who de- 
UeereJ up the fortress ofCandehar to the Emperor ShahJclnm. 
This chief wa&, in character. Urn very reverse of hb father ; 
he ad ministered justice with strict impartiality, and encouraged 
agriculture and Commerce', but was totally deficient of ah 
military abilities. 

The first act of his authority* after assuming the government, 
was one most congenial to his feelings, viz. tlte liberation of 
the Company's agents who were confined at Dacca ; for as 
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„ h,»« seep, in The preceding chapter, that the English, in 
aniBcqucnce of lire oppression Urey had sustained from the 
Kuwait Shaista than, had entirely abandoned Bengal, it now 
also became a pleasing part of his duty to conciliate and recall 
the fucrcltaJitfl ot that nation, 

II baft teen before staled, that the Emperor, being 
highly incensed sgaiusi the Engiish, had commanded them 
to be expelled from every part of his dominions: hut «a 
Aurungwrbe ever made his passions subservient to his po- 
licy. and was sensible that he derived a considerable aid 
to his revenue by the commerce carried on by the English; 
also, 'hat their ships of war could much annoy hia subjects, 
and prevent all intercourse between his dominions and Arabia, 
thereby pulling a stop to the pilgrims visiting Mecca,-—* 
impressed with these ideas, he, in the month of January, 

Whilst encamped at Viriapore, in the Dekkan, authorized 
his ministers to form a treaty with Messrs. Wddun and N’a- 
varro, two English commissioners, who had been sent from 
Bombay by ?iir John Child, the Director-general of the 
Company’s settlements, to solicit peace; and upon the ap¬ 
pointment of Ibrahim Khan to the government ot Bengal, the 
Emperor instructed him* tit invite the ^English to return to 
that province* 

Id consequence of this permission, the Suwub wrote 
letters, addressed to Mr. Charnuck at Madras, inviting him 
to return, and re-establish ail the Company's factories ; with 
an assurance of a perfect oblivion of every, thing which had 
passed, arid that tin* English should he placed on a looting 
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jaRV'tl with the tnost- favoured foreign nation ; but Mr. Charnock 
* anti bis Council were aware, from lbe deceptions which bad 

been before practised, thut, admitting the Nuwab to be 
jin cere m his offers, I bey should still be exposed to tbc 
vexatious demands of the inferior officers, and to the aybriot 
and oppressions »f bin successor*; irnd being jiLso di*jib 
at the humiliating lirman which bad lately been bunted for 
Sural*; they there KMC replied, that they could n*u ruxedc U» 
Uic proposition, unless ihc Emperor would grant to the 
Co mpanv a .specific firman for Bengal, stating the precise 
terms upon which they were in future to carry on their trade. 

A second teticr was written by the Ninvtib to Mr, Char 
nock, informing luni. that he tind made an application to the 
Etnpctvi fur die- desired firman ; but that m- several months 
must rlapf*- before it could be procured, he might, u\ the 
meantime, return, ami be assured of lus friendship and pro¬ 
tection, In continence of Uns invitation, Mr. Chamock, 
- with bis Council and factors, attended by an escort of thirty 
soldiers, returned, on the Utlh of the month of August, to 
Chuttanotty where, in obedience to the Xu wain orders, 
addressed to Meer Aly ALbar. the governor of Hoogly, they 
were received with much civility. 

a.o. 10^1. The nr*t year, the Nuwah forwarded to Mr, Cl la mock. 

according to his promise, a huMt til funkum, or order, from the 
Emperor Anruogrcbe, authorising the English to trade to 
Bengal without pay ing any other duty than an annual present 
of 3000 rupeesf However advantageous this licence may be 
considered in a pecuniary light, it tell far short of the expec- 
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tati^n of the Company's Agents, who were still left exposed to , _ 

the oppressions oi the Ntiwub or his inferior officers, and had * !>.'«» 
no security for tlicit personal safety. It was therefore their 
opinion, that, unless :i lurtificaliim eould be procured, with a 
district round it, perfectly exempted from the jurisdiction of 
the Nuwab, tin* commerce of the Company could never prosper : 
they, farthest' reasons, only established .1 fact on ;U Chutta- 
imlty . and 4tiit agents to make purchases in dijfereut parts of 
the country. 

The year of the l ivjira I km was marked by an extraordinary ** u 
circumstance. The Grand Sigh tor. having been informed that 
die Europeans procured great ip»antitir*of one of the ingredients 
ffjr making gunpowder from India, wrote to Amrung/ebe, to 
desire lie would m> longer permit his subjects to dispose of 
that article to Christians, as it was frequently tised by them in 
Lhr desmici imi of the followers of Mohammed; that, therefore, 
whoever supplied them was accessary to the death of the true 
believers In consequence of this request, the principal source 
of the East-India Company's commercial advantages was, for 
some time, cut off, by a strict injunction to the jGovemor of" 

Bengal not in allow them to purchase or nuimifuctim* any 
more saltpetre. 

Three years after this event, the comma ml er of a largo ship «♦».!■» 
belonging to the interlopers, or persona not licensed to trade 
to India. arriving in the Indian seas, commenced that system of 
piracy which was afterwards carried to such a height, under the 
I'cltbnitcd Captain fvyd and his associates. This person seized 
two of the Moghul ships, which were going to Judda and Mocha 
with pilgrims. S?u gross an insult drew down upon the agents 
of the Dutch, French, and English nations, the vengeance of if sc 
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sEcr.Tt Moghul government: their factories were all laid under sc<|u»- 
mourn, and a stop pul to their trade : in Bengal alone, owing 
w the clemency of the governor, Ibrahim Khan, the English 
agents were allowed their personal freedom, and permitted to 
carry on their commercial proceedings in a secret manner . 

Such was the state of intercourse between the English and 
the Moghul government, when an incident occurred which 
enabled the former to obtain, without any remuneration, that 
.hiect which neither bribes nor entreaties could before procure. 

In the year 1*7 of the Hejira, a Hindoo zemindar of 
" ’ " Bengal named Soobba Sing, who possessed the villages ot 

.letwa and Burdch, in the district of Bnrdwatt, being dissatis¬ 
fied with the Baja of that place, invited Behim Khan, an 
Afghan chief, who was then considered as the bead of that 
dan remaining in Orissa, to join him in overturning the 
government. Having united their forces, they advanced to 
Burdwan, and, in a pitched tat*, stew the Baja, Kishen 
Rami and. with the exception of his son, seised Ins family 

anti alt properly- 

This success inspired the rebels with great hopes, and 
induced a number of soldier* of fortune, and other vagabonds, 
to dock to their standard. 

Jttggut iUi. the son of the Raja, having effected his 
escape to Dacca, laid his complaints before tlic Governor, 
who not considering the matter of much importance, 
contented himself with ordering Kur Allah, the Foujedar 
or military commander of Jcssore* to punish the insurgents.

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But that officer, who. instead of attending to bis own business, , $ElT Vl ~ . 
bad long en>ployed himself in commerce and in amassing a_ n, new. 
wealth, and possessed nothing of the military character but 
tlie name, having, after much loss of time, collected a tew of 
the 3 oot' horse of which he was the commandant, marched from 
Jcstore, and crossed the river; but on the approach of the 
rebels, he shut himself up in the for! of Hoogly, and implored 
assistance from the governor of the Dutch .^ttlrmeni of 
Chinsura. The rebels* convinced by lids pusillanimous conduct 
that they had little to fear from the merthant soldier, advanced 
boldly, and laid siege to Hoogly : they curried on their attacks 
with such vigour, that the Foujedar became alarmed for his 
personal safety, and during the night, having crossed the 
river in a boat, made his escape.to Jessorc. The garrison, 
finding their command ant had tied, opened the gates , and the 
rebels got quiet possession of that: opulent city without 
any loss. 

On the breaking out of the rebellion, the three European 
settlements, viz, die Dutch at Chin5urn, the French at Chan- 
dernagore, and the English at Chuttanutty, hired a number of 
the native soldiery to guard their property ; and, professing 
themselves the avowed friends of govern men r. requested per¬ 
mission from the Nuwpb to put their factories into a state of^p,^ 
defence against an enemy whose resentment they must incur 
by their adherence to him. 'Hie iiuwab ordered them, in ‘ W1 * ctaTW, ' 
general terms, to defend themselves; and they, taking for 
granted what was not positively forbidden, with great dili¬ 
gence raised walk with bastions round their factories. 

Such was the origin of the three European forts, or towns, 
ot Ciiiii5u.ru, Chandcroagorc, and Calcutta; and they were the 
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jirst which she Moghul government fullered tnrcignrra to 
build iujmy pa rt t their e in pin*; for nniliev tin* terrain u-s ot 
\bdrus nur Bombs/ had been subdued In ihr Moghul 1 ' pre* 
vitHis to these places having been ceded to the English. 

The rebels now assumed n haughty tune, stud frut out, 
iktuchmints tt> every pari of ihe country* to plunder all IhuMf 
who refund t» join tlnm, This prodding cawed *he greatest 
constrmntum among the rich and wdi-disposed Inbablimiiv 
All those un the western fide of ib* mrer, who could obtain 
admittance, twft refuge in CUiusum.. Ai length, the Governor 
p|* that place, touched with eompassion for their misery. and 
hoping to recommend hunsdf and nation to ihe Emperor, 
fitted out two ship of war; and, having embarked a number 
0 f European soldiers on l»o*rd 11 sum. anchored in a short mne 
opposite Hoogly. 

The rebels, ignorant of the intentions of the Dutch, hur¬ 
ried to the ramparts, to watch the motion* of the ships, hut 
were salut'd w'tth such a shower of both cannon urul mui^uct 
balls, that thev hastily abandoned the town. and retreated to 
Saatgung, former!/ d»o Royal purl of BengalV 

From Saatgung, the zemindar. Suphtia Sing, detached 
Rebtm Khan, with the principal part of his army, U> lake

Zemindar kqit in eon linemen! tin I if ar* opjumnfiitv should 
infer of sacrificing Iter to his lust, The time was now arrived, 
when lie thought he might gratify his vile passion wtiii Lrn- 
jiunii^ : he secret!* entered her apartment, and tntdcavourvd 
to obtain force wliat lie eotild not edict by llattery ami 
entreaty; but when he folded her in his arms, the girl drew 
from her clothes a sharp knife which she had concealed fur the 
purpose, ntul stabbed him in tin belly ; she then turned the 
weapon again*! herself, a ml, with mistaken heroism, but high 
sense of tumour, pierced her own heart. The wretch lived 
but a tew hours, ami was succeeded in his estate and power 
by his brother. Hrimnut Sing, who exerted himself to the 
utmost i« ravaging and plundering all those persons of 
opulence who would not join in the rebellion. 

When intelligence ot the death of Soobha Sing reached 
tlie rebel army, they unanimously chose the Afghan chief to 
be their leader; and he, in order to give dignity 10 the station, 
assumed the royal title of Itcliun Shall. Hi ibrs time all tile 
country on the west side of the river, from Kajcmaltrl to 
Midoapore, was iti possession of ihc rebels ; und no measure* 
had yt l been adopted to check their progress. 

Day after day, news was brought to I lie Governor of the 
alarming progress ami increase of the rebels; but he, as if 
infjHiuncd. replied to Hie reunmMfaitco ot Ins von and coun¬ 
sellor*, ,l That a civil war was a dreadful evil, in which the 
lives of God’s creature* Were wantonly exprtided ; that the 
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sect. vi rebels, it* let alone, would shortly disperse of them selves ; and 
t the only consequence would Iwr, the loss of a small portion «! 

his Majesty 's revenue/" 

What the Governor would not attempt had nearly been 
effected by the desperate hand of an individual, 

Rchim Shah continued lii** progress through the country, 
everywhere plundering, or compelling the people to join him. 
Upon his arrival m the district of Mukhsoosabad. he summoned 
Niamui Khan, an officer who held ajftgifr, or Royal grant of 
lands, on which he. with his dependants, resided, to join his 
standard. Niainut replied, ** That being an ^ffi«'er in ilie 
Imperial service, and a loyal subject, it vvat contrary' both to 
his duty an diticli nation to CspOuse snrb a cause/* The rebel 
chief, incensed at this reply, ordered a party to seise Nmtmit; 
but the friends and dependants of the latter, having by this 
time assembled in lit* defence, it was not bo easily effected. 
Rchim Shah wm therefore under the necessity of heading a 
body of his Afghan cavalry to effect his purpose. When he 
arrived at the estate of Nuimut, he found a small, but united, 
band drawn tip to receive him : as ihe combats in India 
were, even at that lute period, more frequently derided hy 
duels between the chiefs, <>r champions, of 'hr contending 
armies, ihan by a general engagement, Tehuver Klian, a 
nephew of Niatnufs, well mounted and armed, advanced into 
the plain, and challenged any of the Afghans to meet him* 
No single warrior daring to advance, a party of Afghans at 
once rushed forward, and. before his friends could go to his 
assistance, cut the youth to pieces, On hearing of this event. 
Niiinmt Khan, although only dressed fh a single vest of line 
muslin, without waiting to put on his helmet or armour, seized 
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{us sword, anti vaulting ort his horse, which stood ready 
rushed iniu the held. Mis attention was soon at 
the standard of Return Shah: he advanced towards him, 

Afglwnt receded to the right and It: i t. Nkmat mv> hi» enemy, 
and boldly spurring cm his horse, struck the rebel ch/ef ou the 
head. Dreadful must have been his sensations, wb 5 Cu he saw 
the blade of his sword shivered by the inipenetruLfili; helmet of 
the chief, stud his opponent still unmoved from ti'j* * seat. Rage 
now strengthened hit arm . lie threw the handlo# of the sword 
at Rehim Shah; the knob or point of which, flt*ktng him with 
great violence on the side, felled him from his Monk-. N gamut 
instanttr dismounted; and drawing the dagger o 7 \he rebel, at¬ 
tempted to pierce his throat; but the chain of the ItefUmcl again 
intervened; and before Niaimit could effect his purpose, P^c was* 
surrounded, and cut to pieces, by the Afghans : many of^iis 
friends were also slain* and all his property plundered. 

The rebel- then advanced to Mukhsoosabad ; and 
defeating 5.000 of the Royal troop's, took, and plundered, that 
town. The merchants of f'uirsiiu lm/.ar having, however, sent 
a deputation to meet the rebel chief, he spared that place; but 
for this conduct, Golub Chuud, the principal merchant, was 
afterwards severely fined. 

About the saint time, a party of the rebels approached 
Chut hum ttr. and set fire to the villages, but tile zemindars 
in (he neighbourhood attacked, and killed, ninety of them. 
Another party of the rebels laid siege to the fort of'Fauna*; but 
the Knglbh having, at the request of the Fmtjodar of Hoogly, 
sent a frigate to support the fort, the rebels were o impelled 
to retreat.

The licit uwteiJigetioc the Emperor recerred of these event* 
wa.- through tire newspaper. Mis surprise and indignation at 
the condiict/oi the Governor was excessive ; and lt> mark hts 
Tb*r,Hi|w»^ dbplcasuxe, he immediately appointed his own grandson, the 
princo-AvieciTi Ooshan, to the united gov cm men i of Bengal, 
and Orissa- He, however, sent orders to the Nnwah, 
IJIrahiiD hhw, to remain till the arrival of his successor, but* 
in the meantime, to place his son, Zubbcrdust Khan, at the head 
of the Bengal forces, and send him immediately against the 
rebels* Orders were also issued to the Governors of Unde, 

Allahabad, and Debar, to co-operate, by every means in their

power, with the Governor of Bengal, in quieting the insur¬ 



rection, and extirpating the rebels. 

On the tempi of the Imperial Orders, Zcb herd list Khan, 
who had long beheld with regret the apathy of Jm father, 
quickly equipped an army, consisting of both cavalry and 
infantry, with a good train of artillery, and attended by n 
number of war-boats. As soon as every thing was in readiness, 
he marched from Dacca, and proceeded up the right bank of 
the Ganges . 

In the mean! i me, the resources of Rchim Shah being greatly 
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increased # i Iw had much augmented his array ; and assumed , CTrT ’ ^ 
tl.v dignity and style of j Prince. When informed of the 
approach or’ l he Imperial troops I to in Dacca, he* encamped his 
army on the hanks of she rivet, hi rhe vicinity of Bogwangola, 
resolving; to risk Ins fate in y pitched battle, 

But dining the time that Zubbndust Khan was advancing, 
by iiiort marches, with his artillery and infantry, he dr tar lied 
the greater part of his ear airy to beat up tlie f| uarterj of the 
rebels, who were in pos&e-yiign of Buiemahel and MalJa. 

This serv ice was alilj performed; the rebels were defeated at 
Ihynudirl; an Afghan duet' named Glivivt Khan, w as killed, 2uH***m

ZtibUrdust Khan, having arrived within i few miles of 
ihi* rebel i-antji. landed his infantry and guns from tin; fleet; „ 
and, after reconnoitring the position of the enemy, ordered hjy 
war-boats 10 harass I hem from flic liver, white he ai lacked 
them bv land. The first day was spent in a cannonade; 
during which the guns of the Imperial army , being served bv 
the Portuguese in the Royal set v ice, dismounted most of those 
ot the enemy, and silenced the redoubts w inch he had thrown 
up along his trout. Tbr nest morning, both armies being 
drawn out in batik- array , the attack was commenced by the 
inipei'ci] infantry , but in ,1 short time tile engagement became

Zubberdust Khan encamped that night on the field of 
battle, and employed his infantry in burying Hie dead, aid 

assisting tile wounded of both parties. 

The following day w» employed in wnling to all the 
zemindars and jagirrdars, announcing U. them (lie v.ctory 
gained by his Majesiy’a troops, commanding them to cut ol 
all communication with the rebel,, and to prevent their re¬ 
ceiving an, supplies of provisions. The good effect, of these 
orders, and of the victory, were immediately apparent; many 
of the zemindars in the vicinity of the field of battle hastened 
to the Royal camp, and offered to join the army With tl.mr 

quotas of troops. i . 

Zubbcrdusl Khan, loving made all the requisite smug 

ments, marched to the neighbourhood of MuUisoosaba , on

ma4e a conspicuous figure in the sequel of this history, it is 
presumed that die following short account, given of him, and 
of the policy of Aurxingzebe, by an ©ye-w dries*. of the events, 
will not be deemed impertinent, 

« iasem Ooshaji, the second son of Beliadur Shah, was a 
statesman of winning manners, Aulumgeer (the Emperor 
Aurungzebe) bad always pursued the policy of encouraging his 
gratulionii, and employing them iri public affairs; for as his 
sons were ambitious of great power, and at the head of 
armies, he thus prudently controlled them, by opposing to 
them rivals in their own families; as Bedtr Bukht to Aazim 
Shah s and Azcem Ooshan to Shah Alum Ikhadur Shah. To 
Actttu Ooshan he had given the advantageous government 
of the throe provinces of Bengal, Bettor, and Orissa 1 ." 

Upon the Prince’s arrival at Allahabad, he sent orders to 
the Governor of Oude immediately to join him, with all his 
forces: he also issued his commands to all the zemindars in 
that neighbourhood, and to those of Bonaras and Behai-, to 
join bis camp as soon as he should enter their respective 
territories, on his route to Bengal. 

When the Prince arrived at Patna, he heard of the success 
of ZubbcrduU khan. and fearing that so active an officer 
would gather all the laurels before his arrival at the scene of

Having delivered over the command of the troops, he made 
kiiDwn hi* rtc|uest 10 his Royal Highlit who, j«l 0 «»Of 4 be 
tame that Zabberdurt Khan had so justly acquire*. was g.u- 
vp ltot cinufily pleased to comply with his w ishc*; although, by so 
doing, he greatly reduced the strength of hia own army: as 
neark Biw«' of the best troops were the dependants, or followers, 
oi' the General and his father, and went away with him, 

The departure of Zublwrrfuat Khun was a subject of great 
joy and exultation to the rebel? , they dreaded the activity and 
courage at that officer; and lipped to gain some advantage 
from the want of experience and local knowledge of the 
Prince. Hefaim Sliah immediately sent direction* to all hb 
follower?, who, ui order to conceal themselves, had dispersed 
in various parts of the country, to join him on a certain day. 
Thus while the Prince was amusing himself at Burdwan 
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and receiving the cnngratuUuious of the zemindars ^ml priti- 
eipal men of the province, (he rebel* again collected in groat a*®- 1 *" 
force: aud had the audacity, not only to plunder lUe districts 
of Nuddcah and Hoogly, but to encamp within a few mile* 
of llmd*imi, 

1 Hiring the lime tin Prince was at Buidwim, the Dutch 
chief, Ot QrimtU** sent an agent to ihe camp: who repp - 
rented, that while his nation paid a duty of ai per cent, on ail 
their commerce, the English only p#id the petty smn of 3<mo 
rupee?} per ammm; and therefore solicited, that the f>utcli 
might he pul nit the wtiie footing. 

4a it wus notorious that ilic Prince was of a utt indolent 
disposition, and would not give himuclt much trouble to 
ascertain the original cause of Mich a distinction ; anil that hr 
had come into the province for the express purpose of amassing 
a fortune, in consequence ot which no business could be trans¬ 
acted without a bribe, and ili.it the judicious .ipplicati&n ot 
money might pro core any favour . (he English .iUo deputed, 
as their envoy, one of the most intelligent of the Company's 
servants, a Mr. Walsh, not only to oppose the intrigues ot the 
Dutch, blit to procure from his Highness a gram o: the vil¬ 
lages of ( huttaiiutlv. Gobiudpore, and Caticotta : also to 
tlciniihd restitution of the Com puny's property, which was 
taken from the rebels at UujemaheL and detained by the Moghul 
General: lie was further authorized to solicit a cotihnuauon 
of the English privileges, by tin- Prince $ special Nishuit, or 
, ior freedom of trade, wit bout tlie payment of any duties. 

Mr Walsh arrived in the Prince s cutup. aL Bunhvuu, in 
JbuiaWyi hut owing to (he interruption of business the a.imb**. 
war against the rebel*, and various other procrastinations, hr 
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*r.rr vi did not. ctFect the object of liis mission till the month of July. 
T^TtSwT when, at length, by the payment of a considerable sum of 
monev. the Prince*# order for (he purchase of the lands was 
v *'’***' fa raided to Chuttvnuity , but on being «hewn to the zemin¬ 
dars of the three villages, they refused <o mate over the lands, 
as the order was not cnantcrsigtwd by the King's Dew an. 
This circumstance caused a further delays; and it was the end 
of the year before the business was settled to the satisfaction 
- of English { nor did they receive the Prince’s order for 

freedom of trade till the month of January 1700 *. 

Prom ihia digression we return to the account of the war, 
as given by the native historian. 

When Azeem OnsfctfJl was informed of the proceedings of 
die rebels, instead of attacking them with vigour, be had the 
weakness to send a letter to Rthlra Shah, admonishing him to 
return to his duty, with a promise of forgiveness, and of being 
taken into the Royal favour it he complied. The rebel received 
the letter with hypocritical marks of respect ; and returned a 
verbal rnwsagc, 11 That if the Prince would send to him Khuaje 
Anvur, In* chief counsellor, with assurances of safety, he 
would come and pay his devoirs to his Royal Highness.”+

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The E’rinre, whose disposition was open and sincere, gave 
his enemy credit fur un equal degree of candour; and ordered U*»a** 
KUuajc Anvur to proceed early the next morning to the Afghan 
camp, and bring the rebel chief to his presence. Fhe Khuaje 
reposing the same confidence as the Prince did in da* assurances 
of Rehirn bhah, advanced, with a small party - ! attendants, 
tu the boundaries or Ins camp; and sent a message tiial lie 
there, ready to give him the required assurances of safety, 
and to conduct him to the presence of the Prince, 

Whether Return Shull had changed his mind during the 
night, or wished to be more highly honoured In the sight *4 
his tollowers, he insisted that the KJhuajc should come to his 
tent; and there, in the presence of witnesses, repeat the 
Prince’s invitation and assurances of safety. Bid ihc KJiuaje, 
suspecting some treachery, declined going into the camp, and 
attempted to return home. He was pursued by a party of the 
Afghans; and after defending himself to the last extremity, 

’ he and all his attendants were cut to pieces. 

After this atrocious act of villainy, ftchim Shah, con¬ 
vinced that lie had nothing to expect from the clemency of the 
Prince, ordered his troops to mount, and to make a sudden 
and vigorous attack on the Royal camp, 

Tim movement was executed with such rapidity, that 
Awe in OoaUati had barely time to mount his elephant before 
hr was surrounded by a party of the Afghans, headed by iheir 
chief, Rchim Shah; and would certainly have been taken pri¬ 
soner, had nut a brave Arab oiHcer, named Hamid Khan, 
trailed emt, that hr was the Prince, and challenged the Afghan 
to single combat; at the same moment discharging an arrow , 
which penetrated the rebel's side: u second arrow from hb 
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sect't hand wounded his antagonist % horse m the head. who (])treon 
Bttiuu-1,.i. mired up, anti threw his rider tut the ground; tin? Arab m- 
dismounted, and. Ii-iv 5r^ cut <iit Rclmti Shah 5 head. 
Jk 14 rt up on the point cd his kinee. 

The Afghans, seeing tbu catastrophe uf their chief, were 
struck with panic, mid tied on all sides. Alter which they 
otic red It* Submit to the Prince, provided he would take them 
into hb service, which being agreed to* a general amnesty 
w*as passed, and peace restored to the harassed province. 

Auer this Unexpected victory, the Prince proceeded to the 
tomb of Shah Ibrahim SukkaV in the vicinity uf Hurd wan: 
and having re Mimed thanks to the Almighty for hb success 
He ordered a large sum uf money to he distributed, in aims, to 
the poor and religions* persons who at tended on the shrine 
of die Saint. He then entered the city, and took up hb 
residence in the fort, which at that period was considered a 
place of some strength. 

The Prince continued to reside for a considerable time in 
Bindwim. during which period he directed his attention to 
repairim;: the injuries that had been committed by the rebels, 
and in bringing hack the inhabitants of those districts, win* 
had been compelled to abandon their homes. He restored 
Juggut Roy. tin- sun uf the murdered Raja, to his zemmdary 
of Bordwm; , urn l recompensed all those persons who, hawing 
remained linn in iheir allegiance, bad been disposm*^ J pi their 
lands by rhi- rebels .

it Ayeero Gunge. He regulated the customs of the port of 
Hougjjv at two and a hah' per cent, on all goods belonging to 
Mohammedans; but compelled the Hindoos* to pay fire, and 
the Christiana three and a halt', per cent, mi their merchandise, 

He aba established the inland duties called *idr t upon'various 
commodities pawing from one place to another, in tUc interior 
of the country. In short, the Prince do filed much of lib lime 
to the performance of the duties of his office, and l*» the 
improvement of the n %coins. He ulso even d:t\ ;dMt*d 
several bourn to the conversation of the learned and religious, 
ami had frequently passagt .s from tin- In st authors read to him. 

He often visited the hermits and derveidles, and solicited their 
prayers fur his succession to the throne. 

One du\ the Prince sent his two sons, Kereem Addeen and 
rerrokhaerc, to visit acelebr&ixd Soofy+, named flaycrid, and to 
request that t he holy man would take the trouble of coming 
tu Lite palace. Cpfili ihcir arrival near the Saint's dwelling. 
FemkhuT* alighted from liis horse; and approaching, in the 
most respectful manner, paid his compliments, and delivered 
hb father's message whilst the other brother scarcely deigned 
tn return the Soofy’s salutation.

punished for suffering so many of the Moghul subjects to 
withdraw themselves from his jurisdiction, threatened to send 
a Ca*y. or Mohammedan judge, and officers of the police, Ur ad¬ 
minister justice amongst the natives living under the protection 
of the English dag: bufcis this measure would have submitted 
the English to die same inconveniences which they had for¬ 
merly suffered at Hoogly, it was counteracted by a bribe sent to 
the Prince, who forbad the Governor of Hoogly from proceeding 
in his intentions. By this constant attention to the accumu¬ 
lation of wealth, Astern Ooshun is said to have carried with 
him, nut of the province, three millions of pounds sterling in 
ftprcic t and jewels lo a very great amount. 

The Prince, after a residence of nearly three years in 
Burdwan, having regulated the affairs of the western part of 
Bengal to his satisfaction, ordered the state-boats which had a. d. 
been built during the government of Sultan Shujaa, to be col¬ 
lected in the vicinity of Hoogly and embarking at that place, 
proceeded with great porap to Dacca t and took possession of 
the Royal palace. 

By the advice of some narrow-sighted politician, the Prince 
was induced, about this time, to adopt a measure which not 
only gate great disgust to the commercial part of the com¬ 
munity, hut drew ou trim the displeasure of the Emperor Au- 
rungiebe. 

The Prince wished to become the sole merchant of all

On the td of March he reached 
Brampi'P'. at which place it became expedient to visit the 
vixier Ga/v Addeen Khan, imv of the vizier* who happened to be 
there. .Some time was spent in adjusting the ceremonies; but 
the Ambassador, requiring to lie admitted to a comc-rcnce, 
preceded by drums, trumpets, ike. which the Vizier refused,

On the 28tb of April the Ambassador obtained his first 
audience, and was most graciously received. He. in con¬ 
sequence, made an application to the Emperor to issue firmans 
for freedom of trade to the New Company. Hia Majesty con¬ 
descendingly promised that he would give orders to Im 
viziers on the subject. Sometime after, the Ambassador had 
a second audience, and presented the Emperor with 300 gold 
moiutr* ; and the business seemed to be in a fair twin of success, 
when intelligence arrived from Surat, that three Moghul ships, 
coming from Mocha, bad been captured by an English pirate: 
in consequence of ibis information, the Viziers demanded that 
the Am bailor should not only give security for die return 
of these ships, hut that ffe should guaranty the future safety 
of the Moghul commerce ugaiml pirates of even description. 
The Ambassador declined entering into this stipulation; and 
was tliereoa informed, that “ he knew his way back to 
England.'* Considering this answer as a disnai&iion from the 
Court, Sit William Norris desired passes to he issued for his 
safe return to Surat; and on the morning of the Sth of 
November quitted the Moghul camp, 

§ oroe efforts were made by the Viziers to induce the Am* 
bassador to alter hi* resolution; and he was forcibly detained 
at Brampore, till a letter, aud a sword, for Ui* King of England, 
from Aurungzebe, arrived.

During the superintendence of former Dc wans, the greater 
pan of Bengal bad, from the idea of ils, being an imhralthy 
and unproductive country, been made over to military jagier- 
ilans : : and only a small proportion of it. remained under the 
immediate controui of the exchequer: its revenue therefore 
had not even sufficed lo pay the Nazim, and military and civil 
establishments ; in con sequence of which, money was fre¬ 
quently drawn from the other Soubahs, to liquidate the debts 
of Bengal. T he first act of MoorshtuJ Cooly's authority was, 
to request the i'mpcror to cancel all the jagiera of Bengal; and 
to assign to tin: officers hinds in Orissa, and other districts; 
where the hand of authority, aided by private influence and 
superintend*nec, was required to enforce the collections. 

His suggestions were readily attended to; and all tin* 
assignments on lauds, except the stipends of the Nizamut and 
Dew any, w ere transferred to Orissa. By this means the whole 
of tin- Tcmimlarw or iLruloo landholders, were placed under 
the immediate controui of ihc I)e wan, who, by ills authority, 
enforced a very considerable rise on their rents, and thereby 
much augmented die revenue ut the state. 

This conduct acquired for Moorshud Cooly Khan great 
celebrity at Court; but the haughty spirit of the Prince,

assumed powers, were constantly controulcd by ihc Dewan, 
fmmrd the tkmc, and added fud to his already exasperated 
temper: Azeem Ooshan was there!ore exceeding^ anxious to 
gflt rid cl his rival, if it could be effected without risking 
the displeasure, of the Emperor. 

A? in the East there have been at all times found people 
ready to commit Lhc most (bring acts, or to perpetrate the 
most atrocious murders, when supported by the hand ot 
power, or Imbed by (be temptation of wealth ; an officer, 
named Abdul Valdd, commanding a loiig-established corps of 
horse, called Ntikedy, who were entitled to their pay monthly 
fram the treasury, and therefore looked with contempt on the 
othet troops paid by astsigorot'ids on the zemindars,—and who 
were, besides, noted for their insolence and contempt of all 
s d i*et > authority,—proposed to the Prince to assaasinate the Drvmi, if 
he would ensure to him, or to Ids heirs, a large sum of money. 
TV- offer having been accepted, Abdul Vahid ordered his roe ft 
(,j waylay die Dewan, the .next time he acme to pay his 
respects to the Prince. 

An opportunity soon after offered: the Devon, who was 
never deficient in etiquette and respect to the Viceroy, left his 
house one morning, to pay his obeisance at the palace; but 
before be had gotten half way, his retinue was stopped in Lhc 
street by a large body of the Nukedy regiment, who, in a 
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clamorous manner, demanded their pay. The Dewaii, who ^ VL , 
always went abroad well armed, and was attended by a con- *. t>. ***» 
siiieniblt* number of' armed followers, imraediateh- jumped out 
ofliis paiantpine; and, drawing Ids flWoH. commanded his 
aiicndants to clear lice mad, and drive those fellows away. 

The Nukcdies, seeing his resolution and firmness, shrunk 
bock, and allowed him to proceed imiiKdeMed to the palfeec*; 
where* as soon as he entered, he loudly accused the Prince of 
being the author of this conspiracy; He then seated himself, 
in a rude and indecorous manner, opposite to turn ; and putting 
|]is hand to liis dagger, said, " it you want my life, here let us 
tn the contest : if otherwise, take care that nothing of this 
kind ever agism occurs, T * 

The Prince alarmed by his threats, and dreading the 
seven- justice of tin- Emperor, was very much agitated : and 
after protecting his inudeenoe in the most solemn manner, 
sent for A fatal Pallid, and severely reprimanded lucti tor the 
flagitious con due t of his men, threatening him with the 
severest marks of his displeasure if they were ever again 
guilty of such disorderly behaviour: these excuses did not, 
however, satisfy the Dewan; lie proceeded immediately to 
the Public Hull ot Audience, and, having ^vnt for Ah,bd 
Vahid. examinee) into the arrears due to the corps; und, 
after giving him an assignment for the amount, on one of 
the zemindars, discharged him and his regiment from the 
Imperial service. 

MoorsHud Coaly then returned home; and having drawn

After acting in so spirited and independent -j manner, 
hloorshud Cooly deemed it unndvisalik to remain in the uum* 
place with the Prince; and having consulted with hi* iVirnds 
on She most advantageous *iU«Uion . he -resolved to fix his 
residence at MuktisoosaViad, as being mMily m the center of 
U„ province, and ajttftPy convenient for collecting the re- 
vctvues from all parts. Having decided on ibis measure, he 
left Dacca without taking leave of the Viceroy ; ami carrying 
with him all the public officers' attached to the Dewuny, 
proceeded to Mukhsoosabod 5 the name Ot' which, in order to 
commemorate tin* event, he some yttn afterwards changed l« 
Moorslmdahud: Ihusto hand down his own name to posterity. 

When the wdl -authenticated statement ol ihc ihslurbaiiec 
a, Dacca, and the attempt on the life of the Dewan, readied 
the Emperor, who was then in the Lteklmn, he sent an order to 
Aw*m Ondam severely reprimanding him ; and threatening 
him, that it the smallest injury was offered, cither lo the 
person or to the property of Moorshud Looly Khan, he, 
although his grandchild, should l*c answerable for it. He 
further commanded the Prince immediately 'juii Bengali 
arid to Lis Ins residence in the province of Brluir. 

A p Azeem Ooahnn knew too well the arbitrary disposition of 

his grandfather to attempt any justification of his conduct, or 
t« procrastinate his departure: he Therefore appointed his 
second ton* Fcrrokhsere, under the superintendnnee of Ser 
Baimifi Khan, to be his deputy in Dacca: and embarking with 
the remainder of his family, and alt the public officers, on 
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board the government boats, proceeded to Rajernahel, sint! 
took possession of Sultan Shujua s palace. The air of that 
place, however, not agreeing with lus family. he sbtnctim6 
after removed to I’atna, the castle and fortification of which 
he impaired, and, by pcnuissuin flf the Lnipc changed 
the name of the city to A/eemabad; by which appellation it 
is stilt distinguished by all the followers of Molianilmd. 

It has been before stated, that, * ,n the abrupt termination 
of Sir William Norris’s embassy, the Emperor had issued 
orders to seize ami confine every European in his dominiim*: 
in consequence of which, in the month ol February i,oj. the 
whole of the English sort led at Patna and Rajemahel, with all 
their effects* were seized, to make good the damage done by 
Uie pirates: the amount of fbr property, however, proving 
inconsiderable, thr Company's servants were contioed for 
fun -one days in the public jail, but were afterwards liberated 
oa thdr parole. On thr 3oth of March the order was extended 
to all the European factories; ami the loss of the English 
Company, on this otxnskm, amounted to sixty-two thousand 
rupees, in this month, also, the Foujedar of Hoogly issued 
an order to seize all the Company s effects at Calcutta ; but 
the President, Mr. Beard, haviog previous notice uf his in¬ 
tentions, had sti well prepared for his defence, that the 
f nijedar hesitated to attack the factory, find, by the private 
intervention of the Prince, who durst not openly oppose the 
Emperor’s commands, at length desisted from his intent ion*. 
He, however, seized upon all the goods belonging to the 
Company which were coming down the river to Calcutta; but 
the spirited conduct of the English, on this occasion, by 
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tEcr.vt preventing any of the Moghul ships from passing dow u tU<- 
A ,u, r i:w river, obliged him to release she property* 

During tin* whole ot this business, the Prince Aieeni 
Oujrlnm evinced the greatest moderation ; and would mt have 
carried into efTrcl the orders of the Emperor, had he not l<crn 
goaded thereto by the Imperial Dew an. In the month ot 
October, hr tetlL order* to liberate the Company's agents con¬ 
fined at Rajcmahcl, and directed that they should be permitted 
to proceed to Calcutta, shortly after which an order arrived 
from Court to take *.tf the embargo on trade. On this occasion 
tlic Ik-wan relaxed in his severity, and offered freedom of trade 
to all the Europeans, provided tliey would make him and 
the Prince handsome presents ; which the English refused 
Tlvc Dew an, however, insisted upon the agents ot the three 
European nations producing the original firm fin* upon which 
th«M claimed their privileges. The Dutch and trench pro¬ 
duced theirs; hut the firman of Sultan Slmjaa, having been 
lost, by one of the English agents in going to Madras, torty 
years before, the English were obliged to bribe the Dewtui's 

secretary to let the matter drop. 

Moon I md Cooly Khan, having fixed his residence at Mnkh- 
ioosabad, assembled there alt the public officers of hit depart¬ 
ment; and at the end of the year, having made up bis accounts, 
in which was clearly exhibited the great increase he had made 
Hi the revenue of the provinces, prepared to set out tor Court* 
in order personally to lay them before the Emperor: on

Z cbe. openlv laid claim to the thmnr. and was, m tact, the 

favourite and tended hdr of his father, being jealous oflhc 

great wealth possessed by his nephew, the Prince Awcm 
Ooslian. and the power which the government of the eastern 
provinces threw into Ids bands, procured his recull; and that 
p r j nce< u f t w months before the death of the Kmperor. bavin 
appointed his own son, Fcrrokhscre. to he hi- representative 
m lineal ami Orissa, and 8er Balund Khun to be deputy-

lln IHnpcror Aumng/ebc kdlumgeer departed this life on

ninety-om years and thirteen days; having verbally made 
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a division of hn> empire amongst Iris three sons. To the * tcr - v ( -

Lahore, and Moulton; io the second, Mohammed Anzim uhen 
called Aazim Shahl, he gave the central parts* of Hindoostan;

Such was the dtbtfophr of the unfortunate Prince Azcem 
Ouabain, who for eleven years governed Lite provinces of Beliar 
and Bengal with much tolerance and moderation ; and which 
conduct, contrasted with that of his successor, places his dia¬ 
meter in a very favourable point of view. It may. howeter, 
be remarked, that the prince* of the house of Tiromir have 
evinced in India a mildness of disposition not -or res ponding 
with the idea we have of Tartars . and that the epithet of 
*' Cruel Despot** bus not been applicable to any of that family: 
for all hough AaruDgtrbc was a bigot, and persecuted the. 
Hindoos, it may be doubted whether he was miiuruJIy of a 
cruel disposition : at all events, his countrymen entirely’ acquit 
him on the score of the murder of his brothers, ns an net of 
self- preservation: and it has been justly observed, by a native 
of India, “ That Princes should not be judged of by Uic tides

The br*t act of the Nuxvalj, on his return to Bengal, was 
to change the name of the city of Mukhsoosibad to Mourshud- 
ahad , and, by establishing in it the mint, and by erecting a 
palace and other public Ol&ce* of government, to render it 
tiit capital of the province. 

We accordingly hud, that, in the year II w, the English i.n. uu» 
East-India Company was induced to pay him 2A f ooo rupees, 
for permission to establish a fnctun at Cossimbaaar, in the 
vicinity of the new city, lor the convenience of having the 
bullion, which they sent from Europe, coined into rupees at 
the mint.

In order to make a full investigation ul the value ui the 
lands he placed the principal /cmindavs in ‘dose confinement, 
and gave the collection into the hands oi expert Autnd;?, <->r 
collectors, who received the assessmentMaun the tannera, and 
„ paid the amount into the public treasury. He also ordered the 
whole of the lands to bit re-measured : and having ascertained 
the quantity of tallow ami waste ground belonging i« < '*V? vil¬ 
lage. he caused a cmisuknibk proportion of it to be brought into 
cultivation : for which purpose the collector- were mi t ho riled 
to make advances «r money to the lower order of husbandmen, 
to purchase stock, khd to rtambUI** themselves by a certain 
portion of tiie produce. 

When he had thus entirely dispossessed the zemindar* of 
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all interference m the collet tiuii, hr uM|gfied to them an allow- *£n. vi. 
ancr, either in Lind *>r money* for the subsistence of their v-emict-* 
families, called nmkur , to which wu added the privilege of 
hunting, of cutting wood in the fore*U, and of iishmg in the 
lakes and rivers: these immunities are calks] hunkar and Julkar’. 

The only person? who were exempted from these despotic 
regulations were the zemindars of Rheerbboom and Bishcnporc. 

The tirst w r as a popular and virtuous character, named Asm! 

Allah, whose ancestors had been Hindoos, but who had 
abandoned the worship of idols, ami embraced the Moham¬ 
medan faith (Ins person dedicated hall his income to cha¬ 
ritable purposes, either in supporting die religious and learned, 
or in relieving die distresses of the pour and needy be was 
besides attentive to all the duties of his religion, and deviated 
not from the ordinance* of the law. To have attacked such a 
character would have exposed theNuwaJb to great opprobrium, 
and would have in. tied against hun the popular clamour; and 
possibly would hove injured him in die csLcctn nfevciy devout 
Mussulman, 

The other zemindar ow ed his security to the nature of his 
country, which was full of woods, and adjoining to the 
mountains of Jarcund, whither, upon any invasion of the 
disim r, he retired to places inaccessible to his pursuers, and 
annoyed them severely in their retreat: the country was besides 
unproductive: and the expenses at' collection, and of main¬ 
taining it, would have exceeded the amount of the revenue, 

These two xctmudu*, therefore, having refused the sutn- 
iiutis to attend at the Court of Moors! lubudub, were permitted

The Rajas of Tipperah, Couch Keytar, and AM&m. whose, 
countries, although they had been overrun by tiwr Mohammedan 
arms, had never hern perfectly subdued, and who there¬ 
for continued to spread the umbrella of independence, and 
to stump the Coin in their own names, vi err so impressed wtlh 
ihe idea, of the power and abilities of Moorshttd Coaly Khatt, 
tltat they forwarded to him valuable presents, consisting of 
nlagtbwit** wrought and tin wrought ivory, musk, amber, mid 
various other articles, in token of their submission : hi return 
for which, iht* Nuwab sent them khctaaiit, or honorary dresses, 
by the receipt and putting on of which they avkmmlcdi'c.d h« 
superiority This interchange of prrurill* and compliments 
became an annual custom during thr whole nme of lira go- 
vcmmeiit, without cither party attempting to recede from, or 
advance beyond, the implied hnc of conduct. 

Moonhud Cooly devoted two day* in the week to the 
administration of justice, presiding in person in court t and mi 
impartial was hr in his decisions, and so rigid in the execution 
of Lhc sentence of the law, that he put his own son to death 
tor an infraction of its regulations ; arid his decisions thereby 
become celebrated throughout Hindoosum. This, however, 
muse be considered as respecting Mohammedan* ; fur in i.h*. 
coHeetioo o( the revenues he allowed his ■ •iFretri to he guilt v 
iif great cruelty and oppression; and wherever any person 
opposed hit wilt, lie marked him as rite victim of his jeicngt. 
It lias been before mentioned, that, when be wished to 
lay bin account* in person before the Emperor, Dcrp Narilp, 
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tme of 1 hr' chief Canoungocs. had refuted to audit them by his set? vi 
ygaahil'f. This circumstance rankled in the mmd of Moorshud 
CooIa ; but as the Canonngoe held his appointment, inde¬ 
pendently of the Governor, nnd was only accountable to the 
Imperuiexchequer for his conduct. the latter durstnot make any 
open attack against him. without inclining the displeasure of 
the Emperor. He therefore trented him, tor strepl years, 
w ith great respect and attention ; and consulted him upon all 
busiiress regarding the rfiirmie, 

This behaviour gained the friendship of l>«rrp Narain, and 
billed him into fatal security : for upon lire death of Bhnoput 
Roy, the Pt-ishkan Khabab. first clerk of the treasury, and 
who, in fact, managed all the business of that otficc, he was 
prevailed upon. Ire the Nuvvab, to undertake that employment. 

W hilst in this dangerous situation, Moorshml Coolv nar¬ 
row Iv watched all his actions, hoping, tliat by having thus 
extended Ms authority, he might be guilty of some misconduct, 
which should place him totally in his power, Iltu Peqt 
Narain, having a thorough knowledge of the business, and 
being well acquainted witfl ru-ry particular regarding tire 
revenues of Bengal, and on K anxious to recommend himself 
by the faithful disHurgc *»f In- duty, by the most minute 
investigation* ami M lire reduction of expenses, increased 
the revenue from otic crurc and thirty Jacks, (i.auo.ooo/.) to 
one crow and My lacks of rupees, (1,500,000/.) which he 
caused to he actually paid into the public treasury ; but, m 
>0 doing, he curtailed the dIIowbikxs granted to the /cmindan, 
mtd infringed upon rbr emoluments of people tn office, which 
rendered him very unpopular, and gave the Nuwal) jm 
'ipportunity of accusing him of malversation in hb office 3 and. 


» 
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under prHroceof scrutinizing his aoenuftts, lie kept him in close 
confinement, ami deprived him or’ all the enjoyments of Site, 
which severity so affected the health and spirits of JJerp 
Narai», that he fell into a decline, and in u short rime died. 
Bm ns the ^uwab was suspected of having accelerated the 
fute of his prisoner, he attempted to dfih* tliot iTn premia* 
hy his kindness to the son of the deceased ; for whom hd, 
obtained, from the Emperor. his Others office of ( anmmgoe, 
with an addition in one fourth of the emolument* of t he other 


i liitoimgne, who. in consequence of his haring signed Moor- 
ihnd CtiOlv’s accounts when Lfcrp Narftm refused hr- sig¬ 
nature, expected to have had his salary increasedj instead of 


being diminished. 

For some years previous rn the accession of Moors hud 
Cooly to the Dewumhip of Bengal, the office of Fmyedar, or 
Governor of the port of Hoogly, had been rendered indepen- 1 
dent both of the Dew an and of the Kaitm of fhe provinces; 
but as soon a* hr had united both offices in his own person. 


he represented to rhe Emperor. Bebadur Shah, ih r. absurd 
police of :,n imperitito »i ' or mixed authority in govern- 
meat; and requested that the Governor of Hoogly might hr 
subjected to Iris orders, ami rendered accountable to him for 
his conduct. The Emperor immediately saw the force of his 
argument i and Moorslmrf Cooly was permitted to appoint an 
officer in his own confidence to the superintendence of 


that town. 

The person whom he selected tor this purpose was a Mo¬ 
ghul, named Wullee Beg; upon whose arrival Hoogly, Zj*n 
Addi cn, the deposed Poujedar, encamped, with his retinae and 
dependants, outride of the town, i it lending, as Sunn he h»d

l.'onn : bin WuHcv fJ-eg, having demanded [felt linker rkin f 
the Pehffifcar or head clerk, should remain behind rill the ac¬ 
counts were examined, the late Koujedar resisted the demand; 
and both parties appealed to arms. Zvn Addecn, having 
ingratiated Niro self with the Dutch at Chins ura, and the 
french ai < haniiornagore, was supported by them: and VVuJlee 
Beg, having applied tor succour fo the Nuwaib. was in u abort 
time reinforced h\ a considerable detachment, both Of hi tan try 
and cavalry, under the command ot a Hindoo officer, named 
ilput Sing. 



Bmti parties ettiumpcd in the vicinity of Chandenuigorc, 
acul threw up entrenchments in front of their camps, which 
were distant a mile from each oilier; and although the 
No wall hud, on the commencement uf the disturbance, sent 
positive orders to all Lhc European settlenieulB hot to interfere 
in lhc ijuan-dr nrvirthqlcss, IwHh the French and Dutch con¬ 
tinued to assist Zyn Addeen. and supplied him with an 
excellent tram of artillery. 

Auer a considerable time had r lapsed in this state of m ai> 


ivity, and each party was endeavouring to circumvent the- 


other by stratagem, the deposed Governor sent an agent to 
Dilptit rung, the Nnwab'st General, to negotiate terms <>1" 
pcati ; and previous to hi> departure, as a mark of his special 
favour, lie threw over the shoulders of (he agent a large 
scarlet shawl, which rendered him very conspicuous at a 
distance. 

h happened tlmt when the agent entered the opposite 
lamp, Dilput Sing was employed in viewing the rampart* of 
his entrenchment and directed that the agent might he 
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brougUl thither. Hd accordingly rame, anti while they two 
weir standing ojnversing, «» the top of list* rampart, a French 
gunner discharged a cannon from one of the advanced hat- 
teriw., the ball of which struck Uilput Sing, and tow him to 
pieces, without injuring the agent in the smallest degree, 

A!though the dreturntance was probably accidental. it 
was considered as premeditated s much merit was assigned to 
the author of (he eCmlrivancr*. and a handsome reward given 
to the European ibr hi* dexterity. Whether intentional or 
accidental, it had the erTect, however, throwing tin- Nuivab's 
army iwo great confusion; of which Zyn Addeen taking 
advantage* attacked and drove them into thr tow « of Hoogly : 
after which he, ijutctly and unmolested, proceeded with his 
deputy' and retinue to Dchly, where he died a short time 
,nVi hit arrival," without any notice having been taken, by the 
Ministers, of the transaction. 

After the death of his patron. Kinker Sein returned from 
Drhh in Moorshudabld; mid, without betraying any signs of 
fear. watUd upon the Nuwab ; who, with his usual policy* 
apparently forgave him* and appointed him collector of the 
revenue of the district of Hoogly, but at the end of the year, 
when he came to settle Im accounts at Moordmd.ibad* con¬ 
fined him, on pretence of malversation, and ordered him lo be 
fed on buffaloes milk mixed with sail, which occasioning a 
disorder in his bowels he in a abort! lime died. 

Moors hud l ooly Khan continued to make the colla tions 
through his Auauh, by displacing the zemindars; with a few 
ciceptions where he found Lbe latter worthy ot trust and confi¬ 
dence. He a dm itted no charges for troops, but those paid and 
mustered by himself. Two thousand cavalry, and four thousand 
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inninirv, under the command of Nazir Ahmed, who had been «it. yi 
originally a private soldier, were found sufficient to enforce the 
payment of *11 the revenues of Bengali for so severe were 
his regulations, itnd such the dread of his power and resolution, 
that his commands were implicitly obeyed. nod it was suf- 
fii si-nt lor him to send a Singh* messenger, to requester ,i 
zemmdarv, or to seize on a culprit at the greatest distance, 

•Such were l he respect ami dignity kept up by the Governor 
at his court, (hilt, in Iris presence, no person w as Allowed to 

salute or speak to another; nor were any of lib officers or 

fUjaa allow ed to sit before him. 

He prohibited the zemindars, ami other Hindoos of opu¬ 
lence, Irorn riding in pahnipiim, obliging them to make use 

pi an inferior kind of conveyance, called a Dooly, or Chow- 

palch. Whoever deviated, in the smallest degree, from fits 
general regulations was certain to experience the dpacts of his 
rejeiiLinent. 

In the affairs of government, he .‘•hewed favour to no one; 
and always rewarded merit w hcrever he found it. Hr cm- 
ptoyed none but Bengali? Hindoos iu the collection of the 
revenues, because they were most easily compelled, by threats 
or punishment, to disclose Untie ma I-practices and their cou- 
folmtes, and thrir pusillamuuty secured him Irani am 
insurrection or combination against the State, In the few 
instances in which he found that they had defrauded him, or 
had made away with tin- revenue, and were unable to make 
goud the deficiency, lit- compelled the inlander, with his wife 
and children, to tn'tomc Mohammedans. 

Kab Otidyuurain, whose family had long enjoyed the 
iemimUry of the dlstrii l of Rajeshahy, was so distinguished 
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by hia ibililla nn AM'Ae N UW*b entrusted bun 

^•«di lilt aupcnntcndi’ntw *>t the greater puriina uf the collec¬ 
tions, and placed wader iws Gbolaum M a ha in mod Jnu- 

miuitr, wick two hundred horse, who in a. short time became 
a great favourite <<i Ins pniici}wl; hut in cowtip*encr of hia 
puy 1 laving tn , <‘n Lcpl bark tor manv months, the Jem m actor's 
people mutinied, mid the Nuwub, without inquiring minutely 
into the mailer, ordered a chosen detachment to quell the dis¬ 
turbance. A conflict ensued m the vicinity of the Itajii to I mute, 
in which the Jrimmulur wn* killed, anil many or lm people 
put to death, Thb cimimstiuu'v hurt and terrified Oudy- 
namitii that he pnt an end to hb own existence. 

The wmindwy oi ttajediaby wa>, in ttMtocqucuec, taken 
a wa,y I'rotn the lamily. nnd conferred <m ttnrnircenn and 
KancM> Rencot, two zeinnidiirs who result’d on the eastern ride 
of the river, in consideration ol their having been more 
punctual in the payment of their rents than the other ?cunii- 
darsof Bengal. 

The Ntiwab. bowser, never placed confidence in any man; 
iMjbimMfeMimiin-ri the accounts oi the c*dm|«c!! every day 
and if he ilfornvrrrd auy <*f the zemindars. or others, in 

their payment, he placed either flu* principal ur Hi? agent In 
arrc^l. with a guard over him, to prevent his either curing or 
drinking till the twainem was M-uJcdi and* bt otder U> ptevetif 
the guilds from being bribed* or negligent in their duty, he 
pjyced spies over them, who informed him of the smallest 
deviation from his orders, 

A principal instrument of the Nuwabs-severity was Niudr 
Ahmed, to whom, when a district was in arrear, he used to 
deliver over tile captive zemindar* lo be tormented by every 
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spwics of crutdty , ay banging up bv the feet ; feastifiaMig ; 
MHng them in the son in summer; and b> «tripping them 
and sprinkling them frequently with cold water, itt 

wihtor, 

Bnt all three acts of severity were but ttitles, compared 
mth the wanton and trod conduct bf Syed Re#» Khm f who 
was married to NuffisaU Begum, the granddaughter of fh,* 
Nllwjb > ami who, upon the death Of ? td I k ram Khan, iud 
been appointed deputy Devon «f the province, in order to 
enforce the payment of the revenues, he ordered a pond Lu be 
dug, which was filled with every tiring disgusting ; and the 
jrlcto.ii ni which was So nd'emire, as nearly to suiFoeate whoever 
approached it s to tins shocking place# in contempt of the 
Hindoos, he gave the name of Bkkxmt, which, in their 
language, means Pararillff; and, after the reminds r§ had 
undergone the usual punishments, if their mil was not 
forthcoming he erased them to be drawn, bv a rope tied 
under the arms, through tins infernal jKind. He is also 
stated to have compelled them to put on loose Lrowaers. 
into which were introduced live cat?.. By such croc! arid 
horrid methods he extorted from the unhappy zemindars every 
rlutig iLev possessed, and made them weary of their lircs. 

’Hie collections of Ihe preceding year were always com¬ 
pleted by the end of Cheyt (the first montit of the new 
year}; and in the beginning of Bysack (the second month) 
the Nuwab generally despatched to Deftly the royal revenue, 
amounting from ona crate and thirty bet to one crorc and 
fifty lacs of rupees, (t,50n,o<n>l) the greater part in specie. 
The lioxre of treasure were laden upon uvo hundred or more 
carts, draw n by bullocks, and escorted by a guard of son 
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tatalry and 500 in fun try, nco>m[»anic<l by one of the sub- 
treasurer*. Along with the revenue, he .writ. «f present# to 
tlic Emperor and Ministers. a number of elephants, Hill horses, 
antelope, hawks, shields made of rhinoceros hides, sword- 
blades. Sylliet mats, filigree work or gold and silver, wrought 
nuty, Dacca muslins, and Cossimkrzur . nlso a number of 
European articles procured at ihc Royal porr of Ffmrgly. 

TIjc Ifiiwflb, attended by his principal officers. accom¬ 
panied the convoy some miles from Moorstiiidnbatl : and rn 
order In take oJF any farther responsibility from himself. 
Independent of his own despatches to the Vosier, he bad 
tbe event recorded in the Royal Gaieties, by which all the 
Governors on the route were apprised of the circumstance, 
and were obliged, by the regtitotion*. to have carts and un 
«scort ready to forward the treasure to the capitalthose 
of Bengal being relieved at Patna, and those of the latter 
plage at Allahabad : the convoy, and its value, frequently 
increasing as it went on, by the collection* of each province. 
By such conduct, Moorshud Coolj Khan Conciliated the 
javourof the Minister and of the Emperor ; and the appoint¬ 
ments in Bengal were made chiefly at his recommendation : 
butif. through any other interest, u person procured ihcnomir 
nation to an office in that province, every means was taken 
lo thwart him, and to render his situation *o unpleasant, 
to induce him quickly In resign it. In proof of lb© 
former tact, it is stated, that Sief Klum, the grandson of the 
eckbrated Amyr Khan, having been appointed to Bengal at 
the recommendation of the Governor, was, upon Ins arrival, 
teocived in the most gracious manner, and appointed Ftwjedar 
of Pumeah, with absolute power over dial district, and with 
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permission tg conduct’ from the 1?ajft of Morung as much terri- ^ 
tury as he pleat' d, without any increase of revenue to the 
Slate: it it also said, (iiiil the Nuwab offered him his grand¬ 
daughter, Nudisah Begum, in marriage . hut that Sicf Khan, 
being i>t ati illustriousfamily. declined the connection; and she 
was therefore united to Sycd Rezu, 

Shortly alter Sief Khan had taken possession of his of¬ 
fice, he csgdted Beer Sab, the zemindar of Bccrnagur, who 
ventured tc oppose his will . after which, he imprisoned all 
the other zemindars of Punt call, and collected annually from 
that district eighteen fees of rupees, the surplus of which, 
above the former revenue of ten or eleven lacs, he appro¬ 
priated to his own use. He also considerably extended Ms 
boundary, by bringing into cultivation certain waste lands 
lying between Pumealt and Morung as neutral ground, but 
lo which, the Raja of Morung. miumdaled by Stef Khan’s 
power, gave up hi* claim 

All these circumstances were well known to the Nuwub: 
yet having a great friendship for Sief Khan, he did not 
interfere i hut annually invited him to spend some time 
with him at Moordiuduhad, where lie used to rally his 
gyiett on the peculiarities in hi* character, pnrlicularjy 
on his mode of paying hi* troop** which was by giving 
half the amount in good* either plundered, scijucsbrrcd, 
or purchased at a cheap rate, and the remainder in money; 
abo for bis maimer of rewarding tm companion* and 
jhvcmrites, by giving (.hem bis cast-od concubines, ou which 
account he Con fe rred on him the title oJ Yah LMkUab, 
U'hf Ratoirrr tif }f \nncn *.

of the depredator ? but ®tturam, having intelligence of the cir- 
crimstancc, moved to nrn.ilfrpurl >r| flic country, where liy 
chamte he fell in with Iht* Fotijedar, who was amusing 
himself tit buttling, and nitrrtiled by a very small escort. The 
rubbers immediaody attacked ifie Foujcdar and hit party, and, 
before* their chief taime up, killed Abac Tunib. When Sic- 
Uwum found that it was the Foujrdar he had slain, he much re- 
grcltod the circumstance, arid told his followers that the Nimiib 
would titftninly revenge the itiRiU offered to his government, 
by flaying them alive, and by deflating the pcrgimneb r.f 
M => It m ood a had : lie then respectfully delivered the body to the 
Foujedar'a attendant*;, who carried ii to Blioosnali. and interred 
it in the vicinity of Hint town.

Fcrroklmire did not press the Nnwab any further; hut. 
setting nut with hit* fttMIy and a few attendants, took the 
roul/of Patna* hoping to obtain some assistance from Syed 
ihisacin AVv Khan, who Uad been appointed Governor of 
Behar by Hi's father*; and on bis way was joined by a few of 
the adherents of his family, from Dacca. 

tpon His arrival at Patna, instead of entering the city,

I heir wives and children 
were lit fh'hh . and en&9t*f]ueiiUy in the power oi thdr enemfi** 
but such w as Ins aiTeckion for his brother, that hr jv hi bred to 
nm till risks and to rise or lull with him. 11 theivfbrc 
cuminenced waking military preparation* t ami us Ihe convoy, 
with the year's rollctiliuiii of Bengal, had just arrived at 
Allahabad, under the charge of Shttjaji Addecn khan, the 
aon-in-bhv of the Nuwtb of Bengal, he seized tin* treasure for 
Ferrokhsttre's or:. This was a most fortunate event, both tor 
the Prince and the brothers, ns it enabled them not only to 
pay the art-ear* due to their own troops, but to recruit their 
army. 

In the meantime, Hussein Aly, by his ittllunicc m I'aliut, 
borrowed a large sum of money' from the bankers , mid pro¬ 
cured. from the merchants all the materials requisite for the 
outfit of bis army, without any other securit-, than the 
Primr's bonds, payable* with a heavy interest, as joOr as he 
should be tixed on the throne. Whilst the two brother* were 
thus actively employed in preparing to take the fidd, the 
Emperor wa* informed, by his spies, of all their transactions, 

.iftd immediately lupersrdcd Abdullah Rhun in his govern- 
moot ; sending at tire same time an act he officer, named dyed

■j'jjjj t caused much alarm at Dcbly : and (hr J.rnperor, 
in Lwipr-- of detaching Abdullah Khan from the confederacy, 
meanly «on<teseci*d»d to sav. that he never had any intention 
of superseding him . and sent him a new commission for the 
government of Allahabad, which was accompanied hy an 
tinnorary dress of the most splendid kind. 

In the meantime, the Prince 1 ’errokhsere having arrived :»t 
Benanti, was enabled to borrow a large sum of mun< y from 
the bunkers of that city, on the same terms, mi which the hum 
had been negotiated at Patna; anil, proceeding hy easy marches 
daily augmented bis army by fresh levies, ami was joined hy 
several trffiem of distinction, who had taken disgust ut the 
conduct of Jchaudar Shah and his ministers} so that, on hi* 
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crossing ilie Ganges at Allahabad, and after Ins junction with ater. ii 
A bdullah Mum, hr mush-red an army or &5 p ixn> cavalry. and 4.0. iti* 
an excellent train of artillery. 

The Prime soun after advanced to Cudgwa \ attended by 
the two brother*., Sycd Hussein Aly and Abdullah Mian, with 
all their friends and portittUte; and on the agth of the month 
Sbonal, a.b. MM. defeated Aizaddccn, the eldest sun of Jo \.m»b*r.

hanJar .Shah, ami got possession of all his artillery and camp 
equipage. In consequence of tins victory, many of the Im¬ 
perial troops joined the standard of Fcrrokttsere ; and Ab¬ 
dullah khin, u ho directed all the military movements, halted 
some days on the field of haute, to cam <m his negotiation** 
with nevrral of the Omrahs, who were disgusted with Jelmmlar 
Shah ami his infamous government. 

The jiusillummmi* Hniperor, having at length taken the ^ %rjtl 
field, the .mik-uding armies, on the ) uhof Zilhrje i \2+, 
the vicinity of Agra ; and after a contused battle, which 
nearly ihe whole day, the Imperial army was completely 
routed; and the hmperof. accompanied by tup mis cress. Lull 
t oar, tied upon hist rh-phant to Agra: where, having changed 
his drcs>, ami shared his head and beard in the maimer of the 
Hindoos, he, in the middle of the night, continued his (light 
towards f fchty. 1 pon his arrival in that city, instead of going 
to the fort, he stopt at the house of the Vizier Assud ad 
Uowbb, who trad been left in charge of the capital. This 
circumstance was shortly known throughout the town ; upon 
whiuli ilk, friends «f Fcrrokhsiere surrounded the house, and 
de manded iliai the Royal fugitive should be delivered into

In order to suppress their Hamuurs, tine Tinier 
v !», m 3 , agreed to confine the Emperor i and making a virtue of neces¬ 
sity. he wrote a petition to Ferro k ha ere. informing hum that, 
he hail imprisoned lehandnr Shah in hia own house, and 
waited the Imperial orders concerning his disposal In rerum, 
order* were despatched, applauding Ids conduct, and assuring 
him of tlie Royal favour. 

During the late engagement, although fortune, in its ter¬ 
mination, had favoured the cat Me of 1 Wroth sere, yet ih»? 
division of the army which hud been platted under rite com¬ 
mand of his friend anti principal support, Hussein Aly Khan, 
having been opposed to Zoolfeenr Khan, the Ameer alOinrah, 
and his Tartar troops, was worsted, and ihtir chief left for 
dead on the held; and as Zoollecar Khan* rontirmied tn keep 
pTiK^esston of the gfcumd till it was dark, the body «t Hussein 
Atv was hoc discovered till near midnight ; and when found, 
was in a state of insensibility, and scarcely n spark of life 
remaining. On receiving vane assistance, he so far recovered 
hi* sense*, as to leant with pleasure the success of hi* party; 
nevertheless it wa* with much difficulty that he could V 
placed in a palaiuptm, ami rtmvtyed to his brother; who, mt 
seeing him still alive, prostrated himself on the gnmnd, .inti 
returned thanks to God for so signal a favour: lie afterwards 
took ntf the valuable jrweb which he Wore, and presumed 
them to the man who had first discovered ihe body.

Moorihtud Dooly Khati was sensible thai Bengal owed

renew.d of prevail?, MU to himself and to all the interior 
departments, Sm'li conduct, of course, irritated the English 
agents, wl:n wrote a detail of their grievances to the Directors 
of the f'ompaity tn England, and solicited permission to send 
in embassy to Dchly. to complain to the Emperor of the 
XuwuVs conduct. Their suggestion was approved of by rfae 
Company ; and orders were sent to the Governors of Mailras 
and Bombay, to unite their grievances in the saute petition 
with those of Bengal. 

The nomination of the Ambassadors was left ici M ■, Hedgrv, r.i^uo, 
the Governor of Calcutta, who selected, for this purpose, ** 
Mr. John 5moian. and Edward Stephenson, two nt the ablest 
factors m die Bengal service; joining to them 3<i Armenian, 
named Khoja Scrhaud* who unilersUnxi both the English and 
Persian languages, and who had been for many years the 
principal merchant in Caleurtii. Mr. William Hamilton also 
accompanied the embassy, as surgeon. 

At that period the government ot t'.n!cu(tu were very igno- 
tanl Of the politics and intrigues nf the Court <n Lichlv, and 
the Ambassadors had no other lights to direct their proceedings, 
than *ueh as they obtained from the Armenian; wtio, although 
he had rn-ver been at Dchly, bad procured a certain degree of 
-!1 formation from some of his country men, who*: extensive 
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*ccr Vi com merer ji) concerns led them over every pan of lrnii;i ; and 
who w 3 M very s olid lows lo be admitted into this honourable 
commission, in hopes, of acquiring a targe pmfil bv the good v 
he should cam , free ui charges and duties, in ilie tram of the 
embassy. lilt* presents designed for the Ktnperor anti his 
officers emsateted of curious glass ware, ductwork, brocade*, 
and the finest manufactures of wool ten-cloths and silica; 
valued, altogether. at 30,000/.; which Khoja Serhsud, in 
hi* tetters to Dehty, magnified to loo.ooo/.; and gave such 
a description ol the varieties which were coming, thm Fer- 
rokhserc ordered the embassy lobe escorted by the Governors 
of the province 1 ' through whose territories! it might pass. The 
train proceeded trn the Ganges. fh»m Calcutta to Patna; and 
thence \*y laud to Dchly ; where they arrived on the ath of 
July, after a march of throe months. 

The Ambassadors, upon their arrival at Court, very judi¬ 
ciously did not make their application though the Vbii*r, Sved 
Abdullah Khan, or his brother Hussein Alv Khun, tin? Ameer 
atOmrah; having discovered, that, notwithstanding the Km- 
peror’s obligatiiint, io these two chiefs, lie was not attached to 
them, nor guided by their advice. The Ambassadors therefore 
chose for their patron a person named Khoja Hansen, who 
had accompanied Perrokhserc from Bengal, and upon his 
accession to the throne had obtained the title of Khan Dowron. 
This person, who held the office of Paymoaten-grncr*}, was 
a great hi von rite of the Emperor's, and was admitted to all 
hit councils, 

In the meantime, the Mu wait of Bengal, who had from the 
first instant beheld the embassy with great jealousy, and who 
♦ umulered it as an imputation against the integrity of his 
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conduct, took much pains, by his interest with the Vizier and 
his brother the Ameer til Ornrah, to thwart its success ; and * *- u* mi. 
proUabl} would hove accomplished ht> object, it an accident 
had not placed the English gentlemen, at once, in a high degree 
of favour with the Emperor himself, 

Fcrrokliserct had twen for some lime engaged to many (he 
daughter of Raja Ajeet Sing, one of the Rajppoot Princes ; and 
the hridr had arrived, for that purpose, at the capital; hut the 
Emperor, being alllicU'd with a complaint v> uch nil the skill of 
hi* own physicians could not cure, was unJ Hit- necessity of 
postponing the marriage. At length, in cum - qnencc of the «r.ttoaiito*, 
recommendation of Elum Jhnvran, he perm, ted Me Hamilton 
the surgeon of the Embassy. to a tten d him , and that gentleman 
having, hy a jin hernia operation, restored the Emperor to 
health, became, very deaervedh, a great favourite, with hie 
Majesty, who. in addition to many proofs of the Royal muni¬ 
ficence*. promised to grant any other fav our he should ask. 

Mr. Hamilton, instead of requesting any further reward for 
himself, besought his Majesty to concede to the English Am¬ 
bassadors the object of their mission. The Emperor, surprised

Shortly alter this conversation* the marriage festivals conT- 
mcnced, and were celebrated with greater pomp and magnifi¬ 
cence i han had ever U*en witnessed in Hindoos tan. This event 
interrupted all oilier business. and obliged the Ambassadors 
u> wait for its. months before they could procure a lav o arable 
opportunity of presenting their petition, 
ini ffni. It was at length presented, in tlie month of January ; and, 
beside* varum* subjects of eomplatnt from Bombay and Madras, 
stated the numerous impositions practised Uv the Nuwdi of 
Bengal, and hU inferior officers. It therefore prayed, 

That a dwtHck t m passport, signed by the President of 
Calcutta, should exempt the goods it specified from iwing 
stopped of examined hv iheotBccre of the Bengal government, 
under any pretence, 

*• That the officers of the mint, at Moon,hti4dh»cl, ihoufd 
ar all times, when required, allow three days in tiie week for 
the coinage of the English Company’s money- 

“ That all persona, whether Europeans or native??, who 
might be indebted or accountable to the Company, should be 
delivered up to the Presidency at Calcutta, on the first demand. 

«* That the English might purchase the lordship of thirty- 
eight towns, with the same immunities as the Prince Axecm 
(Jos! tan had permitted them to buy Calcutta, C button utty, 
and Govindpore.” 

Jkbaii Dtnmo, whom the Ambassador? had chosen m 
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tlteir patron, not during to espouse their cause, advised sect VT 

them t<i act as if they had no oibcr reliance than on Syed Al»- *.i> i:mjl 
dulfah khan, the Vizier: and even the Emperor, although he 
professed j general approbation of the petition, dim !i d the 
several articles to be discussed by the different officer: of the 
State, 10 whose cognizance they wire deemed to liclong. 

This subjected the whole petit ion to the judgment of the 
''uieri who, not without candour, disputed rtU the material 
articles, and readily allowed those of less importance. A 
second and a third petition were therefor* presented to the 
Emperor; in cimmjuenco (if which the Vj/ f r was at length 
induced to give up all his objections: bur. to the great dip. 
appointment of the ambassadors, the mandates were issued, 
not under the Emperor’s, but under the seal of the Vizier ; 
which, although carry ing great authority in provinces near the 
capital, was finely la be little respected by Urn distant Viceroys, 
to whom these order* were addressed. 

To increase the didkulltes of the embassy, Rh 0 ja Serhaud, 
having been ('becked by hi* colleagues in some irregular pro¬ 
ceedings! perplexed all their operations, and. as iliey lliougln, 
betrayed their councils. Nevertheless, Messrs. Stephenson and 
Sumipn, with great steadiness and becoming spirit, returned 
the mandates■ ami determined to wait until they should obtain 
patents under the Imperial scat. 

. v In the meantime, the agents of the Nuwub of Bengal ex- A „ ,,, 7 . 
eeted themselves to thwart the incasunr ai much .is possible, 

.vtul by their influence mid bribery postponed the business for 
tom iceii months. At length the Ambassadors were advised, to 
brilu* a favourite Eunuch in the Seraglio; and although nut 
very sanguine in their expectations from this measure, were 
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* 4 Ct n induced 10 comply t and to their groat surprise', a* soon as the 
Tb-Fj^taT" matter was paid, the Yiricr, and all Ins dependants, appeared

*m r™-b- aj much inclined to forward their views, as they had hitherto 
it- iii p* ?*?♦ f been averse; and soon alter, thirty-four patents, embracing all 

the diifrrenl subjects of the petition, were issued in the Em¬ 
peror's name, and the principal ones authenticated by the 
Imperial seal \ 

Tli«e papers were delivered to the Ambassadors before they 
had discovered the real cause of their success; which, how¬ 
ever, was explained to them before they left Dehly. by one of 
St him Dowran's officers. 


In the year lOSft, a little while before the fleet from 
England began to take the Moghul ships, the English agents 
at Surat retired to Bombay, and continu'd then? till peace 
was restored. During the period the Ambassador* were at 
Dehly, the president of Bombay, finding that (he expenses of 
the factory at Surat, in consequence of the impositions prac¬ 
tised by the Moghul olfiecrs, far exceeded the profits, had 
ordered ii to be withdrawn; and the Governor nf Surat, rea¬ 
soning from former experience, toot the alarm, and firmly 
Indieved that a tied was on Us way from England, to commit 
hostilities, as to ifiaj; w’hich would have been attended with 
the same consequences, as many valuable ships, belonging to 
the Moghul merchants, were then at sea. He therefore wrote 
privately to the Eunuch, who he knew had groat influence over 
the Emperor, and was highly respected by thi- Vizier, to re* 
present to them the dangerous consequences of a farther re¬ 
fusal of flu* English petition. This suggestion was readily 
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listened to, both by the Emperor and Abdttlkh Kium ; and the aacrJ vi. 
Eunridi, foreseeing the change iliat would shortly ensue, deter- "" 
mined M reap some advantage from his intelligence, and 
imposed himsdf on the Ambassadors an the author and 
instigator of the measure. 

The Ambassadors, haring thus accomplished the object of 
their mission, took leave of the Emperor in the month of July, 
two years alter their Arrival ;it Dcfaly. The patents addressed 
to the Stmbah of the iJekkan and foe Nuvvub of Guzerut 
effect as soon as they were published, because they 
afforded no political pretext tor opposition . but in Bengal 
iheiV meaning was much disputed or evaded. 

the article which permitted the English to jmrcluisc 
thirty-eight fo#as would have given t hem a district extending 
ten mile- aoulU of Calcutta, along the banks on each side of 
Hoogly river , of which Uie passage, in this extent, might have 
been easily commanded, by the erection of batteries or FCffotlb&; 
at the same time that the revenue of die tract would have 
defrayed the expense: and the possession of such a tract would 
have brought under their subjection and authority a consi¬ 
derable number of the Moghul subjects. 

The prudent foresight of Moueshud Cody Khan, added to 
UU merriment at do* sneers of the embus.yi, made him behold 
with indignation the concession of this article; but not daring 
openly n. oppose rh,_- Imperial mandate, he privately threatened 
' | ,M * Proprietor* or the land with damaeiaiW of his vengeance, 
if they parted with their ground to the English upon any 
terms that should be offered : and the Company's servants, 
confiding iw much in tl»r sanction «f foe Emperors firman, 
neglected fo c more efficacious means of bribing the Ntiwab 
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tttfT- vl u, compliance wiill thdr wishes. Thus ihe most importim 
conceal on winch had bwn obtained by llir embassy was 
entirely thietnucd. 

The Nuwab, however, complied with the orders contained 
id the first article t and the privilege of granting dudtmim. or 
passports, bv the pendent at Calcutta. « recognised all 
over the province. This eimnusnmcc gvfcully nog mental 
and facilitated the arcubtiim of the English mute; which 
now no longer paid custom*, nor was liable to be stopped by 
the officers or Government. But a ipicsfiixi arose, whether 
the English were entitled, tnuier this privilege, to participate 
in the internal commerce «f Bengal, by earning the manu¬ 
facture or products of one part of the province to another, 
lltr Emperor's firm in implied no restrictiatuii but the Nuwuh 
) nsisted, that the immunity extended only to such aiticlcs as 
were either imported, or intended to be exported, by sea; 
alleging, that us salt, bctel-nul, tobacco, and several other 
articles of general Consumption, W4*re eiihcr tanned due in 
monopolies, or taxed with heavy duties, if the English were 
allowed to trade in these articles, it would mil only be :i great 
injure to nil Lin. 1 other merchants* hot a very considerable 
diminution ut the public revenue. 

Convinced as ranch by the reasoning of the Nuwab, us 
deterred by his power, the servants of the Company receded 
from their pretensions, uml applied themselves to make the 
most advantage of those privileges which were itol contested. 

(LMttat Success produce*! new adventurers t and besides a number of 
English private merchants IS rented by the Company, Calcutta 
was, in a -short lime, peopled liy Portuguese, Armenian, 
Moghul, ami Hindoo merchants, who earned on their com- 
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inrro* under the protection of U* English flag; Unis t \ ir *cr v, 
belonging to the port, in the course uf leu rears after r 
thtr embassy, amounted to ten thousand tons; arut many iu- 
diviJuab amassed fortunes wilhuui injuring the Company* 
trade, or tacunfa; the tliupfcawtedftJi.: Moghul Gbv«mi»cnt T 
I he I resident, nevertheless, found it requisite to conciliate 
the Xutvah frequently. by presents* in order to secure the 
4 oiupam s investments, and to facilitate the course of (heir 
bus mess at the subordinate factories; but the inhabitants of 
Calcutta enjoyed, after the return of the embassy, a degree of 
freedom and security unknown to the other subjects of rhe 
Moghul empire; and that city* in Consequence, increased 
yearly* in extent, beauty, and riches. 

In the year i J Sd, Mousbud Gft»ty Khan obtained from A ^ ri( 
Court tfse patents he had Umg solicited; conferring on him 
tlir govern n tent of Behar 4 , 'm addition to the united "offices or' 

N**im and Xfcwu. of Bengal and Orissa ; which threw into 
his hoods greater powers than had beet! entrusted to any 
Governor. sirnx the introduction of tile Emperor Akbar's 
regulations. 

Ill the year of the Hejira t im, the unfortunate Frrrokhsere 
was P UE t* « WKl douht. by (He wry persona who had raised ESS? 
Sum to the throne. and the tim young princes, KmfWi a tl 
Wriam, and Rttifeii atl Dowlah. in the course „f seven months 
occupied the throne ami tlieir entiins. scarcely affording; time 
to the Governor of Bengal to manifest the loyalty of his 
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;sbt V*. ittieniintis. But j.* *i>ori a* Mohammed ^buii was rirmtv seated

Lu 1 he year T1 Si, after the mtmler of life Twit Sycds, 
Mmirehud Cook Khun again forwarded more valuable pfonents 
to She Faupcror, wiib a congratulatory Inter on his stltScew, 
He at the same time remitted to the Viziers the collection for 
the last vear; 4 fid by such conduct, at a lime that the 01 her 
Governor* were very remiss in their duty, maintained Ins 
reputation and tndutrhce at Court. 

About tills period, the government of Bengal was In some 
measure disturbed by an attempt at insurrection, by two *if 
the Afghan Zemindars of Maimioodnbad who, tuning col¬ 
lected a number of follower*. plundered thn adjoining dis- 
triels, ami had even the ainiflcity to seize upon t^ono rupees 
of the pubic treasure w Inch wits on the way to Moo refold a had, 
Aa soon its intrHip^nrt of flits eifetnwUAftet rum.lied the 
Nuwab, he mdtred Ahsen Alv Khun, the t mu jedar of Hoogly', 
to march against the insurgents: and that officer haring. by 
a rapid movement, Mirpristsd them, took them till prisoner*, 
ami sum them loaded with chains to the NnWSb, who COH- 
fccftled all, their property, transferred their zcrnimiftric* to 
K,u iiwun, tbs' fivouriic Hindoo collector, and condemned 
them lbeing Mohurmutdans) to perpetual imprisonment: but 
in order that for government should not be losers by thin 
disturbance, and to prevent a repetition of similar outrages, 
he caused all (he zemindars in the vicinity of Mafonootlubad 
to pay their proportion of the 60,000 rupees, public money, 
which had been plundered. 
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Muorehud Cooly urns indefatigable in the extirpation of sect vl 
robbers. Wtucrc^er a robbery was committed, he compelled 
the foujedar, or the Zemindar. either to hud out the thief, or 
to ret'over the property. The goods, or their equivalent tit 
money, Were always restored to the persons who had been 
rpbhctl; and the thief, whenever caught, was impaled alive. 

At Cutvrah and Moorshudgunge he erected guard-houses, 
for the protection of travellers; and gave the command of 
the police guards to one oi lib slaves, named Mohammed Jan, 
who was cjI j savage disposition, anil who was always attended 
by » Until of cxecuBotfers; and whenever he caught a thief, 
used to have the body split in two, and bung upon trees on 
the high road; tfl>m which circumstance he was nick-named 
the Kolhareh, or Axe. 

By these Severe meani. during Moorshud Cooty Khan’s go¬ 
vernment, travellers were protected cm tlic roods, and every 
man slept securely in his own house. 

Having, in the preceding pages, given what may be termed 
ihc dark side of Moorshud Coolv Khan's picture, we have now 
much pleasure m reversing (he object; although we fear the 
portrait will still not he approved of by Englishmen. Both sides 
are however drawn by the same author; who, although aim- 
n vinous, is allowed, by the Mohammedans, to have written 
with truth and impartiality 

" E * ee P*% lUui ‘here has not appeared in 

B*nis.l, no, indeed an, part of Hindoostoo. an Ameer who 
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act n. can be compared %vith Mocimftitd Coolj’, tbrMjd* in the propa¬ 
gation of the noth , for wisdom; in the establishment of law a and 
regulations. for munificence and liberality* in the cncuuriige* 
merit and support given Co men i t faintly and eminence; for 
rigid anti impartial justice, in redressing wrongs, and ptmiilitng 
otfendrrB; in short, whose whole administration fo imtth 
tended to the hericfit of mankind, and the glory of tin 
Creator. 

“ His judicial decisions were so rational and proper, that 
they were as much respected ami obeyed as the decrees of those 
monarch* whose name? are most renowned tor equity and 
justice. He was stroll an observer of Jus word, lhal lit; never 
failed in i he performance of any engagement: lie slept but little, 
and carefully observed the stated times of prayer, from breakfast 
to riOoit he employed himself in copying the Koran, ami in 
administering justice: and every year lie sent Koran* of his own 
writing, with valuable ode rings, to Mecca, Medina, and other 
holy places. 

** He maintained above two thousand readers, headsmen, and 
chanters, who w«ie constantly employed in reading the Koran, 
and in other acts of devotion. During the first twelve da vs of 
the month Knbl>v a I Avul, which include the birth and 
death of the holy Prophet, he feasted people of all conditions t 
and on those nights, the road from Mahecnagur to 14 II Baugh, 
which Is above three miles was illuminated with lamps, re¬ 
presenting verses of the Koran, unique*, in-en, other 
figures. Nearly a hundred thousand persons were employed cm 
these occasions; and, on llie firing of a gun, the whole was 
illuminated at once, exhibiting, in an instant, such a sheet of 
light as astonished the beholders. He also kept live festival of 
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Ihp prophet Rliiaer, when paper tats, decorated with lighted , 
lumps, am *rt afloat upon the river*. 

" Beside- feeding a multitude of people, he also provided 
rood fur the hearts of the field uisd Lbe fowls of the air. 



** Hcalwayspfdv idetl against famine, and severe tv prohibited 
all monopolies of grain ; he constantly made private inquiries 
concerning the market-price of grain; and, whenever he dis¬ 
covered any imposition, [lie otfenfas so fibred the most exem¬ 
plary punishments If the importaljnu of grain to the dtic* 
utit! towns fell short of what had been n-nial, lie sent officers 
info the eon in ry, who broke ,-pen the hoards of individuals, 
and compelled them to carry their grain to the public markets 
Rice was then common)) sold, at Moorshudubad, at tour matted* 
tor a rupee: and the prices ut oilier previsions were in pro¬ 
portion. He ai.o strictly prohibited the exportation of grain; 
and the Foujrdur i»l Hoogly had express orders to sec that nt> 

J ^’•P* belonging to Europeans or others, was suffered to carry 
away m«tr than was sufficient for the victualling w f tin- erevv, 
during their intended voyage; neither were any merchants 
suffered to have any stores of grain, 

M He was so punctual in Ihc performance of all tokens of 
respect inwards his Sovereign, that lie would not ait down in 
a Royul boat; ami when, in the rainy ’teason, the Emperor's 
Hecf of state boats came from Dacca, for an exhibition, he 
went oul tii meet ii and turning his face towards the -eat id 
•jovemment, made his obeisance, presented Ins a/tzzir, anti 
k-'^cd the deck or the royal barge. Engagements between 
flephante l*ing prohibiied from Court, he did not allow ifwm

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lacr, vi. within his jurisdiction; hut wed la exhibit and be present at 
those between elephants ami tigers, ami other animals. He 
look no delight in hunting, he nevrt indulged himself with 
spirituous liquors, nor any intoxicating drugs: neither did he 
amuse himself with singers or dancers He always kept con¬ 
stant to one lawful wire, and, out of his excess of delicacy, 
would not sutler anv strange women, or eunuchs, to enter the 
apartments ofhis seraglio. 

" He deputed all Oic rdincmepU of luxury, and particularly 
in dress, and refrained from even tiling that is prohibited in 
the law, No high-seasoned dishes were served up to bis table; 
neither frozen sherbets, nor creams, but only plain ice. During 
the winter, Khyzlf Khan, Jus house-steward* used to collect, 
in the mountains of Riijcmahel, a sufficient stock of ice for the 
rest of the year ; ami the whole was done at the expense of 
llic zemindars of that district. In the riungoc season, there 
was station^ at Rajcmalicl an overseer, who used to keep a 
regular account of Hie choicest ujangoe-trees it, Mahbh, kut- 
Walee, ami BTuswittpoajr; and hb guards were placed over 
them, to ser that no >utr purloined dir fruit, and that it was 
regularly wmt to Moor'dmdahad. The zemindar:, firm b he d 
every tiling that was required for these purposes; and they 
durst nut cut down a m.uigtxMree, nor touch any of the fruit, 
that die overseer luid appropriated toyhc use of the Nazim's table. 

“ He po$M$jed very extensive learning, and paid great respect 
to men who were eminent tor their piety or erudition : he 
wrote with great elegance, and was a remarkable line penman: 
his skill in arithmetic enabled him to scrutinize oil accounU 
himself: he signed all orders and accounts with red ink: lie 
was a brave soldier, a liberal benefactor, upright and just in 
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all Ills dealings, lilt steady protector <>» the weak; so that, 
-iumjg hb guvemtileutj the meanest peasant was secured trura 
Injustice and oppression. 

it<- made tin retrenchments in any Royal grains, nr in 
those of fonpri’ Soubafrdars, tor charitable purposes; but, on 
ihe coBtrarj, nitroMd them ; nn Zemindar or Aumil could, 
v. nil Unpittiitv. oppress any one j vakeels were euntiaualh ju 
senreli of complainants; and whenever they met with any 
person had reason to be dissatisfied, they used evtay en¬ 
deavour to parity him ; but if it happened that a :«.< II-founded 
win plaint reached the ears of Hoorah ml Cooly, die offender 
was stare to stiller severely If the off cm of justice, out of 
partiality, or respect to rank, neglected to redress the meanest 
person, upon a representation thereof from the party aggrieved

neither favour not affection to any one. the rich and the p 0O i 
bcarmi: equal value in lu» jighf *. 

" In the beginning of the government of Moors hud Goody 
the Crmvalt of Hoogly forcibly took flWaj 4 voting girl from U* 
house of her father, a Mcghtili and Ahscnullah, the fonjmlar 
* rf !jul JJ * aLVl ^ uff cring the offence to pass unnoticed, the father 

icd Jli * before Ore Ni.vvab, wife Commanded 

that the offender should be stoned to death, cOrttbrmaWy to the 
ordinance of the Koran ; and notwithstanding all the entreaties 

m Ahsenullah, who was a great favourite, the sentence was 
actually executed. 
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fl&x vj_ - ^ Mohammedan beggar having asked chanty ot BintlrW' 

bond a Hindoo landholder m Chimak holly, he was displeased 
ftl bis manner, and turned him out of ihc house. The fakier 
collected together a number of bricks, with which he erected a 
wall on Ihndrahunds road, and gave it the name ol a mosque: 
and from It called the people 10 prayer. Whenever Bitt- 
drabund passed thar Wlj% he vociferated the summons to 
prayer, and w vexed him. that in mge he threw down 
of the bricks, abased the fakier. and drove him away. I he 
fakier complained lo Muorshiu! Cooly; and Cary Mohammed 
Shercf. in an assembly of men learned in the law, sentenced 
Bind rebuild to be put to death. The Hiiwub was not willing 
to take a way lib life j and asked the Cs*y whether there was 
not any way of e vading the strict letter of the law, to savr the 
poor Hindoo. The Cary answered. ' There may be so much 
delay, as to allow time for his intercessor to be put lo death 
first; but after that, he must absolutely be executed. All ihe 
endeavours of Moorehwd Cooly# in his behalf, w ere incdectuat; 
and although Itmd rebuild was recommcndi'd to the Emperor's 
mercy by the Prince Aacem Oosfum, yet it was of no avail: 
for the Caxy killed him with an arrow from his own hand, 
After I lie execution# Azeem Ooahan complained t« A lining- 
/ebe. that (lazy Mohammed Shcrcf had killed Bmdrahund in 
a fit of insanity; bat the Emperor wrote with his own hand on 
the Prince’s letter, 1 Catty Shcrc! is on Uie side of God.* At 
1 the death of AunmgwSfee, Cary Sheref applied for leave to 
resign . and al! the entreaties of the Nuwub could not prevail 
upon linn to continue in office. 

“The Su vs ab# being now far advanced in years, and finding 
lib health de clin e very fast , gave orders for building hb tomb. 
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with a mosque, and a kehtt$reh (a square* with shops, &c.) 

Femsb. a confidential but menial servant, was the 
person employed to superintend the work. IT* pitched upon 
a spot situated in the Khass Talook, m the cast side of the 
city. He pulled down all the neighbouring Hindoo temples, 
ami used the materials for raising the new work. The zemin- 
tkrs, and other Hindoos* would have preserved their temples 
at Aliy price; but no in treaties or bribes could prevail: not 
one wan left standing in Monrshudabad, or at the distance ot 
tour days’ journey from it. In the remote villages, many of 
tlie Hindoos' houses were threatened with destruction, upon 
pretence of* their being dedicated to religion? uses; and they 
were necessitated to redeem them by tlu- payment of* a sum of 
money. The servants of Hindoos of 41 ranks were compelled 
to w ork. unless their masters paid tor their release. S-- great was 
the dtnd ot Morad, that m» one dart'd to complain; his written 
onkrt w ere circulated throughout the country. und implicitly 
obeyed. By these menus, ;i» the course of a year, the buildings 
were completed. am) a gauge fa public market where duties 
ate collected} annexed to the kchtarch, to keep the whole in 
repair,” 

In the year mil, Mnoohud Cooly Khan, apprehensive 
thill he hud not long to live, exerted all Ms Interest and tit* 
at the Court ot lichly, to preserve the succession to 
his government for his grandson, Serfeni/ Klum; am! in all 
probability might have succeeded r . had not a powerful rival

This person. aware of the intentUm# ot die Niiwab, iin- 
vatcU employed intelligent agent, to carry on a correspon¬ 
dence, an d negotiate for him, w ith Khan Ibwran, who had 
succeeded Bycd Hussein Aly Khan as Ameer al Ommli, and 
who liv a great favourite with the Emperor. Between these 
personages it was arranged, that Khan Dowron should procure 
the appointment of Sonbabdur or tjovernor tot himsclt, hut 
that he would nominate >huiua Addeeti his deputy in the

the provinces of Bengal and Orissa, f urnished with ibis ducu- 
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meat, he proceeded w iLh edition to the scat of government. v* 
am! iiligluitig ai the palace called, the Chuftii Setvon (FortjT 
Pillars), sniunujiicd ill the public officers u> attend him; and 
upon then arrival produced hi.-, patents. w Inch lur cauteil to 
he read aloud, and without opposition took possession of the 
musuud; utter which In rri:ehr*l die congratulations of'all the 
person* present, and caused the event to be notified by the 
shrill sounds of the Imperial music. This circumstance occurred

Previous to Moors hud Coidy Ktmrf decease, he appouilcd 
his grandson. Sertvraz Khan, his puhlh and private successor, 
and sotf- executor of his Iasi testament and, having delivered 
over to him the keys <.! all his treasures anil valuable effitets.

and wii acknowledged Uy the public officers* hr liad only to 
submit with a good grace, The young man, either agreeing in 
opinion with lib friends, or averse to oppose hts parent, hastened 
without tiny retinue in the palace, fell at bb father's feet, aiul 
ronpratubted him Upon his accession to the government, 

in ihr work translates! by Mr, Gladwin, it is related, that 
Serif ra* Khan received early intelligence' of the approach of 
his rather, and that hr made preparations to oppose him ; but 
that hts mother and grandmother, both women remarkable tor 
their prudence and great sagacity, and for whom he entertained 
The tttamrtt a dec lion and respect* interposed. and represented 
to him. that his father being an old man, could not keep him 
long i>hi of the government* or, ut least, from the inheritance 
to Moordiud 'Cottfr Khan's private tslale; and therefore ad¬ 
vised him to be sititfial, for the present, with the office of 
Dewim of Bengal; and not to tv guilty of the horrid impiety 
of appearing in arms against his father* which would fix a 
reproach upon his name to all eternity. These arguments pre¬ 
vailed so entirely over the ambition of SwforUZ Khan, shat he 
advanced to meet his father, and conducted turn to Moor* 
shudabad: and. after resigning to him the palace, retired to lib 
own house at Nuktaklialy; and from that time never failed to 
pay his respects to him every morning.

*T iris officer WMi by descent, an Afsharj of lf* € - tri-hf. or 
tucopinuns, who formerly inhabited Hhorassan, the extern 
province of Persia, and were esteemed ihr bravest *oldkirs in 
Uut Kingdom. Lie was bom in the city «1 Bowbanpurc, in 
tit« I>eklxan . ami during his youth, having coniraeierl un m- 
limwy with Moirtftlnnl Cdoly Khan, who was then Dcwan n< 
Hyderabad, married Jus only daughter, named Zynet al Nissu, 
Begum , by whom he had a son willed Mkr» AssTulftllsh, 
w hose title was Serfcrax Khan: he had also another son, by 
a concubine, named Mohammed Tucker. 

When Moorsbrtd COoly WX appointed Hr wan nf Bengal 
lu> son-hi-low accompanied him thither, and upon the tmiocr 
firing: promoted to the united governments ot Bengal arid 
Qmsa, lit, 1 utnt the btter a ae histlcftiUj. togflvfrn Oriua, In 
ibb situation >hujaa Adder n Khan combined himself, as a 
public officer, with much propriety; hut being of a luxurious 
disposition, and addicted to gaUamry, he.gr 99 much uflwK* to 
( U 6 w jiV . who hi consequence separated from him, and, with 
jier son, went to reside at Mowibudalxid. 

Shortly ut’tcr this event, a person, named Mim Mohammed, 
\i. [hi bad marriedu near relation ol "hujaa Addccn Khan, came, 
with his two stilts, irom llchly to Gut tack , and were all three 
admitted into the Bervict? of the Governor. 'Hie senior of the 
brothers was named Ilajy ♦ Ahmed . the junior, Mina Mo¬ 
hammed Aly, better known by tilt* title ot AJv Vttrdj khan. 
These were both men of liberal education ami distinguished 
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and, by ibcir counsels, not only ingratiated themself fiECT Vr 

™ (he but render hb government popular, 

respectable, and beneficial to the empire. 

In the preceding vUapt.r j, b ecn „ a(e(Ji ^ whe „ 

' , hud ( bu dtaolniion apprnmthing. he 

bad endeavoured t„ procure <hc sueces,™ to hi, government 
lor bis grandson, Sertrraa K-han: but that Simjaa Aditcen had, 
bv the exertnm* of Ids agents at I)ehlp, efiueted a ditrerem 
arrangement , by which he was nominated the deputy of Rl^a n 
Dow ran, the Ameer at Omrah, who bad procured from the 
Emperor the government for himself; and that Shujaa Addccn, 
by hi* dextrous managements had obtained possession of hfc 

oliii'e without any opposition. 

The new Governor, in order to reward hi* son for hi* for¬ 
bearance, and to recondje himself to bis wife, nominated the 
former, Owan of Bengal; but us that oriicc required an uitri- 
C!Le knowledge of accounts, and much attention to business 
hi: appointed Roy Alum CJiund, the comptroller of the house- 
hold, to be the deputy of the young man; by w hi eh the latter 
was relieved irom all the toils and responsibility of the office 
and his father was satisfied that the duty Would be diligently 
performed. The Nuwab, immediately after, selected a Council 
combating of the two brothers, Hajy Ahmed and Aiy Verdy 
Khan ; Roy Alum Ahund, for whom he procured the title of 
Hoy Koran; and rhe Imperial banker, Juggut Seat; and bv 
tbnr adnee conducted himself in all the measure* p f his ' 
vernmenr. The two latter were Hindoos, and wer* well 

ac,p^mod with the minute details of business and all the 
intricacies of i he revenue department, 

Sbujaa Addeen commenced hb government by an act of 
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ssrr.vi jriemcncy and justice, winch docs him the highest honour, and 
a'Aftm. rendered ttm extremely popular rhrougli all the three provitKt^. 

He gave ordi rsr that Use unhappy zemindars, who had been 
kept in a miserable state df confinement during the long 
government of hispredeecssof, *botM, upon giving security tor 
their good conduct, be permitted to return to their families 
and homes, anti to the management of their larms. 

lie also immediately despatched the sum of totty lacs ut 
rupees in Specie, being part ut the private fortune of his 
fathor’in-law, to the Court of Mohammed Shah; and sent also 
a number of depliatns, and other valuable presenls, to the 
Emperor and to Is is ministers i in return for which he received 
a confirmation df hb appointment, us Governor of Bengal and 
Omsil . a commission of ewromander of TOOO hdtse* and the 
ftdditionid titles of Motrin un □! Muolk, Shujaa ad Dowlali, 
Aseud Jung, Betudur. 

TV gi-if-nunriil of l-ehar however again separated, 

and conferred on an officer named Nusacnt jar Khan, and 
afterwards on Fakher ad Dowbh- As soon as Shujaa Addceu 
was confirmed in hh government, he disposed of the public 
appointments amongst his connections and friends, iu the 
following manner: n> his sun Serferuz Khan, as formerly 
mentioned, the office of DcWair. ti» Im other son, Mohammed 
Tucket . i lie government of 1 kiwa. i fc confirmed Moorshud 
Cook Khan, his son-in-law, in the deputy government of 
Osteen To the three sons of bis chief Counsellor, 1 lajj Alimed, 
viz. Nfrusish Mohammed, Say id Ahmed, and Zyn Addeert, he 
gsvc the offices pf Paymaster*general, Foujedar of Rungppre, 
and foujedar of Ritfenmhol: and upon Shujaa Cooly, an old act* 
vant, he conferred the office of Foujedar of Hoogly, His other 
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counsellor. Aly Verdy Khan, Jiad not am eons, but he? ibrei* sEcr.vi 
daughters were married to the sons oJ" hia brother Hujy Ahmed. 

The new Governor imitated the conduct of bis predecessor, 
in despatching to Court rtfgularjy, at the end of tin year, the 
amount of the resumes ; amt had the sat is the t ion to find, that, 
notwithstanding hia liberal treatment to the ^emimlars, the 
revenue, intend of being diminished, had increased: for 
whereas MWrslmd (artd\ hud seldom remitted more than one 
erore and thirty lacs of rupee*, the amount of his collections 
for the vear l Hi amounted to one crore and forty-eight lacs, AO IUt 
all of which was remitted to Moorshuriulrad by the age ms of 
the Imperial hanker, Juggat Sear, wit Iigul any dilficudtj or 
oppression. 

Mis mind being thus freed from public cares, lie followed 
the natural bent of bis im I! nation*, and lived in n style of 
splendor and munificence that far surpassed am of his 
predecessors. The pjilacr of Mae rah ud ("ooly Khan being too 
confined ami Hl-ttmt rived, he ordered it to be pulled down, 
and erected .mother more suitable to his ideas of grandeur and 
comfort. Me was very liberal to his servants, and paid great at¬ 
tention to men of learning and piety; he was oho very charitable, 
and ndmimstcred justice with great impartiality. He ordered 
the conduct of Nurir Ahmed and Monid, two of the oppressive 
instruments of his predecessor, to be closely investigated; and, 
having proved [hem guilty of various crimes and oppressions, 
condemned them to death. Being convinced t ha t the very 
reduced military establishment kept up by Moorshud Cooly 
K.han was inadequate to the security and peace of the Country, 
he augmented Ids army to 2^,000, consisting of equal 
numbers of cavalry, and infantry armed with matchlocks. 
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I’Eci vi. Isi diuit, Irt las general conduct ut the carls part oi Ins. go¬ 
vern merit, Slntjau Addeen evinced to die world that lie was 
deserving of hb good fortune ; but allcr some years lie became 
indolent, and abandoned himself too much to 'usury and 
pleasure, leaving the business to be managed by his Council, 
hi the village ot" Deli parch, OH the banks of the Bhagga* 
nitty river, Nanr Ahmed had begun to build a mosque in the 
middle of a very extensive garden. Alter the execution oi 
that person, the Governor finished the masque in a superb 
style, and laid out the garden with great beauty and elegance. 
To this place he gave the name of Ferrth I>ag (the Garden ot 
Happiness \-, and in the summer retired thither with hu. 
seraglio, and passed his time in the enjoy turn I of every luxury. 
s.d. US 9 - 30 . In die year 11*!3, Father ad Dowlah. the governor «i lichar, 
having been guilty of some impropriety, was removed from 
that orHet:. and through the influence of Khan Dowian, the 
Pay in aster-general, the government of that province was again 
annexed to Bengal ; ami Shujoa Addecu Khan was. in conse¬ 
quence, ordered to appoint Jus own deputy to that important 
situation. 

jt the wish of the Governor to have appointed tine of 
Ills own sons ; but Ziuet al Nissa, bis wile, wlm. as the heiress 
of Moorehud Conly. interfered frequently in the government*, 
refused to pari with her son Serfera/. Khun: and was at the

noted for sbrir independence and strong spirit of insnrrec- 
tion. Ah \ eitly Khan was. m consequence, invested with 
tin- robes pf uihee, and was sent to Patna, with an escort of 
sono troops. 

Upon the arrival of Aly Verdy Khan at Patna* he found 
the wiiolc province of Debar in the greatest confusion ; a 
baud of robbers, called Bimjareh, who had entered it under 
the pretence of purchasing grain and other commodities, 
laid the country through which they passed under heavy 
Contribution, and plundered the collectors of the revenue. 

The zcmimlajs of Uotthh Niuohvarch, Chuck war. and Don- 
jepore. wor also in j Mate of insurrection, and had for some 
time set at defiance the authority of the Governor. 

To reduce these people to submission, Aly Verdy Klian found 
1C icquLsite to take into his service a corps of Afghans, under 
the command oi their chief. Abdul Ktrccni Khan, With' ihese, 
and the forces he had taken from Moorsluidabad, he first 
attacked and muted the Btinjarchs, taking from them ail their 
plunder: a tier which* he, in succession, reduced the juumndars 
to obedience; and compelled them not only to liquidate the 
arrears of revenue, but to puy him large sums of money, under 
the denominaunn uf Nttxttntndt and Pcinhknsh (offering and 
tribute). ]i\ these mean s Aly Vcfdy Khan acquired much 
wealth, and his troops were also enriched by plunder. Ju 
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cone*ep«nce of these M-nicci, and at the recommendation of 
the Nuwab, he received from the Emperor an jmff of hi* 
military rank, nnd the title oi Molmhut Jung. 

lie however tarnished these honour* shortly fdt'T, hi the 
itiya wtlhatiun of Alxlul kernnu khan* the commander o? i!i< 
Afghans, whose jim-ias had been an mtful to hint. This 
harsh measure hr excused to liis ineiuis, by stating that the 
overbearing conduct and insolence of that officer had risen to 
,uch a height, that hr found be must either get rid of him, or 

have given, up bis own authority . 

H now becomes requisite U. notice the introduction of 
another European nation into Bengal About the year 1 1717, 
some merchants of the Austrian Netherlands, who had long 
wished to participate m the advantageous coniine reu of the 
East, fitted out two ships for India, which made u very sue- 
cessftit voyage. 'Oil- circumstance simulated other*; anil 
application was made to the Court of Vienna for pern ifea ion 
- to establish an EMfefoS* Cnmpany at Ortond. Although this 
’ measure was *t«mgly opposed by the English. French, and 
Dutch, the Emperor of Germany granted, in August to 

the merchants of the Akm rian Netherlands r . kuers-patent. 
authorizing them To trade to tiff l.a*i Indies, under the deno¬ 
mination of the Oaten d Company, 

In the mean time. one of the private ships arrived in the 
Ganges; and, by ihc assistance of I he French *1 CbandcrnUgore, 
succeeded in procuring a full cargo; and the captain m dli*

ship, previous to his departure, made applicaticm to Moorshud 
Cooly Klmj, then Governor of Bengal, tor ground to erect 
a Iatlory, should the Cunipany be established. As the 
Nuvvitb was not only aitiious 10 increase the trade of the 
proviitrr, butalso desirous of introducing more rivals to the 
Cngliftll, of whole privilege.* ii has Heru already mreu hr was 
excessively jeuluiiE, hr immediately complied with the request, 
and assigned the village of Bank ybazar, situated on the eastern 
side of the river, fifteen miles alioint Calcutta, for the residence 
of the Germans. 

In i?24, being the first year after the establish mem of the 
New Company, an Ostcnd ship, named The Etnpemr Charles, 
mounting thirty guns, arrived in Bengal, but was lost in going 
up the Ganges. The greater part of her cargo whs how'ever 
saved: and the office ns and crew took possession of Banky- 

r 1 , tj 

bazar, and erected temporary houses. 

In the Iv-u following years, three ships, ol a larger si^e 
than the first, arrived in Bengal, and completely c-stabl idled 
the 0»Uad trade in that province; and as they undersold the 
other Europeans in various articles, thdr factory quickly rose 
in estimation. 

At first* the factors resided in houses constructed of mats 
and bamboos, bnt they afterwards built brick dwelling*, and 
surrounded their factory with a wall, having bastions at the 
angles: they also cut a ditch, communicating with the river, 
of >mdi :i depth at* to admit sloops of considerable burthen. 

Thus the adlurs of the Ostern! Compimy seemed to bt- in 
a flourishing stale: hut, in the year 172-7. lbe strong remon¬ 
strances of the three great maritime nations compelled the 
Empemr of Germany to withdraw his charter, and u* agree 
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1>£ct,vi. that jU traffic between hi* subjects of the Austrian Nether- 
tan its and the East Indies should cease tor seven vears. Mm- 
withstanding this prohibition.the private merchants occasionally 
sent out ships to India ; unrl, sa the Agent of the head at* the 
factory in Bengal was a person ui great activity and determina¬ 
tion, he continued to liiniisil them with cargoes. 

This traffic, although carried on clandestinely, could not 
escape tlic ntJtW of the I hitch and English ; the tatter of 
cn.j T stt, whom, in the year t?a*>. sent 3 squadron, under the imnmand 
of Captain Gosfright, of the ship Fordwidi, to blockade the 
river Ganges. The ("ommodorc sailed up the river; and having 
obtained intelligence that ivlo Ostend ships were anchored 
between. Calcutta and Hanky bazar, despatched two of his 
squadron to lake them. On Bit first *hot !*etng fired, ilie 
Saint Theresa. the visudlcst of the Intend ships, '.truck her 
colours, was immediately taken possesion of, and carried 
to Calcutta; hut the other slipped Iter cable, and took shelter 
under the gun*. of Bunkytwuwr factory, whither it was not 
deemed expedient to follow her; ami she afterwards had. the 
good fortune to escape. 

Sometime tiler this event, the Dutch and Ebj.gl.isJi united 
all their influence to prevail upon the Nuwab 10 prohibit ilic 
Germans from trading to Bengal: and. it is said, bribed the 
Foujednr of Hoogly to make a raise representation of the great 
strength of the thru ika not is of Ban ky bazar, and the danger of 
allowing foreigners la retain 3 place of such strength within 
a few miles of the Royal port. 

This representation induced the Governor to order the for¬ 
tifications of llankjbazar to lie dismantled; violent disputes 
in consequence ensued between the German agent and the 
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tVnjedar; and at length a considerable force vra# sent from aKrr ^ j 
Hoogly, under the command ui an officer named Moor JalEer, tu sfown'r,

who surrounded the place on tlif: land side ; but acted with so 
much caution, that he threw up an entrenchment In front of vD - ,m * 
his encampment, to defend hi* troops from the fire of the 
besieged: who, in the inrun time, completely commanded the 
river, ami only permitted sie h bouts as they [.leased to pass. 

The French nt OhandOrnagoro secretly aided the Germans 
with arms and ammunition, whilst they ostensibly' pretended 
to assist in negotiating a treaty of peace. 

Khojcli Fjtzgt tashmccry, one of the principal Moghul 
merchants of Hoogly, having also offered his services as a 
fln-diufor, sent Ins son with a message to Bankyhazar; but tin* 

Germans seized the young man, and detained him as u hostage 
for thrir own security : and the Fuujcdftr had such an esteem 
for Khojch Fuzel, that, in order to procure the liberation of the 
youth* he for some day s suspended hostilities; but iiuving pro* 
cured his liberation, be again renewed the siege with more 
vigour, both by land and by water; tilt, at length, provisions 
becoming very scarce in Bankylmzar, ,ill the natives of rvrry 
description deserted, and left the Europeans Lo defend them* 

MdvrA, Notw ith s tanding the garrison Was, by this means, re¬ 
duced to fourteen persons* they continued to serve their guns 
with such efficacy, that not otic of the Moghul truops durst 
venture out of the entrenchments. At length the Agent had 
the misfortune to lose his right arm by n cannon bail; after 
which he cm barked, with his men* during the night, and 
reached in, safety one of the ships belonging n> his nation, 
which was lit anchor down ihe river; and shortly after pro* 
cccded to Europe. 
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lrt tlic morning when the Moghul troops look possession 
rtf the fhdJttry, iJusy found no thing «f value in it. hut the 
cantion and a few dirlb. After Irvdlfchg the fortifications 
with the ground, and delivering over IhmkvtKtKar to the Ze¬ 
mindar, tfeer Jaffier returned in triumph u> Hough'. 

Sliujaa Addcon Khan, bring of a liberal disposition, fttid 
averse to trouble, allowed the Kngltslt nml other Europeans 
to rfiiov the privileges iliat had been granted to them by the 
Emperor iVnokltscrc, or by former Oavcrnoft 1 and the only 
dispute ilint U recorded i«* have happened during his time, was 
occasioned by the- Foujedur of Uuoglv stopping a bout, laden 
with bales of wilt » belonging to the English Company; in 
consequence of which u party of soldiers ^ as despatched from 
Calcutta, who terrified the Foujcdar, and carried away the 
dlk and oihrr go ml- width hud been siopt This transaction 
wa* n-prewnted lu the Nuwab a* a very heinous utlemr; mid 
he, in cnnsucpwiicr. prohibited the natives from supplying 
Calcutta, nr atn of flic subordinate factories, with grain. TV 
English were therefore compelled •«» purduufc peace, by tV 
payment of a Idige Mini of money, mid by apologising for then 
misconduct. 

It ha* l>wn previously slated, tliat on (lie succession or 
Shujuu Addecit S lum to the government. fit? confirmed lii* <i»n» 
in-inw, M min hud Coaly, in the appoint mum of Deputy Naami 
of 1 JnedL MoorshudCooly employed, aa lm Dew an. a person 
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named Mecr Hobbeck, a native of Shiran in Persia, w ho had , sect, vl 
been a broker at Uoo^ly ; and wbu, although he could neither 
rend uor write, possessed great activity of mind and cxpmncss 
in business, This man wus very industrious in office, and made 
considerable retrenchments in the boat department and other 
expensive establishments. He also acquired large sums tor his 
juustiT. by the sale of monopolies; and is said to have 
treacherously jmr to death No or Allah, the zemindar of 
-lillalpore, on account of his great wealth. 

Sometime after this event, a nephew of the Raja of Tip- 

perah, having displeased his uncle, wfts banished the country. 

The yuuth took refuge with a Mohammedan zemindar, named 

Aka Sudik, and entreated him to assist him in recovering tiic 

share of bis inheritance, The zemindar being intimately ac~ 

tiuaimctl with Mner LJubheeb, re com mended the cause of the

it ode red of subjecting Tipperah to the Mohammedan arms, 

Mecr HubtM.'cb, having represented the circumstances ^ r , w .^i, 1, 
Jits master, obtained permission to proceed with all the troops Ymeeofttu' 
that were then in the vicinity «.f, Dacca, to effect the object, $£**'*' 

I he Moghul troopi crossed the Burhuiupootcr, and entered 
Tipperah before the fiaju was nwnre of their intentions; and 
having the young man with them whose cause they espoused, 
he pointed out to them the road by which the \ -should ad¬ 
vance. Aided by such a guide, they readied the capital before 
the Raja could make any preparation to oppose them: he was 
obliged to flee t<* the mountain* : and tin- nephew was raised 
to the R ye, upon condition of paying a large portion of the 
revenue t-> the Governor of Bengal. The whole country, in 
consequence, quietly submitted : and thus the province of 
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sfxf Xt Tipperab, which tram time immemorial bad been an i rule pen* 
dent kingdom, became annexed to the Moghul empire: and 
in order to support the yrmng Raja again*! his uncle, ami at 
the same time Insecure bis fealty, a considerable number of 
MuUamnu'duu trtM)p vvrr left in the country , under the 
command of Aha Sodik, who was no urinated Foujedut- On 
receiving intelligence ot' this even!, the Nuwnb was much

of ihr N ow a i , went from O: issa, to pay UU i vvpert* to his father; 
but tlui iugbsi* reniilcncc at MuorMiudnbsul, dispute-. ran mi high 
between him and in* brother, shut racii drew out their fol¬ 
low rnu .:iid would uetijally have come lua piti bed haltlr. had 
they not been prevented In the interposition ul then father;

rupees pep annum, being the usual amount of the collection 
from the pilgrims. 

I rte first cam of the new Governor and his indefatigable 
Deu.jfi, alt hough strict Mohammedans, was to com pet the 
Raja of Paiaotem to restore the idol to its antient icmple; 
where it lias ever since remained undisturbed ; and eunUuues 
to attracL a number of votaries tu its shrine, ami to enrich the 
rulers of the province. 

When Manrstiud t’ooly Khan was removed to Orissa, the 
Nuwab gave the government of Dut ea to his son Serfcniz 
Khan; hut ordered hfeu to send tlitther, as his deputy, Syed 
Glialib Ah Khan, a person who asserted his descent from the 
Kings of Persia: he aUo nominated Jeswont Rov, wlio lutd 
been preceptor to Serfcntz Khan, to bo Dewaii. ami lo have 
the actual management of all affairs, The superintends nee of 
the boat department was entrusted to Murad Alv Khan, who 
was married to a daughter of >vrferaz Khan; ami who had »n 
lii« employment an accountant named ftajbulhib, uf wJiotii 
more "ill be hereafter related. 

M hen these officer* arrived at Dacca, Jcswopt Roy was, in 
obedience to the Nuwubs orders invested with the entire 
mtfc&minl of the revenues. He hud been educated under 
(lie hite Nmvab, MoorKhud Cooly khan, whose evumptr hr 
emulated, in piety, integrity, and indeiatigaMe attention to

. owT.n bU«iRf-_vt; and iu forming his arrange metth for klli bvsirlil <■: 
h .iiiT-i iIk* government, studied to ircmlcr them eunditmc to the 
general ijase and happiness of the people, Hr abolished the 
monopolies which had been introduced by Mcer Hubbeeh, and 
also the imposition * laid upon grain. 

ft was related, in the account ot the government of ShnjHtii 
Khan, that when he left Dacca to return to Dehty; he UtiiJt 
up the weSlefn gate, and inscribed mur it an execration against 
any future Governor who should presume to open it till he lwd 
reduced the price of grain to a dmurcr pti seer, or -Do pounds 
weight for the rupee. The gate had continued dfw-d lo this 
time; when Jesw ont Roy, having succeeded in reducing the 
pricc of grain to Shaista Kluufb standard, ordered it to hr 
opened. 

By the prudent administration of a system of sound police 
and humanity, the rich province of Dacca was cultivated in 
every part, and abounded in every thing requisite for the com¬ 
fort and gratification of its inhabitants, Justice was admini¬ 
stered with Impartiality; and the conductni Ghulib Aly Khan 
and Jcswnnt Roy gained gT*at Credit to l heir principal Ser- 
fentx Khan. 

As the Jsnwab was far advanced in years, he relaxed in 
his attention to business, and entrusted the management of 
affairs much to his sou ; ordering him, however, cOttstattlh to 
consult with Hajy Ahmed, and the oilier members of his 
Council The young man did not, however, comply with 
this injunction, a ml the circumstance caused a jealousy to arise 
between him and the Hajy. 

After some time, Nutfcesa Begum, tfur sister of Serffera* 
Khan, persuaded her husband to recall Ghalib Aly Khan from 
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Dacca, and lo promote Mr jou-in-hn. Murad AH, to die atcT.vi. 
gnroeruincak I liis young man appointed KajbuHub to lie v.d. <T«-» 
PeishJutt, or head clerk, of the boat deuartBicnt; and cum- 
nit need hi* govern!ilent v. <ih many act* of kppn *sinii. Jeswnut 
Roy, the Dcvvati, who had gained so high u reputation for his 
tondttrl. hdidd tluc manures wjlh aversion; and resolving 
not to he a participator in them, nrignetl his appointment, 
and returned In Ahtoevbiljjabaii. l/ptm his resignation, the new 
government gave a loose to their rapacity and violence, till 
they reduced the cotmtn to a state of comparative poverty and 
desolation. 

About this penud, Suytd Ahmed, the second son of Hajv 
Ahmed, who, upon the succession of Sbujaa Adilccu Khan, had 
been appointed JAmjedar of Rungpure, and who i* accused of 
having ruled that district with great oppression, having 
procured front MoorsJiudubail a eoii'idcrulde array, invaded 
E Jiiutgrporc and Cbm h Hey ha r; and after compelling the 
Raja* to lake refuge in the woods mid mountains, got posses¬ 
sion of those cousuries, together with the immense treasures 
which the Rajas and their ancestors had amassed. When 
intelligence of this event was received at MourshudabuJ, lit*?

Alv Verdy Khan having satisfied lus mind on ibis im¬ 
portant subject, disclosed lu them the veerd. of hi. 1 * expedition: 
and informed them, that forced In tin- iitjimc* oifered to lutti- 
seli. to his brother, and U> even* individual in tlwir families, 
lie was marching against their oppressor, Serieiaz Klian, 
rcsohing to put an cm! to bis tyranny, This speech startled 
many of the officers; hut as they had all taken an uncon¬ 
ditional oath, them was no room to retreat. I: being already 
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night , the assembly was dismissed. and at day-break the next 
in ■anting, the whole marched round the city, and pro- 

ccrdrd with mu- h rapidity inwards Bengal. Having, by a 
successful stratagem, gained possession of tin- passes nl 
Terriagurhy and SScklyguIly, Alv Yerdy Khan then conde- 
see ruled to write to the Nuwnb. The following is said to have 
been the purport Of* Ids k-Ltur* 

Exclusive of the many atirmus you have ode red to 
“ mi brother Haly Almwd. attempts have been lately 
f * made upon the honour of our family. 1Cour humble 

servant, in order to saw that family from further dis- 
grace, has been obliged to come so tar; but with no other 
• sentiments than those of fidelity and submission. Vour 
’ bum Vile servant therefore entreats, that fiajy Ahmed may 
” bt- ininiL'diatviv permitted to come to him. with ail bin family 
" and dependants.” 

ScrfeRix Khan was surprised ajid confounded ai this 
Intelligence. and immediately called a general assembly of 
his ministers and office r?, where having summoned Hajy 
Ahmed. he accused him of being in league with lib brother, 
and threatened instantly to put him to death. Hu* ELajy. 
with that coolness and apparent imliilcnritce; for winch he 
was noted* assured the Ntiwab (hat Aly Iwdjy Kltan had 
no other intentions than those expressed in the letter; and 
that if he would permit him to go to his brother, he w ould 
prevail mi turn immediately in return 10 wards Ealnn. This 
proposal was variously received by the members of the 
Moum ih some of iheiii were of Opinion that tin Hajy ought 
not tn lie trusted; tout others* thinking that his detention 
, nnld be of no consequence, and that it would be belter to 
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p»! hb veracity to the test, prevaiictJ upon rfie Kttwali (<» 
let him impart, 

'Hie Hojy lost not a moment in quitting MoorsfnjdabiuJ 
with at! his family; and whilst on his way to mee t hb 
bfother, tat wrote to the Nuwab a letter to the following 
purport : 

" ft- assured that Aljr Vcniy Khan b. m his fieiirt* one 
" of your most faithful amJ attached sen ants : but as he U 
11 Row at thr head of j powerful army devoted to hi' cause, 
*' t« *nc persuade your Highness nut to Oppose his wish, of 
“ paving lib respects to you, and of stating Jm complain!*: 
w think not of moving from your palace, or of marrhing 
" against him in hostile array. He h sensible that he has 
“ in any enemies in your Court; and should von fiatlow the 
" advice or those persons, ! fear he may. in despair, and 
" for the preservation of lib life and In mo or, venture upon 
■ sotm- r,bh step, Hits cons* q«n ntr of which may be futnl" 

llitjj Ahmed joined hit brother, while on the march, in 
the vicinity oJ HaTomaljel; and in order nominalU to fulfil 
the promise he had made the Nuwab, he prevailed upon Af» 
Vi-rdy to turn (fig elephant, and to proceed a shon distance 
on the wav to Patna. 

In the meantime, the Ninvab. having summoned all the 
Foqjedan to hh w d ib ac^ assembled hb troops, and ordered 
them to encamp -m the plain between Gfacritt ami < omm, 
aboni twenty-i wo miles north of Mootthutlabad. His army 
is said lo have consisted of 30,000 cavalry and infantry, and 
a numerous train of artillery, His troops were, however, not 
equal in courage nr discipline to those or’ Aly Verify Khan; 
and the commander of die ordnance, named \sharmr Khan! 
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a connection of the fbjy's, is accused of liaving treacherously 
neglected in take to camp any shot tor the guns; but previous 
to the commencement of hostilities, the plot was discovered; 
and a Portuguese, mined Fanehoo. was appointed to com¬ 
mand the artillery. On the -2d of Mobtnrom, A . u. u* 3 , 
the Kuwah joined the camp at Comm, but halted there to 
receive the report of two agents whom he had sent to 
Aly Yerdy Khan lo discover his real intentions: these persons 
shortly return' d, and represented that Aly \ erdy still profijheij 
himself a tailluul and attached servant: they were however 
accompanied by an agent of Aly Yctdy < r named Mohammed 
A!y, who presented u petition from his master, which, after 
detailing various subject* of complaint, requested that certain 
persona belonging to the Court, w ho were his enemies, might 
be banished, after which lie would advance unattended, and 
pay his respects to the Nuwab and, in proof of his sincerity, 
he sent by the agent a case, said to contain a Koran upon 
which he had sworn to adhere to his engagement", 

Aly Verdy Khan having arrived within twelve mites of the 
NuWttVs camp without receiving any answer to his petition, 
again sent another messenger, to request the Xuwab’s forgive¬ 
ness, and to slate his intention of paving hi* respects the 
following day: die Nuwab was deceived by this stratagem, and 
gave orders that an elegant enter tain mem should be prepaid for 
the occasion: the (poops of the Nuwab also, mid.rrsiamling that 
iiiaum were to be amicably settled, totally otf ‘their guard. 

In the evening, Aly Verdy Khim issued orders to h h troops 
tor the attack : he divided Iii> army into three columns; one 
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seer *l of which had directions to proceed during the night, and get 
: into the rear of the Nuwab'a camp ; uml upon hearing the 

attack of the other tw o columns in front. to unite their 
efforts. Ai the dawn of day, Aly Verdy Khau, having advanced 
to the skirt* of the Nuw&b's catttp uuptrcchcd, ope tied a 
eanntmade. One of the drat balls, passing through Scrtena 
Khan's lent, rotund Turn from bis lethargy, and awakened him 
to a sense of hU clanger and the perfidy of his enemyt he 
however, in the moat undaunted maimer, mounted His elephant; 
and calling to his troops to follow him, advanced towards Aly 
Verily Khun, 

The elephant driver, seeing that very tew of the troops 
were following him, represented to the Nnwab the danger of 
liia situation, and requested permission t.> carry him off" the 
licld to Ikerbhoncn , the Zemindar of which djAtrict being very 
powerful, and the country by nature strung, would afford him 
a safe refuge till lit* could he joined hv his friends, Scrfewtt 
Khan, who wa* worthy of a better fete, spurned at this advice, 
and ordered the driver to carry him into (he thickest of the 
enemy He had nearly expended the whole of his quiver of 
arrows, when a m usque L ball struck him in the forehead, am! 
sent his soul to the mansions of eternity. As soon as this 
urtat.kiMjr. event was known, the troops, w ith the except urn of a body Of 
Afghans under dhows Khan, tied on all sides, Mecr Huldtceb, 
the Dcwan of Moorshud Cooly, who had joined the army with 
the quota of troops from Qri&sa, immediately rode off, with 
his followers, towards home; literally fulfilling the proverb, — 
“ H- dill Kghl» .,uJ miu iiwiy, 

Mj> live (i) fight Hiiolhrr day." 

During the plundering of the camp, Serferaa KJian's elephant 
driver, unperceived by the enemy, conveyed the corpse to 
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Moorshudabad. and at midnight. his sun M ir? r ;i Am any cans cd sr.«T.\r 
il to !*l- buried in a private manner m Vfktdi Rhoilr. TicTlT 

Ainarjj, And Ye a.siren KJian ihr Fnujcd.tr, made preparations 
to tl- fend the city ; hut ihe trwopa rrtuaing to support them, 
they Were obliged tp submit to the conqueror, who immediate!^ 
despatched his brother* Hujf Ahmed, ro secure the family and 
treasures of the deceased* and to assure the inhabitants ot his 
protection and faronr.

Alt Vfum Kuan wassensiblylimt.iflie had marched ids troop* 
into the city of Moorsfoidjibad, immediately after the victory, 
it ’would have been impossible to have restrained them from 
plundering ihe erfeet^ und treasure of Scrieraz Khan. He 
therefore halted, that ami the following day, on ihe lidd of 
battle . but on the morning of the third day, being about the 
LUli of Suffer i l v>3, proceeded in great state towards the city ; *,». it*> 
and upon his entering it* instead of going to the pa luce* he 
went to the residence of Zynet ul Nissa, rite daughter of 
Moershud (,'ooly, and mother of Serfcrax Khun ; and having* 
at the gate* alighted from Ids elephant, he made a profound 
obeisance; and sent, by one of the eunuchs, a most respectful 
message to the Begum* to solicit her forgiveness. The message 
is said u> have been couched in the following terms: 

'* That which was predetermined m the book, ot' Fate has 
“ come to pass, ami the ingratitude of your worthless servant 
" is now recorded on the unhiding page of History , hut hr 
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*ect rt. « swears, that a* long os life shall last, he will ncrer more 
A.D.it«3 •> swene from the path of rtspect, or the duties ofiubmifiiloo- 
<( He hope’ that the vileuess of hts misdeeds shall in time be 
( * effaced from jour forgiving mind , and that you will conde- 
seend to accept, in extenuation of tits crimes, these detnon- 
" ttraiious of perfect obedience to your commands, and tokens 
" of his most dutiful attachment* 0 

During the time he was delivering this mc^sagr. he seemed 
great! \ n dieted; but as no answer was returned, heagain mounted 
his elephant, and proceeded to the Otehd fatoon. a palace built 
b) Shujjta Addeen Kltan for public eeremorUM, which was sur¬ 
rounded by a colonnade of forty pillbrs | and immediately upon 
entering the ball of audience, be took possession of the tmitnud 
of state, and received iht* offerings and eongmiutotinni of alt 
the persons present , while the event was prod mined to th<r 
city by a rnval salute from the artillery. and by the sounds of 
martial music. 

Having taken possession of the treasures of the imlortimule 
berleraz khan, which had accumulated to Jin immense amount 
by (hr savings of his father and grandfather, Ah Vcrdy khan 
sent a crore of rupees in specie, and to the amount of seventy 
lacs in jewels, plate, silks. ami muslins, as orferingu h> the 
Emperor Mohammed Shah and his viziers: and the former, 
in return for this proof of Ids obedience and loyalty, shortly 
after confirmed him in the government of the three pro¬ 
vinces, and conferred on Sum thr rank of commander of 
j'Oqo horse, with the additional titles of Shujau a I Moulk, and 
Hissam ad Dowlah. Title* of honour were also conferred on 
Ids three sous-in-law; viz. on the eldest, ^uazish Mohammed, 
that of Shchamut Juug ; on Say id Alimcd, the second, that of 
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Sowlot Jung; and on Zyn Addecn, (he youngest* that of Shokut, vi. 
Jung*. For his grandson, Mirza Mahmoud, son of Zyn M>,n* 
Addccn, whom he had adopted as his heir, he procured the tide 
of Serajc fld Powlah, Shah Coaly Khan. IMiadnr; uni for the 
younger brother of the latter, the title of Akrem ad Dow lab. 

And that these tltjp should he supported with proper dignity, 
tin- Kuwab conferred on Niuuidi Mohammed the government 
of Dacca, tn whic|i he annexed the districts of Stlbef, Tipperah, 
and Chittagong, with permission to perform the office tty 
deputy. Zyn Addccn he confirmed in the government of Behan 
and to Say id Ahmed hr promised the government of Orissa, 
as soon as it could be secured. To his other relations and 
dependants lie gave various employments, and bestowed on 
them large sums of money, from the treasures of his prede¬ 
cessor- 

The wives and two sons of Serferuz Khan were sent to 
Dacca, and a handsome allowance assigned for their support; 
but ili*.- numerous loucu bines of tint deceased were permitted 
to provide for themselves. Nufficsah Begum, the sister of the 
deceased, condescended to take on herself die office of super- 
intembml of Nua/ish Mohammed's seraglio, prodded she was 
allowed to adopt for her heir a posthumous son of her brother, 
named Aka Baba, Her excuse for thus demeaning herself 
was, iliat she might thereby be of service to her brother's 
family; and so scrupulous was she in her conduct, that she 
wan never seen by Nuazish, who used to converse with, her 
on business through a curtain.

Aly Ycr dy khan took with him sonic lacs of rupees, in 
specie, seventy lacs in jewels, much gold and silver furniture, a 
quantity of precious otnfik anil a number of elephants and 
hqraei, and proceeded with considerable expedition to Rajc- 
raahd, where he delivered the above articles to Mu reed khan; 
and having made that officer some valuable presents, prevailed 

upon him to give a receipt fertile ciR'cls, and t« reluro n>

The nest object of the Nuwub's solicitude was, to dispossess 
Mnoishud Coojy Khan, tin: son-in-law .if 'hujaa Ad then Khau.

when Scrferar Khan collected his army, to oppose Aly Verd> 
Khan, the troop,! of Orasa had joined him, under the com¬

Shortly after (hat event, Mot.nhml Cooler, sensible at his 
inability to oppose My Wrrfy Khan, sent an envoy to him, to 
discover wfiat were his intention?, ami to endeavour to 
negotiate a treaty m amity with him; but the Nuwab. cater- 
raining suspleihtts his sincerity t desired the envoy to in¬ 
form his master, that fie had no uairnotity against him. and 
that it was far from his inclination u> injure him, but dial 
Ills remaining in the government of Orissa was impossible: he 
therefore mjueswd that he would retire tram dial province, 
with jll his property ami fiimity. by whatever mute hr chose, 
tind tliaL he should meel with do mulestatmti. 

Thr Governor of Orissa, bring an tin ambitious character, 
Would willingly have accepted hi* dlfer; but his wile* Door- 
tlanrh Begum, and his courtiers, rejected it with disdain, and 
compelled Mmirshud Cook to send a letter of defiance to 
tits adversary. 

Hie challenge was immediately accepted; and Aly Vcrdy 
Khan, having selected from his army 12.000 of the most 
efficient troops, left his brother, the Tfajr, in charge of tire 
government, umJ proceeded toward?

The engage * 
mem was long arid bloody, hut finally decided in favour of 
the latter* Moorahud Cootyr Khan# his .son-in-law. and chief 
dependant*, made good thdr retreat in Bahisorej from whence 
they embarked uu hoard ships, ami arrived safely at Mumu- 
lipataJh. on the coast of Coromandel, where they were genc- 
nm>!y received by the Foujedar, Annrr ad I>icti Khan. The 
Raja of Ruttftiporr, on the borders of Orissa, hearing of their

AIv Vcrdy Kfun. after his victory, marched to Cuttack; and 
having arranged the ;iHairs m the province, -nimstcd the go¬ 
vernment to bit nephew, Say id Ahmed, the second son of 
Hajy Ahmed, then returned to MubraJmdnbad, and em¬ 
ployed himself in regulating the concerns of Bengal, in which 
he consulted the cue and snmfaoiion of the (itibhc. 

Sayid Ahmed, in fah gUTCniineat of Outtad, (till not art: 
with that prudence becoming his situation, lie vexed the 
adherents of Moor-hud C'ooly Khan, who had remained in the 
province under promise of not being molested hi ilicir estates 
by tines and extortion, mi pmcnce dm they had secreted 
money belonging m their iatc chief. ami. being much addicted 
to pleasure, was guilty at excesses m procuring women for hia 
hman, from the inhabitants. To these oppression* he added 
an impolitic iiegleci oi the troops stationed with him by his 
unde, in lessening their pay to garrison allowance, which 
gave great disgust, so that numbers left his service. Their 
place- he rilled with native- of Cuttack, who, for the sutistkc- 
titut mi' living at home, accepted <a a trilling salary These men 
were tccjwUy attached to the late Governor, whose soitdn-hw 
now resided on the borders of the province, iu hopes oi' oppor¬ 
tunity offering to renew his attempts. The conduct olSiyid 
Ahmed becoming daily more oppressive to the people, they at 
length invited Moorahud Cooly Khan to return, but he was too 
foiul of his present retirement to bastard his person, and rejected 
their oilers. They then hail recourse to Baukir Khan, who

Vs an cncminigc- 
men i tii his chiefs, lie had ordered them to nuke consider hie 
addition* to their Corps; and promised a reward of a boot 
rupee* to till' poiwii who should nmit > lyui Ah nurd from 
captivity; and if lie should be the commanderot a corps, n> 
give two hi willin' pay additional to each man. 

Hunhir Khiuj, on the approach uf the Nuwab, entrenched 
binmdi **n the bank* of the Mahauuddec ; but having little 
hope of success against mi powerful an enemy, sent olf his bag¬ 
gage and Ianiily to the Uckitan, Rc-oWed that Suyid Atmu-d 
should not survive his ct 'eat, he pbfied him m a entered ruH*. 
under the ihargc oi two Mugfaufe, w ho had order* lit kill him.

^rfairs of the recovered province, gave charge of it to ;m 
oitirrf err'■expend ice, named Mohammed .M a sou in Khan, and 
apprehending no new danger near, very impo lineally and un- 
justly disbanded his new levies, and permitted most of the

was rapidly advancing toward him*; hut the Nmvab, not 
expecting that they would enter by Orissa, was httk alarmed at 
the report i os: he had received advice of their intention to pais 
through Rebar; and had intended, on hi* return to the capital, 
to lake measures to resist them, for which he fancied he should 
have ample time, before they could reach that province. In 
this, however, be was mistaken, as an express suddenly arrived 
that the enemy was within twenty cuss of his camp.

He now ties pa tel ted a messenger with offers to 
pay the ten lurs of rupees to tho Malininas: but Oostur Iluuw 
refused, anti dcmantled a cruret, with ail the elephants he* 
longing to the Nuwstb, Aiy Ycrdy refused such degrading 
concessions ; and the next day proceeded on Itis march, w hich 
wu5 hata"( d j$ u?ua]; at id what little baggage remained, fit I a 
prey to (he enemy, who, however, could make no impression 
i>n tin- mum hidy* and were often repulsed from th*- charge. 

I'«f ditto days ,i running tight was kept up, during which the 
greatest (list resit tor provisions and shelter from heavy min was 
experienced by the troops of Aiy Vcrdy Khan. On the fourth 
he reached i. utwit, which the Mail rat Las bad laid Waste, and 
had destroyed large msgazities of grain by fire; but enough re¬ 
mained. Though in n parched state, 10 he an accept able supply 
to an army almost perishing with hunger. Here the Nuwab 
encamped, on tbc batik *<t the river Hhagarutty, secured by 
hie position from further insult of the enemy ; ami having

Bwbr Pundit, the MubnUta general, front (hr fear of 
pacing (hi- rains tit the errantry of an enemy who had so 
gallantJv opposed him, would hare now retreated to Ilerar;

(tad abandoned his former master^ and take11 employment with. 
A ly Verdy Ribam and who, tiaving been utkcti prisoner, bad 
accepted the service of the MJjruttas, adiisfj lum Ut iiinutiii, 
ofie ring to provide subsist cnee for bis *ony, and to guide .1 
detachment to Moorsbudabad, which might easily be plundered, 
it being unfortified. Uunbar relished Id', proposal, ami e«* 
A^ti> iT4i. trusted him with the command of some ifmusand home. The 
Nuwab, having inudiigcuee of ibis design, left Cdtwa, ami 
hosfrrmd ly Lhe capital ; w here he arrived one day after Meet 
Htibbeeb, who had already plundered the suburU-j, ' specially 
the bank of Juggut Seat, to the amount of three lacs of 
rupees. On the arrival ot Aiy Wrdy Khan, lie retreated,and 
prevailed on Busbar to encamp a! Ctitwa fur the rainy season; 
flmi the Nuwab, satisfied with having preserved the city from 
plunder, deferred further operations rill be could rcenm h| 
army, and strengthen llir capital by new works. The enemy, 
while the fords permuted, advanced two or three times u, 
IMass^ and Duoodpnrc. not ouiuj mile* distant from Mnor- 
sbuiLibad, plundering the tillage*, till the swelling of the 
BhwguruUy confined thorn to the opposite shore, (hiring tin;

Khan. 

Ibis chief had been constantly the principal counsellor

great measure owed his acquisition of the nuisnud of Bengal, 
ami his success over the Mahttttla Invaders, To his jtddfhv*. 
he was indebted also for the decisive but treacherous blow

made their ubotMitice to the tVittee^^at dowii to wait the arrival 
of the General; whew* just n- it \va* announced, a eunudi came 
irurn |lu* iutoper apartments, and informed the iSuwali, that 
his Dciittm wan suddenly taken ill, ami desired to see him : the 
Nu«ub ruse up, and, retiring, desired that the officers would 
riCisc turn tor a Jew minutes in tlieir General. At this instant, 
the tread of feel and uncommon rustling were heard in the 
passage tu tlie /inrun*, which the officer®, ever am-picKm* *1!

l i* I'-ti to iijrjujfC tbe ran?c of his sudden departure, with solemn as¬ 
surance* that no 1 reuchcry hud been intended. On ihe reiurn 
of his nephew , AIv Vend) Khun would have gone m person to 
persuade turn of lm sincerity , but the entmtioof his family, 
w lici werr alarmed for hi* safety, prevailed upon him to give 
up that haiuirdomt design. Every trial was made to calm the 
app rehen sinus of the General, but in vain, ami lie now 
openly declared his intentions of quitting the Nuivab’s ser- 
vice, and demanded the arrears of pay due to himself and 
followers. Aly Vtrrdy khan gladly complied w ith his wishes, 
and paid without delay seventeen lacs* or rupee*-, without 
examining his account* ; at the same nine commanding him. a* 
hr was restihed to leave liis service, to unit tu< do mi molts. 
Mustaplia Khan, emboldened by ilie st-adiness w ith w hjeli thr 
Nuwub satisfted his demand*, and regarding it a* a proof ot 
weakness and fear, made proposal* to the Afghan commanders 
nf corps, to depose Aly Verily Khan, ami to divide his territories 
equally among them, Sbutasliccr Khan, a considerable chief, 
agreed rojoin him: but the rest, a* Scttkf Khan, K.ihim khan, 
and others, declined. stying, riiat if Aiy Verily Khan had 
injured Him hr withholding his just demand*, they would 
readily have assisted him in enforcing red res*; but to mutiny 
for no cau>e, or to behove ungratefully to their benefactor, they 
esteemed base und dishonourable. The Nuwuh took care tv 
improve this good disposition by present gratuities, and pm* 
roise* o! favour to ibc loyal duel* ;md theif followers, but, nut 
w lUing to Umtard the safely of hi* capital by proceeding to 
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extremities against !hc rebel, was content to guard the rity fit cr 
iVfKii iiiMilt, and to waif patiently tor his departure. At jld.ims 
length, Miuiaplu Khan, having used every urt, but without 
eir«et. to corrupt the army marched from Moorshudabad 
with upwards of tight thousand horse ami a great number 
of foot, with tbr intention of possessing himself of Bdiar. 

The inhabitants of the city, who during the rjtiamd had 
been under the greatest oiar^ for (heir persons and property, 
received new file irtuu lit- departure. The Nmvab having 
lihendh rewarded his troops for their fidelity, particularly 
Sefitii!

it is doubtful whether Scrap: ad Dow lab ever went lit rough 
the form oi soliciting Ins confirmation of the appointment, 

Th* first aci uf lib gore rumen t was to send a party of 
troops to dispossess his aunt. Gheseety Begum, of the palace 
ul" Mw)Uj«l, and to aclw tin treasurer of her deceased 
husband, Nua/.bh Mohammed. These measures hr easily 
effected. although the iudv had hired a number of people to 
'■ i> iitl her against his oppressions, He a bo demanded a large

This 
offlltf-r-ioim exhibited signs of discontent and hagting with 
several othifrs w ho wet t disgusted with tlic mfammte conduct 
of (he young Nuvvnb, entered into a correspondence with 
Shokut .Inng, the Governor of Purrieiih, ami shorted him to 
assert his claim to the mwsnud t the young tn,m readily fell 
into their measure*: but, hy the prudent advice of some of til* 
cmiiLsdlurp. he deemed it tc<pi trite first to procure from the 
Court of Delily a commission, appointing him to the govern- 
mmc; he, in censcij ounce, applied to Ghazy Addecn, Ihe 
Vizier ot Aalunigeer the Second, from vi liom he obtained a 
promise of the patent he required, on condition of sending 
annually a crore of rupees to the Imperial treasury *.

lu was diverted from his purpose, by letters received from 
Calcutta, respecting the rei'iisal of t,i le English to deliver up 
Kiahcrt liuJJub, the non oi Rajbullub, who Home tuonilijs before 
had leu Dacca with his family and property, and lud taken 
refuge at Calcutta: also by intelligent--- that the English 
were adding to the fornications of lort William, and in¬ 
creasing il.c strength til the garrison. 

This informal ion irritated ■hr Xnwab m a degree of rage 
whidi aslonislied his dflkers. lie instantl_v - hanged his reso¬ 
lution of mttirhmg to Pufmrab, and ordered hi^ army to return 
to Moor-hudabad: where ho arrived on the i^t of June, and 
laid siege to the factory ofCossimlxcrar; the garrison of which 
cousin ting only of forty-two men, it Was delivered up to him 
by capitulation, on the fourth day. The terms of tile mpitii- 
Lntion were, however, immediately broken; and on the joih of 
the month of Ramzan, i f% the Nuwab proceeded towards 
Calcutta. During this time, letters were daily despatched by 
the Governor ot Calcutta to Mr. Watts, die Chief 01 i 0*3*01? 
bazar, who w av dllt&incil m * prisoner by tin* Nuwab. to offer 
ewery apology possible to mitigate his wrath. The good 
offices of the bankers and principal Moghul merchants were 
also employed, but all in vain. Scrajc ad Dow lab replied,

The English, finding that they had no »ther resource 
than in Uteir own exertion*. armed all the Europeans, native 
Portuguese, and A mini ia ns, and took into their service l 500 
Hindoo mat eh lock-men; tliev also laid in u store jjf gram and 
other provisions: und milled such v. arks lor Ulcir defdm'i its 
tlie shortness of the time would admit, 

Upon the arrival of Scrnjr ml iJowluli m die vicinity of 
Chmsura and t’Ua nd emu gore, he sent letters to if»« Dutch and 
french. commanding them to witt him with their forces in 
his designs against Calcutta: but they pleaded the treaties 
subsisting between their nation* and the English in Europe, 
as a reason why they could nut obey his command*. This 
refusal he highly resented ; but at that time repressed his 
indignation* Irst they should unite with the English. 
ti*. On the iflth ol Ramzan. the Nuwab’t. troops crossed i he 

SjTuuh, river Hoogly, and on the following day came in sight of 
Calcutta: hut not being aware lluu the Maiimta ditch had 
never been completed, they were stopped by that part of it 
which had been excavated to the north of the town, and a 
temporary advantage was that evening gained by the English. 

He factory, or fort, was situated on the lunik of the river;

it* length from east to west was J>iii yards: its breadth on the 
south Slide was f ;fo yards, and on the north only 1 no yards; 
it had four bastions, mounting each ten guns; but the 
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curtains were only four feet thick, aud the lemee, which was sect - vs. 
the root' of (he store room?, formed the top of the ramparts - *.u . m». 
the gateway on the eastern side projected, and mounted Jive 
guns, and along tin- Link of (he river was a line r>f heavy 
Citirintt, mounted in-embrasures of solid masonry: so that rhe 
pbee might haw made a long defence against such an enemy, 
had no! the house!; of the principal Europeans, and the church, 
overlooked and commanded the fort. 

On t|)c i<|th, all the outposts were stormed by the Nu wall's n <>Ttf 
forces: upon which the Jffoo match lock- men, and oilier native 
troops in the English service, deserted, whilst lhe Portuguese 
and other iiihaliiumi-s Of the town, who had been injudiciously 
admitted into die fori, caused great confusion and uproar. 

On the 3 iii, the besiegers renewed their attacks; and having 
erected j battery of three guns, began to ciLiimmade the fort; 
witiUt thei r match lock'men, and others armed with small pieces, 
fired from the tops of the Uou*^ (which were all Oat-rooted) 
upon the garrison, 

Mr-Drake, the Governor, although not a military man, had 
not betrayed any .signs of personal fear, hut exposed his person 
oa rhe ramparts* ami wherever his presence was thought 
mjuaiit, unitl he received mteUigaore ihai the remaining 
gunpowder in the nUtgasjru wo* dump iipd unfit for service: 
when, finding that there was no chance of much longer 
defending the place, and being very apprehensive of the 
resentment of the Nnwab, who had threatened to pul him to 
death, he embarked on board a boat, and ii> a short time was 
conveyed on board one of the ships which were ihun anchored 
at Govindpore, nearly three miles down the rivet. The 
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v i j example of the Governor was immediately' followed bv dll 
a. v ua, who could get uu board the »l|ij»s. 

After this abandonment, the number of Europeans remain¬ 
ing In the fort were i|}o pewits, al the head of whom was 
Mr. II ol well, one of tiie members <o Council ; who, in order 
to prevent further desertion, directed the guic towards die river 
to be locked and guarded. I t was however bis intention t»

hare embarked, with die remainder of the garrison, on hoard a 
ship which w as skill anchored above the fori. For Lilts purpose, 
he sent order* lu the oipiaifi to bring her dim to the ton. 
as *ooti a* the ebb-tide would permit; unfortunately , the ship, 
on her way down, struck oti a ^and-lHUik , where the crew, being 
exposed to the fire ol the enrm> from the tops of die houses, 
were obliged to abandon her. 

The garrison continued to defend them wives with great 
vigour during the whole of that day and night; and made 
many signals to the ships anchored at fJ mil id pare to return 
and take them on board, as all the boats bad been either lost in* 
carried a wav bv the natives; but m this iu*t expectation of 
relief they were disappointed, for not a single vessel moved to 
their assistance. 

J “ m On the 21si of Jlaitixan, the Nu waifs Iroftps recommenced 

their attack with fresh vigour: and whilst ‘ niir of th** gar- 
mon exposed themselves with undaunted resolution, others 
were entreating Mf.f tnlwcll to capitulate ; who, to calm the 
nunds of those vvlio desponded, threw a leUer from the ram¬ 
part—written by Uaddmnd. a Hindoo mere bant of consequence, 
whom the English had, together with hisbenlvdluh, demined 
at prisoners on the approach of the N invsb's army—addressed 
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to Mantckchund. the Fonjctlar of Hoogly, who commanded a sett, vi. 
body of troops before the (bit, requesting him iti intercede a, l>its* 
with the Nuwab to cease hostilities, us the Lu^bsh watt’ ready 
to obey his commands, and only persisted in tlefoiniing the 
fori to preserve their livesand honour. Tin- Inter was imme¬ 
diately taken up i but for Ilia tty hours no answer was rrturned, 
w hilst the enemy continued to push on the attack with vigour. 

At imir o'clock in the evening a person ims observed ad¬ 
vancing to the tort with a dag of truce, which Mr Hoi well 
answered with another from the south-east bastion, A parley 
ensued, during which many of rhe Nuwab*s troops approached 
M> the walls of the f.jtft, and endeavoured to escalade Et; at the 
snrnc time some of the soldiers of the garrison, having broken 
open the arrack cellars, had in lexica I id llieinsd its. ami forced

At five a clock on the U2d of Itum&m, Scrajc ad Dowluh, iw fr 
afctcfided by Meet Jafficr, whom lie had again restored to his 
office, and several other oflttsera, entered the fort. He immedt- 
auly ordered Omichund and Kishenbullub to lie brought 
More him. ami meived them with rivilirr. He next directed 
’ome of his officers in go .md take posn >siuri of the Company's 
treasury: he thru proceeded ro the principal room of the 
f;lcton\ where he sal in state, and received the congratulations 
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, of hid courtiers un the import &n t conquest, He soon after 
setii for Mr. ITo TwOii: ami expressed much res entment ar ill c 
presumption of the English. in during to defend the fori; and 
great diwatts fact ion at the sinaiines^ of the sum found in 
the treatin', which dill tifil exceed 30,000 rupees, Mr, Ilol- 
vu |1 had l wo other conferences williTitin on this subject before 
icveu cf clock, when thr Xuwah dimmed him with assurances 
of *kfetv. 

Mr Hob* fli returning to his unfortunate companions, found 
them surrounded by a strong guard; he also perceiyed that 
several places to the fort liad by accident been set on fire, and 
ihut ihe flaunts approached, un hoib sides, the spot on which 
they stood- On each Bute of the custom gate of the Jon ex¬ 
tended n range of chambers, the nuofs of which formed the 
rampa rt of the eastern curtain; and before the chambers was 
an arched Yerarnlull or gallery. which was intended to sheficj 
the soldier* from >un and rain, but. Whig icrylou*, ohs true ted 
the light and air from the chamber:-, ‘llir prisoners were at 
first ordered to draw up in the verandah: but tin* officer com¬ 
manding die guard, not thinking they would be sufficiently 
secure there, inquired where was the prison of the fort; and 
one of the chamber* before mentioned, which was used wt the 
Black.-hole, lu con line disorder!) soldiers., being pointed out to 
hiuij he, without examining the extent of the apartment, forced 
them all ialo it. I he door t\ as immediately closed and locked; 
and i-tfi pen cm* were ihns confined, in the mom h of June, anil 
in the torrid /one, in a room not twenty feet square, with only 
two small windows to admit air. For the detail of the horrid 
futfcnngs of these unfortunate persons, the reader is referred to 
the historian mentioned in the beginning of this Chapter; suffice

to assemble Ins forces, aud» having crowed the rivet, to enter 
Purucah, Hi* own army marched in twodivisions ; that mulct 
his immediate f iiinmand proceeded on the south-west side of 
the Ganges to H.iicmahd; while the other, under Hie orders of 
ttaja Mobun holi, crossed that river at hurdah, and ma relied 
To wants the nppuintod place on the north-cast side.

attended by a body-guard of cavalry which he had raised 
himself, another corps of horse commanded bv hit brother, 
and a regiment of iooo matchlock-men. As soon os he 
arrived, the principal officers waited on him to pay their 
respects; but even at licit time, instead of ingratiating 

himself with them by tin. eomphiiapncc, hr added u» iheir 
disgust by the moruseness of his behaviour. nor would 
he give them any enters for their conduct, lm; desired them 
to return to their respective encampments, arid there await 
hi? commands.

In the meantime, Sham ’'■under, the Hindoo commander of 
the artillery, who «a* ptuscjH&d of much bravery but no 
experience* finding that hit guns would nor reach those of ihc 
enemy. »j nit ted his entrcnejinifni behind the morass* and 
advanced ovt-r the causeway to the other side, where be com- 
fiiL-tici'd a cannonade, On seeing this, Shokut Jung «ent order* 
to the cavalry also to cross the morass and attack the enemy, 

The commanders of the cavalry ration* (rated, that he was

These taunt* 
provoked the commanders of the cavalry, arid they ordered 
llirir mm to mount and lu etftss the Like. 

It being then about three o'clock in the dat, Sltokut Jiing. 
having taken his inebriating draught, retired (o Ids tent, u* 
arrmse himself with the song*, of his women. After some 
time, intelligence was brought to him. that the cavalry, 
having waded through the mud, were engaged with the 
enemy, who bud killed a number of them, and were press¬ 
ing op ike artiUcnr. At this lime lie was so much mtosj- 
cated that he could not sil rrect: but as fils pt«-*eiic<? was 
requisite to encourage the troops, some of the oiKcer* placed 
him an his elephant, with a servant to support him: and 
caused the driver tn advance towards ihe causeway, where 
in a shorr time a tnusquet-hall struck Sliokut Jung in the 
forehead, and sent his soul to the other world. On beholding 
ibis event, the rout became general, and cvvry man made 
the best of his way to Pumcah, The troops of Scrajc ud 
Dowlnh, having had a long march that day, did not pursue: 
but two dais after. Raja Mo bun Loll entered P irnieah, and 
took possession of all the weal if 1 and property of SihokuL 
Jung: which he despaiehed, with die women and rlnfdrrd 
belonging to rhe deceased, or of his fdther Say id Ahmed, 
to Muorshndabad. lie then regulated ihe country: and, 
having placed his own «m in charge of Purmah, hr went 
to join hh master, who had tmt proceeded further than Rajc- 
tntihel. Seraje ad Dowtah. however, aflttfflft) great merit from 
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this conquest, and returned with git’Jl pomp and rejoicing to ticr.vi, 
Moorshudakuj

It ha 1 * been before stated. that Air. I)rake, the Governor of \mnr%vtUuL 
Calcutta, having, with part of die gairttou, effected Ins escape p«v. Jim*" 
to thr Ships which were anchored at Gorindporc, as sown a* 
lie found the fort was in possession of the enemy, proceeded 
down the river to Fulfill, where he was joined by several vessrJt, 
coming from sea: the Company's agents, iikewhk*, from die 
subordinate factories at-Dacca, Jugdea. and other places having, 
on the first alarm, escaped from those situatiotiSj resorted to the 
fleet, For some time no provisions could lie procured: hut 
as soon as the N'tiwah's army left Oden tin. the country people 
ventured to supply them. The want of convenient shelter, 
and the tear oi bring surprised, obliged them all to sleep on

Mr Itrake having resolved to remain in that dtuathm till 
he should receive orders from Madras, had early tn duly 
ih <p.ih hed Mr. Miuimiigham in ^ small vessel to the coast, 
l poo the arrival of that gentle man at Madras, the government 
of Ion fir. (hfurge. which iuuljttni received intelligence of ihe 
breaking out of o war with France, were overwhelmed with

smaller transports. The land-forces consisted of 900 Eu¬ 
ropean soldiers, and 1500 Sepoys, under Hie command or the 
celebrated Colonel Cliv. ’Ihr Colonel carried letters, written 
by iHalabut Jung the Soubahdar ut the Dekkan, Alobum- 
mril \lv the Nuwab of Anvil, and Governor Ptgot. exhorting 
Semjt ad Dowlah to make reparation to the English for tin* 
injuries they bad suifered from his unprovoked bo&tiliEv. 
The instructions to Colonel Clive recommended the attack of 
Moorahudabad itself, if the Niiwabcontinued obsimate; and die 
capture oi the French settlement of Chandcrnagore, if news of 
(be war should arrive whilst the troops remained in IkwgaL 
The fleet sailed, from Madras the ifith of October; hut 
a*, the north-west mmifiotm had by that lime set in, they

In the meantime, MantckcJiund, the governor of Calcutta 
and Hoogly, having been much alnnucd by tlie engagement nr 
Budgebudge. hastened to meet tile Nuivab. leaving on I v u 
garrison of Boo men in ('ultima. 

Hi’Kigi-ii Go the 1st oi Jamiiim Cohmd t hee, w ith the greatest 
part of tbe troops, kttjdrd, and nm <v h< • . along the high road 
from AiyGhur to Calcutta; but the ships, having rern hrd the 
A. mm. f<>n some time tali ore him, in two hours compelled the gur- 
rwrn to retreat; it was then taken possession of bv Captain 
Cool*. with a detachment from fhe shipsi and on tin- following 
day Mr. Drake was restored to his government. 

Or» tbe -tth of the month, a detachment, consisting of 
130 Europeans and Jfoft Sepoys, was embarked on hoard the 
tweuty-gun ship, a sloop of war, and three other vessels, and 
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pro^-eded to the attack of Hoogly. Owing to the tweuiySguii s»ct. yi. 
stuj* striking on a sand-bank, it was the 10th before they a.o ~ 
reached their dcatmitsou The troops w ere llien landed , and 
the ships boring in u lew hour; mode a breach, it was stormed, 
anti the garrison* consisting of 2mm men, made a precipitate 
retreat. 

About this time intelligence t^aehed Calcutta, that war 
hail been declared between France and Great Britain, in the 
preceding month of May A* there went 300 soldiers uud 
a pood train of held artillery in (.'luindcrnagorc, the Governor 
and Council of Calcutta were very apprehensive that the 
French would immediately jom the Nuwab. wiUi whom it 
was thought the English force would not then he able tu con- 
tend. In this pent Marin it, they determined to open a negoti¬ 
ation for peace; accordingly, Colonel l : live wrote a letter to 
the hankers of Moursliud.ibad, named Seat, and to Omjcbund 
the * ulcuitu mrrHmni, requesting them to act :ts media tots. 

It is pmbuble, that if these overtures had been made pre- 
to 1 lie fuipturr of Hoogly, they would have been iuti-ndcd 
to. but after I hat event, the Nuwab was so exasperated, that he 
vowed vengeance against the English; ami even hismosUiivuurite 
courtiers durst not mention to him the subject of peace; whilst 
his secret enemies w ere anxious to see him embroiled w ith a 
t'«e f through whose assistance they might hope for a revolution. 

The Nuwab therefore, niter Ute usual delay of Eastern 
courts, commenced bin- march, with a numerous army, for 
Calcutta.- and on the 30th oi January rerrcs&rd the river, 
about ten miles above Hoogly, 

In flic meantime, the English had not been negligent in 
making preparetion h to oppose his progress, Tltey withdrew

h hat Ijcen Iw-foie ituicd, that when Colonel Clive took 
charge of the expedii ion, he was instructed by the Madras 
government, Ulu< should intelligence arrive, whilst he was in 
Bengal, ot the actual commencement of hostilities between flic 
French and English, lie should endeavour to scire lipon the 
French settlement of < ’handernagorc. The above intelligence 
did arrive while the English army were employed in the capture 
of Hnogly : hut so formidable tvas the Fftprii force at Cban- 
demngore, that, instead of Attacking it. the Governor and 
Conned or Calcutta were very apprehensive that the French 
would join the Kuwait. 

But as soon as peace was concluded between the Nuwab 
null the English, and the treaty of alliance offensive am | jf(V 
tensive ratified, the Latter, through theiragout Omidiund, i^ked 
his Jtermittsitth to attack Uumdcrnagore This application 
appear to have l»een tjnite unexpected by the Kuwait^ very 
contrary to his inclinations; hut as he was afraid of another 
rupture with the English, he declined giving any orders on the 
subject. ! olonel Clive therefore dotermilSwl to prosecute the 
enterprise; and on the 1 9 th of February crossed the river. 
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a i'eiv miles above Calcutta, and encamped un the opposite 
slwfe. 


Previous to tin* overt aet ui hostility, the French had ob¬ 
tained intelligence Of Colonel l .live* dcngtt*; anti immediately 
sent letters to theNuwab, 45 he valued hi* own safety to protect 
(heir settlement Their Mics&trngers overtook him nt Aguaiieep, 
a town forty miles south of Moorshudabad ; w here lie flatted, 
and i in media tel' wrote a teller peremptorily commanding tlir 
English to desist Irora their ini hi two, Hr also sent to the 
French a present of 100,000 rupees, and diretried l Nuncomtir. 
lire Qovertmr ot Hoogly, to assist them. lit- .iUi, directed a 
reinforcement to b. set*t tram his army to Hoogly. AU these 
dreumstana:* hr afterward* dented; andCofond < the, finding 
him so watering in his disposition, after a considerable delay 
occasioned ivy Objections and scruples on the part of Admiral 
Watson, gave orders for the attack of Chandcmsgore: 

The principal difficulty m this undertaking was, to get llie 
steps of war up the river: for (he French had taken the pnv 
caution of sinking several vessels bden with bricks in the 
channel: but by the assistance of a Mtmtirur Terraria, a 
deserter, who pomied out the places where the vessels were 
sunk, and (lie extreme precaution and skill of Gaptaifl Speke, 
the difficulty was overcome. 

On the Nth of March, Urn English army entered the French 
territory . and commenced hostilitie*: but the attack ,>n the fort 
did not commence till the si’d, when the bit (eric* having been 
Completed, and two of the ships destined for the attack, viz. 
the Kent or 64 and the Tiger offifl, (for the Salisbury could not 
gain her station,) being anchored opposite the fort, the earnest 
began at sun*risc, by lire fire (Void the two batteries on the land 
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suit, wliidi wiVj shortly lolk>wcd by that from the ships, "l iti* sect, vj 
Cannonade was very fierce on both parts, as foe garrison fought a.d. i;ir. 
with great bravery; but at nine o'clock the French hung out a 
Hag of truce, and at three Chandemagori' w*» taken. During Chudmu. 
the lime (hat messages wen* parsing concerning the term* of 
surrender, a part ot the garrison matched away, to offer their 
services to the Nuwab. 

In order to account for Sctaje ad DowkhV having thus 
abandoned the French to their fate, it is requisite to state, that 
about this period the Afghans, of Cabul* under their king 
Ahmed bhuh Abdully, again invaded Hindooslun, and. by (ho 
invitation of Aalmngtxr the Second, came to Dchly, to rescue 
him out of the power of his servants*; and it was reported that 
Abtkiily intended to pay the Ivisccnt provinces a visit, and to 
call the Governors to account for llie many years 1 revenue they 
had neglected to send to the Imperial treasury. 

Tiiii curcumatuner was taken hold of in the partisans of 
the English, and the other enemies of the Nimub, to work upon 
hib fours, and to prevent him from doing that which was so 
obviously his interest, for, at this time, Meer JalUcr fohan, 

Roy Dullub ikrrDcwan, the Seals, and Gbeacety Begum, Were 
ail so disgusted with Scraje ad D»wlalf» conduct, that they were 
anximis for an opportunity of deposing him. 

The part of foe garrison which had escaped from Claw- 
drniagore reached the Fi'cnch lactorv at (‘ossimbazar in safety, 
and were immediately taken under the Nuwab's protection. 

On this, Colonel Clive wrote to him, to demaml not only their 
being delivered up, but also that ifir English should be allowed 
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to take possession of the French factory at Cassini bazar. So 
bolt! a demand provoked Serajc ad Dow lab to mt excess of 
pa^ioo, ami he threatened Mr W'uas with bistam death. but 
vooti recollecting the I nip mile nee of thk threat, which would 
d mil it] cm bring on him the vengeance of the English, and 
being at the same lime solicitous of preserving the French for 
future contingencies, hr furnished Mr. Law, tin-chief of the

and ordered him to march, with all his men, ns if proceeding 
to Falun, but with a promise oi' recalling him, should hb ser¬ 
vices be required. 

Mr Law. who appears to have been u< !! acquainted with 
i he politics id Mobrihudubad, uiltl the Nituab, that imisi < f 
his chid* were dissatisfied with him, that the* w*-w; leaguing, 
with the English against him. and that, on the departure of the 
French, the smothered flame would hunt forth imd destroy 
him. Scrajc ml Do Wish felt the truth of hit observation, but 
had not resolution to detain him; he however promised io 
send lor ium T should any tiling occur; but Mr. Jaw prophe¬ 
tically said, ** 1 know- we shall never mm again," Accord¬ 
ingly, this body of adventurers, consisting of h)o Eunipiinns, 
sixty Coromandel (tepojrs* with thirty small carriages ami four 
elephants, passed through Moorshudahad on flic 10th of April* 
and, having crossed the river, proceeded towards lkbar. 

Ry this lime, the mutual suspicions between the Nuwab 

and the English were so much increased, that Colonel Clive

send a detachment in pursuit rif the French; but before hr hud 
time tu cam liis resolution into effect, he received intelligence 
from Mr. Watts, that the conspirators had made overtures to

1 he fiovemor and Council of Calmittsi considered the p r <„

Bui Mwr Jaflicr continuing long untrue table* and refusing to 
visit the NuwaU, tin* latter got into his pa I a n« pint, and, at- 
rended by a small retinue, proceeded to Meer JatEcr's house. 

This visit proditced an agreement, sanctified. as usual, by 
mutual withs on the Koran. Jatfier promised neither to join 
or give assistance to the English in the impending contest: 
nbd the Nuiuib agreed to permit him. as soon as peace should 
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be restart'd, in depart with bb family ainJ wealth. wherever

As Mxiit as it was day, hath armies drew out in line of 
L.iif lr The FuglUh force consisted of 800 European infantry* 

•t o arHllcry*men. amt fif ty sailors attached to the guns* which 
•consisted only of eight ssa-pmimlets, and two howitzers * 
there were also loo To passes, or Indian Timoguese, and it) CIO 
sepoys. TbeNtiwab's aimy consisted of I 8 *noo well-mounted 
and armed horse, i0,000 tnfiifirry armed with various weapons, 
as matchlocks. bows, rockets, spears and swords, and fifty 
pieces of cannon, cliiefiv twenty-four and thirty-two pounders. 

Hr had also forty Prdnchmen, with four pieces of light artillery. 

The < ngugetiH nl commenced by a distant cannonade, 
without much advantage on either side; but about noon a 
very heavy shower of rain came on, which damaged the Nu- 
wab's powder, and caused the enemy's tire t« slacken: whibt 
that of the English 6mitimutd without interruption; and ah 
though tew of the shot frtfua the OUlttbn against which they 
were directed, they had made considerable impression on the 
troops which were drawn up in the rear of the artillery. 

During all this time, no message or intelligence arrived 
from Mecr Jaffier, and llie C olonel began to be suspicious of 
hi* intentions: he therefore sent for Ameer Beg, and fjiies- 
tinned him on the subject. The Agent replied, that the troops 
who engaged the English were those under Meer Madden 
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wd Mohun Loll; and as aotra as they should he defeated, 
A ,t4T * be w ' a! * certain tit* master would join the Colonel. 

Tht* Nuwah had remained in hia lent, out of the reach of 
danger, cominuaHy-tbtlcrcd by his attendants with assur antra 
ot victory ; but soon after twelve o’clock, a cannon-ball smirk 
Mere Mod den, who was truly a brave tium and faithful servant. 
He was immoduitcly^amcil to lIr* Nuvvah, and having uttered 
a rew words, expressive of Ills own loyalty, ami the warn v f jj 
in others, died in ilia prewiw. This uSitctmg fight quite 
overcame the courage of ftmijr ad Dowlah: hcwiw involved tn 
despair, and knew nut wlmt to do, fie at length sent for 
Weer JatSer; and placing hia turban ut his feet, said, *• 1 now 
** truly rr-peut of my behaviour toward* you ■ and call upon 
■' you, in the name w f ymtr rejected brother-in-law, ami my 
" grandfatlicr, tlie laic Nuwub ,\ly Yerdr Khan, to fo rg f te 
" * hal Il£l * 1^™* : I m*w regard you m, his rep tentative; 

" and conjure you, out qf respect to Ins memory, arid ** a 
“ deaeernlant of the Prophet, to protect ray life and my honour.'’ 
Mrcr Jaflici promised he would do so ■ but advised, a* much 
of the day was spent, uuJ the troops had bt&t |o ng llfli j L . r 
arms, that they should be recalled to camp, and that m 
the morning he would repulse the enemy. The Nuvvah 
expressed his tears that the Cnghdi would attack him during 
the night, but .lather assuring him that he would guard 
against that went, he sent orders to his lie wan. Raja 
Muliiin iadl. to return to the camp, Ihe Raj* murutd a 
polite but determined refusal, saying, that il’ltd should retire 
akimt would thereby be spread among the troops, who would 
probably lake to Right, and throw ihr whole arurv into 
contusion. Meet JaiEcr. however, insisted on the retreat, and 
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M'hiin J - I) reluctantly ref unit'll to the camp about two J LCT ’ v <- . 
o'clock in the day, 

As soon as Mcer .fa flier returned to bis mrn rent, he wrote 
a letter to Colonel Clive, informing- him of whar had passed; 
and advising Kirn cither to posh tor ward inimcdiatelv, or to 
at tuck lhe camp at night: hut die messenger, fearing to pro¬ 
ceed while tlie tiring cun tin tied, did not deliver the letter. 

The ponderous cannon of the Nuwitb. which during the 
engagement had been advanced a considerable distance* in front 
of tin* camp, were mounted on platforms of a very Luge 
size placed on wheel-,. and 'not only conveyed all the am- 
ntunirion, hut afibrtM space for rlit- men to work the gim : 
each of these required fijfty or fifty yoke oi oxen to move 
them: great therefore was the contusion when ihey com* 
menc.ed their return to exmp, exposed to the unremitting Are of 
the field pieces of the English: who, taking Advantage of the 
nrorntrtflrtte, advanced towards the entrenchment of the camp, 
bin were ■amir rime kept in check by the four light gnus 
managed by Sinfray and the other Frenchmen, and by showers 
of matchlock*balls from the entrenchment. About rhe same 
lime, rhe troop* of Moor Jafficr approached towards the right 
flank of the English, with nn intention of joining them : but 
their signals not being understood, they were fired at, and 
Coinpelled to keep aloof. At length Colonel (.’live, being con¬ 
vinced that they were friends, ordered his troops to push on 
to the camp: and at five o’clock entered the entrenchments, 
which he found abandoned, and the enemy dying mi all aides. 

Tin* NlovalA (roups m- li^jn Mu bun Lull had predicted, 
on seeing their artillery returning to lh>- ramp, cmirtmlrJ that 
a general retreat was ordered ; i hey therefore began to <pjit

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hi bodies : and Serajeud tJowtuh* observing this 
Ku. ii*t. dcscii urn. and much alarmed by die approach of the Engliilu 
mounted a camel, find, accompanied by 3000 hone. i'c- 
treated towards Mdorahudahail. He arrived at hi* palace early 
next morning: where* although he besought those who had 
accompanied him from the camp to remain til) lie could pre¬ 
pare tor his escape, and fiat upon some place of jtfuge, be 
could tmiprevail on them to stay with him. Fortune had turned 
her back, and mankind abandoned him. He remained «t 
Munsootgonge till midnight. when, taking with him ha jewels 
mid a large sum «l <n«nn upon fir pliiim*. accompanied by his 
w itc Loot! a! Ni^a, out] one , ; r two uiiitt* women, in covered car¬ 
riages, be hmmxd to Bogwingnia; where he embarked upon 
Mime of lib own limit* which wen* tiatiuncd there, and pm . 
cwded up she river* in hopes of meeting Mr, lajvr with the 
French detachme nt whom he hud ordered to join him, or of 
effecting hit escape to Fumeoli, but on ft* arrival opposite to 
Rajeniahcl, lie and hb women being oppressed with hunger, 
they stopt at the celt of a Mohammedan dmsbli* named Barni 
Shah, Lind requested Jllitt :<i procure them sonic food. To (fib 
man Snrje ad linwlali, in the days of Ins prosperity, hud 
offered an affront, the remembrance of which still run kiwi in 
his mind: lie, however, received them courteously, am) set 
about preparing some AnV/otty for dirtut but privately de¬

The Colonel taring to hair m the 
tmmp. where the troops would certainly be tempted to separate, 
in search ot' the rich plunder winch was scattered all arxmnd 
them, and be liable to be thus cut mFbv the enemy, informed 
Meer lathers messenger, that he meant to proceed that night 
to Baoodpore* about six mik» further, where he should be 
happy to see his master m the morning. 

The English troops having hero told that they should he 
rewarded with a handsome denari on of money, in lieu ot fhc 
plunder of the Gimp, received til* order fd march ou w ith 
loud acclamations, leaving an immense property to be token 
possession of by MeerJaffiera forces; and at eight o'clock 
the whole army arrived at Daoedjiorc. This important vtcmw 
Was gained with very litilo loss; the number of Etwij^ns 
killed snd wmutded were only twenty; and of the Sepoys nnd 
Lasraf^, fifty-two ; many of whom were von- slightJv injured. 

On the morning of the 24 ih of June Colonel Clive sent 
Jlr. Scratlon. and Ameer Beg, to Meer Jnffier, who had 
encamped about a mile from Daoodpore. to say he should be 
happy then to see him. -Meet Jafller receiml the deputies 
with much reserve, and an air of anxiety ; as if he appre¬ 
hended that the English would resent his conduct, in nor 
having joined, and having allowed them to bear all the brum 
of tiw battle without any- assistance of encouragement. Xfe» 
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however, accompanied them to the English camp, attended by 
liis son Mecrun, und his usual retinue. On approaching tin' 
Colonels tent, he alighted from hri elephant, and the guard 
drew out and saluted him in the usual manner. Not knowing 
the meaning o] this compliment, he started back, fearing it 
was a plot to assassinate him. Colonel Clive, however, ad¬ 
vanced immediate!v, and, taking him in his arms. diluted him 
as Nuwub of the three provinces, which removed his fears. 
Tbev conferred about an hour; during which die CnUrnel 
advised him to proceed immediately to Moorshudabad, to 
endeavour to sccuris Sent}® ud Dow lab, and to prevent the 

treasury being plundered. Meet JftJSbr returned to hb camp, 
and i in mediately marched towards the city. He arrived in the 
eye mug; but did not take any measures to prevent the depar¬ 
ture of Serujc ad Dow Ufa. who left hit palace, as has Item 
befttse lib ted six hours after the arrival of Mcer J.ifijVr. 

The English troops made a short march on the evening o! 
the still; ami on the following day, about noon, arrived at 
Moidapore. in ihr vicinity of Moorsbutbbnh 

As soon as die army was encamped, Colonel Clht sent 
Mr, Watts and Mr. Walsh, attended by a hundred sepoy*, to 
puv Mcer Ja flier a visit of ceremony. Tim visit ©onfirtnwd the 
It opes of ail the partisans of Mint J a flier, and clearly pointed 
wuL to the inhabitants of the city whom they were to consider 

as their future master. 

Some difficulties having occurred respecting the payment 
ot the compensation due to the English, which amounted to 
2,7SO,ixio/. sterling. Colonel Clive did not enter the city till the 
morning of the 2()th; when, escorted by a guard of 200 Euro¬ 
peans. and 300 sepoys, he took possession of the palace and 
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pmlcn of Morau.1 Baug. which had b™ a tU>(tc-tI for
